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ADDRESS  OF  THE  PRESIDENT. 


This  is  the  ninety-fourth  year  since  the  senior  of  oar 
component  parts  be^in  its  useful  existence  in  1821  — and 
the  present  oonditioQ  of  our  eocie^  is  proof  of  the  interest 
that  has  heen  continuously  taken  by  many  public  spirited, 
and  personally  interested,  citizens. 

As  the  child  grows,  and  out-grows  those  necessary 
enclosures  that  are  called  clothes  —  so  has  this  Institute 
greatly  outgrown  its  clothes,  or  more  properly  speaking,  its 
home. 

Givers  have  been  generous,  and  the  tane  nsefnlness  of 
gifts  cannot  be  realized  until  they  are  placed  so  that  they 
can  be  clearly  and  readily  seen  by  members  and  visitors. 
They  may  be  persons  coming  either  from  interested  onriosi- 
ty,  or  wiUi  some  real  object,  perhaps  a  bit  uncertain  at  first 
—  which  in  either  case,  may  result  in,  one  way  or  another, 
true  benefit  to  the  community.  What  I  venture  to  call 
for  this  purpose  the  communis,  may  be  no  limit  as  to  terri- 
tory whence  members  or  visitors  may  oome  to  us. 

Such  benefit  may  be  of  varied  kinds: — aesthetic  or 
practical,  perhaps  a  combination  of  both,  giving  increased 
pleasure  and  happiness,  or  profits  in  money,  and  odierwise. 

This  is  a  proper  time  to  make  known  our  grateful 
appredatioo  of  what  we  receive,  and  to  say  words  in  the 
Iwpe  of  enoonra^ng  further  giving  to  us ;  and  also  it  is  a 
favored  time  to  ezpresB  our  needs  for  housing  the  generous 
gifts  which  we  now  possess,  and  hope  to  receive.  In  saoh 
connection  we  cannot  foi^t  the  fact  that  expenses  constant- 
ly increase,  in  the  reasonable  course  of  our  work. 

The  only  way  to  attract  gifts  ia  to  pretty  clearly  picture 
the  possibilities  that  our  plant  here  offers.  Flans  should 
always  be  ready  in  advance  to  make  dear  what  would  help 
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in  developing  oar  valuable  hietoric  work,  and  in  recording, 
tbe  fattire  history  that  is  making  fast 

We  have  plans  in  the  keeping  of  oxir  Curator,  Mr.  Dow, 
always  ready  for  such  inspection,  which  provide  for  a  fire- 
proof addition  in  the  rear  of  the  present  museum  building, 
supplying  three  la^e  picture  galleries,  and  a  dozen  small 
rooms  for  the  exhibition  of  special  collections,  such  as  die 
Lee  CoBectioD,  H.  F.  Waters  Collection,  room  for  engrav- 
ings, room  for  Salem  pictures,  an  Osgood  room,  a  children's 
room,  etc.  The  building  also  would  supply  a  book  stack 
holding  450,000  volumes,  and  lastly,  and  equally  impor- 
tant, a  lecture  and  concert  hall  seating  over  1000  people 
and  equipped,  it  is  to  be  hoped,  with  an  organ  —  the  dream 
of  the  late  Francis  H.  Lee,  and  he  frequently  spoke  of  it 

The  proposed  hall  is  located  in  a  comer  of  the  lot  adjoin- 
ing the  Annory  where  the  space  could  not  well  be  utilized 
for  museum  purposes,  so  that  in  a  sense  it  occupies  space 
otherwise  unused.  As  for  the  needs  for  additional  space 
for  the  museum,  a  glance  about  its  present  congested  quar- 
ters will  soon  tell  the  story  of  crowded  space  with  portraits 
and  fine  paintings  suspraided  from  iron  railing  of  the  gal- 
lery and  closely  covering  the  walls  of  the  picture  gallery. 
We  have  at  the  present  time  enou^  material  packed  away 
to  fill  another  gallery  in  the  museum ;  and  what  will  happen 
when  the  next  considerable  gift  of  pottery  arrives  we  are 
at  a  loss  to  say.    Estimated  total  cost,  $105,000. 

The  Institute  has  lost  during  the  past  year,  by  death, 
one  of  ite  vice-presidents  —  Abner  Cheney  Gktodell.  Hav- 
ing been  bom  in  Cambridge  in  1831,  he  had  been  a  resident 
in  Salem  since  early  childhood.  The  earliest  ancestors  of 
his  name  came  from  Pennington,  Suffolk,  England,  in 
1634.  Among  his  ancestors  we  find  invraitorB,  scholarg, 
lawyers,  and  other  busy  men  of  affairs,  with  names  welt 
known  throughout  New  England. 

His  strong  personality  and  genial  disposition  taken 
away,  leave  a  vacancy  that  will  be  missed  in  the  future 
onwM^^  course  of  the  Listitute  of  which  he  was  so  fond. 
I  cannot  do  better  in  paying  tribute  to  Mr.  Qoodell's  mem- 
ory, than  to  refer  you  to  Mr.  Putnam's  memoir  in  our 
Historical  Collections. 
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67  the  death  of  Mr.  IU>ee  8.  Turner  we  have  lost  one 
whose  goiding  mind  and  attractive  personality  will  be 
mJased.  He  was  long  Curator  of  Art  by  appointment  of 
the  Board  of  Directors,  and  could  always  be  relied  on  to 
do  his  work  of  love  for  the  Institute  cheerfully  and  well. 

Tour  Board  of  Directors  have  invited  Mr.  Philip  Little 
to  succeed  Mr.  Turner,  and  we  are  fortunate  in  the  fact 
that  he  has  accepted  the  Ouratorsbip  of  Art 

During  the  Essex  House  fire  the  Peabody  Museum  be- 
came a  test  case  as  to  the  value  of  fireproof  roofs  with  metal 
skyli^ta.  Sparks  fell  there  and  that  building  stands  un- 
harmed. 

So  with  onr  Library  and  Museum  buildings  we  are  glad 
in  the  knowledge  that  they  are  reasonably  defended,  and  in 
that  same  way,  against  such  outside  dangers. 

Your  Directors  are  cognizant  of  the  short-comings  in  all 
of  the  older  classes  of  buildings,  and  are  endeavoring  to 
keep  fire  risks  to  our  property  here  at  a  minimum. 

There  are  those — of  which  number  I  am  one — ^who  be- 
lieve that  a  tablet  should  be  erected  upon  the  walls  of  our 
!E!ntrance  Hall  to  briefly  mark  the  history  of  &e  Institute 
in  an  appropriate  form,  both  from  the  historic  value  and  the 
instruction  to  visitors  that  such  a  tablet  would  afford.  It 
ifi  a  worthy  subject  for  a  gift  when  the  wording  and  loca- 
tion for  the  same  shall  be  satisfactory  to  your  managers 
and  an  estimate  available. 

The  Institute  has  been  near  danger  during  the  past  year 
from  Salem's  great  fire,  and  escaped  unsinged.  In  such 
an  escape  we  have  much  to  be  thankful  for.  With  roofs 
that  do  not  readily  catch  fire,  and  these  well  sky-lighted, 
we  have  a  good  defense  against  sparks  and  fire  brands,  in 
which  onr  brick  walls  are  an  essential  feature.  Our  "fire- 
proof" well  deserves  that  nama 

Much  cheerful  and  earnest  work  is  being  done  within 
library,  Museum  and  our  grounds,  which  cannot  be  too 
highly  commended. 
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The  membership  of  the  Easex  Institute  on  April  30, 
1915  was  567  in  number,  consisting  of  503  active 
members,  20  life  members,  and  44  on  the  oorreaponding 
list  DuJing  the  past  year  28  active  members  have  been 
elected  and  accepted  membership,  while  15  have  been 
dropped  for  nonpayment  of  dues,  15  have  withdrawn,  and 
21  have  died.  Among  the  latter  were  James  A.  Gillis, 
Esq.,  elected  a  member  in  1854,  John  E.  Brooks  of  Boston, 
elected  in  1856,  Charles  H.  Price,  elected  in  1866,  Na- 
thaniel A.  Very,  elected  in  1867,  Ross  S.  Turner,  elected 
in  1886  and  Abner  Cheney  Gkmdell  who  was  elected  a 
member  in  1857  and  was  senior  Vice-President  of  the 
Institute  at  the  time  of  his  death.  A  biographical  sketch 
of  Mr.  Qoodell,  with  a  bibliography  of  his  published  writ- 
ings, will  appear  in  the  July  issue  of  the  Historical  Collec- 
tions. A  man  of  most  unusual  knowledge  of  the  sources 
of  New  England  history  and  possessed  of  acute  and  almost 
microscopic  powers  of  analysis,  his  published  historical 
work  must  ever  remain  a  monument  to  bis  great  industry 
and  learning.  His  elaborate  annotations  to  the  Province 
Laws  of  Massachnsetts  will  always  be  of  inestimable  value 
to  the  students  of  her  history  and  all  who  may  wish  to  in- 
vestigate the  outbreak  of  witchcraft  frenzy  in  Salem  vil- 
lage must  ever  deploro  that  antagonistic  and  tmscholarly 
spirit  which  prevented  the  inclusion  in  Volume  VI  of  the 
Province  Laws  of  nearly  two  hundred  pages  of  notes  upon 
that  subject  prepared  by  Mr.  Goodell  and  which  had  been 
stereotyped  and  were  ready  for  the  printer.  It  is  sincerely 
to  be  hoped  that  gaUey  proofs  of  these  pages,  which  were 
in  existance  a  dozen  years  ago,  may  be  found  among  his 
papers  and  eventually  become  available  to  scholars,  for  tlie 
book  upon  wihAcraft  contemplated  by  Mr.  Qoodell,  never 
was  written.

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The  attendance  in  the  museum  has  been  over  sixteen 
per  cent  less  than  last  year,  the  week  day  attendance  being 
2,795  less,  while  that  on  Sondays  and  holidays  was  2,117 
lees.  This  falling  off  in  part  was  due  to  the  closing  of  the 
museum  for  two  weeks  immediately  following  the  great 
confiagration  in  June,  hut  removals  from  the  city  and  the 
great  attraction  of  the  ruins  left  by  the  fire  must  account 
for  the  lai^  decrease  in  the  number  of  visitors.

The  public  lectures,  as  usual,  have  been  given  in  Acade- 
my Hail,  the  Trustees  of  the  Peabody  Museum  eo^)perating 
with  the  Inatitute.  Eight  lectures  were  given  in  Oie  Free 
Course,  seven  of  which  were  illustrated.  Seven  evenings 
were  occupied  by  the  Home  Course,  at  which  refreshments 
were  served.  Five  of  these  lectures  were  illustrated  by 
radiopticon.

The  small  lecture  hall  has  again  demonstrated  its  use- 
fulness. Here  have  met  the  Travel  Class  of  the  Salem 
Women's  Club  and  also  the  Salem  Hospital  Alumnae  Asso- 
ciation, while  frequently  it  has  been  used  by  classes  from 
the  public  schools  which  have  come  for  talks  by  the  Secre- 
tary, illustrated  by  specimens  from  the  museum,  upon  such 
subjects  as  "Lamps  and  Lighting,"  "The  Making  of  Fire," 
"Early  Spinning  and  Weaving,"  "The  Money  of  our 
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Fatjiers  "  etc  These  Binall  talks  and  demonstrations  have 
aroosed  a  wider  interest  and  have  been  given  in  varied 
form  before  audiences  in  rarions  parts  of  the  County  and 
even  in  more  distant  localities.  To  see  tlie  flying  wheel 
twist  the  fibers  of  flax  into  thread  and  to  watch  the  spark 
from  the  flint  and  steel  grow  into  a  flame  with  whidi  to 
lig^t  the  old  time  candle,  always  arouse  the  greatest  inter- 
est and  curiosity. 

The  collection  of  souvenir  post  cards  has  received 
nearly  3,000  accessions  from  various  friends,  more  espec- 
ially from  Mrs.  Fred  A,  Coker,  the  Salem  Fraternity,  the 
estate  of  Miss  Lydia  Towne,  and  Mrs.  Henry  Wardwell. 
Emphasis  is  again  laid  upon  the  usefulness  of  these  cards 
to  the  public  sdiools  and  to  societies  and  churches.  During 
the  past  six  months  1,721  cards  have  be^i  loaned  on  39 
separate  occasions  to  24  different  schools,  societies  and  in- 
dividuals. May  it  again  be  siij^ested  that  the  Institute 
Tvelcomes  additions  to  this  collection  from  any  source. 
When  upon  pleasure  or  business  you  visit  various  cities, 
states  or  countries,  please  remember  the  "stay  at  homes" 
and  send  to  us  your  contributions  to  please  and  instruct. 

The  Institute  has  again  aided  the  ci^  in  its  work  in  the 
evening  schools  by  loaning  the  use  of  its  stereopticon  lan- 
tern at  Academy  Hall,  and  it  also  has  co-operated  with  the 
Salem  Oratorio  Society  by  opening  the  Reading  Boom  for 
its  weekly  rehearsals. 

A  more  substantial  form  of  aid  was  given  to  the  city  in 
the  weeks  immediately  following  the  great  fire  when  nearly 
the  entire  staff  devoted  itself  to  the  work  of  making  usable 
the  card  catalog  of  the  sufferers  and  the  work  of  l£e  reha- 
bilitation committee.  The  labor  of  alphabeting  on  a  largo 
scale  required  technical  and  linguistic  skill  and  the  trained 
oatalogers  and  assistants  from  our  vital  records  staff  per- 
formed a  work  of  the  greatest  value  at  a  critical  time 
when  haste  and  accuracy  were  of  the  utmost  importance. 

The  publications  of  the  year  include  the  Vital  Kecorda 
of  Westford,  the  fourth  and  last  volume  of  the  Bentley 
Diary,  the  current  volume  of  the  Historical  Collections  and 
the  Annual  BeporL  The  fourth  volume  of  the  Kecords 
and  Files  of  the  Quarterly  Courts  of  Essex  County  also 
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has  been  printed  lackmg  only  the  index.  The  vital  records 
of  Stoneham,  Carlisle  and  Weat  Newbury  have  been  com- 
piled and  edited  and  are  ready  for  the  printer  and  final 
work  is  now  being  done  in  completing  the  vital  records  of 
Salem,  a  work  which  has  now  extended  over  a  number  of 
years.  All  the  records  at  the  City  Hall  have  been  copied 
and  with  the  intention  of  filling  as  far  ae  may  be  the  nom- 
eioua  gaps  in  the  official  records,  we  are  now  copying  all 
the  church  records  and  cemetery  inscriptions.  This  latter 
work  is  well  in  hand  and  should  be  completed  early  in  the 
smnmer.  But  still  many  dates  are  lacking  and  bo  a 
house-to-house  canvas  is  now  being  made  for  family  Bible 
records,  and  diaries  or  other  contemporaneous  records  con- 
taining vital  information.  Every  scrap  of  original  record 
relating  to  a  Salem  birth,  marriage  or  death  is  greatly  de- 
sired. The  vital  records  of  Salem  probably  never  again 
will  be  printed,  at  least  while  modem  printed  paper  sui^ 
vives  the  "gnawing  tooth  of  Time,"  and  so  we  would  im- 
plore each  and  all  to  aid  in  making  these  records  as  com- 
plete as  possible. 

Allusion  was  made  a  year  ago  to  a  new  undertaking,  the 
compilation  and  publication  of  the  Probate  Records  of 
Essex  County  beginning  with  the  earliest  estate  —  in  a 
sense,  a  companion  work  to  the  publication  of  the  "Records 
of  the  Quarterly  Courts"  which  now  is  in  its  fourth  volume 
and  is  progressing  so  well.  During  the  17tb  century  the 
probate  records  of  Essex  County  were  entered  in  widely 
separated  books  of  record,  and  are  now  found  in  the 
Massachusetts  Archives,  in  the  Registry  of  Deeds,  in  the 
probate  records  of  Suffolk  County,  and  even  in  the  Ipswich 
town  records.  The  earliest  probate  records  —  the  wills, 
the  inventories,  and  the  accompanying  papers  of  interest — 
after  having  been  collected  from  their  varied  sources  were 
first  printed  in  the  Historical  Collections,  but  early  this 
spring  the  importance  of  the  work  in  making  available 
and  preserving  these  priceless  records  was  brought  to  the 
attenti(m  of  the  County  Commissioners  who  agreed  to  as- 
sume the  greater  part  of  the  cost  of  preparing  tiie  copy  for 
the  printer  so  that  now  it  will  be  possible  to  publish  a 
volume  annually,  and  then  no  county  wi^n  the  limits  of 
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the  United  States  will  be  aocompliBhinj^  more  in  preserving 
its  early  reoorda. 

The  publication  of  the  foorth  and  last  Tolome  of  the 
"Diary  of  Kev.  William  Bentley"  deseires  passing  com- 
ment The  work  of  copying  die  original  manuscript  b^an 
ten  years  ago.  The  four  volumes  contain  nearly  2500 
printed  pages  and  present  a  wonderful  photograph  of 
Salem  life  in  all  its  aspects  at  a  period  when  the  town  was 
at  the  hei^t  of  its  maritime  prosperity.  Included  in  the 
last  volume  is  a  minute  subject  index  to  the  four  volnmea 
which  by  its  numerous  classified  entries  under  such  topics 
as  animals,  books,  crimes,  food,  furnishings,  trades,  etc., 
etc,  renders  the  Diary  of  the  utmost  possible  value.  A 
similarly  arranged  index  in  the  volumes  of  "Beoords  of 
the  Quarterly  Courts  of  Essex  County"  has  received  much 
praise  at  the  hands  of  the  reviewers  and  a  recent  estimate 
which  appeared  in  the  American  Historical  Review  con- 
dudee  "that  if  ever  a  volume  lifted  the  roofs  from  multi- 
tudes of  seventeeaith-centnry  houses  and  showed  us  fully 
"what  was  K^ing  on  within,  Uiis  volume  does  so." 

A  Califomian  subscriber  to  the  Historical  Collections 
who  recently  purchased  a  complete  set  upon  receiving  the 
Index  volume  last  month  vnwte  as  follows :  "A  few  evenings 
ago  I  went  over  the  Historical  Collections  with  the  sole 
purpose  of  observing  through  the  publications  how  the  ^- 
stitnte  has  grown  and  broadened  its  scope.  The  growth  has 
been  marvelous  and  reflects  much  credit  upon  the  men  and 
women  who  have  given  it  fostering  care." 

Unexpected  words  of  appreciation  are  always  most  stim- 
ulating. Too  often  mudi  is  taken  for  granted.  But  it 
traly  may  be  said  that  wherever  the  publications  of  the 
IJistitute  may  be  found  —  in  European  libraries,  in  the 
Far  East,  or  widely  scattered  over  our  own  country,  there 
the  dignity  of  presentation  and  the  high  standard  of  their 
achievement  always  will  be  recognized. 

The  gifts  to  the  mosenm  during  the  past  year  bave  been 
numerous  and  varied.  Mrs.  Lee  has  added  over  1300  coins 
to  the  superb  collection  presented  last  year,  among  them 
being  fine  examples  of  the  Massachusetts  "pine  tree 
money,"  the  rare  "K.  £."  shilling  of  1652  and  a  Wash- 
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ington  gold  medal  cut  by  Jacob  Perkins  of  NewboryporL 
Many  a  pleasant  hour  baa  been  spent  during  the  past  win- 
ter in  classifying  the  Institute's  collection  of  coins  which 
now  numbers  over  6,000  specimens  and  is  particulariy 
strong  in  the  coinage  of  the  United  States.  In  addition, 
the  Robinson  collection  of  Oriental  coins  numbers  over 
3,000  examples.  Several  trays  containing  a  portion  of  the 
Lee  collection  have  been  labelled  and  are  before  you  this 
evening. 

Mrs.  Lee  has  also  presented  a  collection  of  articles  of 
costume  and  laces,  a  collection  which  she  intends  to  enlarge 
in  the  near  future  and  with  that  end  in  view  has  assumed 
the  cost  of  new  swinging  frames  for  wall  display  and  a  new 
table  case  to  contain  small  objects. 

Miss  Elizabeth  W.  Silsbee  also  has  given  several  dresses 
and  otiier  articles  of  costume  while  from  Mias  Martha  C. 
Codman  of  Newport,  R.  L,  has  come  a  beautiful  silk  bro- 
cade dress  formerly  worn  by  Mrs.  Elias  Hasket  Derby,  and 
from  Miss  Grace  Lawrence  of  Forge  Village,  Mass.,  have 
been  received  numerous  examples  of  hand-woven  fabrics — 
rose  blankets,  quilts,  table  cloths,  towels  and  handkerchiefs 
— woven  about  the  year  1820  by  her  grandmother.  Two 
very  fine  blue  and  white  hand-woven  coverlets  dated  re- 
spectively 1838  and  1839  were  purchased  from  the  income 
of  the  Frederick  Lamson  fund. 

The  conflagration  in  June  was  responsible  for  the  ^ft 
of  numerous  articles  and  for  the  loan  of  others  among 
wbi<^  may  be  mentioned  six  valuable  paintings  lent  by 
Mr.  Henry  "W.  Belknap,  including  a  "Baby  Stuart" 
claimed  to  be  a  replica  from  Van  Dyke's  own  brush.  Mr. 
George  G.  Putnam  presented  the  portrait  of  bis  grand- 
father, Perlcy  Putnam,  painted  by  Osgood,  which  had  a 
very  narrow  escape  from  the  flames  and  Miss  Mary  T. 
Saunders  gave  an  interesting  desk  brought  from  Qiina 
about  1810  by  Capt.  William  Cleveland  and  which  was 
saved  from  her  house  after  flying  brands  bad  set  fire  to  the 
roof. 

Two  generations  and  more  ago  it  was  the  fashion  among 
genteel  people  to  drink  tea  from  the  saucer  and  while  the 
fragrant  liquid  was  cooling  it  was  necessary  to  rest  the  tea 
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cap  where  the  cloth  might  not  be  Boiled  and  accordingly 
"cap  plat«8*'  came  into  existence — a  email,  eballow  saucer, 
sometimes  of  Staffordshire  ware  but  usually  of  pressed 
glaaa.  Most  of  the  cup  plates  used  ui  this  vicini^  were 
made  by  the  Boston  and  Sandwich  Glass  Company. 
Through  the  zeal  and  generosity  of  Mr.  Lawrenca  W.  Jen- 
kins, the  Institute  possesses  a  collection  of  sixty-three 
different  examples  of  these  glass  plates.  The  larger  num- 
ber are  of  transparent  glass,  but  some  are  opalescent  or 
milky  and  one  is  a  deep  blue.  The  glass  is  moulded  into 
various  designs,  usually  ornamented  with  scroll  work, 
flowers  or  stars.  A  bird  resembling  an  eagle  sometimes  or- 
namaits  the  center,  or  perhaps  a  ship  or  a  profile  of  Henry 
Clay. 

From  the  Marquise  de  Femzzi  de  Medici  of  Borne, 
Italy,  has  been  received  the  plaster  model  of  "Saul,"  a 
statue  modelled  by  her  father,  W.  W.  Story,  who  was  bom 
in  Salem.  Saul  is  represented  at  the  moment  when  the 
evil  spirit  is  upon  bim  and  David  is  called  in  to  play  to 
him.  The  bearded  figure  of  the  king  is  seated  in  a  dhair 
and  his  stem  features  are  fixedly  directed  toward  the 
ground.  Unfortunately  lack  of  space  at  present  prevents 
the  public  exhibition  of  this  example  of  the  work  of  Sa- 
lem's well  known  sculptor.  The  considerable  expense  of 
transportation  from  Italy  was  borne  by  Mr.  William  C. 
Endicott 

Several  years  ago  there  came  to  light  in  the  attic  a  small 
board  on  which  dimly  could  be  seen  a  defaced  painting  of 
Essex  Street  as  it  appeared  about  the  year  1830.  On  the 
berimed  back  of  the  board  was  written  in  pencil  in  the 
handwriting  of  Doctor  Wheatland — "Presented  by  Jona- 
than P.  Cloutman,  Januarv  1868."  While  clearing  up 
some  shelves  early  in  the  winter  this  board  again  came  to 
li^t  and  upon  receiving  a  soap  and  water  treatment  the 
outlines  of  a  building  b^an  to  appear  on  the  back  as  the 
encrusted  dirt  gave  way  and  soon  ihe  handwriting  of  Doc* 
tor  Wheatland  was  replaced  by  a  picture  of  Essex  Street 
looking  west  from  Derby  Square.  Upon  seeing  the  result 
the  interest  of  Mr.  William  C.  Endicott  was  aroused  and 
at  his  expense  Mr.  Lewis  J.  Bridgeman  has  made  water 
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color  copiee  of  both  sides  of  the  board  supplying,  after  much 
study,  ^e  parts  of  the  pictures  whidi  had  scaled  away  and 
disappeared.  The  original  and  the  copies  are  before  you. 
Essex  Street  looking  east  and  west  is  represented  between 
1826  when  the  First  Chiirch  was  built  and  1839  when  the 
Henfidd  building  was  taken  down  upon  the  oooatruction 
of  the  Tunnel. 

Two  additions  have  been  made  to  our  collection  of 
Eogers'  groups — "The  Wounded  Soout"  given  by  Misa  An- 
nette P.  Rogers  of  Boston  and  "Neighboring  Pews"  given 
by  Miss  A.  L.  JosHn  of  Boston. 

From  John  B.  £theridge,  have  come  numerous  examples 
of  pottery,  glass  botdes,  baskets,  litbc^aphed  mourning 
pieces,  etc. 

From  the  Misses  Willson,  pottery,  glass,  pieces  of  patch 
and  copperplate,  toys,  jugs,  etc 

From  Miss  Anna  Tappan  of  Manchester,  a  pine  board 
on  whicii  in  former  times  "Johnny  cake"  and  "Indian 
bannock"  were  spread  and  baked  before  the  open  fire. 

From  Miss  Katharine  M.  C^ray,  a  pierced  silver  ladle 
made  about  1810  by  Baldwin  of  Salem,  and  used  in  the 
Howard  Street  or  Branch  Church,  to  remove  the  flies  from 
the  communion  wine. 

From  Miss  Caroline  L,  Martin,  a  melodeon  made  by 
James  S,  Parks  of  Boston  and  from  Mr.  J,  Hardy  Dayton, 
a  seraphine  made  by  N.  6.  Jewett  of  Worcester, 

From  the  American  Type  Founders  Company  of  Jersey 
City,  a  printing  press  made  about  1800  by  Bamage  of 
Philadelphia.  A  still  older  printing  press  with  some  office 
equipment  may  also  come  into  our  possession  during  the 
coming  year. 

From  Mr.  George  T.  Read  of  Belfast,  Me.,  has  been 
received  upon  loan  an  imperfect  model  of  a  steamboat  in- 
vented by  his  grandfather,  Hon.  Nathan  Reed  of  Salem. 
At  the  same  time  came  a  working  model  of  the  nailcutting 
machine  also  invented  by  Reed  and  used  in  his  iron  worl^ 
on  Danvers  river,  together  with  the  patent  signed  by  John 
Adams.  Bather  more  than  a  century  ago  Nathan  Reed 
lived  in  a  house  that  stood  exactly  on  the  spot  where  we  are 
meeting  this  evening  and  his  invention  of  a  steamboat  and 
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its  sucoesafol  navigation  on  Danven  livm  is  a  matter  of 
ouniQon  knowledge  in  thia  vicinity.  The  original  patent 
for  his  invention,  signed  by  Washington,  formerly  was  in 
the  coatody  of  the  ibutitute.  Almost  ten  years  ago  with 
deep  r^ret  this  loan  was  surrendered  to  its  owner,  a  de- 
soendent,  who  then  lived  in  Nashua,  N.  H. 

An  interesting  aide  light  upon  Reed's  application  for  a 
patent  for  his  invention  has  recently  been  discovered  in 
Washington  by  Mr.  H.  C.  Gaoss,  in  a  memorandum  book 
in  the  Library  of  the  State  Deparbnent,  which  seems  to 
have  been  a  daily  minute  book  of  transactions  for  the  first 
two  or  three  years  of  the  Department 

"April  16,  1790.  Nathan  Reid  of  Salem,  in  the  State 
of  Massachnsetta  presented  his  petition  to  the  Secretary  of 
State,  the  Secretary  for  the  Department  of  War  and  the 
Attorney  General  of  the  United  States  praying  that  the 
sole  and  executive  right  of  making,  constructmg,  using  and 
vending  to  others  his  inventions  and  improvements  in  the 
art  of  distillation,  and  in  the  cylinder  and  case,  made  use 
of  by  Watt  and  Boulton,  may  be  granted  to  him  for  14 
years.    Informed  to  attend  on  Saturday  the  17th  instant 

"April  17,  1790.  Nathan  Reid  attended — present  the 
Secretary  of  State  and  the  Secretary  for  the  War  Depart- 
ment. '  Having  produced  the  plans  and  descriptions  of  his 
inventions  and  improvements,  he  was  requested  to  prepare 
models  of  &e  same  and  when  they  were  made  to  give  infor- 
mation. 

"April  22,  1790.  Nathan  Reid  having  given  informa- 
tion that  he  had  prepared  the  models  of  the  inventions  and 
improvements,  produced  the  same  to  Thomas  Jefferson, 
Esq.,  Secretary  of  State  and  Henry  Enox,  Esq.,  Secretary 
of  the  Department  of  War.  Agreed  that  the  inventions 
and  improvements  commimicated  by  Mr.  Nathan  Reid  are 
useful  and  important.  Ordered  that  letters  patent  be 
granted  to  Mr.  Nathan  Reid  securing  to  him  his  discoveries 
and  improvements  in  the  portable  furnace  boiler,  improved 
steam  cylinder  and  the  vascular  stills. 

"April  23,  1790.  Nathan  Reid  of  Salem  in  the  State  of 
Massadiuaetta  presented  his  petition  shewing  that  he  has 
discovered  a  machine  for  moving  and  directing  land  car- 
riages by  steam,  also  an  improved  method  of  impelling 
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boats  or  vessels  tliroiigh  water ;  also  a  madune  for  comma- 
nicating  motion  by  the  effect  of  heat  and  cold  on  metals, 
and  praying  for  letters  pat^it  to  secnro  to  him  the  b^efit8 
of  his  discoveries  and  improTements. 

"June  2,  1790.  James  Hmnsey,  by  his  agent,  Joseph 
Barnes^  presented  a  petition  praying  that  letters  patent 
may  not  be  granted  to  Nathan  Keid  of  Salem  for  tiie  ex* 
elusive  right  of  vending  the  several  portable  furnace  boil- 
ers generally  described  in  the  petition  of  the  said  Keid, 
because  the  said  James  Ramsey  is  the  original  inventor 
of  said  portable  furnace  boilers  vrbidi  said  Barnes  is  ready 
to  prove. 

"July  7,  1790.  John  Fitch  applied  for  a  pattot  for  a 
steamboat." 

Not  as  much  work  in  the  museum  has  been  accomplished 
aa  had  been  planned  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  because 
of  more  pressing  demands  in  other  directions.  However, 
die  cases  of  costume  have  been  rearranged,  also  the  lamps 
and  lighting,  the  collection  of  baskets  and  tiie  case  contain- 
ing implements  of  writing  and  miscellaneous  small  objects. 
Over  five  hundred  labels  have  been  written. 

Thanks  to  the  urgent  advice  of  Mr.  John  Albree  ihe 
danger  to  our  buildings  from  loss  by  fire  has  been  some^riiat 
mitigated.  Before  the  great  conflagration  in  June,  all  the 
skyligbts  had  been  replaced  by  new  copper  sash  supplied 
with  vrire  glass  and  later  in  the  year  antomatic  door  checks 
were  placed  cm  the  doors  leading  into  the  rear  hallway  of 
the  Library  Building  and  the  transoms  were  filled  witii 
wire  glass.  Probably  the  greatest  danger  from  fire,  at  the 
present  times,  exists  in  the  wooden  cornices  of  both  build- 
ings and  in  the  wooden  sash  of  the  windows  next  the  Armo- 
ry and  toward  Mr.  Pingree's  bouse.  To  replace  with  cop- 
per at  present  prices  is  practically  out  of  the  question  but 
the  near  future  should  see  steps  taken  to  remove  this  possi- 
ble danger  to  our  priceless  collections.  A  more  costly  but 
more  perfect  protection  would  be  the  erection  of  a  fireproof 
addition  in  the  rear  of  our  present  Museum  Building  to 
which  the  more  precious  objects  could  be  at  once  trans- 
ferred. Both  the  additional  space  and  the  protection  are 
greatly  needed  and  the  faith  is  not  lacking  Uiat  in  some 
way  or  other  they  will  be  supplied.

Among  the  many  gifts  to  the  library  the  foUoving 
should  be  mentioned : — from  Mrs.  Percy  Chase  a  marine 
en<^dopaedia,  printed  in  Padua  in  1784,  which  was  pur- 
chased in  Italy  by  Mr.  Chase  and  formed  a  part  of  his 
library  until  his  death  when  it  was  presented  to  the  Insti- 
tute for  its  marine  collection ;  from  Mrs.  Francis  H.  Lee 
a  large  number  of  books  of  travel,  art  books,  etc.,  including 
a  descriptive  history  of  the  Vatican  printed  in  Rome  in 
1829  in  eight  folio  volumes,  beautifully  illustrated  and 
bound, — the  Cabot  Rotterdam  Bible, — old  account  books, — 
a  trunt  full  of  John  C.  Lee  manuscripts,  and  a  lot  of 
papers  found  in  the  John  Cabot  house;  from  Miss  Mary  O. 
Pickering  reports  of  the  Massachusetts  Constitutional  Con- 
vention in  1778,  and  several  pamphlets  written  by  her  an- 
cestors Timothy  and  John  Pickering  and  bearing  their 
autographs, — also  a  collection  of  Pickering  manuscript; 
from  Mr.  William  K.  Bixby  of  St  Louis,  a  letter  from 
Lieutenant  Story  transmitting  a  pamphlet  from  the  Salem 
East  India  Marine  Society,  and  President  Thomas  Jeffer- 
son's letter  in  reply ;  from  Mr.  Alfred  Bowditch  of  Boston 
die  record  book  of  the  survey  of  Salem  in  1794  by  Na- 
thaniel Bowditch,  a  wot^  book  kept  by  Nathaniel  Bowditch, 
and  a  record  book  on  the  settlement  of  the  estate  of  Mrs. 
(21> 
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Rachel  Forrester  of  which  Nathaniel  Bowditch  waa  execu- 
tor ;  from  Hias  Martha  C.  Codman  of  Newport,  E.  I.,  a 
collection  of  manuscript  of  Benjamin  Fickm&n  the  well 
known  Salem  merchant ;  from  Mr.  Edward  Gray  of  Bos- 
ton, misoellaneoiiB  manuscripts  of  Franklin  H.  Story,  a 
Boston  merchant;  from  Mr.  E.  W.  Upton  of  Upton,  Mass., 
the  Secretary's  reoorda  of  the  Preedman's  Aid  Society  of 
Salem  from  1866  to  1871,— the  Director'a  records  of  liie 
Danvere  Aqueduct  Company,  1830-1882, — and  (be  account 
books  of  E.  W.  Upton  not  to  be  opened  until  1940. 

The  collection  of  Massachusetts  Tax  Acta  has  been  en- 
larged by  the  addition  of  23  issues  dating  from  1735  to 
1808,  and  4  of  the  rare  Massachusetts  folio  laws  for  the 
Kevoiutionary  period  have  been  secured.  The  Essex  Coun- 
ty collection  has  received  many  valuable  additions  during 
the  year  including  166  town  and  school  reports.  Many  of 
these  have  been  obtained  from  the  varions  town  clerks,  but 
82  reports  were  donated  by  one  person  through  the  solici- 
tation of  Mr.  Willis  H.  Ropes.  Log  hooka  to  the  number 
of  26  have  been  received  during  the  year  and  48  volumes 
of  the  Rudder  and  other  marine  periodicab  currently  re- 
ceived by  subscription  have  been  bound.  The  city  directo- 
ries collection  has  received  73  additions,  nearly  all  of 
Massachusetts  towns  and  of  recent  date.  The  Institute 
always  welcomes  gifts  of  directories  of  any  date  and  the 
members  would  confer  a  favor  by  sending  to  the  library 
each  issue  of  the  Salem  directory  as  soon  as  a  new  one  is 
published  so  that  duplicates  may  be  available  for  exchange 
with  other  libraries. 

Thanks  are  due  as  in  former  years,  to  Messrs.  Lawrence 
W.  Jenkins,  Sidney  Perley,  Willis  H.  Ropes,  Hugh  F.  E. 
Farrell,  and  Harry  Webber  for  their  continued  interest  in 
building  up  the  library  shown  by  frequent  donations,  and 
to  the  Salem  Public  Library  and  the  Salem  Fraternity  for 
files  of  Salem  newspapers.  Also  to  Mr.  John  Robinson  who 
has  added  forty  pieces  to  the  special  collection  on  Oriental 
numismatics. 

Through  the  kindness  of  one  of  our  Directors,  Mr.  John 
Albree,  the  original  manuscript  diary  of  Zaocheus  Collins 
of  Lynn  was  repaired,  interleaved  and  bound  in  blue  mo- 
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Tocco,  thereby  preeerring  this  intereetiBg  and  vahiable 
chTonicle  of  life  in  Lynn  and  the  auiroiuiding  towns  from 
1726  to  1769.  The  writer  Zaccheua  CoUina  made  an  entry 
every  day  for  forty-four  yeara  and  as  his  life  was  an  active 
one  he  haa  left  an  excellent  idea  of  the  life  of  Essex  Coun- 
ty in  bia  day,  especially  ae  he  was  exact  in  noting  the  names 
of  all  with  whom  he  had  to  do.  He  carried  on  hia  large 
farm  with  the  help  of  hie  sons,  some  apprentices  from  other 
towns,  and  slave  labor.  He  did  a  large  business  in  malt 
which  he  carried  to  Boston ;  be  made  steelyards,  oow-bella, 
and  ship  hardware.  He  was  a  Selectman  of  Lynn  for  many 
years,  drew  the  legal  papers  for  his  nei^bors,  acted  as 
arbitrator  in  their  disputes,  and  settled  their  estates  after 
they  died.  He  was  an  active  Quaker,  travelling  frequently 
to  attend  the  meetings  as  far  as  New  Hampshire  in  the 
north,  and  going  annually  for  forty  years  to  the  Rhode 
Island  meetings.  In  his  own  home  he  was  constantly  en- 
tertaining travelling  friends  whose  names  and  places  of  res- 
idence are  always  given.  Through  his  carefulness  in  noting 
the  routes  he  took  in  his  travels  he  has  preserved  mnch  in 
regard  to  communication  in  colonial  times. 

The  fund  available  for  the  purchase  of  books  has  been 
used  along  the  lines  adopted  by  the  Book  Committee  in 
former  years  in  building  ap  the  special  collections. 
The  most  important  purchase  of  the  year  was  twelve 
bundles  of  Marblehead  Custom  House  papers,  containing 
over  3,000  pieces  in  excellent  condition,  which  were  secured 
at  a  reasonable  figure  from  a  dealer  in  New  York.  The  lot 
contained  allowances  on  Marblehead  schooners,  certificates 
issued  to  American  seamen  with  the  signature  of  the  col- 
lector of  the  port,  fishing  agreements  signed  by  the  members 
of  the  crew,  protection  papers,  letters  from  various  Treas- 
ury ofiicials,  and  certificates  of  baptismal  record  copied 
from  the  Church  record  and  signed  by  the  minister  of  the 
ehorch.  These  papers  are  a  very  desirable  addition  to  our 
shipping  papers  and  will  be  useful  to  the  genealogist  as 
well  as  the  historian  as  these  baptismal  records  supplement 
the  town  clerk's  record  already  published. 

Last  summer  for  the  three  weeks  following  the  disastrous 
fire  of  June  twenty-fifth  five  members  of  the  staff  worked 
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derotedly  for  the  Relief  Committee  arranging  and  filing 
cards  in  the  general  index.  During  a  part  of  the  time  the 
library  was  closed  and  later  it  waa  opened  to  memberfl  only. 

In  the  late  fal!  Mr.  William  Abbatt  of  New  York  who 
is  compiling  a  bibliography  of  American  magazines  asked 
our  assistance  in  checking  on  his  cards  such  periodicals  as 
were  in  this  library  and  adding  new  cards  for  any  period- 
icals not  already  having  a  card.  About  16,000  cards  were 
checked  and,  although  the  Essex  Institute  was  the  sixty- 
sixth  library  to  do  this,  about  900  new  cards  were  added. 

The  appropriation  for  binding  has  been  used  in  binding 
current  historical  magazines  and  files  of  Salem  and  Essex 
County  newspapers,  and  in  repairing  and  rebinding  worn 
Tolumea  from  the  genealogy  and  local  history.  Eighty-one 
dollars  from  this  fund  has  been  spent  for  special  scrap 
books  is  which  to  mount  manuscripts. 

In  the  cataloging  department  cards  have  been  written  for 
all  current  accessions  to  those  classes  of  books  already  cata- 
logued. The  collection  of  maps  and  plans  of  Salem,  Essex 
County,  and  Massachusetts  has  been  catalogued,  as  well  as 
all  other  maps  previous  to  1850.  The  amount  of  work 
accomplished  in  (his  department  has  been  less  than  usual 
owing  to  the  absence  of  the  head  cataloger,  Miss  Nichols, 
for  the  entire  year  but  she  will  return  to  her  duties  here  on 
the  first  of  June. 

The  purchase  of  printed  cards  from  the  Library  of  Con- 
gress, and  the  American  Library  Association  has  been  con- 
tinued so  far  as  practical  and  9374  cards  have  been  bought 
at  a  cost  of  $38.36. 

The  reading  room  has  on  file  32  newspapers  of  which  alt 
but  three  are  published  in  Essex  County.  Forty-eight  peri- 
odicals may  be  found  on  the  tables  in  the  reading  room, 
and  110  historical  and  scientific  periodicals  received  hy 
exchange  may  be  consulted  in  the  library.  The  circulation 
of  books  among  members  has  equalled  that  of  last  year 
although  it  is  inevitable  in  a  library  of  this  kind  that  the 
home  use  of  the  books  will  be  small.  The  attendance  in 
the  library  baa  been  about  the  same  as  usual  but  is  far 
below  what  it  should  be.  The  use  of  the  library  is  not  re- 
stricted to  members,  and  any  one  interested  in  historical 
research  is  welcomed.

The  gentle- 
man whom  yoar  Nominating  Committee  presents  to  yoa 
has  shown  snob  great  interest  in  all  oar  work  that  we  oan 
all  feel  much  satisfaotios  that  be  has  allowed  his  name 
to  be  used. 

Since  the  year  1904  it  has  been  my  privilege  to  be  as- 
aociated  with  yoar  Board  of  Directors,  as  your  President, 
•nd  npoQ  electing  not  to  be  considered  ^^n  for  the  office 
of  President,  I  want  to  express  to  yoa  the  moat  agreeable 
experiences  that  I  have  had  while  endeavoring  to  fulfil 
the  duties  of  that  office. 

Certainly  much  has  been  accomplished  for  the  im- 
provement  of  your  property  here  since  1904 ;  and  to  the 
carefnl,  basineas-Uke,  and  barmonions  manner  that  yoar 
Directors  have  guided  your  affairs,  is  due  the  present 
excellent  condition  of  this  Essex  Institute  today. 

Daring  the  past  twelve  years  much  has  beian  accom- 
plished. The  Athenaeam  building  was  bought  and  has 
been  improved ;  the  Library  building  has  been  improved  ; 
these  two  boildings  have  been  connected  by  the  useful, 
handsome  and  dignified  entrance  hall,  from  whose  half- 
way landing  a  view  of  our  attractive  garden-grounds  is 
secured ;  and  through  this  ball  is  also  bad  entrance  to 
these  grounds. 

The  County  anthoritiee  enabled  ns  to  possess  the  inter- 
esting Ward  house,  which  was  moved,  improved  and 
equipped;  the  cupola  from  the  Brookboose  residence 
wa8  secured,  and  is  being  renovated  ;  notable  front  doors 
and  porches  from  Salem  booses  have  been  sacored  and 
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well  placed  in  the  grouuds ;  and  among  the  other  im- 
provements diat  are  more  or  loss  well  known,  that  which 
stands  out  as  of  primary  importance,  is  our  better  protec- 
tion against  fire. 

The  fire-proof  building  (so-called)  leads  in  value  under 
this  heading ;  and  the  isolated  heating-plant,  which  re- 
placed the  too  dangerous  furnace,  and  the  cutting  off  of 
the  gas  at  the  outer  wall  (except  when  a  single  pipe  is 
needed  for  cooking  at  our  social  entertainments),  cannot 
be  too  highly  commended ;  and  inflammable  omameota- 
tion  has  been  removed  from  the  roof. 

Undoubtedly  many  other  improvements  will  become 
possible  and  be  carried  out  as  the  future  becomes  the 
present ;  and  may  the  value  of  this  important  Institute 
be  well  realized  by  those  who  can,  and  would,  help  in 
promoting  snob  good  work. 

May  the  Institute  ever  prosper  and  develop  in  its  great 
usefulness. 
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KEPORT  OP  THE  SECRETARY. 


The  active  membersbip  of  tbe  Ebbbx  Institute  on  May 
1,  1899,  was  884.  At  the  present  time  it  is  but  509. 
About  twenty  years  ^o,  when  the  number  was  under 
400,  several  earnest  members  built  up  the  membership  to 
its  maximum;  but  without  the  sustaining  iofluence  of 
their  continued  efforts  it  has  gradually  fallen  back  toward 
its  old  level.  Meanwhile  the  population  of  the  monioi- 
pality  and  of  the  county  has  laigely  increased  and  the 
privileges  accruing  to  membership  also  have  been  en- 
larged. The  Institute  in  many  respects  is  a  unique 
institution.  Aside  from  possessing  the  largest  library 
east  of  Boston  and  a  museum  and  picture  gallery  whose 
like  cannot  be  found  in  America,  it  also  offers  to  its 
members  social  privileges  which  it  would  seem  are  little 
Qoderstood  or  appreciated  by  a  large  part  of  its  member^ 
ship,  certainly  not  by  hundreds  of  citizens  of  this  com- 
mnnity  who  gladly  would  make  use  of  them  if  only  the 
facts  were  brought  to  their  attention  How  many  of  our 
friends  realize  ^t  membership  in  the  Institute  offers 
many  of  tbe  privileges  of  the  proprietary  library  ?  That 
books  from  its  library,  together  with  a  long  liBt  of  cor- 
rent  magazines  and  periodicals,  may  be  borrowed  for 
borne  use.  That  its  reading  room  on  the  6rst  floor,  for- 
merly the  &ne  double  parlors  of  tbe  Daland  Mansion,  in 
many  respects  is  the  finest  reading  room  in  tbe  city. 
Here  easy  chairs  in  a  cosy  corner  invite  the  spending  of  a 
quiet  hour  over  the  latest  magazine  or  tbe  daily  newspa- 
per, a  privilege  esteemed  in  every  social  club.  That  in 
this  r^ing  room  are  held  during  Uie  winter  season 
•'  Home  Meetings "  for  members  and  their  friends,  at 
which  papers  on  a  great  variety  of  topics  are  read  or 
illastrated  lectures  are  given,  to  be  followed  by  a  social 
hour  at  which  refreshments  are  served.  That  seats  at

our  public  lectures  are  reserved  for  members,  and  last, 
but  certainly  uot  least,  that  it  has  long  been  conaidered  a 
mark  of  social  or  literary  distiDctioQ  for  a  citizen  of 
Essex  County  to  be  affiliated  with  this  iastitntion,  not 
only  for  the  reputation  such  membership  confers  within 
and  without  its  borders,  but  also  for  the  post  mortem 
glory  attained  in  the  obituary  notices  of  the  daily  press. 
Is  it  realized  that  members  may  transfer  all  of  their 
privileges  (save  the  last)  to  TiBitb<;  friends  ?  Where  in 
the  city  is  there  a  better  place  at  which  to  meet  a  friend 
on  appointment  or  for  social  chat  ?  And  now,  as  mem- 
bership in  the  Essex  Institute  possesses  aach  advanteges, 
why  will  you  not  shortly  propose  the  name  of  some 
neighbor  or  interested  friend  so  that  the  resources  here 
lying  somewhat  latent  may  be  more  widely  used  and 
appreciated?  Why  not  "do  it  now",  and  with  the 
annual  returns  from  an  increased  membership  a  wider 
range  of  activities  naturally  will  follow.  Supposing  that 
three  hundred  new  members  were  elected  during  the 
coming  year,  the  fees  would  amount  to  nine  hundred 
dollars  or  the  income  from  {20,000.  E^h  member  has 
recently  received  a  blank  form  on  which  to  propose  a 
name  for  membership  and  also  an  illustrated  lea^et  to 
hand  to  an  acquaintanoe.  If  for  the  moment  we  all  throw 
aside  our  New  England  reserve  and  with  loyalty  to  the 
Institute  and  spontaneity  of  spirit  invite  the  first  friend 
we  meet  to  join  in  membership,  there  would  follow  a 
revival  that  would  transform  the  atmosphere  of  these 
buildings. 

The  membership  of  the  Essex  Institute  on  April  80, 
1916,  was  670  in  number,  consisting  of  509  active  mem- 
hers,  20  life  members,  and  41  on  the  corresponding  list. 
This  is  a  gun  of  six  active  members  over  the  previons 
year.  During  the  past  year  31  active  members  have  been 
elected  and  accepted  membership,  while  7  have  with- 
drawn, and  IS  have  died.  Among  the  latter  were  George 
H.  Shattnck,  a  member  of  the  Ckinncil  since  190S,  and 
Prof.  Frederick  W.  Putnam,  elected  in  1656  and  the  old- 
est  member  of  the  Institute  in  terra  of  service.  Professor 
Putnam's  connection  with .  the  Elssex   Institute  was  re  - 
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markable,  not  only  for  its  long  duration,  but  for  the  early 
age  at  which  he  affiliated  himself,  as  an  earueat  student  of 
the  oataral  sciences  and  a  worker  in  the  cabinets  of  oar 
Museam.  He  was  elected  a  member  when  but  sixteen 
years  of  age,  and  two  weeks  after  his  election  he  made 
his  first  contribution  to  our  Proceedings, — the  beginning 
of  a  catalog  of  the  fishes  of  Essex  County.  But  more 
tiiaa  a  year  previous,  when  barely  fifteen  years  old,  he 
luded  in  rearranging  oar  collection  of  birds,  at  the  same 
time  beginning  work  upon  bis  catalog  of  the  birds  of 
Essex  County,  which  was  afterwards  published  in  the 
Proceedings,  in  which  he  listed  246  species  of  native  and 
accidental  visitors.  Since  that  date  the  list  has  been 
increased  to  390  species  and  sub-species.  In  November, 
1855,  he  became  Keeper  of  the  Cabinets  in  the  Museum, 
and  in  1866  its  Superintendent  After  his  removal  to 
Cambridge  he  was  elected  a  Vice-President  of  the  InsU- 
tute,  which  office  be  retained  until  1894.  An  indefatiga- 
ble worker,  his  youthful  loyalty  to  this  institutioD  re- 
mained to  the  last,  and  with  pride  he  ever  recalled  his 
early  association. 

The  attendance  in  the  Museum  has  been  over  five  per 
cent  less  than  last  year  and  twenty-one  per  cent  less  than 
that  of  1914.  The  laigeet  attendance  on  any  one  day 
was  OQ  Sunday,  Feb.  27,  1916,  when  619  persons  passed 
through  our  picture  gallery  between  two  and  five  o'clock. 
It  is  a  curious  fact  that  the  attendance  on  Sundays  has 
increased  and  the  decrease  in  attendance  occurs  on  week 
days.  A  similar  condition  existing  at  the  Peabody  Mu- 
seum in  this  city  has  led  Mr.  Lawrence  W.  Jenkins  to 
compile  a  Gomparative  table  of  attendance  in  eight  muse- 
ums in  various  parts  of  the  country,  from  which  it  ap- 
pears that  there  has  been  a  uniform  decline  in  totals  dur- 
ii^  the  past  two  or  three  years.  Through  the  courtesy 
of  Mr.  Jenkins,  this  table  is  here  printed. 
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Here  aod  there  a  considerable  iooreaae  may  be  note  d 
wbich  U  accounted  for  by  some  unusual  cause,  like  the 
opening  of  a  nevr  building,  or  some  striking  special  exhi- 
bition, such  as  the  Morgan  collections,  the  tuberculosis 
exhibit,  or  the  Hudson-Fulton  celebration.  But  why 
this  seeming  decline  in  museum  interest  and  to  what 
cause  may  it  be  attributed  ?  To  a  greater  superficiality 
of  life  and  education  or  to  the  seductive  distractions  of 
the  moving  pictures  and  the  automobile?  Who  shall 
say  ?  It  is  a  fact,  however,  ttiat  the  week  day  attendance 
in  our  Museum  twenty  years  e^o  was  larger  than  it  is 
today  in  our  greatly  enlarged  and  enriched  quarters. 
Then,  Salem  was  visited  as  a  monument,  a  shrine — some- 
thing to  be  studied.     Now,   the   visitor  ligbUy  pauses. 
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here  and  there,  butterfly-like,  or  is  whirled  throagb  the 
streets  ia  ao  ftatomobile,  while  on  the  running  board  a 
email  boy  "  guide  "  delivers  an  extraordinary  distortion 
of  fact  plentifully  soused  with  fiction.

Thirty-three  schools  have  visited  the  Muaeum  and  na- 
merooB  short  talks  have  been  given  to  classes. 

The  public  lectures,  as  usual,  have  been  given  in 
Academy  Hall,  the  Trustees  of  the  Peabody  Museum  co- 
operating with  the  Institute.  Eight  lectures  were  ^ven 
in  the  free  Course,  six  of  which  were  illustrated.  Seven 
evenings  were  occupied  by  the  Home  Course,  at  which 
refresbments  were  served.  Two  of  these  lectures  also 
were  illustrated.  The  attendance  at  the  lectures  of  the 
Free  Course,  like  the  attendance  in  the  Museum,  has  not 
been  quite  as  large  as  usual.  At  no  time  has  it  been 
necessary  to  refuse  admission  for  lack  of  seating  capacity, 
and  several  most  interesting  and  beautifully  illustrated 
lectures  have  been  given  with  numerous  unoccupied  seats 
in  the  hall,  while  at  a  very  low  breath  we  must  confess 
that  the  Home  Coarse  has  been  much  neglected.    Shall 
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moTuig  pictaree  be  inaugar&ted  id  oar  ooaraes,  or  is  it 
that  we  of  to<Uy  refase  to  be  lectured  aa  in  the  past  t 
Well  may  we  ask  the  question — Would  Wendell  Phillips, 
Ralph  Waldo  Emerson  or  Daniel  Webster,  incarnated, 
draw  large  aodieaces  as  of  old  ?

The  small  lectare  ball  has  beeu  frequently  ased  by  the 
Travel  Class  of  the  Salem  Woman's  Clnb,  the  Salem 
Hospital  Alumnae  Association,  and  classes  from  the 
pabUc  schools.  The  stereopticoo  lantern  at  Academy 
Hall  has  again  been  loaned  to  the  city  for  nse  in  its 
WDik  in  the  evening  schools,  and  the  Reading  Room  baa 
also  been  used  for  the  rehearsals  of  the  Salem  Oratorio 
Society  and  for  meetings  of  the  Chase  Family  AssociaUon 
and  the  Old  Planters  Society. 

The  publications  of  the  year  include  the  carient  Tol- 
ame  of  the  Historical  Collections  and  the  Annual  Report. 
The  fourth  volume  of  the  "  Records  and  Files  of  the 
Quarterly  Courts  of  Essex  County  "  haa  been  completed 
and  the  fifth  volume  is  more  thaa  one-half  in  type.  The 
first  volume  of  the  "  Probate  Records  of  Essex  County  * 
also  is  more  than  one-half  in  type.  Next  month  we  shall 
go  to  press  with  the  first  volume  of  the  "  Vital  Records 
of  Salem  " — containing  one-half  of  the  births.  Work  on 
Salem  records  began  over  ten  years  ago  and  has  beeu 
continued  intermittently  ever  since.  Not  only  will  the 
printed  volumes  contain  the  births,  marriages  and  deaths 
recorded  in  the  town  records,  but  also  the  church  records, 
the  oemeteiT  inscriptions,  the  death  notices  in  the  aewa- 
papers,  and  the  results  of  a  house-to-house  canvass  for 
Bible  records,  which  unfortunately  should  have  been  an- 
dertaken  before  the  great  fire  of  June,  1914.  It  is  a 
remarkable  commentary  on  the  incompletenese  of  the 
poblic  records  of  Salem,  when  it  appears  that  nearly  all 
of  these  private  records  are  found  to  be  unrecorded  in 
the  Tolumes  preserved  at  the  city  hall.  The  vital  records 
of  Salem  to  1850,  however,  when  all  in  type,  will  proba- 
bly occapy  upwards  of  8500  printed  pages. 

The  Historical  Collections  of  the  Institute  deserve 
a  higher  appreciation  by  the  members,  at  least  so  far 
as  the  subscription  list  is  concerned.  lu  each  Tissue 
will  be  found  one  or  more  articles  of  a  popular  or'more 
readable  character,  while  Mr,  Sidney  Perley's  contribu- 
tions on  "Salem  Lands  and  Houses  in  1700  ",  illustrated 
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by  maps  and  pictures  of  old  dwellings,  are  of  tbe  greatest 
value  and  interest.  Doctor  Gardner  is  contiauing  the 
genealogies  of  Essex  County  families  in  alphabetical  or- 
der, and  other  valaable  genealogies  are  being  printed. 
In  forthcoming  issues  wilt  appear  carefully  written  de- 
scriptive acconntB,  fully  illustrated,  of  the  Eastern  Kail- 
road,  the  Salem  fire  of  June,  1914,  and  the  Salem  origin 
and  first  public  demoostratioD  of  the  telephone. 

The  gifts  to  the  Museum  include  large  additions  to  the 
FntDcis  H.  Lee  Collection.  An  alcove  has  been  entirely 
devoted  to  this  collection  and  furnished  with  pieces  of 
family  furniture — a  fine  bookcase  and  escritoire  filled 
with  china,  a  tall  clock  made  by  David  Wood  of  Newbury- 
port,  various  old  oil  portraits  and  good  mirrors.  Adjoin- 
ing tbe  alcove  is  a  case  containing  family  costumes  on 
figures,  and  in  six  swinging  frames  are  displayed  the  laoea, 
fans,  and  family  relics.  Among  the  items  included  in 
the  gift  may  be  noted  an  oil  portrait  of  Francis  Cabot  of 
Salem,  who  died  in  Natchez,  Miss.,  in  1882,  a  silver  por- 
ringer made  by  Edward  Wioslow  about  1725,  80  snufE 
boxes,  indading  a  fine  mother  of  pearl  box  formerly 
owned  by  Capt  Joseph  Ome,  who  commanded  the  ship 
"Essex  "  and  was  murdered  by  Arabs  at  Mocha  in  1806, 
6  miniatures,  24  fans,  inolodiog  an  English  fan  of  about 
1810,  with  a  decoration  of  painted  music,  and  also  an 
unmounted  fan  of  French  origin  printed  on  vellum. 
There  is  a  silver  spoon  made  by  John  Edwards  about 
1715.  and  spoons  made  about  1780  by  Richard 
Lang  and  Edward  Lang,  both  of  Salem.  There 
is  a  repraeentative  collection  of  fob  seals,  eight 
funeral  rings,  the  oldest  datad  1756,  a  number  of  orna- 
mental boxes,  shell  combs,  early  valentines,  a  collection 
of  Confederate  and  broken  bank  paper  money,  and  957 
souvenir  postal  cards. 

Charles  H.  Weston  of  London,  England,  has  presented 
a  silver  patch  box  made  by  Jeffry  Lang  of  Salem  about 
1760  and  formerly  owned  by  Christian  Ccowninshield  ; 
also  seven  other  pieces  of  silver. 

The  CoDgregatdonal  Church  at  Wenham  has  deposited 
a  commuoion  set  consisting  of  two  fiagons  mode  in  1847 
and  six  goblets  made  in  1820. 
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From  Miss  Marthft  C.  Codmaa  of  WasbiDgtoD,  D.  C, 
came  one  of  the  carved  wooden  ood  fishes  that  fomierly 
decorated  the  front  etaircase  in  the  Benjamin  Fiokmaa 
house,  Essex  street,  Salem,  built  in  174S  ;  also  a  framed 
coat  of  arms  of  the  Pickman  family  painted  by  Samuel 
BlyUie. 

From  Miss  Margaret  Haskell,  an  oil  portrait  of  Miaa 
Mary  Derby  of  Salem,  painted  in  Kentucky  aboat  1840. 

From  the  Misses  Willson,  Staffordshire  and  other  pot- 
tery, basketry  and  articles  of  costume. 

From  Thomas  F.  Davidson  of  Salem,  two  sketchbooks 
of  the  late  Lydia  L.  A.  Very  containing  pencil  sketches 
of  several  old  Salem  buildings. 

From  Arthur  W.  West,  two  silver  watches  and  a  col- 
lection of  photographic  negatives  of  old  houses. 

From  Edwin  N.  Peabody,  161  negatives  of  old  houses 
and  furniture. 

Col.  John  E.  Spencer  and  Major  Lawrence  W.  Jenkins 
have  presented  the  cupola  from  the  Derby-Brookbouse 
Mansion  which  was  removed  when  the  new  Masonic  Tem- 
ple was  erected.  A  good  friend  of  the  Institute  met  the 
cost  of  removal  to  our  frrounds,  and  as  the  Brookhouse 
heirs  retained  the  Molntire  eagle  which  crowned  the 
cupola,  Mrs.  E.  K.  Latbrop  of  Gloucester  replaced  it  with 
the  carved  eagle  formerly  on  a  building  in  the  rear  of  the 
CoL  Francis  Peabody  resideooe. 

Major  Jenkins  and  Mr.  Willia  H.  Ropes  have  made 
frequent  gifts  of  pottery,  glass  and  other  objects. 

Daring  the  summer  the  "  Doctor  Grimshawe"  house 
on  Charter  Street  was  extensively  remodeled,  and  as  the 
porch  was  to  be  replaced  the  original  was  secured  by  pur- 
chase and  removed  to  our  out-of-door  musemn  in  the 
garden.  Eleven  contributors  made  this  possible.  It  will 
be  recalled  that  Hawthorne  frequently  visited  this  house 
daring  the  days  of  his  courUhip  of  his  future  wife, 
Sophia  Amelia  Peabody,  and  in  "  Dr.  Grimshawe's  Secret " 
be  describes  this  "small  enclosed  porch,  containing  the 
main  entrauce,  affording  a  glimpse  up  and  down  the  street 
through  an  oval  window  on  either  side." 

Mr.  Lawrence  Park  of  the  Boston  Moseum  of  Fine 
Arts  and  Mr.  Frank  W.  Bayley  of  the  Copley  Gallery 
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have  Tisited  Salem  several  times  and  carefully  inspeoted 
the  portraits  in  our  picture  galleiy,  paint«d  by  unkDoirn 
artists,  with  the  result  that  there  is  no  doubt  but  that  the 
miniatures  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Samuel  Sparhawk,  painted  in 
London  in  1780,  and  the  exquisite  miniature  of  Capt. 
Joseph  Ome  were  done  by  Copley  ;  that  the  portrait 
of  Eev.  Andrew  Le  Meroier  of  Boston  was  painted  by 
Crreenwood ;  and  that  the  portrait  of  Thomas  Cashing, 
long  supposed  to  represent  the  Revolutionary  patriot  and 
Lient.-GoTernor  of  the  State  and  so  figured  in  the  Me- 
morial History  of  Boston,  was  undoubtedly  painted  by 
Joseph  Badger,  who  died  in  1766,  and  tber^ore  the  por- 
trait must  be  that  of  the  father,  Thomas  Gushing,  an 
eminent  merchant  of  Boston,  who  died  in  1746,  and  who 
was  Speaker  of  the  House  of  RepreseDtatives  for  four 
years  preceding  bis  death. 

Early  in  January  the  Library  and  Publication  Conunit- 
tee  met  and  voted  that  "  the  Secretary  be  requested  to 
prepare  and  publish  a  new  edition  of  the  Visitor's 
Guide  to  Salem,"  a  matter  of  business  easily  transacted 
by  the  Committee,  but  requiring  a  deal  of  work  on  the 
part  of  the  Secretary.  The  new  edition,  now  nearly 
ready  for  the  press,  will  be  materially  rearranged  and 
will  contain  a  much  larger  number  of  illustrations. 

The  valuable  collection  of  phott^raphic  negatives  in 
the  fire-proof,  comprising  houses,  street  views,  portraits, 
ship  pictures,  furniture  and  costumes,  and  uumbering 
2214  items,  has  been  arranged,  listed  and  card  catalc^ed 
with  cross  references.  The  objects  in  the  Civil  War  aad 
Revolutionary  alcove  in  the  Museum  have  been  rear> 
ranged  and  relabelled,  and  the  Francis  H.  Lee  CoUectioa 
has  been  arranged  and  partly  labelled.  685  labels  have 
been  lettered  for  the  Museum,  the  correspondence  and 
routine  work  of  the  office  has  been  attended  to,  and  so 
the  year  has  passed. 
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The  additions  to  the  Library  during  the  past  year  have 
been  as  follows : —

Among  the  many  gifts  to  the  Library  should  be  men- 
tioned a  ooUeotion  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  volumes  of 
caricatures,  together  with  histories  of  the  art  and  lives  of 
famous  caricature  artists,  presented  by  Mr.  George  Fran- 
cis Dow.  It  is  a  well  rounded  collection,  including 
nearly  everything  that  has  been  printed  on  the  subject  in 
the  English  language  and  numeroiu  volumes  published  in 
France  and  Germany.  Among  the  former  may  be  found 
the  elephant  folio  editions  of  the  Gilray  and  H<^pkrth 
plates.  The  original  colored  engravings  issued  separately 
Dumber  about  two  hundred,  and  well  illustrate  the  work 
of  Rowlandson,  Cruikshank,  Bunby,  and  other  carioatur- 
iste  of  their  period.  The  uncolored  engravings  and  lith- 
ographs also  number  about  two  hundred,  and  include  a 
repreeentative  collection  of  the  Jacksonian  period  and 
the  Currier  &  Ives  lithographs  issued  during  the  Civil 
War  and  later.  The  work  of  Thomas  Naet  is  shown  by 
an  almcmt  complete  set  of  engravings  taken  from  Harper's 
Weekly.  There  are  various  periodicals,  including  Vanity 
Fair,  Jogend,  and  a  set  of  Punch  covering  fift^  years. 

This  collection  of  caricature  has  been  provided  with  a 
special  book  plate  having  as  a  central  figure  the  famous 
Gerrymander  which  had  its  origin  in  the  following  manner : 
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In  1812,  vheo  Elbridge  Gerry  was  GK>Ternor  of  Mas- 
sachusetts, the  Democrats,  seeking  to  retain  their  suprem- 
aoy  in  the  State,  remapped  the  Senatorial  districts,  and 
in  Essex  Connty  the  arrangement  was  most  absurd.  The 
map  of  the  County  showing  this  division  wss  published 
in  various  newspapers  and  periodicals,  and  it  is  said  that 
Gilbert  Stuart,  the  painter,  seeing  this  map  hanging  upon 
the  wall  in  the  editorial  office  of  Benjamin  Bussell,  added 
with  bis  pencil,  wings  and  claws,  remarking  that  it  would 
do  lor  a  salamander.  Rossell,  who  was  busy  at  his  desk, 
looked  up  and  said,  "  Salamander  I  Call  it  Gerrymander  I  " 
Mrs.  Francis  H.  Lee  has  made  frequent  donations  dar- 
ing the  year,  including  a  fine  collection  of  scores  of  ora- 
torios, masses,  church  music,  cantatas,  operas,  songs,  piano 
music,  and  lives  of  composers.  The  oratorio  scores  con- 
tain the  programs  of  various  performances  by  the  Salem 
Oratorio  Society,  together  with  a  list  of  the  first  forty- 
seven  concerts  of  uiat  society,  with  the  names  of  die 
soloists. 

A  bequest  was  received  from  Mrs.  Anna  G.  Feabody 
of  one  hundred  and  sixty-eight  volumes  of  history,  de- 
scription and  travel,  magazines,  ete.  Dr.  DeWitt  S.  Clark 
presented  the  Londoo  Contemporary  Review  covering  the 
years  18T2  to  1911. 

An  unusual  addition  to  the  stamp  collection  is  that  of 
one  hundred  sheets  containing  stamped  envelopes,  postal 
cards,  book  post  wrappers,  official  envelopes,  etc.,  and  an 
interesting  lot  of  correspondence  relating  to  a  lost  pack- 
age which  was  mailed  in  Yokohama,  misdirected  to  Essex 
Institute,  Boston,  Mass.,  and  which  travelled  across  the 
Pacific  ocean  three  times  before  reaching  its  deatinatioa 
in  Salem. 

Thanks  are  doe  as  in  former  years  to  Messrs.  Lawrenoe 
W.  Jenkins,  Willis  H.  Ropes,  Sidney  Perley,  Edward  S. 
Morse,  and  the  Misses  Brooks,  for  their  continued  inter- 
est, as  shown  by  frequent  donations ;  to  Messrs.  Hugh  F. 
E.  Farrell  and  Harry  £.  Webber  for  many  additions  to 
the  local  collection  of  programs  and  circulars ;  and  to  the 
Salem  Public  Library  and  the  Salem  Fraternity  for  files 
of  Salem  newspapers. 
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Effort  haa  been  continned  to  inorease  the  apecial  Emax 
County  collection,  and  it  has  already  ontgrown  the  three 
looms  assifpied  to  it,  so  that  it  baa  become  oeceaaary  to 
remove  the  caaea  of  drawers  which  were  in  the  north- 
western room  to  permit  the  boilding  of  additional  sbeW- 
ing,  increasing  the  space  by  288  rnnning  feet  A  partio- 
nlar  effort  haa  been  made  to  seonre,  through  the  co-opera- 
tion of  the  Librariana  of  the  varioaa  towoa  in  the  county, 
the  local  material  auoh  as  reports,  prc^^ms,  ciroalara,  and 
other  ephemeral  printed  matter.  An  intereeting  Salem 
item  porcbaaed  waa  a  copy  of  Felt'a  Annals  in  parts  as 
issued  with  annotations  by  William  Gibbs. 

It  is  hardly  necessary  to  repeat  that  the  library  partio- 
alarly  ioTites  donations  of  Essex  County  and  _^Salem 
material,  imprints  of  all  kinds,  reports,  programs,  ciiou- 
lars,  etc.  Salem  directories  are  especially  welcome  for 
exchange  with  other  librariea,  and  members  will  confer  a 
&Tor  by  sending  the  old  Saiem  directory  to  this  Library 
each  time  a  new  one  is  received,  or  npon  notification  the 
Institute  will  be  gla^^l  to  send  for  such  donations. 

The  most  notable  addition  to  the  manuscript  collections 
for  many  years  is  the  large  aconmulatioa  of  genealogical 
material  gathered  together  in  England  by  the  lata  Henry 
Fitz-GillMrt  Waters  and  Lothrop  Wittuagton,  and  pur- 
chased at  aaction  sale  in  London  by  the  Essex  Institute. 
To  make  these  papers  available  for  consultation  they  will 
be  carefully  arranged  and  many  of  them  bonnd  together, 
and  the  Institute  is  very  much  indebted  to  Mr.  Henry  W. 
Belknap,  who  has  taken  charge  of  this  work.  This  ac- 
cession will  be  described  at  length  in  the  report  to  be 
made  by  the  Curator  of  Mannscripts,  and  the  growing 
importaoce  of  the  manuscript  collections  will  be  shown. 

Other  manuscripts  have  been  received  as  follows  : — 

From  Senator  Geoi^  Peabody  Wetmore,  of  Newport, 
R.  I.,  about  six  hundred  ship  papers  of  great  value,  iuclud- 
ing  papers  of  the  "  Grand  Turk,"  the  "  Astrea,"  the  ketch 
**  John,"  and  the  brigantiue  "  Nancy,"  all  owned  by  Eliaa 
Haaket  Derby.  The  merchants  of  Salem  were  among  the 
first  to  explore  new  channels  of  trade,  and  they  entered 
boldly  into  competition  with  the  powerful  East  India 
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Company.  The  <*  Orand  Tarb,"  one  of  the  most  famous 
ships  ever  owned  in  Salem,  cleared  for  China  in  Novem- 
ber, 1785,  and  returned  in  June,  1787,  with  a  cai^  of 
teas,  silks  and  nankeens,  completiag  the  first  voyage  from 
New  England  to  the  ^le  of  France,  India  and  China. 
At  the  Feabody  Mnaeom  there  is  a  punch  bowl  brought 
from  Canton  commemorative  of  the  voyage.  On  the 
side  and  in  the  centre  of  this  bowl  are  pioturea  of  the 
ship,  wiUi  the  inscription  "  Ship  Grand  Turk  at  Cantoo, 
1786."  The  ship  "Astrea"  arrived  from  Canton  in 
1790  with  a  caif^  of  tea,  paying  over  927,000  as  duties. 
The  "  Astrea  "  made  some  of  the  early  voy^es  to  India, 
and  in  1798  was  seized  by  the  Sultan  of  Pegu  for 
use  as  a  transport  for  stores  for  bis  troops  in  Siam. 
Captain  Gibaut  and  his  mate  were  held  as  hostages. 

From  Mrs.  Ethel  (Roosevelt),  wife  of  Dr.  Richard 
Derby  of  New  York,  a  collection  of  Derby  family  letters, 
including  letters  from  Mrs.  tTacob  Crowninabield  to  her 
Aunt  Derby,  giving  an  intimate  picture  of  her  home  life 
beginning  with  her  wedding ;  letters  from  the  Princes  in 
St  John  to  John  Derby  of  Salem.  Mrs.  Prince  was  the 
daughter  of  Richard  Derby  and  a  sister  of  Ellas  Hasbet 
Derby  and  John  Derby.  She  and  her  husband  went  to 
the  British  provinces  as  refugees  during  the  Revolution 
and  remained  there  antil  1802,  when  their  son,  who  had 
married  a  daughter  of  E.  H.  Derby  and  risen  to  afSuence, 
invited  his  parents  to  return. 

From  Mr.  Stephen  W.  Foster  of  Dorchester,  papers 
relating  to  the  CalLfumia  pioneers ;  from  Mr.  Winfield  S. 
Nevins,  the  original  manuscript  of  his  book  on  witch- 
craft; from  Miss  Mary  Cleaveland,  forty>five  manuscript 
sermons  of  Rev.  John  Cleaveland  of  Chebacco ;  from 
Mrs.  Walter  Leslie  Harris,  an  epitome  of  the  probate 
records  of  Essex  County  from  1816  to  1840  ;  from  the 
estate  of  Mrs.  Anna  M.  Pickford,  Ames'  Astronomical 
Almanac  for  1761  to  1768,  containing  the  diary  of  Rev. 
Samuel  Chandler  of  Gloucester.  It  is  interesting  to  note 
that  the  Institute  already  possessed  the  interleaved  alma- 
nacs containing  Mr.  Chandler's  diary  for  the  years  1746 
and  1749  to  1758  inclusive,  and  a  typewritten  copy  cov- 
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•ring  the  yean  1769  to  1772  ;  from  Miss  Martija  C.  Cod- 
nuui  of  Washington,  D.  C,  Piobmaa  ledgers  and  acconat 
books,  Beojamin  pjckman  and  Richard  S.  Rogers  corre- 
spondence, and  a  collection  of  antograph  letters,  inclodiag 
letters  of  Lafayette,  John  Quinoy  Adams,  etc. 

From  William  C.  Waters,  jr.,  family  oorrespondenoe  and 
legal  papers  of  Judge  Joseph  G.  Waters,  account  hooka 
of  Joseph  Linton  Waters,  bills  of  Gapt.  Thomas  Deane 
from  173&  to  1775,  etc. 

The  following  manasoripts  have  been  placed  on  deposit : 
the  records  of  the  Marblehead  Marine  Insurance  Compa- 
ny, the  proprietors'  records  of  the  Essex  Merrimack 
Bridge,  and  records  of  other  insurance  companies. 

The  Essex  County  newspaper  collection  has  been 
largely  increased  during  the  year.  An  opportunity  to 
parchase  large  additions  to  the  files  of  the  Newbaryport 
Herald  resulted  in  securing  twenty-five  entire  years  and 
parts  of  twenty-five  other  years  needed  in  oar  set.  This 
paper  was  pnblished  from  1798  to  1915,  and  the  Institate 
has  a  good  working  set  with  very  few  gaps,  and  redou- 
Ided  efforts  will  be  made  to  complete  the  set  as  soon  as 
poeaible.  Another  Newburyport  newspaper,  the  Essex 
Journal  and  New  Hampehire  Packet  for  1786-7  has  been 
placed  in  the  library  on  deposit,  also  nine  numbers  of 
Green  and  Russell's  Boston  Post-Boy  and  Adrertiaer, 
ranging  in  date  from  1759  to  1765.  Large  additions 
have  iMeo  made  to  the  file  of  the  Essex  County  Mercury. 
and  the  Ipswich  Re^ster  for  18S8-1840  was  secured  at  an 
auotioD  sale.  The  latter  paper  was  the  first  one  published 
in  Ipswich  and  is  very  difficult  to  obtain.  By  exchange 
with  the  Library  of  Congress,  forty-five  issues  of  various 
Boston  newspapers  from  1768  to  1780  were  received. 

An  interesting  discovery  has  been  made  concerning  the 
Salem  Gazette  and  Newbury  and  Marblehead  Advertiser, 
which  was  pnblished  in  Salem  by  Ezekiel  Russell  in 
1774-6  for  a  few  months.  It  has  always  been  supposed 
that  the  last  issue  was  that  of  April  14, 1775,  but  Mr. 
Brigham  of  the  American  Antiquarian  Society,  in  com- 
piling his  recently  published  check  list  of  American  news- 
papers before  1820,  has  discovered  that  a  copy  of  the 
issm  for  April  21, 1775,  is  in  the  possession  of  the  Brit- 
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ish  MiueQm.  It  seenu  Btnnge  that  a  copy  of  this  iasae 
Bhoald  be  preserved  in  the  mother  coantry  and  D<me 
saved  in  the  colonies.  It  will  be  desirable  to  secure  a 
photostat  cop7  of  this  issae  for  binding  with  oar  set,  so 
that  a  complete  file  may  be  available  in  Salem,  the  place 
of  publication. 

Ad  important  acquisition  by  porchase  is  a  set  of  pho- 
tostat copies  of  the  Boston  News-letter,  made  by  the 
Massachusetts  Historical  Society  for  a  few  snbsoribers 
from  the  originals  in  the  possession  of  the  American  An- 
tiquarian Society,  the  Masaachnsetts  Historical  Society, 
and  other  libnuies.  Of  some  issues  only  one  copy  is 
known,  and  as  it  would  be  necessary  to  visit  many  difFer- 
ent  libraries  to  consult  all  the  issues,  the  desirability  of 
baring  an  entire  file  in  one  library  is  apparent.  At  the 
present  time  copies  of  all  known  issues  from  the  first  of 
April  24, 1704,  to  December  27,  1714,  have  been  received. 
and  when  completed  this  will  fill  the  early  period  of  Bos- 
ton newspapers  before  any  files  in  the  Institute  collection. 

The  classification  and  cataloging  has  progressed  nor^ 
mally,  all  current  additions  to  classes  already  cataloged 
being  completed  to  date.  One  of  the  catalt^ers,  Miss 
Mabel  W.  Farris,  who  had  done  most  excellent  work  in 
the  library  for  five  years,  has  resigned  to  take  charge  of 
the  South  Branch  of  the  Salem  Public  Library.  It  is  a 
pleasure  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  cordial  and 
hearty  co-operation  of  the  members  of  the  staff. 

During  the  summer  months  the  United  States  govern- 
ment documeots  were  re-arranged,  and  the  departmental 
reports  were  classified  and  numbered  according  to  the 
scheme  used  in  the  Libraty  of  Congress. 

In  cloeiug,  a  paragraph  from  one  of  the  reports  of  the 
Librarian  of  Congress  is  so  appropriate  that  it  is  here 
quoted  :  "  The  Library  can  indeed  hope  to  attract  gifts 
only  by  three  means ;  First,  by  a  building  which  will 
house  them  safely  and  commodioasly.  Second,  by  admin- 
istration  which  will  safeguard  them  and  render  them 
useful.  Third,  by  considerable  ezpenditares  of  its  own  in 
the  acquisition  of  material  which  will  bring  the  material 
given  into  honorable  company  and  will  attract  notice  to 
it  by  increasing  the  reputation  of  the  general  collection.*' 
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It  was  eleven  years  ago  (May,  1905)  tliat  tlie  late 
William  P.  Upham,  then  Curator  of  Maaoaoripts,  sub- 
mitted a  foil  report  as  to  the  treasures  in  that  departmeot 
oi  the  Institate,  and  siuce  then  the  number  has  greatly 
increased,  aod  the  room  and  facilities  for  their  aooom- 
modation  are  now  suitable.  The  Secretary  recently 
made  a  count  of  the  mannsoripts  and  found  orer  2600 
bound  volumes,  and  in  addition  1250  log  books  and 
a  la^  mass  of  unmounted  and  unbound  material  be- 
sides. 

The  figures  I  have  just  read  have  probably  made  no 
impression  on  your  minds,  and  as  they  are  rather  essential 
to  an  understanding  of  this  report,  let  me  call  attention 
to  them.  As  to  the  bound  volumes  of  manuscripts,  2600 
of  them,  suppose  a  searcher  were  to  examine  them  at  a 
rate  of  fifty  volumes  a  week,  a  large  average  by  the  way, 
it  would  require  an  entire  year  for  the  undertaking.  And 
at  the  same  rate  of  examination,  six  months  would  be 
consumed  in  going  over  the  unparalleled  collection  of 
1250  log  boobs.  From  its  size  alone  the  manuscript  col- 
lection of  the  Essex  Institute  must  be  called  large. 

Suppose  for  present  purposes  we  define  the  word,  man- 
Qscript,  as  a  paper  inscribed  more  or  less  formally  with  a 
personal  message  or  with  a  record,  the  result  of  a  combi- 
nation of  circumstances.  For  instance,  a  paper  upon 
which  today  was  hastily  made  a  memorandum  for  tempo- 
rary purposes,  or  a  letter  written  in  the  routine  of  the 
day's  work,  may  each  at  some  time  in  the  future  become 
a  manuscript  of  value,  just  as  have  thousands  of  similar 
papers,  now  in  the  fireproof  vault,  which  reproduce  the 
life  of  the  past  with  startling  exactness. 

The  reasons  for  these  manuscripts  being  gathered  to- 
gether are  many  and  diverse.  Between  the  generous 
(2S) 
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impolaes  of  those  who  are  glad  to  share  nitb  oUiers  the 
enjoyment  of  their  treasures,  and  the  unimaginatiYe  atti- 
tude of  such  as  see  iu  old  manusoriptB  only  waste  paper 
saleable  at  so  macb  per  pound,  may  be  discerned  a  wide 
range  of  motives.  Yet  whatever  the  motive,  the  acca- 
muuttions  are  now  in  the  possession  of  the  Institute,  and 
the  romance — and  the  tragedy  as  well — at  their  coming 
woald  supply  the  material  for  many  a  story. 

One  instance  will  suffice.  In  1916  a  volume  of  letters 
elegantly  bound  waa  received  from  an  elderly  gentleman 
in  Canada,  who  wrote :  "  As  I  have  no  children,  I 
thought  these  memoriala  had  better  be  kept  by  the  Insti- 
tute, as  the  letters  relate  largely  to  Salem."  The  result 
of  his  tboughtfulness  is  that  we  now  have  some  delight- 
ful records  of  Salem  life  and  people.  On  the  other  hand, 
there  are  many  items  that  actually  were  taken  from  the 
junk  pile. 

It  may  give  some  conception  of  bow  varied  and  inter- 
esting is  the  character  of  the  contents  of  the  fireproof,  if 
some  brief  notes  are  submitted  showing  what  was  found 
during  a  few  hours  spent  among  the  shelves. 

A  spirited  sketch  of  the  boat  "  Nancy  "  is  seen  on  one 
side  of  a  small  piece  of  paper,  while  on  tJie  other  is  a  bill 
for  hauling  twenty-four  loads  of  gravel  for  the  *<  Road 
through  South  Salem  "  in  1808. 

As  geographical  boundaries  count  for  little  in  the 
fireproof,  here  is  a  California  item :  A  long,  beautifully 
written  list  of  parties  who  paid  dudes  to  the  military 
authorities  iu  California  between  tbe  time  of  the  Treaty 
of  Peace  and  the  extension  of  the  Revenue  Laws  over 
tbe  State  in  1848. 

Salem  ships  and  shipping  naturally  figure  extensively 
in  the  collectJons.  There  is  a  package  of  the  letters  of 
iastruotions  from  the  owners  of  vessels  to  their  captains, 
some  dated  prior  to  the  Revolutionary  War.  A  certain 
form  was  frequently  used  at  the  beginning  of  the  letters, 
such  as  ia  found  in  one  to  Captain  Nathaniel  Silsbee  in 
1780  : — "  The  ship  Benjamin,  of  which  you  are  master, 
being  ready  for  sea,  I  do  advise  and  order  you  to  come 
to  sui  and  make  the  best  of  your  way  for  the  Cape  of 
Good  Hope." 
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Id  a  bound  volume  is  the  coacise  report  of  a  captain 
to  his  owners  in  1808  about  the  capture  of  hta  ship  by  a 
Fiench  pri-rateer  and  her  sabsequent  rescue  hy  an  Euglish 
frigate,  the  commander  of  which  asked  and  reoeivm  as 
saWage  one-eighth  of  the  value  of  tlie  cargo. 

Hera  is  an  example  of  an  act  that  through  constant 
repetition  became  a  fixed  habit:  A  programme  of  a 
fuewell  concert  by  Adelina  Patti  in  1888. 

This  next  item  was  the  work  of  that  delightful  racon- 
teur, Francis  H.  Lee  :  Three  voIumeB  of  material,  in- 
dnding  photographs,  for  a  history  of  Chestnnt  Street. 

Was  the  reason  for  the  issuing  of  this  document  a  de- 
sire to  protect  from  annoyance  the  Salem  man  who  used 
it,  or  was  it  to  g^ve  him  a  standing  in  the  metropolis?  It 
is  a  formal  document  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Common- 
wealth  of  Masaachusetts  granting  permission  to  a  Salem 
man  to  go  to  New  York  in  September,  1862. 

"nie  list  might  be  continued  indeflnitely,  bat  enough 
has  been  given  to  show  how  varied  is  the  material,  some 
dating  from  the  earliest  times  in  Salem,  while  other  items 
have  nothing  whatever  to  do  with  Salem,  or  even  with 
Massachusetts.  If  a  catalogue  by  subjects  were  made  of 
all  the  items  in  an  issue  of  a  newspaper  of  today,  it  oould 
not  contain  more  disconnected  entries  than  would  a  simi- 
lar compilatioD  of  the  contoatfi  of  the  fireproof,  and  for  a 
similar  reason,  because  these  accumulations  represent  life 
in  all  its  aspects,  and  life  at  first  band  without  amend- 
ment or  revision  ;  truly  a  wonderful  collection. 

It  may  be  said,  and  said  trutfafuUy,  that  what  have 
been  selected  are  not  the  items  of  value  which  give  the 
collections  their  high  standing  among  students.  But  a 
searcher  for  witchcraft  items  among  the  Putnam  papers 
would  not  give  a  second  look  at  the  wealth  of  shipping 
material  in  the  Derby  papers.  And  the  specialist  on 
commerce  would  disregud  a  volume  whose  label  showed 
it  to  be  letters  from  a  fotber  to  his  son  in  Yale  College 
two  centuries  ago,  even  though  the  writer  expressed  in 
the  old  style  handwriting  such  present  day  thoughts  as, 
*'  I  am  sending  you  some  money  ;  why  don't  you  write 
na?  "     And  moreover,  none  of  these  investigators  would 
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think  he  oould  find  anything  of  8igni6caiu»  in  an  old 
stereoscopic  view  of  a  dozen  children  in  their  perambu- 
latois,  on  the  reverse  of  which  the  photographer,  in  his 
exultation,  had  printed : —

The  thought  that  is  uppermost  in  the  mind  on  learn  ii^; 
of  these  treasures  is,  How  can  they  be  made  available 
and  their  contents  become  known  ?  The  cabalistio  com- 
binations— dear  to  the  heart  of  the  cataloguer — snob  as 
PQR  49  Z  and  ST  1860  X,  might  be  affixed  to  each  of 
the  manuscripts,  but  it  would  take  much  time,  and  for 
tome  of  ns  it  might  be  eternity,  before  the  listing  could 
be  completed.  And  even  then  the  algebraic  formulas 
would  give  no  intimation  of  the  dramaUo  force  latent  in 
some  tinie-stnined  sheet  bearing  names  of  men  not  only 
forgotten,  but  so  far  out  of  mind  that  it  might  take  days 
to  search  out  enough  to  allow  an  understanding  of  what 
they  wrote. 

The  Secretary  called  my  attention  one  day  to  a  bundle 
of  manuscript,  a  diary  of  three  hundred  pages,  that  bad 
been  in  the  Institute  for  fifty  years.  The  name  of  the 
diarist  had  been  known  only  a  few  months  when  he  spoke 
of  it.  The  result  for  me  was  a  delightful  pei'sonal  expe- 
rience of  eighteen  months'  study  of  that  manuscript,  for 
it  led  to  the  revivifying  of  a  strong  chnraoter,  a  Lynn 
Quaker,  Zaccheus  Collins,  who  died  in  1770.  There  are 
many  items  waiting  for  development  by  those  who  may 
be  BO  fortunate  as  to  find  the  particular  lines  of  investiga- 
tion that  appeal  to  their  individual  taste. 

The  Waters-Withiugton  manuscripts,  through  the  ardu- 
ous, faithful  work  of  one  especially  well  fitted  for  the 
task,  Mr.  Henry  W.  Belknap,  are  being  made  available 
for  investigators.  Their  acquisition  will  result  in  a  sub- 
stantial  increase  in  the  number  of  those  resorting  to  the 
Institute  for  research  and  study,  though  the  number  con- 
sulting manuscripts  in  libraries  is  small  as  compared  with 
those  using  books. 
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A  volume  of  manuscriptB  cftimot  be  examiofld  with  the 
same  assiiTaiice  one  baa  when  be  oonsalta  a  dictionary. 
Neither  can  a  man  expect  to  Teoeive  desired  information 
when  he  says  in  the  Bftme  breath  that  he  wants  to  know 
what  were  the  commercial  relations  between  Salem  and 
Timbnctoo  and  that  his  train  leaves  in  twenty  minatea. 

The  study  of  these  manuscripts  takes  time  and  patience. 
Rigid  rules  regarding  their  nse,  such  as  are  in  force 
wherever  manuscripts  are  kept  for  study,  will  have  to  be 
made  and  observed,  for  though  a  book  that  is  loet  or 
dami^^  may  be  replaced,  a  manuscript  lost  is  lost  for-

Thb  Watebs-Withinoton  Genealogical 
Manuscripts. 


The  recent  acquisition  of  the  entire  oollectton  of  man- 
tucript  notes  and  typewritten  copies  of  wills,  paiiah 
registers,  and  other  sources  of  geneal<^oal  information, 
representing  the  result  of  over  forty  yean  of  research  by 
our  most  eminent  Essex  County  genealogist,  Mr.  Henry 
Fitz-Gilbert  Waters,  and  his  successor  in  the  work,  Mr. 
Lothrop  Withington,  a  native  of  Newburyport,  puts  the 
Essex  Institute  in  possession  of  the  largest  showing  of 
nnprinted  English  genealogical  material  that  can  be  found 
in  this  count^.  It  should  assist  all  searchers  who  visit 
th«  Institute  lot  research  in  that  line  and  attract  many 
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from  all  parts  of  the  ooaDtrjr,  who  otherwise  would  oerer 
be  Been  here. 

The  wills  of  which  some  fourteen  thousand  are  type- 
written copies,  cover  more  or  less  fully  most  of  the  protnte 
jarisdictiong  of  England  and  to  some  extent  those  of 
Scotland,  Ireland  and  Wales.  Id  some  cases  t^ey  represent 
complete  files  for  years  at  a  time,  in  others  only  such 
were  selected  as  seemed  probably  those  of  cooneotioDS  of 
American  immigrants.  These  copies  are  being  arranged 
for  binding  in  two  series,  one  according  to  volnmo  and 
page  of  each  court,  and  hence  practically  in  order  of  date 
in  that  conrt.  The  other  series  according  to  fiunily  name 
and  alphabetically  by  christian  name  under  the  family 
beading.     The  latter  series  is  therefore  self-indexed. 

In  passing  over  these  wills,  while  it  has  not  been  possi- 
ble to  examine  them  very  closely,  many  names  have  been 
noted  that  are  very  suggestive  in  oonnectioii  with  our 
early  New  England  and  Virginia  settlers,  and  not  a  few 
contain  direct  references  to  relatives  across  the  sea.  Of 
coarse  among  them  are  a  number  which  have  previously 
been  copied  for  the  compilers  of  various  family  genealo- 
gies, but  it  seems  certain  that  in  some  instances  supple- 
mentary information  can  be  found  and  also  a  good  deal  as 
to  families  intermarried  with  those  of  the  emigrants. 

The  probate  districts  covered  number  about  sixty  in  all, 
and  in  most  of  these  there  are  several  jurisdictions,  snch 
as  consistories,  arcbdeacouries,  etc. 

As  the  great  Prerogative  Courts  of  Canterbury  and 
York  cover  between  them  all  of  England  and  Wales,  the 
wills  proved  in  theee  courts  are  very  numerous,  while  a 
large  number  are  to  be  found  in  sundry  jurisdictions  of 
County  Essex. 

Since  this  work  was  carried  on  both  by  Mr.  Waters  and 
Mr.  Withington  very  largely  in  the  interest  and  through 
the  support  of  the  late  Mr.  James  J.  Goodwin  of  Hart- 
ford, in  his  search  for  G-oodwiu  ancestry,  it  is  but  nattiral 
that  the  greatest  volume  upon  any  one  name  concerns  that 
of  Goodwin,  but  others,  such  as  Abbot,  Adams,  Allen, 
Armstrong,  Arnold,  Hills,  Morgan,  Palmer  and  Stokes, 
are  largely  represented,  and  in  all  of  them  there  is  much 
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to  be  learoed  about  other  familiee.  It  lappleineiita  rery 
greatly  the  two  Tolumee  of  Mr.  Waters'  Gleanings  and 
Register  Soame  of  the  Prerogative  Court  of  Canterbury 
for  1620,  copied  by  Mr.  J.  Henry  Lea. 

The  period  oovered  is  roughly  from  the  fifteenth  to  the 
eighteenth  centuries,  but  much  the  greater  number  are 
wills  of  the  early  seventeenth  century,  when  the  tide  of 
colonists  was  setting  most  strongly  in  this  direction. 

Apart  from  purely  genealogical  interest,  there  are  numy 
ivills  notable  for  pecnliar  and  qoaint  verbiage,  interesting 
beqneets,  such  as  the  one  in  which  the  testator  leaves  to 
luB  executor  ten  shillings  per  annum,  "  as  long  aa  my  poor 
parrot  shall  live  ",  and  references  to  places  or  things  of 
histoiic  association ;  for  example,  the  will  of  Thomas 
Pope  of  St.  Savior's,  County  Surrey,  proved  in  1604,  in 
which  he  t)equeaths  his  title  in  '•  the  Playhouse  called  The 
Globe,  in  the  parish  of  St.  Saviors." 

Next  in  importance  to  the  wills  are  the  copies  of  Par- 
iah  Blisters.  Chief  of  these  is  a  copy  of  the  Tran- 
scripta  at  Bury  St  Edmunds,  running  approximately 
from  1580  to  1600  and  covering  scores  of  parishes.  There 
are  also  an  index  to  the  Lowestoft  Registers,  alphabeti- 
cally arranged,  a  copy  of  the  important  one  to  Americans 
of  Booking,  County  Essex,  from  1561  to  1689,  and  more 
or  less  full  extracts  from  some  bundreds  of  parishes  in 
all  parts  of  the  kingdom,  being  those  not  in  print,  unless 
a  few  may  have  since  been  published. 

There  are  many  indexes  to  Court  Registers,  Act  Books, 
etc.,  a  large  quantity  of  depositions,  indentures,  and  vari- 
ous court  papers,  a  draoriptive  index  to  the  papers  in  the 
Maniment  Room  of  Guy's  Tower,  Warwick  Caatle,  from 
tempo  Elizabeth  to  Charles  II,  covering  all  leases  of  lands, 
marriage  settlements,  and  other  items  connected  with  the 
estates.  Likewise  there  is  a  Calendar  of  the  Rotuli  & 
Cartae  Antiquae  of  the  Earl  of  Warwick  from  tempo 
Henry  II  to  Mary,  consistiDg  of  land-grants,  quit-claims, 
and  other  such  documents. 

Copies  of  the  Act  Books  of  Counties  Essex,  Norwich 
and  Sudbury,  of  the  Close  Rolls  of  Elizabeth,  James  I, 
Charles  I  and  others,  form  a  considerable  mass  of  mate- 
rial, partly  in  manuscript  form. 
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liext  mnst  be  noted  a  rast  qoantity  of  manasoript  notes 
on  many  familiee  and  snndiy  files  of  correspondence  with 
actnal  or  potential  clients,  in  which  there  are  often  vain- 
able  hints  on  genealogical  matters. 

It  is  impossible  to  itemize  fall;  the  range  of  the  collec- 
tion, bat  an  important  part  remains  to  be  mentioned  in 
cooneotioa  with  the  English  material,  namely,  a  complete 
file  in  manascript  (not  type-written)  of  all  wills  in  the 
Prerogative  Coart  of  Canterbury  from  1605  to  1619. 
This  it  will  be  noted  is  farther  extended  for  the  year  1620 
by  Register  Soame  mentioned  above,  and  tbaa  we  have 
available  sixteen  yean  in  fall  of  this  moat  important 
court 

In  the  Prerogative  Coart  of  York  there  is  a  complete 
file,  type-written,  for  16S6  and  in  manuscript  for  16S7, 
beside  Boattering  wills  for  many  other  yeats.     In  other 
courts  there  are  at  least  as  many  more  in  manuscript  as  . 
the  ^pe-written  series  previously  alluded  to. 

Turning  to  it«nu  which  pertain  to  American  affairs 
entirely,  we  have  a  photostat  copy  of  a  Virginia  Court 
Book  beginning  in  1624,  a  manuscript  copy  of  the  first 
book  of  town  records  of  Newbury,  Mass.,  and  a  tax-book 
for  1807  of  the  same  town,  also  sundry  other  American 
notes.  There  is  a  survey  of  Dunmoie  Township,  Glou- 
cester County,  N.  Y.,  for  1771-2,  three  orderly  books  of 
Col.  Moses  Little's  in  the  Revolutionary  war,  and  a  parcel 
of  papers  concerning  him. 

The  forgoing  will  serve  to  show  the  more  important 
parts  of  the  whole,  and  it  will  be  apparent  that  it  consti- 
tntes  a  very  remarkable  collection  of  notes.

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COLLECTIONS  IN  CHARGE  OF  THE 

PEABODY  MUSEUM. 


The  aystemstio  Btudy  of  natural  history  Id  this  vicinity 
first  took  definite  shape  with  the  organization  of  the  Es- 
sex County  Natnral  History  Society  in  1833.  In  1848 
tills  society  was  united  with  the  Essex  Historical  Society 
nnder  the  name  of  the  Essex  Institute.  Institnte  volno' 
teetB  hegan  collections  of  natural  objects,  and  by  1856, 
when  the  Eaaex  Institute  moTed  into  the  old  Flnmmer 
Hall,  there  was  a  rery  considerable  collection  on  exhibi- 
tioQ.  For  some  years  apparently  the  work  in  natar&l 
history  was  the  most  important  branch  of  the  activities 
of  the  Institute,  and  in  1866  they  had  fonr  or  five  scien- 
tific men, — Putnam,  Hyatt,  Morse,  Packard,  Cooke  and 
others  at  work. 

With  the  gift  of  Mr.  Oeorge  Peabody  and  the  organi- 
zation of  the  Peabody  Academy  of  Science  in  1867,  it 
seemed  advisable  to  tiiose  in  control  of  the  several  insti- 
tutions in  Salem  at  that  time, — and  it  probably  was  so, — 
tiiat  work  in  natural  history  and  ethnology  should  be 
done  at  tbe  new  institution,  and  that  the  Institnte  should 
devote  its  energy  more  to  historical,  literary  and  artistic 
work  and  the  development  of  its  great  library.  With 
this  object  in  view,  the  Essex  Institute  on  May  29, 1867, 
deposited  with  the  tmeteee  of  tbe  Peabody  Academy, 
"  upon  a  special,  permanent  deposit  and  trust,  to  be  kept 
by  them  and  their  successors  forever  in  the  East  India 
Marine  Hall,  so-called,  in  said  city  of  Salem,  or  in  some 
other  building  equally  as  good,  and  located  in  said  city  ; 
Baid  scientific  collections  to  be  properly  cared  for  and 
arranged  according  to  such  methods  as  shall,  in  the 
judgment  of  sud  Trustees,  make  them  most  available  for 
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the  benefit  and  inatrnction  of  the  public,  and  to  receive 
the  same  attention  whioh  the  said  Trustees  may  give  to 
other  oolleotions  and  specimens  of  a  similar  ohatacter 
which  they  may  st  any  time  hold  or  acquire  :  to  be  labelled 
with  the  name  and  as  the  collections  of  the  Essex  Insti- 
tote,  and  catalogued  as  such." 

These  collections  hare  now  been  in  charge  of  the  Trus- 
tees of  the  Feabody  Academy  and  their  successor  the 
Peabody  Museum  for  almost  half  a  century.  The  Insti- 
tute has  had  a  standing  committee  upon  the  subject  of 
these  natural  history  collections,  but  it  is  a  good  many 
years  since  they  have  been  examined  and  reported  upon. 

This  year  the  chairman  arranged  with  the  officers  of 
the  Museum  for  the  committee  to  visit  the  Museum  and 
examine  the  collection  on  February  28tb.  They  did  so, 
all  the  officers  of  the  Museum  were  present  as  well  ss 
the  secretary  of  the  Essex  Institute,  and  every  facility  was 
offered  for  examining  the  specimens  and  their  coni^tion, 
and  the  warmest  thanks  of  the  Institute  should  be  ex- 
tended to  the  officers  of  the  Museum  for  the  trouble 
they  took  and  the  help  they  have  all  furnished  to  this 
committee  in  preparing  this  report.  At  a  subsequent 
meeting,  at  which  the  officers  of  Hie  Academy  and  tbo 
secretary  of  the  Institute  met  with  us,  the  matter  was 
still  further  discussed  and  many  interesting  incidents  in 
the  history  of  the  oolleotion  were  given  by  Prof.  Morse 
and  Mr,  Robinson. 

Many  kinds  of  natural  history  specimens  deteriorate 
with  time  and  if  not  carefully  looked  after  very  rapidly. 
Your  committee  are  satisfied,  however,  that  of  the  speci- 
mens received  in  186T  from  the  Institute  a  very  large 
proportion  are  not  only  in  existence  today,  but  in  better 
condition  than  when  received.  As  was  inevitable,  the 
large  number  of  specimens  bottled  in  alcohol  have  dete- 
riorated to  such  an  extent  that  they  have  had  to  be  dis- 
posed of.  The  same  is  true  of  puts  of  the  insect  collec- 
tion. Of  the  mounted  fish,  several  of  the  lai^  and  rare 
ones  have  been  remounted  and  painted  and  are  much 
more  valuable  than  before.  Many  of  the  birds  have  been 
remounted  and  cleaned.    The  Museum  has  carefully  oom- 
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plied  with  the  reqairements  that  the  speoimeos  should  be 
labelled  so  as  to  be  ideDtified  at  any  tiine,  and  Mr.  A.  P. 
Mone  in  relabelling  this  part  of  the  Maseam  is  very 
caref  ally  oreditlng  all  the  acquisitions  from  the  Institate. 
Furthermore,  in  all  guides  and  publications  of  the  Mnae- 
am,  full  credit  is  given  to  the  Institute  for  its  deposit. 
The  oommittee  of  the  Institute  should  at  intervals  of  a 
few  yeais  visit  the  Museum  and  assure  themselves  that 
the  matter  of  labelling  continues  to  be  attended  to  as 
carefully  as  it  is  at  present. 

The  Museum  has  not  been  idle  during  this  half  century, 
but  around  the  nucleus  received  from  the  Institute  has 
bnilt  up  natural  history  collections  in  many  branches  many 
times  outnumbering  the  original  specimens  received.  Like 
all  good  museums  or  libraries,  it  does  not  expand  equally 
in  ail  directions.  At  one  period  the  interest  was  largely 
in  shells  and  fiah  and  great  additions  were  made  in  these 
lines,  at  another  botany  and  a  great  county  herbarium 
was  built  up  and  a  magnificent  collection  of  county  woods, 
then  mineralogy  aud  geology,  and  during  the  long  and 
useful  life  of  Mr.  Seais  great  additions  were  nuide  in 
that  department  The  present  curator,  Mr.  A.  P.  Morse, 
is  espemally  interested  in  building  up  and  improving  the 
collections  of  birds  and  mammals.  He  is  doing  this  in- 
telligeotly  aud  wisely  with  the  small  means  at  his  disposal 
and  deserves  the  aid  and  help  of  every  friend  of  our  two 
learned  institutions. 

The  committee  is  entitled  "Committee  on  the  Natural 
History  Collections  ".  At  a  convenient  time  the  name  of 
the  committee  should  be  changed  to  "  Committee  to  visit 
the  Collections  in  charge  of  the  Peabody  Museum  ".  This 
change  is  suggested  as  there  are  several  other  collections 
and  specimens  in  ethnology  and  in  the  Marine  Boom  which 
should  be  included.  They  further  suggest  that  specimens 
deposited  in  the  future  by  the  Institute  should  be  deposited 
in  accordance  with  the  agreement  recently  adopted  in  de- 
positing certain  marine  objects.  The  committee  feel  that 
QUI  visit, has  been  profitAbla  and  valuable  to  both  institu- 
tions and  that  at  intervals  of  about  ten  years  the  committee 
should  make  a  similar  exhaustive  examination  and  report. 
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A  statement  in  regard  to  the  growth  and  development  of 
the  natural  history  collections  prepared  by  one  of  the 
officers  of  the  Maseum  for  the  pnrpose  of  furnishing  in- 
formation to  your  committee  ia  bo  valuable  that  the  com- 
mittee have  preferred  to  annex  it  in  full  rather  than  at- 
tempt to  incorporate  it  in  their  own  report. 

To  conclude,  the  committee  are  satisfied,  not  only  that 
the  Feabody  Maseum  has  taken  every  care  that  was  pos- 
sible of  the  specimens  entrusted  to  them,  that  the  only 
losses  have  been  due  to  inevitable  deterioration  of  time, 
and  that  the  officers  at  present  in  charge  are  capable  and 
competent,  and  there  is  no  reason  to  doubt  that  this  ex- 
cellent management  will  continue.  That  the  collections 
on  exhibition  are  properly  Ubelled,  and  that  due  credit  is 
given  in  the  publications  to  the  Essex  Institute  for  its 
deposit,  and  that  when  the  relabelling  is  completed  every 
Institute  specimen  will  be  properly  marked.  Further- 
more, they  feel  that  the  Museum  has  carried  out  the  spirit 
of  the  original  agreement  with  the  Institute  by  continutag 
to  expand  and  enlarge  these  natural  history  collections, 
and  tiiat  though  they  have  bad  other  and  important  branch- 
es of  work  to  undertake,  they  have  on  the  whole  spent  a 
fur  proportion  of  their  income  and  energy  on  these  lines 
to  the  very  great  benefit  of  intensive  scientific  study,  so 
that  there  is  probably  not  another  county  in  the  United 
States  which  can  show  a  more  complete  or  better  arrat^ed 
collection  illustrative  of  its  natural  history.

The  ftf^ement  mads  between  the  Pesbody  MoMom 
and  the  Essex  Institute  in  1868  in  regard  to  the  perma- 
cent  depoait  and  care  of  the  Natural  History  oolleotions 
of  the  !hi8titute  has  proved  too  complicated  to  carry  oat 
absolntely  in  every  detail,  but  the  spirit  of  the  agreement 
has  been  followed  by  the  officers  of  the  Peabody  Musenm 
in  every  way  poesible. 

By  means  of  the  transfer  the  Institute  was  relieved  of 
a  great  burden  and  an  ever  increasing  expense  in  oaring 
for  thia  collection,  and  it  became  possible  for  the  Institute 
to  devote  its  attention  and  funds  to  its  important  histoti- 
cal  work.  Natuisl  history  collections  may  bemade  at  any 
time,  while  historical  colleotiona  most  be  made  whenever 
the  objects  are  available, — or  never. 

Essex  County  Natural  History  Collections  transferred  : 
summary : — 

Arehuology:  Pre-historio  objects:  A  fair  ooUeotioD 
of  these  objects  was  received  in  1868.  All  are  preserved 
ID  the  Peabody  Museum,  and  are  either  on  exhibition  or 
are  stored.  To  this  foundation  of,  perhaps,  400  speci- 
mens, both  in  and  outside  of  the  county,  there  have  been 
added  a  very  large  number  of  local  specimens, — many 
thonsands, — so  that  the  Essex  County  collection  is  now  a 
very  fine  one  and  well  arranged,  although  deserving  to  be 
placed  more  conspicuously  and  in  modern  cases.  The 
archaeological  collections  outside  the  county  have  been 
increased  by  the  addition  of  specimens  of  much  value, 
but  not  in  great  numbers. 

Roekt  and  Mineralt :  A  very  email  collection  of  Essex 
County  mineral  and  rock  specimens  was  received  in  1868. 
These  are  now  included  in  the  exhanstive  collection  made 
by  Mr,  John  Henry  Sears.     The  volume   on  the  County 
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Geology  and  many  special  papers  pablUhed  by  the  Ineti- 
tnte  are  based  oD  Mr.  Sears'  work,  which  extended  over 
maay  years  and  was  conducted  at  the  expense  of  the  Pea- 
body  Museum,  with  the  kind  assistance  of  a  generous 
Iriend. 

Lowtr  Inxart^raU$ :  A  few  sponges,  star-fish,  etc., 
were  received.  This  collection  was  much  increased  by 
Mr.  Emmerton,  1879-1880,  and  is  now  in  process  of  re- 
arrangement. 

Crwitaeea :  The  specimens  in  this  department  have 
been  considerably  increased,  and  a  list  of  the  county  spe- 
cies was  prepared  by  Prof.  J.  S.  Kingsley  and  published 
by  the  Institute. 

MoUutea :  PraotiOHlly  so  local  collection  was  received, 
but  a  collection  is  being  developed,  and  the  specimens  so 
far  arranged  are  on  exhibition. 

Jtueets :  The  county  specimens  were  merged  in  a  gen- 
eral collection  of  insaots  reoeived.  The  ori^nal  specimens 
have  mostly  perished  from  age,  but  a  new  collection  has 
been  giadually  gathered  and  the  larger  lepidoptera  and 
some  other  species  are  now  well  ananged  for  public  ex> 
hilution,  with  screens  to  protect  them  from  fading, 

J^he*:  The  alcoholic  specimens  receivecl  were  crowd- 
ed io  bottles,  as  was  the  custom  at  the  time ;  some  poorly 
stuffed  specimens  came  with  them.  The  coUectioD  has 
been  greatly  improved,  all  of  the  old  stuffed  specimens  of 
Talue  have  been  remounted,  and  the  alcoholic  specimens 
di8carde«l,  except  in  the  case  of  rare  species,  and  modem 
mounted  specimens  substituted.  The  original  connty 
collection  and  those  from  foreign  countries  were  student's 
collections  and  of  little  use  for  public  exhibition. 

Birdt :  About  200  county  specimens  were  received, 
togeUier  with  some  nests  and  a  collection  of  eggs.  There 
is  DOW  a  large  reference  collection  of  mounted  specimens, 
including  nearly  all  of  the  known  species  from  the 
coun^,  with  many  eggs  and  nests  and  four  mounted 
groups.  This  must  always  be  a  reference  collection  for 
the  use  of  persons  seeking  to  match  their  specimens  or  to 
identify  birds  observed  on  walks  and  elsewhero.  A  du- 
plicate study  collection  is  kept  in  the  class-room,  and  bird- 
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s  have  been  condaoted  ref^larly  for  twenty  yean. 
A  hand-book  of  coonty  birds  has  been  isaaed,  prepaied 
by  the  carator,  Mr.  A.  P.  Morse. 

Hammalt :  A  buibU  namber  of  staffed  speoimeos  from 
the  oonn^  were  received.  There  is  now  an  exoellent  col- 
lection on  exhibition,  including  the  slceleton  of  s  blaokfish 
and  casts  of  a  sword-fish  and  pigmy  sperm  whale  from 
county  specimens.  A  pocket  list  of  the  mammals  of  E^ex 
Connty  was  issued  by  the  Peabody  Museum  in  1914. 

All  natural  history  spemmena  exposed  to  the  light,  as 
thoee  in  all  public  collections  must  neoeeearily  be,  deteri- 
orate rapidly  and  the  color  of  the  fur  of  the  mammals 
fades,  as  well  as  the  color  of  insects  and  the  color  of 
birds,  while  all  alcoholic  specimens  become  absolutely 
white  in  a  few  years.  Thus  frequent  renewals  are  neces- 
sary, making  it  in  the  case  of  mounted  specimens  very 
expenaive  to  keep  an  exhibition  oolleotion  up  to  a  high 
standard.  Lectures  given  by  Prof.  Edward  S.  Moiae  on 
natural  history  subjects  in  Academy  Hall  have  aggregated 
more  than  thirty,  and  lectures  have  been  given  by  others 
at  the  sessions  of  the  Summer  School,  besides  lectures  on 
botany  referred  to  elsewhere  in  these  notes. 

Botany :  Four  hundred  specimens  of  dried  plants 
gatbeied  in  Essex  County  were  received  in  1868.  This 
local  collection  baa  been  increased  to  4,000  sheets  cover- 
ing all  departments.  A  catalogue,  with  notea  of  the  Essex 
Coonty  flora,  based  c«i  this  collection,  was  printed  by  the 
Institute  in  1880.  It  was  the  first  of  its  kind  issued, 
previons  oatalc^es  being  dry  lists  of  plants  generally 
poorly  printed.  Of  course  there  were  local  manuals  of 
plants,  but  catalf^ues  finely  printed  with  notes  were  un- 
known. A  complete  oolleotion  of  the  woods  of  county 
trees,  well  illustrated  by  pictures,  has  been  added  to  the 
collection  in  the  Museum,  and  a  catalt^  of  the  Essex 
CoQuty  woody  plants,  prepared  at  the  Peabody  Museum, 
was  published  by  the  Essex  Institute  in  1879.  In  1889 
a  full  series  of  Om  woods  of  Essex  County  native  trees, 
gathered  by  the  Peabody  Museum  for  the  purpose,  were 
tested  by  ^e  United  States  government  and  the  results 
included  in  the  report  of  the  ninth  census  in  the  volume 
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prepared  by  Prof.  Charles  S.  Sargent  of  the  North  Amer- 
ican f  orect  trees  and  reprinted  in  the  report  of  the  Pea- 
body  Mnseam  of  1884,  Lectures  by  botaiusta  of  note 
have  been  given  in  Academy  Hall  and  at  the  aeesions  of 
the  Summer  School  from  1876  to  1882.  Claaaes  in  botany 
and  some  botanical  laboratory  work  also  have  been  cod- 
dncted. 

Oommtreiat  MiMrine  OolUaiont.  Nothing  was  received 
in  this  d^iartment  in  1868.  Many  objects  from  the  East 
India  Marine  Society  colleoHona  were  sent  on  deposit  to 
the  InstitQte,  not  being,  as  the  agreement  expressed  it, 
"  of  a  scientific  nature  ".  But  with  the  establishment  of 
a  Marine  Boom  to  inclade  the  relics  of  the  East  India 
Marine  Society,  all  desirable  objects  have  been  retnmed, 
and  with  a  spirit  of  generoas  oo-openttion  the  Institute 
has  deposited  its  more  recently  acquired  collections  in  this 
department  with  the  Peabody  Museum.  The  Marine 
Boom  collection  is  now  recognized  as  among  the  finest  of 
its  character  in  any  museum. 

General  2h>iHogy :  A  large  collection  of  zoolc^cal 
specimens  was  received,  including  the  fine  corals,  stuffed 
mammals  and  birds,  great  numbers  of  shells  of  mollusks, 
and  a  large  collection  of  alcoholic  specimens  in  every  de- 
partment, this  last  a  student's  collection.  The  Foster 
collection  of  skins  of  birds  and  mammals  from  Australia 
came  just  as  the  changes  were  being  made  in  1868  ;  they 
were  given  to  the  Institute,  but  the  whole  expense  of  pre- 
paring them  for  exhibition  was  met  by  the  Peabody  Mu- 
seum. The  interesting  Australian  marsupials  are  the 
most  valuable  part  of  this  collection.  Since  1882  the 
zoolo^oal  specimens  have  been  arranged  as  a  synoptical 
collection  in  sequence  from  the  lowest  to  the  highest 
forms  as  best  adapted  for  ezamination  by  classes  from 
schools,  although  quite  aa  desirable  for  the  casual  visitor, 
and  a  large  number  of  specimens  have  been  added  to  fill 
gaps,  as  the  Galapagos  turtles,  the  skeleton  of  a  gorilla, 
the  bison,  the  elk,  oamiverous  parrot,  lyre-bird,  and  funds 
to  purchase  an  ostrich,  reiy  much  needed  to  represent  its 
group  in  the  collection,  have  been  given  by  a  friend,  but 
like  many  other  things,  its  acquisition  has  been  held  up 
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b;  the  gnat  war.  About  1888,  after  carefal  conaiden- 
tioD  and  on  the  advice  of  specialists,  it  was  deoided  to 
transfer  to  the  University  Musenm  at  Cambridge  all  of 
the  alooholio  epecimens  not  reqnired  for  the  Moaeum, 
those  received  from  the  Institate  and  alsawhere,  for  such 
speciniens  over  fifteen  years  old  are  wortiiless  onleas  rep- 
resenting a  type,  a  very  rare  species,  or  the  voacher  for  a 
record  of  a  species  from  an  onusual  locality.  The  specl- 
meos  sent  to  Cambridge  were  from  twenty-two  to  thirty- 
five  ]rears  old.  On  examination  at  Cambridge,  much  was 
discarded  as  absolutely  worthless,  part  was  used  for  class 
work,  and  a  few  specimens  were  nsed  in  the  Museum. 

ComparaUve  Anatomy:  A  collection  of  bones,  skulls, 
and  some  mounted  skeletons  of  animals,  gathered  by  Dr. 
Henry  Wheatland,  came  with  the  other  collections  in 
1868.  After  being  on  the  Museum  shelves  for  a  number 
of  years,  the  nnmounted  bones  in  trays  and  boxes,  most 
of  Uiem  were  packed  away  for  study  should  they  be  need- 
ed in  the  future.  Many  of  the  skulls  and  the  mounted 
specimens  have  found  appropriate  places  in  the  Museum, 
the  others  aie  in  stor^e.  The  boms  and  antlers  received 
from  the  Institute  have  been  remounted  and  arranged  on 
the  walls  of  the  natural  history  hall  and  properly  labelled. 

Geology  and  JHEneralogy :  The  numerous  rock  epeoi- 
mena  and  minerals  received  from  the  Institute  and  East 
India  Marine  Society  were  carefully  studied  by  Mr.  Sears 
and  selections  arranged  in  cases  in  the  gallery  of  the  nat- 
ural history  hall,  and  all  other  specimens  which  were  of 
value  for  any  purposes  were  stored  in  trays  in  the  base- 
ment. 

ShelU  Iff  MoUutet:  Very  large  and  constantly  in- 
creasing ooUeotioDs  of  shells  from  every  quarter  of  the 
globe,  many  specimens  coming  from  the  Institute  in  1868, 
are  stored  in  cases  and  boxes,  all  epecimens  reqnired  to 
faUy  show  each  species  having  first  been  taken  oat  for  an 
exhibition  collection  and  partially  arranged  in  a  cabinet 
in  the  botanical  room  until  they  receive  the  attention  of 
some  special  student  with  time  available  to  complete  the 
classification  and  give  them  the  latest  names.  The  fad  of 
shell  oolleoting  of  the  forties  (Idth  oenttiry)  has  passed, 
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and  with  it  the  fictitioiu  markst  value  of  shells.  Many 
of  the  ooUectiooB  formed  I7  snttteors  at  that  time  have 
dnfted  to  the  Musetun,  when  they  awut  the  demand  of 
some  coUeotor  or  new  Hnsonm.  Moat  of  the  speoimeiu 
reoeired  were  not  accompanied  with  data  and  are  there- 
fore  of  very  little  Talne. 

Stlmdogjf :  AU  of  the  ethnol<^cal  objects  received  from 
the  Institute  bare  been  iooorporated  with  thoee  of  the 
E^t  India  Marine  Sooiety,  and  the  hii^e  collections  since 
added  to  the  Mnseum  and  arranged  with  them  in  the 
Hall  of  Ethnology  and  Weld  HaU. 

C<mdun9n :  While  some  parts  of  the  ooUectionB  re- 
oeived  from  the  Institate  have  been  distributed  as  noted 
above,  it  has  been  the  policy  of  the  Peabody  Moseam  to 
retain  all  rare  specimens  which  would  ^ve  distinction  to 
the  collection  or  dnw  the  student  to  the  Mosenm,  at- 
though  it  is  sometimes  urged  that  great  special  collections 
should  receive  the  rarities  of  the  smaller  musenms  where 
specialization  is  not  attempted.  No  department  of  the 
Peabody  Museum  interests  visitors,  especially  the  younger 
people,  more  than  the  natural  history  collections.  Modem 
ways  of  displaying  ot^eots  have  entirely  superceded 
former  methods,  and  while  the  Museum  is  well  arranged 
for  the  demands  of  the  nineteenth  oentuty,  it  is  far  be- 
hind more  recent  conceptions  of  museum  arrangement. 
The  natural  history  collection  of  the  Peabody  Museum 
has  increased  in  importanoe  as  an  educational  factor  in 
many  ways,  and  by  frequent  rearrangement  has  become 
much  more  interesting  to  the  public  The  case  room  it 
now  occupies  lb  about  double  that  of  1869  when  first 
opened  to  visiton  after  the  transfer  of  the  Institute  col- 
lections, when  it  was  crowded  into  the  central  and  west- 
ern lines  of  cases  on  the  floor  and  the  gallery.  Still  the 
collection  could  be  vastiy  improved,  and  none  realize  this 
fact  more  or  desire  its  accomplishment  more  earnestly 
than  the  board  of  trustees  and  the  officers  of  the  Peabody 
Museum.

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ADDRESS  OF  THE  PBESIDENT. 


It  hardly  seems  necessBiy  to  mftke  b  report  id  rwaid 
to  the  Institute,  as  everythiog  of  iotereet  will  be  dealt 
with  in  the  reports  of  the  Secretary,  the  Librarian,  and 
the  Treasurer. 

The  acquisition  of  the  Pierce-Jobonnot-Nichols  House 
as  an  Historical  Monmnent  is  an  event  of  great  impor- 
tance.  Sometime  ago  a  committee  was  appointed  by  the 
Essex  Institute,  oonaisting  of  Mr.  John  Robinson,  Mr. 
Stephen  W.  Phillips  and  myself,  to  consider  the  question 
of  the  purchase  and  preservation  of  the  Mansion. 
Through  the  kindnoes  and  generosity  of  the  Miesee 
Nichols,  the  house  was  finally  purchased  for  the  Institute. 
I  am  sure  all  of  our  members  will  be  glad  to  feel  that 
the  Misses  Nichols  are  to  remain  in  the  old  homestead 
during  their  lives.  At  certain  stated  times  the  house 
will  be  shown  to  persons  who  present  a  card  from  the 
Essex  Institute,  It  would  have  been  a  great  misfortune 
to  Salem  had  this  house  been  torn  down  and  removed 
elsewhere — a  danger  by  no  means  imaginary — or  bad  it 
&llen  into  the  hands  of  people  who  did  not  appreciate  all 
that  it  means  to  this  community.  Built  in  the  latter  part 
of  the  eighteenth  century  by  Samuel  Molutire,  whose 
fame  as  an  architect,  not  only  in  Salem  but  in  the  country 
at  large,  is  greater  now  than  perhaps  at  any  time  since 
his  death,  the  house  remains  tcvday  practically  unchanged. 
Throngb  the  efforts  of  Mr.  Phillips,  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Committee,  the  sum  of  |20,S00  (which,  with  ioterest, 
amounted  to  t20,45&.78),  was  raised  from  sixty-seven 
contributors  without  any  expense.  We  paid  the  Misses 
Nichols  the  sum  of  910,000  ;  we  set  aside  as  a  permanent 
Endowment  Fund  (now  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  of 
the  Institute)  the  sum  of  $8,000  ;  and  we  have  reserved 

0) 
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for  Immediate  lepuis  the  8am  of  92,455.78.  Among  the 
ooDtribatora,  eighteen  were  from  Salem,  where  the  sum 
of  18910  was  raised,  bat  as  this  amonnt  was  principally 
made  up  of  lai^  contribntiona,  the  answers  to  oar  appeal, 
which  was  not  very  general,  were  not  satisfaotoiy.  It  is 
strongly  nrged  that  every  member  of  the  Institute,  its 
well  as  their  friends,  will  endeavor  to  subscribe  something 
toward  the  preservation  of  this  house,  as  a  good  deal  of 
money  most  be  spent  in  repairs,  and  the  Endowment 
Fund  should  be  raised  to  at  least  910,000.  The  great 
benefactor,  who  made  the  purchase  of  the  house  possible, 
was  Mr.  Willard  Straight,  of  New  York,  who  gave  the 
sum  of  98000,  merely  because  he  had  seen  the  house, 
appreciated  its  charms  and  beauty,  and  felt  that  such  a 
house  sboold  be  saved  «>  as  an  example  to  the  architects 
and  builders  of  the  future." 

The  By-Laws  are  to  be  altered  at  this  meeting  so  as  to 
have  a  regular  Standing  Committee  for  the  Preservation 
of  the  Pierce-Nichols  House.

A  reaiarkable  oolleotton  of  clocks  (162)  cuid  watohM 
(81)  has  been  given  to  the  Institute  by  Mrs.  Hammoad 
(who  ie  a  gnnddaaghter  of  the  late  John  Clarke  Lee  of 
Salem),  in  memory  of  her  hnsband,  Charles  Mi£Sin  Ham- 
mond— the  Bon  of  Gardiner  Greene  Hammond  and  Elizap 
beth  Orowninehield  MifSin,  who  was  bom  at  Nahant, 
Aogiut  4,  1861,  giaduated  from  Harvard  College  in  the 
cues  of  1888,  and  lived  for  many  years  on  a  raneh  at 
Upper  Lak-e,  Lake  County,  California,  where  ha  died 
Jane  14, 1916.  Mr.  Hammond  had  a  passion  for  ooUeot- 
jng  docks  and  vatohes,  and  for  more  than  twenty-five 
years  was  absorbed  in  bo  doing.  This  taste  seeme  to  have 
been  inherited  from  bis  great-grand&ther,  the  Honorable 
Benjamin  WiUiams  Crowninsbield  (a  well  known  man  in 
this  commnnity  in  the  early  part  of  the  last  century), 
who  also  had  a  fine  collection.  The  olooka  arrived  in  bad 
condition,  but  Mrs.  Hammond  is  having  them  put  in 
proper  order,  and  hopes  some  day  to  give  a  fond  which 
will  enable  the  Institute  to  keep  the  cloc^  in  repair,  and 
to  add  to  the  collection  from  time  to  time.  Mr.  Ham- 
mend  was  a  strong,  vigorous  character,  was  famous  in  hii 
otass  at  Harvard  as  a  rowing  man,  and  was  much  beloved 
and  appreciated  by  those  who  knew  him.  It  is  proposed, 
daring  the  coming  summer,  to  have  an  exhibition  of  these 
clocks. 

Mrs.  Francis  H.  Lee,  who  last  year  gave  such  an  inter- 
esting  collection  to  the  Institute,  has,  during  the  past 
year,  added  to  the  Lee  Collection  by  contributing  furui- 
tare,  pictures,  pottery  and  toys. 
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The  heirs  of  the  late  Oeorge  Augustas  Gardoer,  of 
Buston,  1829-1916,  have  preeented  to  the  loBtitute  a 
obarmmg  marble  figure  of  "  Marguerite,"  made  in  1869  bjr 
William  Wetmore  Story,  the  American  sculptor  in  Rome. 
This  WHS  purchased  in  Europe  bj  Mr.  Gardner's  pareats, 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  John  Lowell  Gardner,  and  for  many  years 
remained  in  their  Boston  home.  Mrs.  Gardner  was  Cath- 
erine Elizabeth  Pe&body,  daughter  of  Joseph  Peabody, 
the  eminent  meichant  of  Salem,  and  was  born  and  mar- 
ried in  the  house  which  stood  on  the  site  of  the  old  Plum* 
mer  Hall,  now  a  part  of  the  Institute.  It  is  fitting  that 
any  work  done  by  Mr.  Story — the  most  distinguished 
American  scolptor  of  bis  time  and  generation — should 
find  a  place  in  the  Institute,  for  Mr.  Story  was  born  in 
Salem,  and  though  he  passed  his  life  in  Rome,  he  always 
took  pnde  in  the  fact  that  Salem  was  his  birthplace. 

In  the  death  of  James  Potter  Franks,  a  familiar  figure 
on  the  streets  of  Salem  for  more  than  forty-seven  years 
has  disappeared.  Mr.  Franks  became  Rector  of  Grace 
Church,  Salem,  when  a  comparatively  young  man,  and 
died  in  the  fullness  of  bis  powers,  beloved  and  esteemed 
not  only  by  his  parishioners,  but  by  the  entire  communi- 
ty. His  quiet,  dignified,  unselfish,  pure  character  brought 
sunshine  into  the  home  of  joy  or  sorrow.  The  example 
of  such  a  life  is  far  reaching,  and  will  he  a  tender  memory 
to  those  who  are  left  behind.  In  1878  he  was  elected  a 
member  of  the  Institute,  was  a  member  of  the  Library 
Committee  from  1907,  and  became  a  member  of  the  Coun- 
cil in  1916. 

In  the  death  of  MoDouald  Ellis  White,  the  Institute 
has  lost  a  most  valuable  member.  He  had  a  very  charm- 
icg  personality,  was  very  cultivated,  had  an  unusual 
knowledge  of  books,  attended  the  meetings  of  the  Iiisti- 
tate  very  futhf  ally,  and  showed  much  interest  in  every- 
thing pertaining  to  its  welfare.  In  1895  he  was  elected  a 
member  of  the  Institute,  and  became  a  member  of  the 
Council  in  1918. 

In  the  death  of  Patrick  Keating,  who  for  seven  years 
was  janitor  of  the  buildings,  the  Institute  has  met  with 
a  severe  loss.    The  position  is  an  important  one,  bard  to 
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fill  Batisfaotorily.  Mr.  Keating  was  an  qdusobI  man,  and 
will  be  greatly  missed.  Always  faithful  and  oompeteot  io 
bis  work,  be  took  a  persooal  iDterest  in  tbe  weUaie  of  the 
Institute. 

As  the  years  go  on,  it  is  interesting  to  see  how  many 
families  who  bare  bad  ties  in  the  past  with  Salem,  drift 
back  to  the  old  town,  and  deposit  in  tbe  Essex  Institate 
or  the  Fesbody  Masenm  treaaares  which  have  more  value 
here  than  they  wonld  have  elsewhere — becanse  they  form 
a  part  of  the  history  of  Salem,  either  historical  or  mer- 
cantile, The  two  Moseoms  are  doing  their  full  share  in 
educating  not  only  onr  own  people,  but  those  from  all 
parts  of  tbe  country  as  well.  When  you  consider  bow 
many  thousands  visit  these  Museums  during  the  year,  it 
is  very  gratifying  to  feel  that  they  are  both  run  by  men 
who  have  studiMl  the  problems  of  Museums  here  and  iu 
Europe,  and  who  are  mlling,  on  small  oompeDsation,  to 
give  their  lives  to  tbe  fine,  unselfish  and  competent  work. 
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The  mambership  of  the  Eosez  loBtitote  on  April  80, 
1917,  was  589  in  number,  oomwting  of  520  active  mem- 
bers, 26  life  memberft,  and  48  oq  the  oorreBponding  list. 
This  ii  a  gain  of  nineteen  members  ov&c  the  previoos 
year.  DoriDg  the  year  57  active  memben  have  been 
elected  and  accepted  membership,  while  9  have  with- 
drawn, 16  have  been  dropped  for  nonpayment  of  the 
annual  asseesment,  and  14  have  died.  Among  the  latter 
were  Williua  P.  AadrewB  of  Capri,  Italy,  bat  long  a  resi- 
dmt  of  Salem,  who  was  elected  a  member  in  1870  ;  Rev. 
DeWitt  S.  Clark  ol  Salem,  who  became  a  member  in  1879 ; 
Rev.  James  P.  Franks  of  Salem,  a  member  since  1873 
and  a  member  of  the  Council  since  May,  1916 ;  Mies 
Mary  Osgood  Hodges  of  Topsfield,  a  member  since  1870  ; 
Hon.  SeOi  Low  of  New  York  City ;  and  McDonald  E. 
White  of  Salem,  a  member  of  the  Council  since  October, 
1918. 

The  attendance  in  the  Museum  has  been  over  nine  per 
cent  greater  than  last  year.  The  largest  attendance  od 
any  one  day  was  on  Sunday,  Feb.  18,  1917,  when  499 
persons  passed  through  the  picture  gallery  between  two 
and  five  o'clock.

The  small  hall  in  the  Museam  building  having  been 
fitted  up  to  receive  the  Hammond  Collection  of  Clocks, 
the  meetings  of  the  Salem  Hospital  Alumnae  Association 
and  the  Old  Planters  Society  have  been  held  in  the 
Reading  Room,  which  also  has  been  used  for  the  rehear- 
sals of  the  Salem  Oratorio  Society.  The  stereopticon 
lantern  at  Academy  Hall  agiun  has  been  loaned  to  the 
city  for  its  work  in  the  evening  schools,  and  also  on 
several  other  occasions  for  charitable  or  patriotic  par- 
poses. 

The  publications  of  the  year  include  the  current  volume 
of  the  Historical  Collections  and  the  Annual  Report. 
The  fifth  volume  of  the  "  Records  and  Files  of  the  Quar- 
terly Courts  of  Essex  County  "  has  been  issued  and  the 
sixUi  volume  is  about  one-half  in  type.  The  first  volume 
of  the  "  Probate  Records  of  Essex  County "  also  has 
been  issued  and  the  second  volume  is  partly  in  type.  The 
first  volume  of  the  "  Vital  Records  of  Salem,"  contuning 
one-half  of  the  births,  has  been  completed,  and  the  second 
volume,  containing  the  remainder  of  the  births,  will  go 
to  press  next  month,  and  be  followed  by  the  vital  records 
of  Carlisle  and  Stoneham.  The  "  Plumer  Genealogy  "  by 
Sidney  Perley,  a  volume  of  259  pages,  and  a  "  History  of 
tiie  Eastern  Railroad"  by  Francis  B.  C.  Bradley,  containing 
111  pages,  with  numerous  illustrations,  have  been  com- 
pleted. The  latter  is  a  most  interesting  volume  and 
should  meet  with  an  immediate  sale.  The  new  edition  of 
the  "  Visitor's  Guide  to  Salem,"  containing  284  pages  of 
text  and  119  illustrations,  was  published  during  the  falL 
It  WAS  largely  rearranged  and  rewritten,  and  with  the 
number  of  new  and  attractive  illoatrations,  it  shoold  be 
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well  received,  and  not  only  be  of  value  to  the  stranger  in 
town,  bat  alao  be  most  useful  for  histoiical  reference  in 
Salem  families,  in  fact  be  a  uecesBary  adjunct  to  eveiy 
eDUghtened  home.  Copies  have  been  presented  to  the  city 
to  equip  the  desk  of  eveiy  teacher  in  the  public  sohools. 

A  life  member  of  the  Institute,  Mr.  Ogden  Codman  of 
New  York  City,  becoming  interested  in  tiie  vital  records 
found  OQ  the  gravestones  in  the  Boston  cemeteries,  has 
defrayed  the  cost  of  compiling  and  publishing,  by  the  In- 
stitute, the  '*  Inscriptions  and  Tomb  Burials  in  the  Gen- 
trsl  Burying  Ground,  Boston,"  a  volume  of  167  printed 
pa^es.  He  inscriptions  in  the  Grranary  Burying  Ground, 
very  imperfectly  done  by  Bridgmau  in  1856,  alao  have 
been  compiled  and  are  ready  to  be  printed. 

Dr.  Samuel  A.  Green  of  BostoD  long  has  bad  in  his 
possession  a  volume  of  manuscript  records  kept  by  the 
Rev.  Jotm  Fiske,  who  was  assistant  pastor  of  the  Salem 
Church  from  1687  to  1689,  and  afterwards  the  Bist  min- 
ister at  Wenham  and  at  Chelmsford.  The  volume  con- 
tains nearly  three  hundred  pages  of  vital  records,  church 
proceedings  and  religious  musings,  and  is  written  in  al- 
most a  mycroscopio  hand,  with  frequent  puzzing  abbrevi- 
ations. In  fact,  to  the  copyist,  it  is  the  most  atrocious 
piece  of  writing  that  I  hare  ever  seen.  Dr.  Green  has 
presented  this  volume  to  the  Elssex  Institute,  and  is  most 
anxious  that  it  should  be  printed  at  his  expense.  About 
one-fourth  part  has  been  deciphered,  and  the  close  of  the 
year  should  see  the  manuscript  in  the  printer's  hands. 

The  puUications  of  the  Institute  during  the  past  year 
total  2688  printed  pages. 

The  rsdiopticon  has  been  loaned  frequently,  and  the 
collection  of  souvenir  postcards  has  been  in  constant  nee, 
notably  by  the  Phillips  and  Bentley  Schools.  Thirty- 
seven  schools  and  societies  have  visited  the  Museum,  and 
numerous  short  talks  have  been  given  to  classes. 

The  gifts  to  the  Museum  include  important  additions  to 
the  Francis  H.  Lee  collection,  consisting  of  furniture,  por- 
traita,  engravings,  pottery  and  toys.  There  are  three  ex- 
cellent portraits  by  Greenwood,  all  painted  before  1750, 
and  a  portrut  of  the  wife  of  Capt  Benjamin  Carpenter, 
of  a  little  later  period. 
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Pnhaps  the  most  important  aad  oertunly  the  moat  an- 
aBnal  ^ft  to  the  Mnseom  haa  beeo  the  Cbaries  Mifflin 
Hammond  GoUeotitm  of  Clocka,  162  in  number,  tepte- 
senting  almost  every  type.  There  are  tall  clocks  from 
England,  Ireland,  Sweden  and  Germany;  mantel  clooks 
from  France,  and  skeleton  or  fusee  movements  from  Eng- 
land ;  queer  clocks  from  China  and  Japan ;  an  ancient 
timepiece  from  a  Swedish  monastery ;  a  fine  Friealand 
clock  which  has  below  the  dial  a  harbor  view  with  Beveral 
tin  ships  rising  and  falling  as  the  tin  wavea  nndalate  with 
the  movement  of  the  works.  Connecticut  clocka  are 
represented  in  all  varieties.  There  are  several  fine  Wil- 
lards  and  a  very  nnusual  clock  made  by  James  Ferguson 
of  London  about  1750,  which  tells  the  time  simultaneous- 
ly in  twelve  of  the  principal  cities  of  the  world.  With 
the  clocks  came  thirty-two  watches.  As  the  clocks  were 
shipped  to  Salem  from  a  ranch  in  California  located  over 
fifty  miles  from  a  railroad,  it  is  not  strange  that  some  re- 
pairs will  be  necessary,  but  it  is  hoped  that  the  collection 
can  be  placed  on  view  within  a  few  weeks  in  the  western 
anteroom  on  the  first  floor  of  the  Museum  building — a 
room  already  refitted  for  its  semi-permanent  exhibition. 

From  Mr.  Joseph  Wilkins  came  a  cast  iron  fire  back 
which  originally  was  brought  from  Ipswich.  On  the  face 
of  the  casting  may  be  lead  "  Ifsrael]  B[aker]  1722." 

Miss  Elizabeth  H.  Clark  of  Boston  has  given  a  most 
interesting  and  almost  unique  article  of  clothing — a  far- 
thingale,  formerly  in  the  Crowninshield  &mily — a  form 
of  whalebone  hoop  extending  the  skirts  on  either  side 
aud  not  in  a  circle  as  was  the  fashion  fifty  years  ago.  In 
the  17th  century  portraits  by  Velasquez  of  the  Spanish 
ladies  of  his  time,  the  farthingale  appears  in  finest  flower, 
a  monstrosity  that  today  would  evoke  laughter  or  tears 
rather  than  masculine  admiration.  Miss  Clark  also  gave 
bands  worn  by  Doctor  Bentley,  naval  uniforms,  etc. 

Mrs.  Charles  M.  Daren  has  given  fans  and  articles  of 
costume. 

Mr.  Lawrence  W.  Jenkins  has  added  to  the  collection 
of  pressed  glass  cup  plates,  26  new  examples.  The  ool- 
leotion  now  totals  120  different  specimens. 
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Mt.  Willis  H.  Ropes  liaa  preeented  a  great  variat?  of 
objects  and  aided  in  the  pnichaee  of  many  others. 

A  short  paragraph  in  Uie  Boaton  Peat  relating  to  the 
collection  of  &)gers  groups  in  oar  Mosetun,  whiob  in 
slightly  varied  form  also  appeared  in  other  newspapers, 
broDght  on  a  small  avaUnche  of  letters  relating  to  Rogers* 
work,  wjth  the  result  that  eleven  new  subjeota  have  been 
added  to  the  collection,  which  now  numbers  thirty-one 
examples. 
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In  the  following  report  the  daily  roataue  of  the  library 
which  occupiea  the  greater  part  of  the  time  is  passed 
over  without  comment,  as  it  would  be  dall  indeed  for  the 
members  to  hear  that  a  certain  cumber  of  books  have 
been  entered  in  the  accession  book,  labelled,  plated,  em- 
bossed, classi£ed,  numbered,  cataloged,  and  placed  in 
proper  position  on  the  shelves  each  day.  It  it  desirable 
to  mention  some  of  the  interesting  gifts  and  the  more 
important  books  purchased,  and  to  ask  for  more  frequent 
donations  of  books  and  a  more  general  use  of  the  library 
by  the  members.

Among  the  many  gifts  to  the  library  should  be  men- 
tioned tbe  following : — From  the  library  of  the  late  Fred- 
erick Lewis  Gay  of  Brookline,  who  was  an  enthusiastic 
collector  of  rare  Americana,  150  volumes,  including  the 
Calendar  of  State  Papers,  Colonial  series, — the  Publican 
tions  of  the  Navy  Record  Society,  and  many  genealogies 
and  local  histories  which  were  needed  on  our  shelves. 

As  a  summer  resident  of  Marblehead,  Dr.  Gray  became 
interested  in  collecting  Marblehead  material,  and  this  has 
been  presented  to  the  Institute  by  Mrs.  Gay.  This  col- 
lection,  numbering  about  65  volumes,  many  of  which 
have  beautiful  bindings,  includes  biographies  and  geneal- 
ogies of  local  families,  printed  sermons  of  early  ministfirs 
(18) 
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of  the  town,  together  with  monosoript  abatrsota  from  the 
town  records  and  from  deeds  and  wills,  and  t^rp^written 
copies  from  the  Masaaohnsetts  arohives  of  all  items  rela- 
ting to  M&rblehead.  In  addition  to  this  the  collection 
incladee  91  maps  and  plans,  and  a  folio  voltuDe  of  maps 
of  E^Bsex  Gonnty.  Among  the  books  is  the  following 
Salem  imprint  of  more  than  osual  interest  and  rarity, — 
"  The  Continental  Key  of  the  liberties  of  America,  in  . 
three  parts,  to  which  is  annexed,  The  Lamentation  of  a 
bad  market"  The  third  edition,  fidorued  with  nine  plates. 
New  York,  printed,  Salem  reprinted  and  sold  by  E.  Russell 
at  his  printing  ofEce  upper  end  of  Main-Street,  1776. 

It  ia  a  political  poem,  and  the  following  lines  which 
appear  on  the  title  pf^  will  gire  some  idea  of  the  style : 

"  Perhaps  the  Critics  of  the  Age 
May  find  a  Fault  in  ev'ry  Page, 
Or  yet,  perhaps,  in  ev'ry  Line, 
Well,  they've  their  Faults,  I  have  mine. 
If  any  Man  should  ask  the  Price, 
One  or  two  Shillings  take  your  Choice. 
Sometimes  true  Whigs  have  given  Twenty, 
But  Tories  think  that  Five  is  plenty." 

One  of  the  plates  with  which  it  is  adorned  is  a  crude 
woodcut  of  Captain  James  Mugford  of  Marblehead,  and 
a  footnote  contains  an  account  of  his  capture  of  a  British 
8torfr«hip  on  May  17th,  1776. 

From  the  Haverhill  Public  Library,  through  the  co- 
operation of  Mr.  John  G.  Monlton,  the  Librarian,  we 
have  received  842  additions  to  our  Haverhill  and  Bradford 
imprints,  including  town  and  school  reports,  directories, 
chnrch  manuals,  etc. 

From  Mrs.  Bobert  Saltonstall  of  Readrille,  a  collection 
of  maps,  including  17  rolled  and  80  folded  maps,  1  bound 
volume,  and  2  large  globes  with  stands. 

From  Mrs.  David  P.  Co£Bn,  the  "  Whole  Booke  of 
Psalmea  collected  into  English  meeter  by  Thomas  Stem- 
hold,  John  Hopkins  and  others :  with  apt  Notes  to  sing 
them  withall,"  published  in  London,  1614.  This  is  a 
perfect  copy,  in  fine  condition-  and  finely  bonnd  in  blue 
half  morocco. 
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Mr.  George  Francis  Dow  has  made  'large  additions  to 
the  Carioatore  Collection  which  he  presented  to  the  Insti- 
tute last  year,  buying  new  books  as  published  and  filling 
up  sets  of  periodicals  as  opportunity  offered.  Aboat  800 
volumes,  which  inclode  mnay  interesting  cartoons  relating 
to  the  European  war,  have  been  given  ^e  past  year^  and 
the  collection  now  contains  a  practically  complete  set  of 
Life,  Fnck,  and  Judge,  many  of  which  were  purchased 
unbound,  100  volnmes  having  been  completed  and  bound 
by  Mr.  Dow  during  the  year. 

Thanks  are  due  as  in  former  years  to  Messrs.  Lawrence 
W.  Jenkins,  Willis  H.  Ropes,  Hugh  F.  B.  Farrell,  and 
Harry  Webber,  for  their  continued  interest  in  the  library 
and  frequent  donations  to  its  collections,  and  to  the  Salem 
public  Library  and  the  Salem  Fraternity  for  files  of  Salem 
newspapers. 

The  fund  available  for  the  purchase  of  hooka  has  been 
expended  under  the  direction  of  the  Book  Committee 
along  the  nsual  lines, — iu  strengthening  the  special  collec- 
tions and  building  up  the  genealogy  and  local  history,  and 
special  efforts  have  been  made  to  secure  books  to  facili* 
tate  the  study  of  English  ancestry.  Of  these  259  Tol- 
omes  of  English  parish  registers,  visitationa,  eto.,  were 
purchased  at  the  auction  sale  of  the  libraries  of  the  late 
Henry  Fitz-Gilbert  Waters  and  the  late  J.  Henry  Lea, 
both  well  known  experts  in  English  research.  This  lot 
included  60  volames  of  the  London  Parish  Register  Soci- 
ety, a  set  of  the  Index  Library,  and  106  volames  of  the 
Royal  Commission  on  Historical  Manaacripts.  Also  ex- 
tracts  from  English  records  compiled  by  J.  Henry  Lea  as 
follows :  15  folio  volnmes  containing  copies  of  wills 
from  the  Prerogative  Court  of  Canterbnry,  the  Commis- 
sary Conrt  of  London,  eto.;  87  notebooks  ooatatning 
transcripts  from  wills,  parish  roisters,  visitations,  eto., 
and  about  2600  cards  indaxing  the  names  in  these  tran- 
scripts. These,  together  with  tbs  Waters-Withington 
Bbabwjta,  which  were  purchased  in  Lcndon  last  year, 
comprise  the  largest  oolUotiim  of  "F-ngiiffb  grnisftlnginnl 
manuscripts  in  the  oonntiy. 

The  Waten-Withit^ton  lasaQaaripti.  irtuob  vera  folly 
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described  in  the  report  a  year  ^o,  have  been  ouefally 
worked  over  under  the  Baperrision  of  Mr.  Henry  W. 
Belknap.  About  14,000  typewritten  willa,  arranged  by 
family, — the  Act  Books  of  Essex,  Coloheeter,  Norwich, 
etc^ — and  the  Close  Soils  of  Elizabeth,  James  I  and 
Cbartes  I  hare  been  boand,  and  the  typewritten  Parish 
Registers,  the  Chancery  Proceedings,  and  the  Coort 
Records  are  ready  for  biodlDg.  The  remainder  of  the 
willa,  the  oalendtus  of  the  wills,  and  the  Pariah  Registers 
bare  been  arranged  in  rertioal  files,  and  the  large  mass 
of  correspondence  has  been  alphabetically  amnged  in 
letter  files.  Any  of  the  boand  volumes  may  be  oonsnlted 
upon  apidication  in  the  library,  but  the  nnbound  portion, 
which  might  be  disarranged  hj  handling,  is  only  available 
throngh  one  of  the  members  of  the  staff  who  is  familiar 
with  the  collection. 

Donations  hare  been  made  to  the  manuscript  collection 
by  SI  persons,  and  among  them  may  be  mentioned  the 
following:  From  the  estate  of  Miss  Louise  Tracy  of 
New  Haven,  Coon.,  a  professional  genealogist,  171  note- 
books containing  the  results  of  her  researches  for  a  num- 
ber of  years ;  from  Mrs.  Augustus  A.  Galloupe  of  Bev- 
erly, a  box  of  mannscriptB,  including  copies  of  Beverly 
church  records,  cemetery  inscriptions,  and  notes  relating 
to  Beverly  families  collected  by  the  late  Augustus  A. 
Galloupe ;  from  Mrs.  Mary  J.  Low  of  Belfast,  Me.,  over 
2000  pieces  of  correspondence  of  the  Hon.  Nathan  Read, 
the  inventor ;  from  Mr.  Hugh  F.  E.  Farrell,  a  journal 
kept  by  Byron  Gilman  of  Lynn,  from  1861  to  1864, 
interleaved  with  programs,  photographs,  etc.,  giving  an 
account  day  by  day  of  incidents  cunnected  with  the  de- 
parture of  the  first  Lynn  company  for  the  war ;  from  Dr. 
Samuel  A.  Green  of  Boston,  a  manuscript  notebook  kept 
by  the  Rev.  John  Fi8ke,the  first  minister  of  Wenham  and 
Qielmsford.  Seven  log  books  have  been  added  to  the 
coUectioD,  four  of  wbidi  are  whaling  voyi^;es,  three  from 
Salem,  and  one,  the  ship  Lemuel  C.  Richmond,  from  Bris- 
tol, B.  I.,  to  the  South  Pacific  and  retum,  1834  to  1837. 
The  last  mnst  have  been  a  very  profitable  voyage  judging 
by  the  number  of  whales  pictured  in  it. 
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The  apptopriatioo  for  biadiiig  bas  bees  osed  in  binding 
current  historical  magazines  ana  files  of  Salem  and  Essex 
Conn^  newspapers,  and  in  repairing  worn  volumes  from 
the  genealogy  and  local  history. 

The  classification  and  cataloging  has  progressed  nor- 
mally, all  cnrrent  additions  to  classes  already  cataloged 
being  completed  to  date. 

The  purchase  of  printed  cards  from  the  Library  of 
Congress  and  the  American  Library  Association  has 
been  continued  so  far  as  practicable,  and  8488  cards  bare 
been  purchased  at  a  cost  of  {72.15. 

The  attendance  in  the  library  has  been  about  the  same 
as  lost  year,  but  it  is  much  leas  than  it  sboold  be.  The 
reading  room  for  members  is  quiet  and  attractive,  and 
many  more  should  form  the  habit  of  spending  an  occa- 
sional half  hoar  there,  keeping  in  touch  with  the  current 
periodicals.  Members  have  the  privilege  of  borrowing 
books,  and  several  of  the  magazines  are  available  for 
home  use  as  soon  as  received.  Members'  privileges  in  the 
library  may  be  transferred  to  a  friend  by  use  of  gaest 
cards,  which  are  issued  for  limited  periods.  The  use  of 
the  books  for  study  and  reference  is  not  restricted  to 
membeis,  and  anyone  making  researches  is  welcomed  and 
assisted.

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ADDRESS  OF  THE  PRESIDENT. 


Hie  Secretary,  the  Treaernrer  and  the  Librarian  make 
siicli  detailed  reports  eadi  year  that  I  can  add  little  to 
what  these  contain, 

A  fireproof  exhibition  building  has  been  built  in  the 
yard  and  is  now  open,  where  we  are  able  to  eidiibit  the 
cast  of  Sanl  by  William  Wetmore  Story;  the  groopa  by 
John  Rogers;  carriages,  sleighs,  models,  boxes,  baskets, 
inm  stovee,  and  a  class  of  exhibits  which  show  now  to 
adra&tage  for  the  first  time,  and  which  famishes  available 
space  in  the  large  hall  for  otier  exhibition  purposes. 

The  picture  gallery  has  been  rebung  with  portraits 
alone.  The  lower  hdl  with  portraits  of  the  Mayors  of 
Salem,  and  the  staircases  and  tipper  hall  with  landscapes 
and  other  pictures.  As  far  as  has  been  possible  we  have 
hong  portraits  of  Presidents,  GoTemors,  statesmen  and 
ministers  together,  and  the  Forrester,  Story  and  Oorweo 
family  portraits  are  hung  in  groups.  The  pictures  are 
in  process  of  being  vami^ed,  and  some  of  them  will  be 
restorad  by  competent  people. 

The  necessary  repairs  have  been  made  on  the  Pierce- 
Johonnot-Nichols  House.  The  outside  of  the  house  has 
been  repaired  and  painted,  and  several  of  the  rooms  therein 
have  been  painted  and  papered,  which  work  has  been  well 
done,  thanks  to  the  efforts  of  Mr.  Stephen  W.  Phillips. 
I  stated  in  my  report  last  year  that,  in  order  to  save  this 
house,  only  ei^teen  contributors  toward  the  fund  came 
from  Salem,  and  the  sum  of  $3,910  was  raised  from  them 
— a  comparatively  small  amount  when  one  considers  that 
over  $20,000  was  raised.  Our  endowment  Fund  is 
$8,000,  but  I  shall  never  feel  satisfied  until  that  fund  is 
at  least  $10,000.  The  possession  of  this  house  adds  great 
distinction  to  the  Institute,  and  the  people  should  not  fail 
to  show  their  appreciation  of  what  It  means  to  the  city — 
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particularly  when  one  conaidera  that  it  is  an  Historical 
Monument  for  all  time  of  which  any  place  should  be  pioud. 

Our  income  ia  insufScient  for  a  Muaemn  of  thia  atand- 
ing.  We  can  run  along  in  a  cramped  way  without  diffi- 
culty, unless  some  unusual  repairs  or  expenses  have  to 
be  incurred.  In  one  sense,  these  are  never  unusuaL  Re- 
cently we  hare  been  compelled  to  shingle,  with  fireproof 
Bhingles,  the  Ward  House.  The  walls  of  the  Uuseum 
Building  are  in  need  of  painty  and  in  tlie  building  and 
grounds  other  work  should  be  done.  Our  woii  in  many 
waya  is  hampered  Thousands  of  manuscripts  are  lying 
in  the  fireproof  building — unavailable,  because  unsorted 
and  uncat^ogued.  A  great  aocmnulation  of  printed  mat- 
ter ia  each  year  thrown  in  heaps,  instead  of  being  placed 
on  shelves,  from  lack  of  people  to  care  for  it.  The 
Library  should  be  cleared  of  much  useless  material,  and 
the  books  arranged  in  such  a  way  as  to  be  more  avtdlable 
for  examination  by  our  members. 

Our  employees  are  underpaid,  and  as  soon  as  it  is  pos- 
sible to  do  BO,  they  should  be  compoisated  for  faithful 
work,  largely  done  through  a  keen  interest  in  Ihe  Institute 
and  an  TinHftlfigK  desire  to  develop  its  resources. 

I  cannot  urge  too  strongly  the  necessity  and  wisdom  of 
incrsHsing  our  membership,  now  578  in  alL  If  every 
member  of  Ihe  Listitute  present  will  propose  the  name 
of  a  new  member,  it  will  not  only  add  to  our  finahcial 
resonroes,  but  it  will  increase  the  interest  in  the  Institute. 
Do  not  confine  your  membere  to  Salem,  or  Essex  County, 
or  even  the  State,  but  try  and  obtain  new  members  from 
outside. 

Mr.  (Jeorge  Francis  Dow,  the  Secretary  of  tiie  Essex 
Institute  for  a  number  of  years,  resigned  in  Febmary. 
"When  he  entered  upon  his  duties,  the  itistitute  was  com- 
paratively small  and  little  known  outside  &is  immediate 
neighborhood.  Now  the  Institute — of  which  we  are  all 
proud — ranks  hi^  here  and  abroad,  with  any  of  the  Mu- 
seums devoted  to  the  same  purposes.  As  far  as  I  know, 
it  was  the  first  Moseom  in  this  country  to  exhibit  its  col- 
lections in  rooms  especially  fitted  for  that  purpose,  and 
we  may  well  take  pride  in  the  fact  that  the  Essex  liisti- 
tnte,  as  well  as  the  Peabody  Museum,  have  set  a  hi^ 
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standard  of  competenoe  in  theii  management,  and  of 
Bunsnal  appreciation  oi  the  ^Bt  metfaodB  of  exhibiting  and 
cataloging  their  many  treaBures  which  people  from  all 
parts  of  tiie  country  are  glad  to  come  to  Salem  to  study. 

Ic  theae  strenuous  and  trying  times  it  is  hard  and 
impossible  to  create  anything  new,  except  what  is  neoes- 
Bary  in  connection  with  the  war,  but  hospitals  and  many 
institutions  whidi  are  a  part  of  our  daily  life  must  be 
supported,  not  only  for  ourselves,  "but  for  the  future  hap- 
piness of  the  men  who  are  now  giving  their  lives  and  all 
th^  have  and  are  for  the  country. 
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The  memberebip  of  the  Essex  Imrtitate  on  April  30, 
1918,  was  678  in  number,  oonfflsting  of  610  actiTe  mem- 
bers, 26  life  members,  and  42  on  the  corresponding  list 
This  is  a  loes  oi  11  members  over  the  previoTu  year. 
Daring  the  year  21  active  members  have  been  elected  and 
aooepted  membership,  while  20  have  withdrawn  and  12 
have  died.

The  attoidance  in  the  mnaenm  has  been  nearly  6,000 
less  than  last  year.  This  may  be  aoconnted  for  in  part 
by  the  closing  of  the  Mnsexmi  during  the  winter  montha 
for  the  oonservatiiHi  of  coaL  The  largest  attendance  on 
any  one  day  was  on  Sunday,  December  9,  1917,  when

The  pnblic  lectares,  as  aaual,  have  been  given  in  Acad- 
emy Hall,  the  Tnistees  of  the  Peabody  Museum  co-oper- 
ating with  the  Institnte.  Seven  lectures  were  given  in 
the  Free  Course,  of  which  five  were  illustrated.  Six  even- 
ings were  occupied  by  the  Home  Course,  of  which  two 
were  illustrated. 

Owing  to  some  undeterminel  cause,  perhaps  the  preva- 
lence of  war  work,  or  it  may  be,  as  has  been  hint^,  the 
absence  of  refreshments  to  conform  to  the  demands  of 
food-conservation,  attendance,  especially  in  the  Home 
Course,  has  been  very  small.  To  this  general  rule  there 
have  been  two  very  marked  exceptions,  namely,  the  last 
lecture  but  one  in  ih^  Free  Course,  when  Mr.  Charles  E. 
Moulton  of  Lynn  gave  his  "Imitations  of  the  Songs  of 
Some  of  Our  Familiar  Birds."  On  this  occasion  standing 
room  was  at  a  premium,  which  was  the  more  remarkable 
since  it  was  Mr.  Moulton's  first  appearance  upon  any  lec- 
tare  platform.  If  one  may  be  pardoned  the  bull,  his  lec- 
ture was  a  concert,  and  his  reproduction  of  the  bird  calls 
without  the  aid  of  any  instrument  was  extraordinarily 
faithful.  A  diarming  stage  setting  of  trees  and  stuffed 
birds  had  been  arranged  by  the  Salem  Ornithological  Club, 
and  Mr.  A.  F.  Morse  read  a  paper  to  accompany  the 
lantern  slides  in  which  the  various  birds  were  described. 
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The  second  occasion  upon  which  an  overflowing  house 
was  seoofed  was  on  the  evening  of  the  final  lecture  in  the 
Home  Course.  Mrs.  George  W,  Towne  read  a  most  enjoy- 
able paper  upon  "Shawls,"  and  allhou^  seats  had  been 
provided  for  150  people,  over  200  appeared,  so  that  the 
hall  was  more  than  filled.  This,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that 
a  bare  half-dozen  had  attended  the  previous  lectures.  It 
may  be  unkind  to  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  upon  this 
occasion  only  refreshments  were  served,  but  truth  compels 
it.  Many  of  the  most  noteworthy  shawls  were  exhibited 
to  the  audience,  being  worn  by  young  ladies  in  costume, 
and  the  remainder  of  the  large  collection  of  over  300, 
loaned  by  scores  of  people  in  Salem  and  nearby  towns, 
were  displayed  on  the  walls  of  the  entrance  hall

The  Beading  Boom  has  been  nsed,  as  daring  the  pre- 
ceding year,  by  the  Salem  Hospital  Alomnae  Association, 
the  Old  Planters  Society  and  the  Salem  Oratorio  Society. 
The  Btereoptioon  has  again  been  loaned  to  various  schools 
or  gi^anizations,  as  have  also  the  radiopticon  and  selec- 
tions from  the  collection  of  postAl  cards. 

During  the  summer  a  concrete,  fireproof  building  of 
one  story,  lighted  by  three  lai^  skylights,  was  erected  in 
the  rear  of  ^e  Museum  building  and  upon  its  completion 
most  of  the  lai^r  and  coarser  objects  were  arranged  in 
its  cases.  This  has  proved  to  be  a  great  relief  to  the  over- 
crowded Museum  and  has  permitted  the  display  of  many 
things  for  which  no  place  has  previously  existed. 

In  January  the  present  Secretary  succeeded  to  the  office, 
owing  to  the  resignation  of  Mr,  G«orge  Francis  Dow,  and 
considerable  rearrangement,  including  the  re-hanging  of 
the  entire  collection  of  pictures,  has  since  been  accom- 
plished, and  through  the  generosity  of  the  President  most 
of  the  cost  of  this  work,  as  well  as  the  restoration  of  a 
number  of  pictures,  have  been  taken  care  of  at  no  cost  to 
the  Institute.  It  is  hoped  that  an  improvement  in  the 
appearance  of  the  gallery  has  resulted. 

The  publications  of  the  year  include  the  current  volume 
of  the  Historical  Collections  and  the  Annual  Report  The 
sixth  volume  of  the  "Becords  and  Files  of  the  Quarterly 
Courts  of  Essex  County"  has  been  issued,  and  the  seventh 
is  in  course  of  preparation.  The  second  volume  of  the 
"Probate  Becords  of  Essex  County"  has  been  issued,  and 
the  third  is  in  progress.  The  second  volume  of  "Vital 
Records  of  Salem,"  containing  the  remainder  of  the  births, 
has  been  completed,  the  vital  records  of  Stoneham  and 
Carlisle  are  completed,  and  it  is  probable  that  those  of 
West  Newbury  will  shortly  be  issued. 

As  the  Legislature,  by  way  of  a  war  economy,  has  re- 
pealed the  act  under  which  the  appropriation  for  this 
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vital-record  work  has  been  carried  on,  no  more  of  these 
volumes  will  be  printed  until  after  the  war,  when  it  is 
h(q>ed  that  a  re-enactment  of  the  law  may  he  secured,  as 
about  two-thirdfl  of  all  the  towns  in  the  State  hare  been 


In  July  the  Directors  authorized  the  preparation  of  a 
monograph  on  the  work  of  Samuel  Hclntiro,  to  which  an 
introduction  was  to  be  written  by  Mr.  Fiske  Kimball,  a 
gifted  young  architect,  at  present  in  Ann  Arbor  tJniver^ 
sity,  the  illustrations  to  be  reproduced  from  original  draw- 
ings and  plans  in  the  posseesioD  of  the  Institute.  This 
work  is  proceeding  and  Mr.  Eimball  is  expending  upon  it 
the  most  painstaking  care. 

The  Kaumkeag  Trust  Co.  of  Salem  have,  aa  had  the 
Asiatic  National  Bank  before  them,  issued  each  year  sinco 
1903  a  fine  print  in  color  of  one  of  Salem's  old-time  ships, 
as  part  of  a  calendar,  and  as  these  created  great  interest, 
it  was  determined  to  issue  the  set,  with  some  additional 
cuts  and  descriptive  matter,  in  book  form,  under  the  im- 
print of  the  Institute.  This  has  been  duly  carried  out,  and 
the  book  is  meeting  with  a  ready  sale. 

The  work  on  Cemetery  records  for  Mr.  Ogden  Codman, 
and  that  on  the  Fiske  Note  Book,  for  Dr.  Samuel  A.  Qreen, 
is  still  being  prosecuted,  and  the  terribly  illegible  writing 
of  the  latter  becomes  but  little  easier  to  read  even  after 
a  year's  experience. 

Several  additions  to  our  portrait  collection  have  been 
received,  such  as  one  of  Nathaniel  Kinsman  Allen,  by  the 
late  J.  Harvey  Young,  aa  a  bequest  of  Miss  Mary  P.  Allen 
of  Portland,  Maine,  both  Mr.  Allen  and  Mr.  Young  hav- 
ing been  Salem  men ;  also  one  of  Mr.  Yonng  painted  hj 
himself,  which  is  shortly  to  be  sent  by  his  widow;  and, 
from  Mrs.  William  P.  McMullan,  a  portrait  of  William 
McMullsn  by  Os^nod  and  a  valuable  antique  rug.  These 
are  a  part  of  a  collection  of  carved  Indian  furniture,  porce- 
lains, oriental  silver  and  fabrics  which  will  soon  be  de- 
posited and  remain  as  a  memorial  to  the  late  William  P. 
McMullan. 

Numerous  other  additions  to  the  Museum  have  been 
made,  notably  by  Miss  Elizabeth  H.  Clark  of  Boston, 
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Mrs.  FranciB  H.  Lee  of  Salem,  and,  aa  usual,  by  the  inde- 
fatigable Mr.  Willis  H.  Bopes  of  Salem. 

In  c]osinj|>  it  is  a  pleasure  to  acknowledge  l^e  villing 
and  valuable  oo-operation  I  have  had  ftom  every  member 
of  the  Institute  staff,  who,  ootwith  standing  the  proverbial 
energy  of  a  "new  brotmi,"  have  cheerfully  assisted  in  dia- 
tnrbiug  the  dust  of  ages,  and  sundry  readjustments  of  rou- 
tine have  been  accepted  with  alacrity.  AH  of  which  has 
aided  in  simplifying  and  rendering  easier  a  rather  com- 
plicated position  for  a  greea  hand.

The  gifts  to  the  Library  have  incladed  a  large  nmober 
of  Essex  Coim^  imprints,  including  over  a  hnndred  re- 
ports of  Haverhill  and  Bradford  schoola  and  societiee,  from 
the  estate  of  Miss  Caroline  Duncan,  and  from  the  Haver- 
hill Public  Library  a  large  number  of  Haverhill  pam- 
phlets needed  in  our  files.  From  Mr.  Ernest  W.  Bowditch 
of  Boston  a  collection  of  maps  of  Maaaachusetts  countiea 
and  towns.  Mr.  Stephen  W.  Phillips  has  completed  the 
set  of  reports  of  the  Hawaiian  Historical  Society  and  had 
them  bound  in  the  Hawaiian  national  colors.  Thmiigh 
the  coiirtesy  of  Harvard  College  Library  the  Institute  copy 
of  Thomas  Maule's  "Truth  Held  Forth  and  Maintained," 
has  been  completed  with  photostat  copies  of  the  tide  page 
and  pages  one  and  two  of  the  text 

Donations  have  been  made  to  the  mannscript  oollection 
by  twenty-six  persons,  and  among  them  may  be  mentioned 
tie  following;

Samuel  MulKken,  a  docknaker  of  Newburyport  and  Salem 
from  1783  to  1791 ;  manuscripts  relating  to  the  organiza- 
tion of  the  Lynn  Library  Association,  and  a  volume  of 
toll  receipts  of  Essex  (or  Beverly)  Bridge  from  1803  to 
1810. 

The  log  book  collection  has  received  twenty-six  additions, 
among  which  are  the  Ic^  of  the  Tyranidea,  1777-1778,  and 
the  General  Pickering,  1778-1779.  From  Mr.  William  C. 
Waters,  logs  of  the  Louisa  1806,  Camel  1815,  and  other 
ships,  account  books  and  several  boxes  of  miBoellaneons 
manuscripts;  and  from  Mr.  Thomas  Perkins  shipping 
papers  and  accounts. 

Thanks  are  due,  as  in  former  years,  to  Messrs.  Lawrence 
W.  Jenkins,  Willis  H.  Ropes,  Sidney  Perley,  Hugh  F.  E. 
Farrell  and  Harry  E.  Webber  for  their  continued  interest 
in  the  Library  and  frequent  donations  to  its  collections, 
and  to  the  Salem  Public  Library  and  the  Salem  Fraternity 
for  £les  of  Salem  newspapers. 

The  fund  available  for  the  purchase  of  books  has  been 
expended  nnder  the  direction  of  the  Book  Committee  along 
the  usual  lines — in  strengthening  the  special  collections. 
The  publications  of  the  British  Record  Socie^  and  the 
Registers  and  Visitations  of  the  Harleian  Society  have 
been  completed  to  date,  and  the  Library  has  become  a  sub- 
scribing member  to  receive  future  volumes  as  issued. 

The  newspaper  collections  have  been  enriched  by  the 
purchase  of  34  volumes  of  Haverhill  Evening  Bidletin 
and  57  Boston  newspapers  published  before  1800  have 
hem.  secured  by  exchange. 

During  the  past  year  unusual  opportunities  have  offered 
for  the  collection  of  material  for  future  historians.  Patri- 
otic posters  and  handbills  of  all  kinds,  including  Enlist- 
ment^ Liberty  Loan,  Red  Cross,  T.  M.  C.  A.,  Food  Con- 
servation, War  Thrift  Stamps,  War  Gardens,  etc,  have 
been  gathered  from  every  available  source,  and  the  colleo- 
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tion  now  ntimben!  275  pieces,  exclusive  of  dapUcates.  Mr. 
Hair;  E.  Webber  presented  his  collection  of  war  posters, 
numbering  273  pieces,  and  a  special  exhibition  of  these 
was  made  during  the  winter. 

The  routine  work  of  the  Library  has  been  carried  on 
aa  usual,  and  various  improvements  of  lighting  and  arrange- 
ment of  tiiie  books  have  been  made. 

It  is  a  matter  of  much  regret  that  the  members  do 
not  avail  thraiselves  to  a  greater  extent  of  the  privileges 
offered  hy  the  Institute  and  its  rich  coUeotiona.

LIBRARY  AND  PUBLICATION  COHBIITTCC 
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ADDRESS  OF  THE  PRESIDENT. 


An  Ammal  Report  bom  your  Presidant  aeems  hardly 
neceaaary,  as  detailed  reports  lelatiDg  to  the  work  of  the 
Institiite  are  made  by  the  Seoretary,  the  Treasurer,  and 
the  Librarian. 

We  have  three  classes  of  membership : — 

First,  Life  Members,  who  pay  $5U.  when  elected,  and 
have  no  farther  dues. 

Second,  CorrespondiDg  Members  (a  relic  of  the  past, 
when  the  lostitate  devoted  itself  more  or  less  to  science), 
who  are  not  eligible  to  office,  are  not  entitled  to  vote,  and 
do  not  pay  any  asseeament 

Third,  Active  Members,  who  pay  an  asseaameat  of 
three  dollars  a  year  and  have  all  tiie  privileges  of  mem- 
bership. 

It  would  be  well  to  have  a  foartb  class  of  members, 
called  by  some  sach  name  as  Sostaining  Members,  who 
woald  pay  five  or  six  dollars  a  year,  and  who  woold  be 
entitled  to  receive  the  poblications  of  the  Institateaspart 
of  the  privilege  of  membership.  This  would  involve  a 
larger  edition  of  oar  publications,  but  the  neoeesary  in- 
crease in  the  edition  and  the  extra  expense  of  printing 
would  be  a  oomparatively  small  item.  Should  members 
desire  to  have  their  names  transferred  from  active  to 
sastaining  membetship,  this  could  easily  be  dona.  Un- 
doubtedly many  would  avail  themselves  of  the  opportu- 
nity thus  offered. 

All  institutions  during  die  last  foot  years  have  suffered 
much  from  tbe  war — ^for  oatorally  we  have  done  all  we 
could  to  assist  our  own  people  and  to  try  and  alleviate  the 
terrible  sufferings  of  Europe.  The  record  has  been  one  of 
which  every  American  can  well  be  proud.  But  the  tuna  has 
now  come  when  we  must  assist  oar  hospitals  and  instita- 
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tions  of  learning — and  among  the  latter  the  Institute 
would  be  included. 

Ab  I  stated  last  year,  we  can  live  within  oar  income, 
but  that  means  sacrifice  and  unselfish  devotion  ;  for  joxu 
officers  and  clerical  employees  are  underpaid,  and  could 
without  doubt  obtain  larger  salaries  elsewhere,  and  lack 
ol  means  prevents  the  Institute  from  developing  and  ex- 
tending ita  work  in  many  ways.  Work  should  be  cod- 
tinned  on  the  calendar  of  the  mannscnpt  collection,  which 
was  begun  several  years  ago,  as  soon  as  means  are  avail- 
able for  the  continuation  of  this  valuable  work. 

The  library  book  stacks  in  the  old  Athenaeum  building 
should  be  cleared  of  much  useless,  superfinous  material, 
such  as  duplicate  books,  government  publications,  and 
foreign  and  domestic  scientific  periodicals,  many  of  which 
form  incomplete  sets,  which  might  be  of  use  in  assisting 
other  institutions  to  complete  their  files  or  sold  to  dealers. 
A  latge  class  of  literature,  such  as  novels,  poetry,  essays 
and  scientific  books,  should  be  eliminated  and  placed  in 
institutions  where  they  would  be  of  real  use,  confining 
our  own  library  lately,  if  not  entirely,  to  books  of  an 
historical  or  genealogical  interesL  Well  as  this  stack  is 
arranged  with  the  force  we  have  to  do  the  work,  it  leaves 
upon  one's  mind  the  impression  of  confusion — the  room 
itself  is  most  unattractive — and  it  will  never  appear  as  it 
should  until  very  drastic  measures  are  adopted.  All  this 
of  course  costs  money,  which  we  have  not  at  hand,  and 
which  I  am  sure  will  never  be  done  until  we  have  the 
money,  as  the  Institnte  is  more  than  fortunate  in  havmg 
a  wise  and  conservative  Council  and  Treasurer,  who  are 
unwillmg  to  do  work  of  that  sort  without  available  funds. 
I  trust  that  Bome  day  a  good  friend  will  rebuild  and  dec- 
orate the  room,  and  thus  give  a  proper  place  not  only  to 
house  our  valuable  books,  but  to  fnmish  our  readers  and 
students  pleasant  surroundings,  which  are  now  forbidding 
and  well-nigh  impossible. 

Last  year  I  begged  each  member  of  the  Institute  pres- 
ent at  til>e  Annual  Meeting  to  propose  the  name  of  a 
new  member,  as  we  should  increase  our  membership,  not 
only  in  order  to  enlarge  our  income,  but  also  to  extend 
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our  influeooe  beyond  the  bouods  of  Salem  and  Eesex 
County,  ao  that  the  publio  who  are  iaterested  m  the  class 
of  work  we  are  doing  can  avail  themselves  of  the  advan- 
tages we  have  to  offer.  The  Institute  is  well  known  all 
over  the  world,  but  we  can  extend  our  influence  in  such 
a  way  as  to  assist  ourselves  as  well  as  others.  Our  mem- 
beiuhip  has  deoliaed.  In  1917  ve  had  all  told  578  mem- 
bers ;  in  1918  we  had  all  told  561  members.  Since  the 
nolioes  have  been  sent  out  for  the  Annual  Meeting  we 
have  had  nine  resignations.  Will  those  who  are  present 
to-night  assist  the  Institute  by  sending  in  names  for  mem- 
berslup?    I  beg  again  that  you  will  do  this. 

Slight  repairs  have  been  made  upon  the  Pierce  (Johoa- 
not)  Nichols  House.  The  front  fence  must  be  rebuilL 
Money  will  be  raised  in  order  to  do  the  work  this  coming 
summer.  Any  subscriptions  made  toward  this  work  wiU 
be  gratefully  received.  Fortunately  a  portion  of  the 
fence  as  designed  by  Samuel  Mclntire  is  still  in  existence, 
so  that  when  the  fence  is  rebuilt  it  will  be  a  reproduction 
of  the  original  one.  As  soon  as  it  is  possible  to  do  so, 
the  endowment  fund  should  be  increased  from  98000, 
which  is  the  unount  now  on  hand,  to  at  least  110,000. 
Perhaps  we  can  have  one  of  these  modern  '*  drives " 
among  our  friends,  in  order  to  accomplish  this,  aa  the 
honse  is  such  an  historical  monument  that  the  endowment 
should  be  larger  than  it  is. 

Our  Secretary  has  done  hie  work  pre-eminently  well. 
Pictures  have  been  rehungand  relabelled :  collections  have 
been  rearranged :  every  nook  and  comer  of  this  building 
has  been  examined  so  thoroughly  that  the  Secretary 
knows  for  himself  what  our  resources  are,  and  a  card 
catal(^e  has  been  made  so  that  one  can  easily  find  out 
where  our  treasures  came  from.  Undoubtedly  many 
duplicates  and  much  truck  can  be  sold  or  exchanged,  ex- 
cept in  particular  oases  where  the  Institute  is  bound  to 
guard  exhibits  given  or  bequeathed  to  them. 

In  the  early  dftys  when  one  is  la}ang  the  foundations  of 
a  museum,  one  is  apt  to  accept  with  gratitude  what  is 
offered,  good  or  indifferent,  but  as  the  years  go  on  and 
the  opportunity  arises  of  obtaining  a  better  example  of  a 
given  object,  one  naturally  lays  aside  the  inferior  article. 
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In  QoB  partdonUr  instance  the  Above  does  not  bo  strictly 
apply,  u  we  are  primarily  an  Historioal  Mtueom  where 
one  can  gladly  accept  collections  which  a  maseam  devoted 
to  art  ooold  not  do,  bat  I  am  quite  sure  that  the  Essex 
Institute  has  now  reached  the  ptont  when  geleotiona  mast 
he  made  from  its  own  collections  and  where  disoriminatioD 
shoold  be  shown  in  the  acceptance  of  gifts  and  bequests. 
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The  membership  of  the  Essex  Institute  on  April  30, 
1919,  was  661  in  number,  ooDsistiug  of  508  active  mem- 
bers, 28  life  members,  and  30  on  the  correspooding  list 
This  is  ft  loss  of  17  member  over  the  previous  year,  10 
of  which  were  dropped  from  the  corresponding  list,  the 
dates  of  whose  deaths  are  unknown.  During  the  year 
32  aetive  members  have  been  elected  and  accepted  mem- 
bership, while  15  have  withdrawn  and  22  have  died.  A 
list  of  the  hitter  is  appended. 

The  attendance  in  the  museum  has  been  very  materi- 
ally affected  by  causes  connected  with  the  war.  As  was 
the  case  the  preceding  winter,  it  was  closed  during  the 
winter  months,  except  on  Sundays  and  some  holidays, 
chiefly  for  the  conservation  of  coal,  but  also  because  of 
the  prevalence  of  the  influenza.  It  is  increasingly  evi- 
dent that  at  the  earliest  moment  possible  some  change  in 
the  beating  plant  must  be  made,  for  there  is  a  great  lack 
of  radiation  surface  in  the  lai^e  gallery,  which  was  much 
reduced  at  the  time  the  type  rooms  were  installed,  with 
the  result  that  even  on  a  normal  expenditure  of  coal  it 
is  quite  impossible  to  adequately  heat  the  room.  This 
also  affects  the  picture  gallery,  and  makes  it  out  of  the 
question  to  maintain  a  temperature  which  is  tolerable  for 
tiiQ  attendants  and  comfortable  for  visitors. 

The  largest  attendance  on  any  one  day  was  on  Sunday, 
Oct.  27th,  when  482  persons  visited  the  galleries  between 
2  and  4  P.  M.

The  public  leotares,  as  usual,  have  been  givea  in 
Academy  Hall,  the  Truateefi  of  the  Feabody  Muaeam  co- 
operatiag  with  the  Institute.  Six  lectures  and  two  con- 
certs were  given,  all  but  one  of  the  lectures  being  illus- 
trated. A  better  attendance  was  secured  than  the  pre- 
ceding winter,  and  the  verdict  of  the  audiences  seemed 
to  be  that  the  subjects  were  timely  and  interesting. 

Owing  to  the  great  lack  of  interest  in  the  Home 
Course  in  1917-1918,  it  was  decided  to  omit  these  lec- 
turee  entirely  except  for  such  special  events  as  might  be 
arranged,  and  in  March  a  large  and  valuable  collection  of 
laces  was  shown,  in  part  from  those  owned  by  the  In- 
stitute and  in  part  from  loans  kindly  made  by  friends  of 
the  Institute.  On  Che  evening  of  March  10,  Miss  Edith 
Beach  of  Hartford  read  a  paper  on  "  Lace  and  Lace 
Making,"  which  was  illustrated  by  throwing  specimens 
of  lace  upon  the  screen,  as  well  as  by  pictures  of  Euro- 
pean workers  in  the  cn^t  This  proved  of  much  in- 
structive value,  and  the  audience  entirely  filled  the  large 
Reading  Room.  There  were  also  present  two  workers. 
Miss  Iceman  and  Miss  Story  of  Zpewicb,  the  only 
place  so  far  aa  known  in  this  country  where  a  regular 
lace  industry  exists,  who  very  kindly  consented  to  come, 
bringing  their  lace-pillows,  so  that  the  audience  could «eo 
the  process  of  working.

The  Reading  Room  has  been  used,  as  usual  during 
preceding  years,  by  the  Salem  Hospital  Alumnae  Asso- 
ciation, the  Old  Planters'  Society,  and  the  Salem  Oratorio 
Society.  The  Radiopticon  and  collection  of  postal  cards 
have  been  loaned  frequently  to  sohoole  and  other  organ!- 
izstions,  and  the  atereopticon  was  nsed  for  the  lectures  of 
Professor  Fisher  of  Wellesley  under  the  auspices  of  the 
Woman's  Committee  of  the  Council  of  National  Defense. 

Apart  from  the  ordinary  routine  work,  the  activities 
of  your  SeoTetary  have  been  chiefly  concerned  in  the  be- 
ginning  of  a  card-index  which  is  intended  eventually  to 
embrace  every  object  owned  or  displayed  in  the  Institute. 
As  may  be  imagined,  this  is  no  small  task,  as  it  involves, 
not  only  overhauling  every  nook  and  corner  from  garret 
to  cellar,  handling  every  object,  correcting  the  lack  of 
system  which  has  at  times  prevailed  in  the  past  through 
which  no  record  was  made  of  innumerable  articles,  search- 
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ing  oat,  to  f«r  aa  poeaible,  the  souioe  from  which  the 
object  wag  received  and  entering  it  ap  with  snch  details 
as  are  still  svailable.  Needless  to  say,  do  informatioD  is 
to  be  found  regarding  hundreds  of  snch  items,  and  the 
words  **  nnknown  soaroe  "  appear  only  too  freqnentlj. 
As  a  preliminary  to  this  work  it  was  necessary  to  make, 
from  every  source  which  could  be  fonnd,  a  list  of  the 
names  of  donors,  beginning  in  1821  with  the  Essex  His- 
torical Society,  following  down  through  the  Eesex  County 
Nataral  History  Sooie^  in  188S  and  the  Essex  Institute 
in  1848.  The  next  step,  which  is  still  in  process,  is  the 
finding  and  checking  up  of  the  articles  donated  or  bought 
and  finally  the  making  up  of  the  cards.  While  very 
much  remains  to  be  done,  of  course,  a  good  b^inning  has 
been  made,  and  particularly  as  to  the  pictures,  the  list  is 
now  so  far  complete  that  it  is  a  simple  matter  to  find  the 
titles  of  all  important  pictures,  whether  portraits  or  not, 
to  find  the  names  of  the  artiBts,  engravers,  lithographers 
or  publishers  of  whose  work  we  have  examples,  and 
where  the  objects  are  located  in  the  buildings.  The  cards 
will  be  so  cross-indexed  that  all  names  connected  with 
the  articles,  snoh  as  those  who  wore  the  costumes,  or 
were  connected  in  any  way  with  tlie  exhibit,  will  be 
found,  so  &r  as  the  information  exists.  Tbe  reenlt  of 
this  will  be  that  should  the  visitor  be  interested  in  any 
special  family,  or  the  work  of  any  craftsman,  all  objects 
which  relate  to  that  family  or  individual  will  be  immedi- 
ately apparent  In  the  case  of  processes  or  methods  of 
work,  say  embroidery  or  lace,  reference  will  be  found  to 
all  items  in  which  examples  are  to  be  fonnd. 

During  the  year,  thanks  to  our  generous  President  and 
others,  much  has  been  done  to  clean  and  restore  our 
pictarea,  many  of  which  were  suffering  for  treatment. 
Brass  tablets  are  being  prepared  to  take  the  place  of  the 
old  and  soiled  card  labels  on  the  pictures  and  to  correct 
ft  number  of  errors  in  the  attribution  of  some  of  them. 

Chiefly  through  the  interest  of  the  late  Frank  Bulkeley 
Smith  of  Worcester,  a  large  number  of  our  most  inter- 
esting portraits  by  early  American  artists  have  been 
photographed,  and  although  a  comparatively  new  friend 
of  the  Institute,  Mr.  Smith  was  a   very  warm  one,  and 
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bad  he  lived  I  am  buto  we  shoold  have  profited  in  many 
ways. 

The  DTimerotu  accessioiiB  in  the  wa.y  of  portiaita,  maoh 
as  tiiej  are  welcomed,  entail  a  very  diffionlt  protdem  in 
the  niatt«r  of  place  to  hang  them.  It  has  been  neceasary 
to  utilize  the  entrance  hall  to  the  Reading  Room  and 
every  other  bit  of  wall-space,  and  if  our  friends  do  not 
always  find  the  portrait  tiiey  are  interested  in  hung  in  as 
prominent  a  place  as  they  might  think  it  deaerved,  they 
mast  pardon  the  seeming  slight  and  bear  in  mind  the 
only  cure,  viz.,  a  new  and  properly  designed  and  fire- 
[noof  boilding. 

The  principal  acoessiona  during  the  year  have  incladed 
a  number  of  additions  to  the  McMnllan  coUectioo  of 
furniture,  etc.,  some  very  choice  porcelain  and  china  from 
Mrs.  Henrietta  Page  of  Cambridge,  three  portraits  of 
the  Johnson  family  of  North  Andover  painted  by  Osgood, 
through  the  bequest  of  Miss  Catherine  Johnson,  a  very 
remarkable  example  of  seventeenth  century  embroidery 
in  the  shape  of  a  tester  for  four-post  bed,  which  was 
brought  to  this  country  about  1640  by  Madam  Sylvester 
Eveleth,  who,  after  a  short  period  in  Boxbury,  settled  in 
Elssex.  This  has  been  pronounced  by  the  expert  of  the 
Museum  of  Fine  Arta  to  be  a  very  valuable  piece,  and  it 
is  in  almost  the  condition  it  was,  both  as  to  color  and 
preservation,  the  day  it  was  made.  An  interesting  ac- 
quisition, because  of  the  source,  has  been  three  very 
ancient  copper  pots  and  kettles,  brought  from  Lithuania 
by  the  family  of  Julian  Spear,  as  his  transited  name  is, 
Saperstin,  as  it  waa  originally,  who  is  in  the  clothing 
business  in  Salem.  Mrs.  Lucy  H.  Bowdoin  has  g^ven  ua 
a  good  example  of  a  simple  wooden  mantelpiece,  proba- 
bly an  early  one  of  Mclntire's  design,  also  some  fine 
copper  powder^measnres ;  Mr.  William  Wrat  Bradbeer 
of  Cranford.  N.  J.,  aome  fine  examples  of  Confederate 
money  ;  the  estate  of  Miss  Caroline  Grant  two  portnuts 
of  her  parents,  one  by  Osgood,  the  other  said  to  be  by 
Alexander.  Through  the  subsoriptiona  of  a  number  of 
our  members,  we  have  acquired  the  curious  picture  of 
Salem  Common  painted  in  1808  by  George  Ropes,  which 
bangs  on  the  west  wall  of  this  room,  which,  though  not 
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of  merit  u  a  work  of  art,  is  interesttDg  since  it  shows 
the  first  plsntiDf;  of  the  Common  with  the  poplar  trees 
which  blew  down  in  a  gale  and  were  replaced  by  elms, 
and  also  the  only  known  picture  of  the  south  gate  to  the 
enolosore.  It  seems  probable  that  the  gentleman  in  a 
two-wheeled  ourrtole  in  the  foreground  is  the  redoubtable 
George  Crowninshield  of  Cleopatra's  Barge  fame.  Also 
by  sabflcriptiomi,  a  very  fine  Staffordshire  tea-set  of  most 
nnusual  design  and  several  odd  pieces  of  glass  and  ohina ; 
and  from  Miss  Mary  T.  Saunders,  to  whom  we  owe  much 
valuable  museum  material  in  the  past,  as  well  as  inde- 
&tigable  industry  and  assistance  in  our  l<Hm  exhihitioDB 
of  shawls  and  laces,  a  large  Dumber  of  articles  of  cos- 
tame,  fans,  jewelry,  etc. 

It  will  be  of  interest  to  add  that  in  Uie  opinion  of  one 
of  the  chief  experts  in  New  York,  who  was  brought  on 
here  by  Mr.  Frank  Bulkeley  Smith,  our  oolleotion  of  por- 
traits by  early  American  painters  is  the  best  that  exists 
in  any  one  place.  We  have  now  between  twenty-fire  and 
thirty  examples  of  the  work  of  Charles  Osgood,  among 
them  some  of  his  best. 

The  seventh  volume  of  the  "  Records  and  Files  of  the 
Quarterly  Courts  of  Essex  Coun^ "  and  the  third  vol- 
iime  of  the  "  Probate  Records  of  Essex  County "  are 
about  ready  for  issue.  The  vital  records  of  West  New- 
bury have  been  distributed,  and  with  this  volome  the 
work  on  vital  records  under  the  State  appropriation  has 
come  to  an  end,  since,  as  a  measure  of  war  economy,  tiie 
State  declined  to  renew  the  appropriation.  This  is  the 
mote  to  be  regretted  as  we  have  in  hand  the  remainder 
of  Salem,  the  rest  of  Gloucester,  and  a  consideralde 
amount  of  the  city  of  Boston.  It  remains  to  be  seen 
whether  any  re-enactment  of  this  law  will  take  [dace. 
Through  the  discovery  of  the  records  of  the  First  Con- 
gregational Church  of  Ipswich,  since  the  volumes  of  that 
town  were  printed,  we  have  been  able  to  print  these  in 
uniform  style  with  the  regular  series  of  vital  records. 
We  have  also  issued  as  a  separate  book  the  "  Boston  & 
Lowell  Railroad"  by  Mr.  Francis  Boardman  Crowninshield 
Bradlee,  whose  book  upon  the  Eastern  Railroad  has  been 
BO  much  sought  for  that   the    edition   is   practically   ex- 
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haasted.  He  has  now  prepared  an  ticoooat  of  *'  Steam 
Navigation  id  New  England,"  which  has  been  mnning 
tLroogh  this  j-ear  in  the  Historical  Collections,  and  will 
eventnally  be  issued  in  book  form. 

Mr.  Fiskfl  Kimball  is  continuing  his  very  painstaking 
task  upon  the  work  of  Samuel  Mclntire.  He  was  here 
in  January  and  visited  many  houses  in  which  Molntire'a 
work  is  to  be  found,  and  expects  to  come  again  this  sum- 
mer to  devote  some  time  to  this  same  exploration.  One 
cannot  say  too  much  of  the  enthusiaam  and  expert  knowl- 
edge which  Mr.  Kimball  is  putting  into  what  is  largely  a 
labor  of  love.  No  remunerataon  which  we  could  afford 
to  make  could  begin  to  repay  him,  and  the  book  will  be 
nearly  exhaustive  of  the  subject,  it  would  seem. 

The  Fiske  Note  Book  transcription  has  dragged  ita  way 
along.  Miss  Martha  O.  Howes  has  faithfully  kept  at  it, 
and  has  at  last  completed  the  work.  Meanwhile  Dr. 
Samuel 'A,  Green,  for  whom  and  at  whose  expense  it  was 
being  done,  has  died,  and  it  appears  as  if  the  work  had 
been  all  to  no  purpose,  for  the  material  does  not  possess 
sufficient  general  interest  to  warrant  our  printing  it,  and 
it  has  been  really  done  to  gratify  a  desire  of  Dr.  Green. 

Once  more  it  ia  my  pleasant  duty  to  render  thanks  to 
all  on  the  staff  of  the  Institute  for  their  ready  help  and 
co-operation,  as  well  as  to  the  Directors  for  their  assist- 
ance in  carrying  out  numerous  improvements  and 
changes. 
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The  following  report  includes  a  brief  statement  of  the 
additions  to  the  library,  by  gift  or  purchase, — mention  of 
what  has  been  done  aside  from  the  daily  routine  work, 
and  an  appeal  for  further  gifts  of  books  and  funds  and 
an  iuoreased  use  of  the  library.

AmoDg  the  many  gifts  to  the  library  shonld  be  men- 
tioned the  following  :  From  Madame  William  C.  Endi- 
cott,  twelve  portfolios  on  the  -  Army  and  Navy  of  the 
United  States,  1T76-1890,  which  were  subecribed  for  by 
Mr.  William  C.  Endioott,  formerly  Secretary  of  War ; 
two  Tolamee  on  the  uniforms  of  the  U.  S.  Army  and 
Navy;  Art  and  Architecture,  11  portfolios,  and  30  vol- 
umes of  the  Magazine  of  American  History  in  half  mo- 
rocco binding ;  from  Mrs.  William  C.  Chamberlain  of 
Brookline,  150  volumes  of  poetry,  eto.,  including  quite  a 
few  first  editions  ;  from  Mr.  Richards  B.  Maokiatoeb  of 
Peabody,  74  volumes  of  music,  anthem  books  and  orato- 
rios ;  and  from  Mr.  Robert  B.  Buttrick,  Bfty-tiuee  vol* 
umes  of  telephone  directories. 

Donations  have  been  made  to  the  manuscript  collection 
by  twenty  persona,  and  among  them  may  be  mentioned 
tbe  following:  From  Mrs.  Francis  H.  Lee,  records  of 
tbe   Indian   Asaooiation   of  Salem,   commercial    papers, 
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Civil  War  correspondenoe,  and  a  box  of  Civil  War  en- 
velopes ;  from  Mrs.  Arthur  Withingtoa  of  Newbaryport, 
a  lai^  trunk  full  of  maDUScripta  and  correspondenoe  to 
add  to  the  Waters-Wlthiugton  collection  of  English  gen- 
ealogical records ;  from  Mr.  John  Robinson,  seventy-six 
account  books  kept  by  Samuel  Johnson,  M.  D.,  of  Salem, 
and  a  bundle  of  ehipping  papers  of  the  sbip  Grolden 
Cross  of  Salem,  Nicholas  T.  Snell,  master ;  and  from 
various  sources  forty-four  log  books  have  been  added  to 
the  collection;  from  Mr.  Charles  B.  Fowler,  two  record 
books  of  Phillips  School  boys  ;  and  from  Mr.  Arthur  A. 
Clarke,  the  bills  for  the  building  of  Mr.  Gideon  Tucker's 
new  house  in  1808-9,  which  afford  an  interesting  study 
for  comparison  with  the  prices  of  the  present  day.  The 
name  of  Samuel  Mclntire,  the  wood  carver  of  Salem, 
heads  the  list,  and  his  itemized  bill  includes  a  charge  for 
the  capitals  and  pilasters  for  the  portico.  It  will  be  re- 
called that  this  portico  was  purchased  by  the  Institute 
several  years  ago  and  set  up  at  the  rear  of  the  Museum 
building. 

Tha^B  are  due,  as  in  former  yean,  to  Messrs.  Law- 
rence W.  Jenkins,  Willis  H.  Ropes,  Sidney  Perley,  Hugh 
F.  E.  Farrell,  and  Harry  E.  Webber,  for  their  conUnued 
interest  in  the  Library  and  freqpent  donations  to  its  col- 
lections, and  to  the  Salem  PubUo  Library  and  the  Salem 
Fraternity  for  files  of  Salem  newspapers. 

The  fund  available  for  the  purchase  of  books  has  been 
expended  under  the  direction  of  the  Book  Committee 
aloi^  the  usual  lines,  in  strengtbening  the  special  collec- 
lections  and  building  up  genealogy  and  local  history.  If 
a  record  were  kept  of  the  number  of  titles  investigated 
and  checked,  as  well  as  the  number  of  book  catalogs 
read,  it  would  show  the  amount  of  clerical  work  in- 
volved in  the  purchase  of  books  for  the  library. 

The  appropriation  for  binding  has  been  used  for  binding 
current  historical  magazines  and  files  of  Salem  and  Essex 
County  newspapers.  The  advanced  costs  of  materials 
and  labor  have  made  it  impossible  to  do  much  repairing 
and  rebinding  that  is  necessary  for  the  proper  preserva- 
tion of  the  books. 

The  cataloging  of  the  books  has  been  continued,  and 
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cards  have  beeD  made  lor  all  ourrent  accessions  to  classes 
alveady  catalogued.  Printed  cards  have  been  purchased 
from  tiie  Library  of  Congress  so  far  as  practicable,  and 
during  the  year  6124  cards  have  been  bought  at  a  ooet 
of  $63.71. 

The  Historical  Uollectiona  have  been  issued  quarterly, 
and  the  Librarian  having  been  appointed  Eklitor,  quite  a 
little  of  ber  time  has  been  devoted  to  the  preparation  of 
copy  and  correction  of  proofs.  Deprints  have  been  made 
of  the  Boston  and  Lowell  Railroad  by  Francis  B.  C. 
Bradlee  and  of  the  Ipswich  Church  Becords. 

The  accumulation  of  half  tones  and  wood  cute  has 
been  rearranged  and  numbered  consecutively,  aud  it  bai) 
been  necessary  to  have  built  a  new  case  of  22  drawer 
capacity.  A  card  catalog  is  being  made,  and  to  date  916 
blocks  have  been  so  catidoged.  Large  additions  to  the 
collection  have  been  made  by  Mr.  Martin  Van  Bnren 
Perley,  who  has  deposited  all  the  half  tones  and  wood 
outs  used  in  the  Perley  Family  History  and  in  his  "Short 
History  of  the  Salem  Villi^  Witchcraft  Trials,"  a  total 
of  889  blocks.  This  work,  when  completed,  will  be  par- 
ticularly useful,  as  the  collection  has  become  so  large  Uiat 
it  is  almost  impossible  to  so  classify  the  cuts  that  they 
may  be  readily  found. 

As  much  time  as  possible  has  been  devoted  to  the  work 
on  the  manuscript  collection,  and  papers  have  been 
pressed,  arranged  and  mounted  in  scrap  books  relating  to 
the  following  families : — Curwen,  Derby,  Felt,  Hathorne, 
Lee,  Ome,  Ptckman,  and  Silsbee. 

The  Robinson  CoUection  of  Books  on  Oriental  Numis- 
matics having  outgrown  the  shelves  available  lor  it  in  the 
tirst  floor  fireproof  room,  the  whole  collection  has  been 
removed  to  the  small  room  adjoining  the  fireproof  on 
the  second  floor,  and  placed  in  some  black  walnut  boot 
oases  which  were  given  to  the  Listitute  by  two  of  Uie 
members  during  the  past  year. 

By  the  gifts  of  interested  friends  and  as  a  result  of 
many  letters  sent  to  recruiting  offices,  governmental  de- 
partments and  relief  organizations,  the  collection  of  war 
posters  has  been  nearly  doubled  and  now  numbers  504 
pieces  exclusive  of  duplicates.     The  latter  are  desirable 
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for  exchaoge  purposes,  aod  exchanges  are  being  arranged 
with  collectors  in  varioas  parts  of  the  country.  Mr. 
Harry  £.  Webber  has  continued  to  add  to  hia  collection, 
and  during  the  year  202  posters  have  been  received  from 
him,  and  Mr.  George  Elmer  Browne,  the  well  known 
artist,  presented  a  photograph  of  the  poster  which  he 
designed  for  the  Fourth  Liberty  Loan.  Among  the 
artists  represented  are  Louis  Raemaekers,  Blashfield, 
Howard  Chandler  Christy,  James  Montgomery  Fla^, 
Harrison  Fisher,  Joseph  Pennell,  and  many  others. 
Another  special  exhibition  of  these  posters  is  being  ar- 
ranged and  one  room  is  ready  for  inspection  this  evening. 

Hie  use  of  the  Library  has  been  slightly  increased,  but 
this  may  be  accounted  for  in  part  by  the  fact  that  the 
Museum  baa  been  closed  during  the  winter,  and  visitors 
from  out  of  town  have  come  into  the  Library  to  look 
around  and  often  have  remained  to  look  up  their  ancestry 
or  to  seek  information  on  local  history.  Comments  are 
frequently  made  by  these  visitors  on  the  attractiveness  of 
the  library  rooms  and  the  privileges  allowed  to  students 
and  readers.  The  open  shelves  and  free  and  convenient 
access  to  the  books  are  much  appreciated  by  all  who  use 
the  study  rooms,  as  this  privilege  is  seldom  granted  in  the 
majority  of  libraries  of  this  kind. 

The  report  of  the  year's  work  can  convey  only  a  slight 
idea  of  the  many  processes  involved  in  the  daily  routine, 
but  it  is  hoped  that  the  results  may  be  of  value  to  those 
who  use  the  library.  It  would  be  very  gratifying  if  more 
of  the  members  of  the  Society  would  avail  themselves  of 
their  privileges  and  make  use  of  the  books  which  are  pio- 
viiled  for  them.  During  the  past  year  or  two,  while 
every  patriotic  citizen  was  engaged  in  war  work  of  vari- 
ous kinds,  it  was  to  be  expected  that  less  time  would  be 
spent  in  libraries,  but  now  that  such  work  is  practically 
at  an  end,  may  we  not  have  a  period  of  renewed  interest 
in  the  Essex  Institute  and  its  work  ?

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REPORT. OF  THE  PRESIDENT. 


Salem.  Mass.,  May  8, 1920. 
Ladie»  and  Cfenttemen : — 

The  Institute  has,  I  think,  reached  a  veiy  oritioal  point 
in  its  history,  for,  as  I  have  stated  in  previous  years,  "our 
employees  are  underpaid,  and,  as  soon  as  it  is  possible  to 
do  so,  they  should  be  compensated  for  faithful  work 
lu^ly  done  through  a  keen  interest  in  the  Institute  and 
an  unselfish  desire  to  develop  its  resources."  That  waa 
in  1918.  "Your  officers  and  clerical  employees  are  under- 
paid, and  oould  without  doubt  obtain  larger  salaries  else- 
where, and  lack  of  means  prevents  the  Institute  from 
developing  and  extending  its  work  in  many  ways."  That 
was  in  1919.  Now  we  are  faced  with  a  condition  that 
threatens  to  close  the  Institute  unless  salaries  can  be 
ntised.  Oar  employees  can  obtain  larger  salaries  else- 
where. In  the  last  two  yeara  we  have  lost  efficient  women, 
and  several  to  whom  definite  offers  have  been  made  are 
now  waiting  to  learn  whether  their  salaries  can  be  raised 
before  accepting  these  offers.  Clerks  can  be  replaced  only 
by  nntrained  ones  at  advanced  salaries.  The  Institute 
would  serionaly  suffer,  as  our  work  is  of  a  peculiar  nature 
which  requires  specific  training  before  new  employees 
would  be  of  much  use. 

Tour  Directors  considered  the  question  of  a  "drive" 
for  a  lai^e  Endowment  Fund,  but  decided  that  this  was 
not  a  favorable  time.  They  do  however  present  for  your 
consideration  new  By-Laws,  which  will  expedite  the  work 
of  the  Institute,  and  whioh  will,  I  trust,  add  to  its  financial 
resources. 
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.  According  to  changes  recommended  in  the  Bj'Lawb  ve 
now  propose  to  have : — 

Aotive  Members  who  pay  tS. 

Contributing  Members  who  pay  $5. 

Sastaining  Members  who  pay  (10  and  teceiTe  the  His- 
torical Collectdons  as  issued. 

Life  Members  who  will  pay  $75  instead  of  $50. 

1  have  also  urged  in  previous  years  an  increase  in 
membership.  Od  April  30,  1919,  the  membership  was 
561—503  ActiTe  Members,  28  Life  Members,  30  Corre- 
sponding Members.  On  April  30th,  1920,  the  member- 
ship was  646 — 647  Active  Members,  75  Life  Members, 
24  Corresponding  Members. 

Compare  these  years  1919  and  1920  with  oar  member- 
ship  on  April  30th,  1900,  which  was  874 — 754  Active 
Members,  25  Life  Members,  95  Corresponding  Members, 
which  means  that  while  oar  life  membership  has  increased 
60,  onr  active  membership  has  diminished  207.  I  do  not 
compare  our  corresponding  membership,  which  is  purely 
an  honorary  position  and  to  which  members  have  not 
been  added  for  many  years.  We  should  have  thoosands 
of  members  instead  of  hundreds  ready  to  pay  at  least  the 
active  dues  of  $3.00.  Under  these  new  By-Laws  each 
active  member  has  an  opportanity  to  be  transferred  from 
active  membership  to  contribntiug,  sustaining,  or  life 
membership,  upon  application  to  the  Secretary.  I  cannot 
urge  too  Btxongly  upon  every  member  who  may  feel  able 
to  do  80  to  assist  us  in  inoreasiug  our  resources.  Life 
membership  means  a  permaneDt  endowment. 

We  must  have  money  to  carry  on  the  daily  work,  to 
widen  our  researches,  if  the  Institute  is  to  be  alive,  and 
to  purchase  from  time  to  time  articles  of  interest  This 
can  easily  be  done  by  increasing  oat  membership.  Why 
will  not  every  one  here  to-night  present  to  the  Secretary 
names  for  membership?  Do  not  confine  them  to  Salem, 
hot  propose  names  of  men  and  womeo  all  over  the  cotuo- 
ty,  or  even  outside  the  ooanty  and  State,  so  as  to  awaken 
a  general  interest  in  the  historical  work  we  are  doing.  I 
beg  of  you  one  and  all  to  do  this. 

In  September  last  a  meeting  was  held  in  the  Charter 
Street  Burying  Ground,  under   tbe   charge  of  tl)e  Field 
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Meeting  Committee.  Monnmsats  of  especial  interest 
were  examined  carefully,  whether  on  account  of  the  per- 
son commemorated  or  of  the  workmanship  of  the  stone. 
About  one  hundred  members  attended  the  meeting,  and 
then  tea  was  served  at  the  Institute. 

Bequests,  gifts  and  loans  to  the  Museum  hare  been  re- 
ceived from  eighty-three  persons,  including  every  variety 
of  article,  eucb  as  furniture,  glass,  pictures,  jewelry,  cos- 
tumes, etc.  Many  of  them  have  come  from  people  who 
DO  longer  live  in  Salem,  but  who  have  kept  up  their  in- 
terest in  the  old  town  and  desire  to  deposit  their  valued 
family  heirlooms  in  our  Museum. 

Dnriog  the  last  year  the  work  of  the  Institute  has 
progressed  in  a  most  encouraging  and  satisfactory  manner, 
as  will  be  seen  from  the  reports  of  the  Secretary  and 
Librarian.  The  Secretary  has  done  most  efficient  work 
in  listing  onr  collections  and  placing  many  articles  long 
since  hidden  away  on  exhibition.  Our  records  have  been 
carefolly  gone  over,  and  I  doubt  if  there  are  many  insti* 
tutions  where  one  can  eo  easily  find' as  complete  a  record 
regarding  beqnests,  gifts  and  loans.

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The  folloffiDg  remarks  were  made  by  Uie  Secretary  at 
the  annual  meeting  in  place  of  the  report  which  ia  printed 
herewith, 
ilfr.  Prendent  and  Memhert  of  the  Bttex  IiuiUvU : — 

Oonf  onning  to  the  nsQal  ooBtom,  I  had  prepared  an 
anniial  report  oonaiatiDg  lately  of  statistics  and  the 
happeniogs  of  the  past  twelve  months,  but  (and  I  may 
say)  because  ot  a  sermon  to  which  I  listened  a  few  weeks 
ago,  I  am  going  to  depart  from  the  beaten  track  and 
preaob  a  sort  of  sermon  myself,  and  if  I  had  the  elo- 
quence of  the  man  who  inspired  this  innovation,  I  should 
b^^  it  with  at  least  a  measure  of  certainty  that  my 
words  would  be  heeded  and  that  what  1  am  going  to  urge 
upon  yon  would  be  carried  out.  Not  being  an  orator  able 
to  sway  my  audience  at  my  will,  I  must  trust  that  yon 
will  all  read  between  the  lines  and  add  all  the  needed 
force  to  make  my  plea  effective.  The  stereotyped  address 
will  be  printed  in  the  Annual  Report,  and  yon  will  all 
have  a  chance  to  read  it  there. 

My  text  is  the  great,  pressing  and  immediate  needs  of 
the  Institute.  It  must  be  apparent  to  everyone  that  an 
institution  of  this  sort  in  order  to  realize  its  purpose 
should  oontinaaUy  progress  and  expand,  and  must  adapt 
itself  to  the  concUtions  of  the  moment  with  a  broad  per- 
spective of  the  future  always  in  sight.  What  has 
sufficed  in  the  past  to  meet  the  nnescapable  expenses 
is  manifestly  inadequate  to-day.  We  are  and  have  been 
doing  our  best  for  several  years  to  run  with  a  force  far 
too  small  to  properly  administer  the  several  departments, 
and  that  force,   always    very   meagrely   pfud,    is,   in  the 
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greatly  increased  coet  of  living  and  with  tha  lai^advaoce 
in  salaries  in  other  lines,  still  more  poorly  prorided  for. 
If  we  were  to  raise  oar  present  soale  and  give  fifty  per 
cent  increase  to  all,  we  should  not  be  oyerdoing  it,  and  a 
fifty  per  cent  addition  in  point  of  nambers  could  be  kept 
employed  profitably  and  steadily. 

Unlike  most  societies,  our  annual  dues  hare  never  been 
advanced,  and  until  the  recent  splendid  effort  of  our 
President  additions  to  our  Life  Membership  have  been 
practically  nil.  You  have  heard  the  proposed  changes  in 
our  by-laws  and  the  new  classes  of  membership  which  it 
is  proposed  to  institute  and  the  increase  in  payment  for  a 
Life  Membership,  and  also  of  our  plan  to  niiake  a  vigorous 
campaign  to  add  largely  to  all  classes.  If  these  efforts  are 
in  any  great  degree  successful,  there  vrill  be  some  measure 
of  relief  through  the  addition  to  oar  invested  funds  from 
the  Life  fees,  as  well  as  to  our  yearly  income  from  the 
other  classes,  and  so  far  as  it  goes  this  will  be  very  wel- 
come and  helpful,  but  even  taking  the  most  optimistic 
view  of  the  result,  the  increase  in  income  wUl  no  more 
than  suffice  to  add  what  is  absolutely  essential  to  our  sal- 
ary list,  and  will  allow  of  no  provision  for  expansion  of 
oar  activities.  As  our  buildings  grow  older  die  cost  of 
upkeep  steadily  rises,  as  more  and  more  drastic  repairs 
are  called  for,  and  of  course  at  present  every  such  piece 
of  work  costs  at  least  double  what  it  would  have  before 
the  war. 

Our  collections  continue  to  grow  in  value  and  size,  and 
it.  is  nothing  short  of  a  crime  that  they  should  be  housed 
in  veritable  fire-traps  at  the  mercy  of  the  first  brand  from 
some  nearby  conflf^ration.  I  am  convinced  that  if  the 
subject  is  considered  and  a  systematic  effort  is  made,  with 
the  backing  and  help  of  all  the  members,  it  is  possible  to 
obtain  such  sums  of  money  as  will  render  it  possible, 
after  business  conditions  settle  down  to  a  normal  state,  to 
carry  out,  at  any  rate  in  part,  the  plans  for  new  buildings 
which  were  prepared  and  which  you  can  see  before  you. 
One  of  the  results  which  would  be  attained  by  the  con- 
struction of  well  adapted  rooms  for  the  housing  of  our 
books  would  be  a  simplification  in  the  matter  of  attend- 
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ance  and  administrstioD  and  an  added  efiectiveDesa  of  thoee 
ID  charge. 

OurMuBeum  faaa  reached  a  point  where  it  is  out  of  the 
qneatioa  to  display  additional  material,  although  yonr 
Secretary  has  spent  much  of  the  past  year  in  reclassify- 
ing and  rearranging  the  articles  in  the  cases  and  in  witJb- 
drawing  duplicate  or  unworthy  material.  It  is  hoped 
that  the  members  find  an  improvement  and  added  attrac- 
tiveness. Twelve  new  cases  have  been  built,  which  have 
made  it  possible  to  show  many  interesting  and  valuaUe 
things  which  have  hitherto  been  buried  in  boxes  and  cup- 
boards, as  well  as  to  take  care  of  some  of  what  has  come 
in  of  new  material,  but  we  seem  to  have  reached  the  limit 
of  our  possibilities  in  that  direction,  and  when  it  comes 
to  the  question  of  large  objects,  farnitare  and  the  like, 
it  wiU  be  necessary  hereafter  to  store  them  until  more 
floor  and  wall  space  is  available. 

One  of  the  most  pressing  needs  is  for  a  fund  for  the 
porohase  of  Museum  objecte  which  are  offered  for  sale. 
At  present  our  appropriation  for  this  purpose  is  9100  a 
year,  and  I  need  hardly  say  that  we  simply  have  to  close 
our  eyes  to  the  things  which  offer  themsdves  and  allow 
other  and  better  supported  museums  to  carry  them  off.  It 
would  be  easy  to  enlarge  indefinitely  upon  this  t^eme, 
but  I  want  to  leave  you  good-natnred  and  will  forbear. 

The  sermon  to  which  I  began  by  referring  dealt  with 
the  faith  which  would  remove  mountains.  Before  I  heard 
it  I  had  looked  upon  the  obetables  to  any  adequate  in- 
crease in  our  resources  as  truly  mountainous,  but  after 
listening  to  the  exposition  of  the  text  I  came  out  con- 
vinced that  it  was  only  neceesary  for  me  to  have  faith  and 
to  impart  my  faith  to  yon  to  bring  it  about,  but  I  would 
remind  you  that  faith  without  works  is  of  little  avail,  and 
I  hope  that  I  have  so  far  outlined  to  you  our  needs  that 
you  will  one  and  all  turn  to  and  apply  your  utmost  effort 
not  only  to  increase  our  list  of  members,  but  to  secure  a 
very  considerable  augmentation  of  our  funds  for  invest- 
ment. I  promise  you  that  should  it  be  made  possible  and 
should  I  be  here  to  assist  in  carrying  out  the  plans,  yea 
may  depend  upon  such  broadening  of  the  scope  of  our 
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Society  SB  will  attract  maoy  more  Tisitors  to  Salem,  and 
in  that  way  we  shall  not  only  help  ooroelves  bat  the  entire 
oommonity.  I  have  laith  to  believe  that  you  are  oon- 
TiDced  of  the  necessity  and  that  the  desired  result  will 
duly  follow. 


The  report  of  the  Secretary  for  the  past  year  can  be 
made,  I  am  glad  to  say,  in  somewhat  of  an  optimistic 
Tein,  for  in  m&ny  ways  it  has  been  an  encouraging  year. 

The  membership  of  the  Essex  Institute  on  April  80, 
1920,  was  646  in  number,  consisting  of  547  active  mem- 
bers, T6  life  members,  including  one  transferred  from  the 
actiTe  list,  and  24  on  the  corresponding  list.  This  is  a 
gain  of  86  members  over  the  preyious  year ;  47  have 
been  added  to  the  list  of  life  members  and  45  to  that  of 
active  members.  Owing  to  the  efforts  of  our  President 
and  others,  but  chiefly  through  Mr.  Endicott's  personal 
campaign,  the  life  and  actiTe  membership  lists  have  re- 
ceived these  large  additions,  so  that  to-day  we  show  the 
largest  number  of  life  members  the  Institute  has  ever  had. 
Doring  the  year  six  active  members  have  withdrawn, 
eight  have  been  dropped  for  non-payment  of  dues,  twen^- 
one  have  died,  while  six  have  been  removed  from  the 
corresponding  list  by  death.  Two  have  been  taken  from 
the  list  of  life  members  by  death,  the  late  Henry  Clay 
Frick,  who,  with  his  wife  and  daughter,  were  elected 
almost  upon  the  very  day  of  his  death,  and  Mrs.  David 
P.  Kimball. 

The  attendance  in  the  mosenm  shows  a  considerable 
increase  over  the  preceding  year,  chiefly  due  to  the  very- 
large  number  of  visitoia  during  Attgnst,  September,  Oc- 
tober and  November,  bat  tbe  unprecedented  weather  con- 
ditions of  the  subsequent  months  are  reflected  in  a  largely 
reduced  attendance.  The  beating  of  our  galleries  re- 
mains, as  it  always  will  until  a  radical  improvement  is 
made  in  oar  plant,  a  very  serious  difficulty.  We  began 
t^e  winter  season  with  a  determined  attempt  to  maintain 
a  reasonable  temperature,  and  for  a  time  it  seemed  that 
we  might  be  in  some  degree  successful,  but  by  February 
and  March  it  was  evident  that  we  were  doomed  to  failure. 
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aad  for  much  of  that  time  it  proTed  to  be  impossible  to 
keep  the  muBeum  open.  The  increasing  use  of  oil  instead 
of  coal  for  fuel  has  led  to  an  investigation  of  that  subject 
'  There  are  many  advantages  in  the  use  of  oil,  such  as  the 
greater  flexibility  of  the  system  to  meet  varying  condt- 
tioDS  of  temperature  outside,  the  RbeeDoe  of  dirt  and  dust, 
and  the  great  economy  in  labor.  At  anything  like  the 
prices  lor  oil  in  the  past  it  shoved  a  considerable  saving, 
but  the  growing  demand  and  the  high  cost  of  transporta- 
tion are  tending  to  reduce  materially  or  to  wipe  out  this 
gain,  and  while  a  detinite  decision  has  not  been  reached, 
it  does  not  seem  likely  that  the  advantages  are  sufficiently 
insured  to  warrant  our  making  the  change. 

The  largest  attendance  on  any  one  day  was  on  Labor 
Day,  when  334  visitors  were  recorded,  and  the  smallest 
month,  as  was  to  be  expected,  was  March,  when  527 
was  the  figure.

The  public  lectures,  as  usual,  have  been  given  in  Acad* 
emy  Hall,  the  Trustees  of  the  Peabody  Museum  ccM>per- 
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ating  with  the  Institute,  eight  eventa  having  been  planned, 
seven  lectnres  and  one  concert,  four  of  the  lectures  being 
illustrated.  The  attendance  has  left  much  to  be  desired, 
as  will  be  seen  by  the  figures  annexed  to  the  list  of  sub- 
jects which  follows.  The  Lecture  Committee  is  somewhat 
at  a  loss  to  know  what  course  to  pursue  in  the  future; 
during  the  war  the  small  attendance  could  be  accounted 
for  by  the  multiplicity  of  other  interests  which  eng^^ 
the  public,  but  during  the  past  season  some  other  caose 
must  be  Bought.  The  endeavor  has  been  to  provide  for 
all  tastes  by  a  diversity  of  subjects,  but  whereas  in  earlier 
years  it  was  with  difficulty  that  seats  were  found  for  all 
who  came,  it  is  now  rare  that  the  hall  is  half  filled.  The 
number  present  at  the  concert  suggests  tJiat  in  future  it 
may  be  well  to  increase  the  number  of  musical  events  and 
to  decrease  the  lectures,  but  the  committee  would  be  very 
grateful  for  an  expression  from  the  members  of  their 
opinions  and  desires  in  the  matter. 

As  promised  in  the  prospectus  for  the  season,  it  had 
been  hoped  to  arrange  one  or  more  special  exhibitions  and 
informal  talks  in  the  Reading  Koom,  and  it  was  intended 
iioA  one  of  these  should  be  given  by  Mrs.  Alice  Van  Leer 
Carriok  of  Hanover,  N.  H.,  who  spoke  for  na  a  few  years 
ago,  and  who  has  recently  published  a  very  delightful 
book  entitled  "Collector's  Luck,"  but  illness  postponed 
her  visit  here  to  take  up  the  question  of  subject  and  date, 
and  when  she  came  in  March  she  felt  that  she  was  not 
snfBoiently  provided  with  lantern  slides  to  illustrate  any 
special  topic,  and  that  what  material  she  had  prepared 
would  be  too  much  a  repetition  of  her  former  lecture,  so 
that  for  the  time  being  the  project  had  to  be  abandoned. 
It  is,  however,  the  intention  to  arrange  for  such  a  talk 
next  year.

Hon.  A.  Piatt  Andrew  of  GrloQceeter 
had  beeo  engaged  to  apeak  upon  aome  timely  subject,  bnt 
owing  to  a  death  in  his  family  and  the  consequent  de- 
rangement of  bis  plans,  he  waa  obliged  to  cancel  the 
date. 

Last  year  your  Secretary  made  reference  to  the  task 
he  had  set  himself  of  card-indexing  the  ooUectioas  ia  the 
moseum,  and  this  work  baa  occupied  much  of  his  time 
daring  the  year.  While  much  remains  to  be  done,  chiefly 
in  the  mass  of  duplicate  and  ondisplsyed  material,  tbu 
has  progressed  to  the  point  diat  almost  all  of  the  objects 
in  our  galleries  and  oases  haTe  been  identified,  acces- 
sioned where  necessary  and  the  cards  written,  bo  that  it 
is  now  possible  to  find  in  a  few  moments  all  that  is  known 
about  any  exhibit  In  order  to  make  this  readily  acceesi- 
ble  these  cards  should  be  placed  in  a  card-index  case  and 
established  in  the  museum,  but  it  has  not  seemed  adrissr 
ble  as  yet  to  incur  the  somewhat  heavy  expense  of  this 
case. 

This  seeois  to  bring  us  to  the  perennial  subject  of 
finances,  and  it  is  an  increasingly  important  and  vital 
matter.  The  increase  in  our  membership  has  been  a 
slight  help  through  the  life  and  annual  dues,  bat  this  is 
more  than  offset  by  the  heavy  adranoe  in  cost  of  the 
many  repairs  needed  to  maintain  our  buildings,  which  have 
to  be  made  at  any  cost,  and  the  unavoidable  expense  of 
all  extra  labor,  one  item  of  which  the  past  winter  has  been 
due  to  the  heavy  snow-fall,  to  which  tiie  Commonwealth 
has  made  an  nnweloomt  addition  in  the  shape  of  a  huge 
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amount  which  Blid  from  the  roof  of  the  Armory,  mosUy 
landing  apon  the  roof  of  our  Annex  Building  and  seri- 
onaly  endangering  it,  besides  carrying  away  bodily  one  of 
onr  cellar  windows,  frame  and  all.  I  understand  that  the 
State  is  taking  measures  to  prevent  a  repetition  of  thia 
sort  of  thing,  but  it  caused  your  Secretary  some  anziooa 
hours  until  the  bulk  of  the  burden  was  removed  and  the 
safety  of  the  Annex  ensured. 

Apart  irom  expenses  of  thia  sort  are  those  needed  to 
improve  and  add  to  the  fittings  of  the  museum  to  provide 
for  additional  objects  and  the  better  display  of  our  collec- 
tious.  Those  of  yon  who  have  inspected  the  large  muse- 
am  hall  will  have  noted  the  new  oases  in  which  are  dia- 
played  a  variety  of  costumes,  most  of  which  bad  preTi- 
onsly  been  packed  away  in  boxes  and  cupboards,  but 
which,  judging  from  the  expressioos  of  interest  and  pleas- 
ure from  many  of  our  visitors,  were  very  well  worth  show- 
ing A  part  of  the  cost  of  the  new  cases  needed  for 
them  was  covered  by  a  special  fund  to  which  the  members 
were  as&ed  to  contribute.  To  thia  appeal  twenty-four 
responded  with  varying  ainonnts  to  the  total  of  $510, 
almost  half  of  this  coming  from  three  members.  This  is 
certainly  a  very  small  part  of  our  total  membership  to  be 
beard  from  on  snob  a  request,  and  it  seems  to  be  impossi- 
ble to  persoade  people  that  small  conti-ibutions  of  a  dollar 
or  two,  where  larger  sums  are  impossible,  are  most  ac 
ceptable,  and  in  the  aggregate  mount  up  to  s  good  deaL 
Almost  every  one  could  go  this  far,  and  I  venture  to  sug- 
gest that  this  fnnd  is  still  open  for  additions  and  to  bc^ 
that  they  may  be  forthcoming. 

In  addition  to  the  costume  oases,  it  has  been  necessary 
to  provide  for  the  large  and  valuable  collection  of  CivU 
war  carbines  deposited  here  by  Dr.  Frank  A.  Gaidner, 
which  came  at  a  most  opportune  time  when  the  cataloging 
and  rearrangement  of  our  military  relics  was  in  process. 
This  rearrangement  was  greatly  assisted  and  improved  by 
the  welcome  help  of  one  of  our  new  members,  Mr,  Francis 
W.  Belknap,  who  has  made  considerable  stndy  of  such 
objects. 

Besides  the  warlike  cases,  praotically  every  class  of 
material  has  been  go  do  over  and  order  produced  where 
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chaos  reigned.  This  is  especially  true  of  china  and  glass, 
which  were  in  a  very  much  mixed  condition,  and  that  the 
result  is  improvement  has  been  testified  to  by  every  expert 
who  has  inspected  the  cases  and  who  had  previous  knowl- 
edge of  their  condition.  One  instance  alone  will  suffice 
to  show  the  valne  of  this  work,  as  it  resulted  in  finding, 
heaped  one  upon  the  other  io  an  obscure  comer  of  a  dan 
case,  of  fourteen  pieces  of  what  is  almost  certainly  genuine 
English  Lowestoft  china.  We  have  been  proud  in  the 
past  to  be  the  possessors  of  one  single  piece  of  this  ex- 
ceedingly rare  and  almost  priceless  ware,  but  the  present 
find  probably  enables  us  to  show  more  of  it  than  is  con< 
tain^  in  all  the  other  museums  of  the  country  combined, 
and  1  leave  the  members  to  imagme  the  sensations  of  the 
Secretary  when  he  unearthed  from  its  hiding  this  group 
of  specimens. 

Mr.  Willis  Ropes  has  of  coarse  continued  his  excava- 
tion of  household  relics  from  the  debris  of  the  junk'^hop 
and  farm-houee,  and  it  becomes  increasingly  difficult  to 
imagine  what  activity  he  will  engage  in  to  replace  this 
when  be  is,  unhappily  for  us,  transported  to  another 
sphere.  It  can  only  be  surmised  that  a  cabinet  of  worn- 
out  crowns  and  harps  will  result,  and  possibly  of  the  ar- 
chaic types  of  keys  which  St.  Peter  has  made  use  of. 

Two  notable  and  very  beautiful  Stafifordsbire  tesrsets 
have  been  bought  with  special  contributions  from  a  few 
members,  one  of  them  in  almost  its  original  condition, 
with  figures  of  Faith,  Hope  and  Charity  in  bright  colors. 
The  children's  corner  has  an  important  addition  made  by 
Miss  Lucy  Willeon  of  a  most  elaborate  and  perfect  Noah's 
Ark  and  a  long  procession  of  animals,  two  by  two,  cer- 
tainly including  the  elephant,  and,  I  think,  the  kangaroo 
are  there  for  aU  to  see.  The  aame  case  also  contains  a 
very  beautiful  model  of  the  Pelham  coach  and  four, 
which  was  one  of  the  features  of  New  York  City  in  the 
Secretary's  boyhood,  presented  by  Mrs.  C.  H.  Joy  of 
Boston. 

Miss  Caroline  Fumess  of  Brookline  has  loaned  us  a 
considerable  collection  of  articles  of  costume,  card-cases 
and  trinkets ;  the  Estate  of  Daniel  Low,  through  Mrs. 
Harlan  P.  Kelsey,  a  number  of  miscellaneous  objects ;  a 
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nun  silver  spoon  made  by  J.  Tonzell  of  Salem,  1726-86, 
was  porchased  of  Judge  Heniy  T.  LammaB  of  LjtiD ; 
four  more  portraits  by  Cbarles  Osgood  have  been  deposit^ 
ed  wltb  OS  by  Mrs.  Frederick  C.  Mooroe ;  a  quan- 
tity of  military  and  otber  reliss  bare  been  given  by 
tbe  Estate  of  Captain  J.  P.  Bej^olds  of  Salem;  Mrs. 
Wintbrop  Sargent  of  Fisbkill,  N.  Y.,  a  fine  specimen  of 
booby-hutcb  sleigh  which  formerly,  as  a  carriage  on  sea- 
springs,  was  owned  by  General  Winfield  Soott,  and  which 
is  stored  in  the  coaoh-houae  of  the  Peirce-Nichols  house ; 
from  Miss  Eliza  Philbrick  we  reoeived  an  interestiDg  gown 
made  from  cloth  of  which  the  wool  was  raised,  span, 
dyed  and  woven  upon  her  great-grandfather's  farm  at 
Weaie,  N.  H. ;  from  the  Estate  of  Bichmond  Seitb  of 
Salem  seTeral  interesting  chairs,  tables,  and  other  objects; 
from  Mrs.  J.  H.  Browne  of  Salem  many  very  acceptabls 
specimens  of  Staffordshire  china ;  from  the  estate  of  Wil- 
liam B.  Bates  of  Salem  an  interesting  Liverpool  pitcher, 
with  a  picture  on  it  of  the  ship  Eliza,  the  first  vessel  to 
arrive  in  Salem  direct  from  Calcutta,  with  other  pieces  of 
china  and  glass ;  from  Mrs.  Geoi^e  W.  Hodgkins  of  Salem 
a  large  lot  of  misceUaneous  objects ;  from  Miss  Edith  M. 
Nowell  of  Swampecott  a  very  £ne  and  early  Dutch  high- 
boy, a  secretary,  and  several  tables,  with  a  large  number 
of  pieces  of  china  and  glass,  including  a  Harvard  College 
blue  and  white  plate,  three  fine  lustre  pitchers,  and  two 
pieces  of  Stiegel  glass ;  Mr.  Lawrence  W.  Jenkins  has 
loaned  or  given  a  multiplicity  of  articles,  and  there  have 
been  many  other  donations  too  numerous  to  mention  here. 
I  will  leave  for  the  Librarian  to  tell  yoa  of  our  activi- 
ties in  the  way  of  publications,  merely  mentioning  that 
Mr.  Fiske  Kimball  is  still  at  work  and  making  prt^ress 
upon  the  monograph  on  the  work  of  Samuel  Maekiutixe, 
and  that  through  his  efforts  a  good  many  more  housee 
here  have  been  definitely  assigned  to  this  master-crafts- 
man, incidental  to  this  in  part  is  the  need  of  proper 
treatment  and  preservation  of  the  valuable  collection  of 
original  plana  and  drawings  -by  Mclntire.  These  must 
be  restored  by  the  so-called  Bray  process  before  they  can 
be  properly  photographed,  which  will  also  result  in  their 
being  made  accessible  safely  for  study  and  practical  use 
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for  ftU  tini9,  bat  iiiTcdTes  a  rety  oonudenUe  expeDs^ 
bBOtnse  of  the  hig^  cost  of  tlie  silk  used  in  the  procesa, 
and  it  is  to  be  wUwd  that  some  one  or  mom  would  defray 
theoosL 

I  fear  that  I  am  tiring  yoa  by  this  extended  raport,  bat 
I  cannot  close  withoat  reference  to  a  matter  which  is  of 
interest  to  all  of  yoa  who  are  citizens  of  this  aty — ^ye^ 
to  two  soch  sabjectB. 

I  soppose  that  there  is  no  one  here  iriiio  does  not  realise 
^be  eril  and  positiTe  danger,  let  alone  the  annoyanoe  to 
Tisitors  to  Salem  daring  the  sammer  months,  of  the  herd 
of  irresponsible  nrchina  who  beset  every  aatomobile,  as 
well  as  those  arriring  by  tiain,  in  the  guise  of  guides  to 
the  plaoes  of  inteiesL  Tbeee  anr^alated  boys,  for  the 
moat  part  TSiy  badly  informed  apoa  Salem  history,  spread 
abroad  all  sorts  of  nntnitha,  besides  demanding  fees  that 
are  out  of  all  proportion  to  the  servioe  tendered,  and  en- 
danger their  own  lires  by  ranning  in  the  streets  and  leap- 
ing upon  automobiles  in  motion.  The  sobject  has  le- 
oeived  mach  oooeidsration  from  the  ChamlMr  of  Cont- 
meroe,  and  it  is  proposed  to  apply  to  the  oi^  government 
for  an  ordinaooe  reqairing  saoh  gmdes  to  be  Uoensed, 
and  to  organize,  perhaps  from  the  Boy  Soonts,  a  corps  of 
boys  who  shall  receive  a  brief  preparation  for  thur  work 
and  pass  an  examinatiwi  on  it,  and  who  shall  be  dlstin- 
gnished  by  a  badge  or  cap  so  that  they  may  be  rect^nized 
aa  officially  ^>poiated.  If  we  saoceed  in  carrying  this 
throagh,  I  beg  of  you  all  to  spread  the  fact  among  any 
whom  yoa  know  coQtem|date  viuting  Salem,  so  tluit  we 
may  drive  from  the  streets  the  irresponsible  oiew. 

The  other  matter  is  one  which  affects  yonr  parses,  so  I 
feel  sore  it  will  command  attention.  Upon  Sundays  and 
holidays  there  is  a  special  ctmstable  provided  and  paid  by 
by  the  city,  who  is  present  in  addition  to  oar  own  janitor 
to  maintain  order,  and  yoa  will  peihaps  recall  the  need 
we  found  two  years  ago  for  saoh  service  to  protect  onr 
mfaaeam  from  the  hoodlum  element  which  onfortanateJy 
is  always  with  as.  Until  last  year  this  service,  which 
consists  chiefly  in  potting  oa  a  luiform  ooat  and  walking 
about  the  galieries  from  2  to  4  or  6  on  Sundays  and  from 
9  to  5  on  holidays,  was  paid  at  the  rate  of  92  per   day. 
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A  year  ago  tfaia  rate  waa  adTaoced  to  93.76,  and  now  it 
has  recently  been  farther  increased  to  94.50,  the  half  day 
on  Sunday  being  paid  the  same  figure  as  the  whole  day  OD 
holidays.  Now  I  enhmit  that  with  all  allowance  for  the 
general  increase  in  wages,  the  amount  the  taxpayers  are 
called  upon  to  spend  in  this  way  is  out  of  all  proportion 
to  the  serTioe  rendered,  and  in  our  own  oase  to  the  value 
to  the  public  of  our  remaining  open.  It  must  of  course 
be  borne  io  mind  that  not  only  is  the  city  affected  by  this 
expense,  but  that  it  is  reflected  in  the  extra  pay  we  hare 
to  give  oor  own  janitor  for  this  work,  which  is  not  in- 
cluded in  his  regiUar  monthly  wages,  and  I  feel  that  we 
should  protest  agtunst  it  in  the  interests  of  the  taxpayers 
of  Salem. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARIAN. 


The  foUowiag  report  includes  a  brief  statement  of  the 
additions  to  the  library,  by  gift  or  purchaae,  mention  of 
what  has  been  done  aside  from  the  daily  routine  vork, 
and  an  appeal  for  further  gifts  of  books  and  funds,  and 
an  inoreaaed  use  of  the  library.

It  will  be  remembeied  that  Dr.  Gray's  extensive  colleo- 
tioQ  of  books,  maps  and  maDuscripts  relating  to  Marble- 
bead  was  presented  to  the  Institute  several  years  ago, 
and  through  Mrs.  Gay's  continaed  interest  the  Institute 
has  now  been  given  the  opportunity  to  select  from  the 
histoiicat  titles  which  were  first  submitted  to  the  Massa- 
ohosettB  Historical  Society  and  the  American  Antiqaarian 
Society. 

Donatione  have  been  made  to  the  manuscript  collection 
by  twenty  persons,  and  among  them  may  be  mentioned 
the  following :  From  Mr.  Stephen  W.  Foster  of  Dorches- 
ter was  received  a  box  contuning  the  balance  of  the 
record  books,  letter  files,  photographs,  etc.,  of  the  Society 
of  California  Pioneers  of  New  England,  which  was 
formed  in  Salem  in  June,  1888,  to  be  placed  with  the 
records  of  this  Society  which  were  deposited  here  several 
years  ago.  In  the  letter  accompanying  the  gift  Mr.  Foster 
states  that  of  over  540  members  only  22  survive,  and  as 
these  are  all  over  eighty,  and  some  over  ninety  years  of 
age,  the  attendance  at  the  reunions  was  very  small,  and 
at  the  final  meeting  but  four  "forty-niners"  answered  the 
call. 

By  a  curioQs  coincidence  the  year's  accessions  include 
the  log  of  the  "Ia  Grange,"  which  carried  the  gold  seekers 
from  Salem  and  surronnding  towns  to  San  Francisco.  A 
fine  pen  and  ink  drawing  of  the  barque  signed  "H.  Tuttle" 
is  in  the  front  of  this  log  book. 

The  "La  Grange"  was  a  large  barque,  and  carried  a 
company  of  sixty-five,  including  the  crew.  They  sailed 
from  Phillips  wharf,  Salem,  March  17,  1849,  and  arrived 
in  San  Francisco  Sept.  17,  after  a  passage  of  six  months. 
Thousands  assembled  on  the  wharf  to  see  them  off,  among 
them  a  quartet,  who  sang  to  the  tune  of  "Dance,  Boatmen, 
Dance,"  an  original  poem  entitled  "The  Calif  ornian,"  which 
bad  been  composed  by  Jesse  Hutchinson  for  the  occa- 
«on.    The  following  verses  give  an  idea  of  the  song : —

Mr.  Sbepard  D.  Gilbert  baa  presented  seveD  rolames  of 
his  oorrespoodeDce  with  his  mother  from  1S66  to  1879. 
Early  in  the  year  following  his  graduation  froni  Harvard 
College,  he  visited  claasoiates  who  were  in  the  goremment 
service  on  the  Sea  Islands  of  South  Carolina,  and  later 
bought  a  cotton  plantation  there  and  became  a  resident  of 
the  State.  His  mother  was  in  Boston  at  the  Ume  of  the 
great  fire  in  1872,  and  her  account  of  her  experience  at 
a  Boston  hotel  within  possible  reach  of  the  conflagration, 
as  well  as  her  frequsnt  references  throughout  her  letters 
to  Salem  and  Boston  people  and  events  make  this  collec- 
tion of  interest  and  value. 

Mr.  Arthur  H.  Phippen,  the  chainnan  of  the  Salem 
Committee  of  Public  Safety,  has  deposited  with  the  lu- 
stitate  the  records  and  oorrespondenoe  of  that  committee 
during  the  World  War.  These  are  classified  and  arranged 
80  as  so  be  readily  consulted,  and  will  be  of  great  value  to 
future  historians.  Mr.  Stephen  L.  Breed  of  Lynn  lias 
given  a  volume  of  records  used  in  Salem  during  tJie  draft 
in  1863.  It  contains  a  list  of  names  and  addresses  of 
males  in  Salem  between  20  and  45  years,  with  many  in- 
teresUng  personal  comments. 

The  Essex  Institute  has  the  account  books  kept  by  the 
Cnrwen  family  of  Salem  from  1651  to  1767,  lacking  one 
volume.  Last  summer  a  letter  was  received  from  a  man 
in  Michigan  offering  for  sale  an  old  aocount  book  which 
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was  taken  from  tiw  Witch  boase  in  Salem  in  1854.  The 
book  was  of  a  very  carious  shape,  being  eighteen  inches 
long  and  seven  inches  wide,  and  bound  in  Tellam.  Upon 
examination  it  proved  to  be  a  Curwen  account  book  for 
the  years  following  1668, — the  very  one  needed  to  com- 
plete our  set.  Needless  to  say,  the  volume  was  pnr- 
chased,  even  at  the  advanced  price  at  which  it  was  offered, 
and  after  many  years  of  separation  the  volumes  now  stand 
side  by  side  on  onr  shelves.  Captain  George  Corwin  was 
a  ship  owner  and  merchant,  and  also  kept  a  shop  where 
he  sold  the  goods  brought  home  in  his  ships.  A  perusal 
of  the  ledger  shows  the  great  variety  of  articles  in  stock, 
varying  from  ribbon  and  laces-  to  an  <'ankor,"  ^'sallett 
oyle,"  '*a  harell  of  makrell,"  and  cloth  of  many  names 
which  are  now  never  heard,  as  lochrum,  say,  dowlas,  cam- 
let^ fustian  and  tamey. 

Another  interesting  manuscript  book  was  purchased 
from  a  Boston  dealer.  It  is  a  small  leather  bound  book, 
with  brass  clasps,  and  originally  belonged  to  Timothy 
Broadbank,  or  Burbank,  of  Salem.  It  contains  notes  of 
sermons  preached  in  Salem  in  1698  by  Noyes,  Hutchin- 
son and  others.  It  was  next  used  by  Captain  William 
Pickering,  a  Salem  shipmaster,  and  contains  a  list  of  hia 
children,  with  dates  of  bii*th  and  death.  The  other  en- 
tries in  the  book  were  made  by  his  daughter  Hannah,  who 
married  Adoniram  Collins  in  1781. 

She  apparently  kept  a  school,  as  there  are  many  entries 
dating  from  1761  giving  names  of  children  and  the  length 
of  attendance  at  school.  Another  quaint  entry  is  as  fol- 
lows: 'There  was  in  the  year  1788  a  great  athcak  on 
Battady,  while  I  was  at  horn  all  alone  it  deed  surprise  mee 
vary  much  i  thought  it  was  the  last  day.  I  was  about  8 
years  old  and  now  house  within  a  half  mile  I  was  mch 
skerd."  Then  beginning  in  1769  follow  the  entries  of  births 
of  827  children,  and  in  most  cases  the  name  of  the  mother 
is  given.  This  record  is  extremely  valuable,  as  it  gives 
the  date  of  birth  of  Marblehead  children  which  were  not 
found  on  the  town  records,  and  in  some  cases  even  the 
date  of  baptism  had  not  been  found.  This  shows  the  im- 
portance of  saving  such  scraps  of  information  and  bring- 
ing them  to  the  Institute  for  preservation. 
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Thanks  are  due,  as  in  former  years,  to  Messn.  Lawrmoe 
W.  Jenkins,  WllUs  H.  Bopes,  Sidney  Perley,  Hugh  F.  £. 
Farrell  and  Harry  E.  Webber,  for  their  continued  interest 
in  the  Library  and  frequent  donations  to  its  colleotions, 
and  to  the  SiJem  Pabiio  Library  and  the  Salem  Fraternity 
for  files  of  Salem  newspapers. 

The  fund  available  for  the  parchase  of  books  has  been 
expended  under  the  direction  of  the  Book  Committee  along 
the  usual  lines,  in  Btreogthening  the  special  coUecUona 
ai^d  bnilding  up  genealogy  and  local  history.  If  a  record 
were  kept  of  the  number  of  titles  investigated  and 
checked,  as  well  as  the  number  of  book  catalogs  read,  it 
would  show  the  amount  of  clerical  work  involved  in  tiie 
purchase  of  books  for  the  library. 

The  appropriation  for  binding  has  been  oaed  for  Und- 
ing  current  historical  mi^i^mes  and  files  of  Salem  and 
Essex  Comity  newspapera.  The  advancing  cost  of  mate- 
rials and  labor  have  nude  it  impossible  to  do  much  repair^ 
log  and  rebinding  that  is  neoeasaiy  for  the  proper  preser- 
vation of  the  books. 

The  catal(^ing  of  the  books  haa  been  continaed,  and 
cards  have  been  made  for  all  oorrent  accessions  to  classes 
already  cataloged. 

The  newspaper  collection  has  been  greatly  augmented 
by  the  receipt  from  the  Haverhill  Public  Library  of  num- 
bers of  the  Merrimack  Intelligencer  for  1808  to  1814, 
practically  completing  our  files  for  those  years ;  and  of  the 
early  years  of  the  Haverhill  Gazette.  The  purchase  of 
the  photostat  copies  of  the  Boatos  Mews  Letter  from  the 
Massachusetts  Historical  Society  has  been  continued,  and 
the  years  1741-2  and  3  have  been  recently  received. 

The  Historical  Collections  have  been  issued  quarterly, 
and  the  Librarian  having  continued  to  serve  as  editor, 
quite  a  little  of  her  time  has-  been  devoted  to  the  prepara- 
tion of  copy  and  correction  of  proofs.  Deprints  have 
been  made  of  "The  Dreadnought  of  Kewburyport,  Mass., 
and  some  account  of  the  old  transatlantic  packet-ships,"  by 
Francis  B.  C.  Bradlee,  and  an  illustrated  history  of  steam 
navigation  in  New  England  by  the  same  author  is  nearly 
completed  and  will  appear  in  book  form  during  the  coming 
summer. 
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The  collection  of  war  posters  has  received  Dumerons 
additions  during  the  year,  ehiefl7  throagh  the  continued 
interest  of  Mr.  Harry  E,  Webber,  who  has  given  160 
posters,  including  some  duplicates.  The  collection,  now 
numbering  688,  has  been  classified  and  listed,  and  arranged 
in  large  poitfolioa  which  were  specially  made  for  the  pur- 
pose.  Miss  Harriet  C.  Rantoul  presented  twenty  fine 
French  posters,  including  the  one  which  by  many  is  con- 
sidered the  finest  poster  produced  during  the  war  ;  twenty- 
two  newspapers  which  were  published  in  various  cities 
and  towns  in  France  during  the  German  occupation,  and 
which  were  gathered  by  Miss  Rantoul  while  engt^ed  in 
war  work  in  Paris  ;  from  Mrs.  Francis  H.  Lee  some  Eng- 
lish recruiting  posters,  and  from  Mr.  P.  Neville  Bamet  of 
New  South  Wales  six  Australian  posters ;  and  through 
him  we  were  able  to  arrange  an  exchange  with  the  Com- 
monwealth Bank  of  Sydney,  N.  S.  W.,  whereby  we  re- 
ceived thirty-one  Australian  posters.  A  special  exhibition 
was  held  early  in  the  year,  and  about  one  hundred  and 
fifty  posters  were  displayed  on  screens  in  the  corridors  and 
Reading  Room.  In  addition  to  those  owned  by  the  Insti- 
tute, twenty-seven  very  fine  French  posters  were  loaned 
by  the  Children's  Museum  of  Boston. 

During  the  summer  the  library  of  the  Essex  South 
District  Medical  Library,  which  had  beeu  deposited  with 
the  Institute  in  1906,  was  withdrawn  and  turned  over  to 
the  Boston  Medical  Society.  At  the  same  time  the  medi- 
cal books  of  the  Essex  Institute  were,  by  vote  of  the 
Directors,  sent  to  the  Boston  Medioal  Library  on  deposit, 
with  the  agreement  that  members  of  the  Essex  Institute 
may  consult  them  at  any  time.  This  arrangement  is  ex- 
cellent, as  the  books  are  now  housed  in  a  library  building 
entirely  devoted  to  medical  science,  where  they  will  be 
classified,  cataloged  and  made  available  for  consultation. 
The  two  collections,  numbering  about  8,000  volumes,  to- 
gether with  many  files  of  periodicals,  were  on  different 
levels  in  the  book  stack,  and  the  work  of  superintending 
.  the  collecting  and  packing  devolved  upon  the  Librarian. 

The  use  of  the  hbrary  has  been  slightly  increased,  but 
not  so  mach  as  it  should  be.  Membera  are  again  reminded 
that  the  art  periodicals  and  current  magazines  may  be 
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borrowed  for  home  use,  and  new  memben  are  espeoiallj 
urged  to  ootne  to  the  library  and  avail  themselves  of  their 
pririlegea.

He  was  an  Odd 
Fellow,  a  82d  degree  Mason,  a  prominent  member  of 
several  clube,  and  a  member  and  director  ol  the  Second 
Church.  He  served  in  the  city  government  of  Salem,  and 
for  two  years  was  a  member  of  Goyemor  Draper's  Council.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PRESIDENT. 


Ladit4  and  O^entlemtn : 

The  annnsl  meeting  of  the  Essex  Institato  always 
takes  place  at  this  season,  but  this  year  the  annnal  meet- 
iof!  will  remain  a  marked  event  in  the  annals  of  the  Insti- 
tute, inasmuch  aa  we  celebrate  the  one  hundredth  anni- 
vetsary  of  the  founding  of  the  Essex  Historical  Society 
on  April  21. 1821.  The  ofBcers  elected  on  June  27, 1821, 
were  as  follows :

The  Rev.  William  Bentley,  the  distinguished  divinei 
whose  diaries,  1784-1819,  form  an  unparalleled  history  of 
Salem,  and  whose  pamphlets,  manuscripts  and  books  were 
collected  during  a  long  period  of  years,  became,  in  spite 
of  himself,  a  moving  factor  in  the  establishment  of  the 
Essex  Historical  Society.  After  bis  death  his  nephew, 
who  was  the  executor  of  his  will,  admitted  that  these 
valuable  data  should  never  "be  removed  from  Salem,"  and 
stated  that  if  aauitable  sooiet;  should  be  formed  for  their 
reception  and  safe  keeping,  he  would  place  them  in  its 
charge.     Through  the  assistance  of  the  Honorable  John 
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PiokeriDg  And  of  George  AtkinsoD  Ward,  Esq.,  the  fol- 
lowing signatures  to  a  petitioD  lor  a  charter,  Juoe  2. 1821, 
were  obtnined,  which  repiesented  the  most  prominent  citi- 
zens of  Salem  at  that  time  :

Having  filed  this  petition  and  having  obtained  the  Act 
of  Incorporation  "for  the  purpose  of  collecting  and  pre- 
serving materials  for  the  civil  and  natural  history  of  the 
County  of  Essex,"  the  nephew  and  executor  of  Dr. 
Bentley  changed  bis  mind  and  refused  to  comply  with  the 
agreement  be  made.  As  a  result  of  this  breach  of  &ith, 
the  college  at  Meadville,  Pennsylvania,  and  the  American 
Antiquarian  Society  at  Worcester,  shared  these  treasures, 
which,  at  an  interval  of  over  one  hundred  years,  are  of 
little  or  no  interest  to  them  as  regards  the  data  lelating 
to  Salem  and  the  County  of  Ebbgz. 
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It  is  fitting  to  pause  a  few  moments,  look  back  over 
thia  long  period  of  years, — for  in  the  annals  of  onr  city 
one  boudred  years  is  nearly  one-third  of  the  time  since 
Salem  was  settled, — and  refresh  our  memories  as  to  this 
onasaal  list  of  the  above  named  officers,  who  were  well 
known  aod  distinguished  in  their  various  callings,  were 
the  leading  citizens  of  Salem,  who  served  their  town  and 
country  well  in  their  generation. 

1.  Edwabd  Adgustus  HoLroKE,  a  far-famed  phy- 
sician, the  eldest  son  of  the  Rev.  Edward  Holyoke,  Presi- 
dent of  Harvard  College,  and  Margaret  Appleton,  his 
wife,  was  bom  in  Marblehead  in  1738,  and  died  at  Salem 
in  1829,  aged  nearly  101  years.  Hegraduated  from  Har- 
vard College  in  the  class  of  1746,  receiving  the  Degree 
of  A.  M. ;  the  Honorary  Degree  of  M.  D.,  in  1788,  and  the 
Honorary  Degree  of  LL.  D.  in  1815.  Shortly  after  gradu- 
ation, he  began  to  practice  medicine  in  Salem,  in  1749,  and 
continued  to  do  so  daring  a  period  of  nearly  eighty  years. 
He  married,  in  1755,  Juditii  Pickman,  daughter  of  Co}. 
Benjamin  Pickman  and  Love  Bawlins,  his  wife,  who  died 
shortly  after  their  marriage.  He  married,  secondly,  in 
1759,  Mary  Viall,  daughter  of  Nathaniel  Viall,  a  merchant 
of  Boston,  and  Mary  Simpson,  his  wife.  Dr.  Holyoke 
ocoapied  many  prominent  positions.

2.  Joseph  Sioby,  celebrated  lawyer  and  jurist,  the 
80D  of  Elisba  Story  and  Mehitable  Pedrick,  his  wife, 
was  bom  in  Marblehead  in  1779,  and  died  at  Cambridge 
in  1845.     He  graduated  at  Harvard  College  in  the  class 
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of  1798,  receiviiig  the  Degree  of  A.  M.  and  the  Degree 
of  LL.  D.  in  1821.     He  married,  in  1804,   Mary  Lynde 
Oliver,  daughter  of  Rev.  Thomas  Fitoh  Oliver  and  Sarah 
Pynchon,  bis  wife ;  and,  secondly,  Sarah  Waldo  Wetmore, 
daughter  of  the  Hod.  William  Wetmore  and  Sally  Waldo, 
his  wife.    Id  1801  he  began  the  practice  of  law  in  Salem, 
where  he  lived  until  1830,  when  he  removed  to  Cam- 
bridge.

8.     Gbobge  Atkinson  Wakd,  a  merchant  and  literary 
man,  the  son  of  Samuel  Curwen  Ward  and  Jane  Ropes,  hiB 
wife,  was  boru  in  Salem  in  1793,  and  died  here  in  1864, 
At  the  age  of  fourteen  he  entered  the  counting  room  of 
the  late  Joseph  Peabody,  where  he  received  a  first  class 
mercantile  education,  and  where  be  was  thrown  with  the 
leading  merchants  of  that  time.     After  the  War  of  1812 
he  was  in  business  in  Salem  for  a  few  years,  and  in  1821 
ranoved  to  New  York,    where  he  lived  for  forty-two 
years,  returning  to  Salem  in  1863,  a  year  before  his  death. 
In  local  affairs  be  took  a  keen  interest,  and  it  was  laigely 
due  to  his  enthusiasm  that  the  Essex  Historical  Socie^ 
was  founded.     In  1845,  Harvard  College  and  the  Univei^ 
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Bity  of  New  York  conferred  upon  him  an  Honorary  De- 
ji^ee  of  A.  M.  He  married,  in  1816,  Mehitable  Gushing, 
daughter  of  James  Cashing  and  Sarah  Ward,  hia  wife. 
A  hard-working  man  of  affairs,  devoting  much  time  to 
charitable  work  and  other  outside  interests,  he  became  a 
well-known  man  of  letters,  and  lived  to  publish  four  edi- 
tions of  "The  Journal  and  Letters  of  Samuel  Curweo,  an 
American  in  England,  from  1775-1783,'*  which  he  dedi- 
cated to  Josiah  Quinoy,  LL.  D.  He  wrote  an  interesting 
and  uppreoiatire  memoir  of  his  friend,  Joseph  Peabody, 
Esquire,  the  Salem  merchant,  which  first  appeared  in  7%« 
Merchant*'  Magazine,  New  York,  August,  1846,  and  which 
subsequently  was  published  in  "Lives  of  American  Mer- 
chants," by  Freeman  Hunt,  A.  M.  (Vol.  1,  p.  867).  From 
time  to  time  he  delivered  lectures  upon  varied  subjects 
and  contributed  articles  to  our  Historical  ColleotionB — in 
186U,  "Extracts  from  Interleaved  Almanacs  of  James 
Jeffrey,  late  of  Salem";  and  in  1864,  an  "Account  of  tin 
Formation  of  the  E^ssex  Historical  Society."  A  mercan- 
tile biography  of  William  Peppeirell  was  written  by  him. 
Returning  to  his  native  town,  Mr.  Ward  says:  "As  much 
as  I  have  wandered  over  the  world,  my  heart  and  affec- 
tions have  always  had  their  stationary  points,  and  it  is  my 
happiness  to  believe  that  the  few  remainiug  friends  of  my 
earlier  years  will  continue  to  be  thoee  of  my  old  age." 

A  memoir  of  him  was  written  in  our  Historical  Collec- 
tions by  Charles  Wentworth  Upbam,  the  distinguished 
author  of  "Salem  Witchcraft,  with  au  Account  of  Salem 
Vill^^,"  etc. 

4.  Bbnjamik  Ropbs  Nichols,  lawyer,  the  son  of 
Ichabod  Nichols  and  Lydia  Ropes,  his  wife,  was  bom  in 
Portsmouth,  New  Hampshire,  in  1786,  and  died  at  Boston 
in  1848.  He  graduated  at  Harvard  Coll^^e  with  diatinc- 
tiun,  in  the  class  of  1 804.  He  married,  in  1818,  Mary 
Pickering,  daughter  of  Col,  Timothy  Pickering  and  Re- 
becca White,  his  wife.  After  graduation,  he  became  a 
prominent  lawyer  in  Salem,  until  his  removal  to  Boston 
in  1824.  As  clerk  of  the  town  of  Salem,  he  put  the 
ancient  town  records  in  admirable  order,  and  in  1818  the 
Legislature  of  the  Commonwealth  appointed  him,  with 
the  Rev.  Dr.  James  Freeman  and  the  Hon.  Samuel  Davis, 
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to  Krraoge  the  records  of  the  Plymouth  Colony,  a  large 
part  of  which  work  was  done  by  him.  As  a  memorial 
to  hia  patieoce  and  ability,  seveDteen  large  volumes  of 
these  records  are  preserved  in  the  o£Boe  of  the  Secretary 
of  State.

7.  John  PiCKBEiNa,  lawyer  and  scholar,  the  son  of 
Timothy  Rckering  and  Rebecca  White,  his  wife,  was  bora 
in  Salem  in  1777,  and  died  in  Boston  id  1846.  Graduated 
at  Harvard  College  in  the  class  of  1796,  and  received  the 
Degree  of  LL.  D.  from  the  College  in  1835.  He  married 
Sarah  White,  daughter  of  Isaac  White  and  Sarah  Leavitt, 
hia  wife.  He  was  known  over  the  world  for  his  writings 
on  philological  subjecta,  and  as  a  lawyer  was  held  in  high 
esteem  in  his  profession.  Many  American  and  European 
societies  honored  him  as  a  corresponding  member,  and 
among  the  many  in  which  he  held  prominent  positions 
were  the  following;

8.  NATSUkNiKL  BowDiTCH,  the  celebrated  mathemar 
tioian  and  navigator,  the  son  of  Habakkuk  Bowditch  and 
Mary  Ingersoll,  bis  wife,  was  born  in  Salem  in  1773,  and 
died  at  Boston  in  1838.  In  early  life  he  followed  the 
ses,  as  his  ancestors  had  done  before  him,  and  was  clerk, 
supercargo  and  master,  and  from  1805-1807  he  made  a 
remarkable  survey  of  the  harbors  of  Salem,  Beverly, 
Marblebead  and  Manchester.  He  married,  in  1798,  Eliz- 
abeth Boardman,  daughter  of  Captain  Francis  Boardman 
and  Mary  Hodges,  his  wife,  who  died  a  few  months  after 
their  marriage,  and  in  1800,  he  married,  secondly,  his 
cousin  Mary  Ingersoll,  daughter  of  Jonathan  Ingersoll 
and  Mary  Hodges,  his  wife,  of  Windsor,  Vermont  Har- 
vard CoUege  conferred  upon  him  an  honorary  d^ree  of 
A.  M.  in  1802,  and  the  Honorary  Degree  of  LL,  D.  in 
1816.  Mr.  Bowditch  devoted  himself  to  the  study  of 
mathematics  and  astronomy,  in  which  be  became  distin- 
guished, and  is  especially  renowned  as  the  author  of 
"The  American  Navigator"  and  the  translator  of 
■■M^Kuique  Celeste,"  by  the  Marquis  de  la  Place,  in 
four  volumes. 

His  life  was  spent  in  Salem    until   1828,   when  he  re- 
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moved  to  Boston  with  bis  family.  Many  hoDors  were 
conferred  upon  bim  both  in  hia  own  couDtiy  aad  in 
Europe,  a  few  of  which  are  as  follows  :

The  foundeis  of  the  Essex  Historical  Society  were  fai^ 
seeing  in  establishing  an  Historical  Society  in  those  days 
— though  the  MassachuscUa  Historical  Society  had  been 
founded  in  1791  and  the  American  Antiquarian  Society 
in  Worcester  had  been  founded  in  1812.  For  the  reason 
that  few  people  in  those  days  took  any  interest  in  ancient 
traditions,  valuable  papers  were  mthlessly  destroyed, 
family  possessions  were  cast  aside  as  old-fashioned ;  in 
fact,  there  seemed  to  be  a  craze  to  replace  the  old  heir- 
looms which  had  both  historical  and  artistic  merit.  Por- 
tnuts  were  stored  in  the  garret,  and  many  a  boy  had  a  Gne 
time  firing  with  his  bow  and  arrow  at  portraits  of  his 
ancestots,  painted  by  such  distinguished  painters  as  Black- 
bum,  Smibert  and  Copley.  Paul  Revere  silver  was  melt^ 
ed  up  and  "beautifal  new  designs"  of  the  Georgiau  and 
Victorian  period  took  their  place.  Furniture,  china,  glass 
and  other  household  furnishings  were  cast  aside  for  "the 
newer  and  handsomer  things",  and  fortunate  were  the 
families  who  had  big  garrets  where  the  tmok  was  stored. 
Many  a  garret  has  saved  the  situation.  In  my  own  family 
the  original  portrait  of  Governor  John  Endecott,  painted 
in  Boston  in  1665,  and  which  I  now  own,   was  scrubbed 
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with  Boap  and  Band,  aboat  the  time  of  the  American 
Revolution,  because  a  great-grandmother  of  mine  heard 
that  some  visitors  were  coming  to  the  house  at  the  Orchard 
Farm  in  Danvera  to  see  the  portrait,  which  she  wished  to 
look  clean.  The  result  was  disastrous.  For  fifty  or  sixty 
years  the  portrait  of  Uie  Oovernor  was  used  as  a  fire- 
board,  until  it  was  restored  hy  Charles  Osgood,  in  1840. 

In  1848,  the  "Essex  Historical  Society"  and  the  "Essex 
County  Natural  History  Society"  were  consolidated  under 
the  name  of  "The  Essex  Institute." 

The  recent  fire  in  the  Old  State  House  in  Boston  has 
brought  to  mind  to  all  societies  who  own  priceless  treas- 
ures the  great  danger  that  we  daily  run  in  not  having 
valuable  collections  stored  in  fireproof  buildings.  Col- 
lections such  as  the  Essex  Institute  has  are  worth  in  dol- 
lars and  cents  almost  any  sum  one  chooses  to  place  upon 
them,  for  the  reason  that  many  of  the  exhibits  have  great 
historical  value  and  could  never  be  replaced.  Great  care 
is  taken  to  protect  the  building  with  the  resources  we  have 
at  hand,  but  if  a  large  fire  should  take  place  in  this  part 
of  the  city,  I  fear  the  chances  of  saving  the  buildings  and 
the  collections  would  be  comparatively  small. 

The  Essex  Institute,  like  all  institutions,  is  seriously  in 
need  of  money.  Its  work,  both  as  a  Museum  and  as  a 
compiler  of  interesting  genealogical  and  historical  data, 
does  not  begin  to  accomplish  for  the  community  the  work 
it  might  do  were  its  resources  larger.  Its  work  is  not  and 
never  has  been  confined  to  Salem.  It  can  be  well  said 
that  the  work  extends  not  only  over  the  Coanty  of  Essex, 
but  throughout  the  Commonwealth.  I  hope  the  day  is 
not  far  distant  when  our  membership  will  be  largely  rep- 
resented in  every  city  and  town  of  the  county  of  Essex. 

For  some  years  the  number  of  our  members  has  been 
slowly  decreasing.  In  1919  there  were  but  561  names 
upon  our  lists,  503  of  whom  were  active  members.  During 
that  year  and  the  following  year  a  vigorous  campaign  was 
made,  which  resulted  in  an  increase  to  046  members,  of 
whom  75  were  life  members, — the  largest  number  of  life 
members  up  to  that  time. 
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On  April  SO,  1921,  we  had  724  membera  npoD  our 
lists,  made  up  aa  follows :

At  the  annaal  meetiDg  in  May,  1920,  the  by-laws  were 
revisedt  b;  which  it  was  decided  to  add  to  the  classes  of 
membeisbip  (which  hitherto  had  consisted  of  active,  cor- 
reaponding  and  life  members},  by  establishing  coatributing 
membei's,  who  would  pay  five  dollars  a  year ;  and  sustain- 
iDg  members,  who  wonld  pay  ten  dollars  a  year,  and  who 
wonld  receive  free  of  cost  the  Historical  Collections  of  the 
Institute.  At  the  same  meeting  the  life  membership  dues 
were  increased  from  fifty  to  seventy-five  dollars  a  year. 
As  a  result  of  this  change  in  the  by-laws,  many  members 
have  been  transferred  to  pne  of  the  higher  classes,  adding 
oonaiderably  to  the  income  of  the  Institute.  I  cannot 
emphasize  too  strongly  the  necessity  of  increastDg  our 
membership. 

The  directors  are  considering  the  possibility  of  making 
an  appeal  to  the  public  in  order  to  make  fireproof  the 
present  buildings  and  possibly  to  add  a  building  of  fire- 
proof construction  to  our  plant,  with  an  endowment 
sufficiently  large  to  enable  the  directors  to  bear  the  in- 
creased cost. 

I  wish  that  everybody  present  at  the  meeting  this 
evening  would  suggest  the  names  of  people  who  might 
be  willing  to  join  the  Institute,  either  as  life  membera,  as 
sostuning  members,  as  oontrihuting  members,  or  as  active 
members.  In  years  past  I  have  made  this  same  appeal  at 
this  meetmg.  I  have  been  very  much  disappointed  to  see 
how  few  names  have  been  proposed,  outside  of  names 
suggested  by  the  Board  of  Directors.  One  of  the  very 
best  ways  of  increasing  the  revenues  of  the  Institute 
would  be  to  have  an  enormous  membership  running  into 
the  thousands,  rather  than  hundreds. 
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In  the  years  to  come  the  far-seeing  policy  and  idealism 
of  the  founders  of  the  Esses  Historical  Society  should 
be  an  inspiration  to  us  and  our  snccessors  iu  carrying  on 
the  work  of  the  Institute.  No  institution  which  serves 
as  an  educational  factor  in  the  life  of  a  city  can  remain 
stationary,  and  the  more  work  it  is  able  to  accomplish  the 
more  its  power  will  be  felt  throughout  the  communi^. 
In  these  days  of  restlessness  and  instability,  the  past 
seldom  appeals  to  the  young,  but  as  the  years  go  on  we 
learn,  I  tliink,  to  reverence  the  past,  with  its  traditions  of 
self-sacrifice,  and  to  realize  how  much  the  men  and  womea 
of  those  far-off  dsya  did  to  make  us  and  oar  oonotry 
what  we  are.

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Mr.  Pretidetti  and  Friend*  : 

I  have  taken  the  precaution  to  write  out  what  I  have  to 
Bay.  The  Sages  tell  us  that  a  written  addrees  is  a  mnch 
safer  venture  than  an  tx-tempore  one,  because  a  written 
address  has  two  known  limits, — a  beginning  and  an  end, 
— whereas  an  extempore  address  has  but  one  known  limit, 
and  tbat  ifl  the  beginning. 

We  were  a  commercial  people  from  the  start.  Long 
before  the  Napoleonic  wars  gave  an  impetus  to  the  trade 
of  these  neutral  ports, — long  before  the  second  War  of 
Independence  was  fillinir  our  harbors  with  captures  from 
the  enemy,  sometimes  at  the  rate  of  a  rich  prize  a  day, — 
long  before  the  surrender  of  Burgoyne  and  Comwallis 
threw  our  splendid  Revolutionary  Fleet  of  shipping  cot 
of  work,  and  drove  the  trained  crews  and  flying  squadrons 
of  New  England  to  seek,  in  dealings  with  the  East,  a 
new  field  for  our  capital  and  labor, — we  were  sending 
cargoes  of  beaver-skins  and  peltry  and  ship-timber  and 
sassafras  to  replenish  the  markets  of  the  elder  world. 
Salt  fish  was  the  basis  of  our  prosperity.  The  cod  was 
our  tutelary  genius.  Fish,  an  unrestricted  diet  in  the 
Catholic  countries, — fish  in  a  form  the  value  of  which 
time  does  not  impair, — fish  of  which  the  supply  knew  no 
limit,  and  was  at  all  times  most  accessible, — this  was  the 
fonndation  of  the  wealth  of  Salem.  Immigrants  who 
came  here  from  the  southern  counties  of  England  and 
from  the  Channel  Islands  were  fishermen  bom,  whose 
hardy  industry  had  ministered  to  the  needs  of  France 
and  England.  They  had  solved  the  problem  of  the  At- 
lantic Fisheries,  and  found  how  ill-advised  it  was  to  send 
vessels  back  and  forth,  manned  with  the  full  crews  called 
for  to  do  the  fishing,  while  only  a  fraction  of  the  number 
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v/ta  needed  for  navigatioD,  outward  and  homeward.  So 
they  planted  tbemselves  here  od  arable  land,  where  they 
could  live  and  build  and  plough  and  dig.  When  not  busy 
casting  the  line,  they  could  dry  the  fisb  they  caught,  and, 
with  that  inexhaustible  commodity,  salt  fish,  they  built 
up  a  trade  with  the  Mediterranean  ports  and  the  Northern 
ports  of  Europe,  with  South  America  and  the  West  In- 
dies, and  could  thus,  by  exchange,  supply  their  home- 
market  with  the  exotic  products  of  sunnier  and  more  art- 
developed  lands. 

Hugh  Peters  built  the  first  fishing  craft,  and  Philip 
Eagliah  bad  one  called  the  Frog-Docker.  By  the  middle 
of  the  eighteenth  century  Cktionel  Benjamin  Pickman, — 
who  built  the  maneion  that  flanks  the  Peabody  Museum 
on  the  west,  as  this  Hall  flanks  it  on  the  east, — had  accu- 
mulated a  fortune,  and  bad  his  fish-flakes  stretched  along 
the  north  side  of  the  town,  from  Cooant  street  to  Blubber 
Hollow.  Federal  street  and  its  Assembly  House  came 
later.  France  was  strong  in  Canada  then  and  was  threat- 
ening our  fisheries,  and  Colonel  Benjamin  Pickman,  with 
his  wealth  and  influence  and  the  backing  of  the  whole 
trade,  set  on  foot  the  successful  siege  of  Louiaburg,  while 
Fepperell,  the  first  American  to  win,  by  the  capture  of 
that  stronghold,  the  prize  of  Knighthood,  gave  the  English 
their  first  taste  of  Yankee  prowess. 

Dr.  Bentley  died  at  the  end  of  1819.  To  him,  who 
had  studied  Salem  from  1783,  all  this  was  an  open  page. 
But  he  left  his  great  aocumulatjoos  to  the  Antiquarian 
Society  at  Worcester,  because  there  was  no  existing  body 
established  here  at  that  time  and  able  to  receive  and 
cherish  them.  Living  in  Salem  at  that  time  were  a  score 
of  thinkers  who  had  studied  the  field,  and  who  were  re- 
solved that  no  sach  mishap  should  ever  befall  the  place 
^un.  They  were  incorporated  id  April,  1821.  Their 
charter  bore  such  names  as  Holyoke,  Story,  Bowditch, 
Saltonstall,  Nichols,  White,  King,  Ward,  Merrill,  Pick- 
man,  Peabody,  Tucker,  Pickering,  Cleveland.  They  ao- 
cumnUted  a  library,  a  mnseum,  manuscripts,  pictures,  and 
works  of  art  They  conducted  a  vigorous  career,  and  at 
last,  under  the  inspiration  of  Dr.  Henry  Wheatland, 
turned  over  all  their  assets  and  liabilities  to  the  Essex 
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Institute,  into  which,  in  conneotion  with  the  E^ex  Coanty 
Natural  History  Society,  they  became  incorporated  and 
absorbed. 

DoubtleBB  we  are  to  bear  from  others  in  greater  detail 
the  honorable  story  of  this  early  organization.  Fen  soci- 
eties of  the  kind  Uien  existed  in  the  country.  When  Dr. 
Franklin's  Memorial  Exercises  were  last  celebrated  in 
Philadelphia,  it  was  my  privilege  to  represent  the  Insti- 
tute, and,  had  I  insisted  upon  its  origin  as  dating  from 
1821,  vei'y  few  representatives  of  the  societies  taking  part 
there  could  have  claimed  precedence. 

But  I  must  leave  the  recital  of  the  proud  record  of  this 
fine  old  body  to  the  competent  officials  who  are  to  follow 
me,  and  must  fill  the  time  assigned  me  with  the  personal 
recollections,  to  the  anticipation  of  which  I  suppose  I  owe 
this  flattering  occasion.  One  gets,  at  my  age,  a  rather 
unsavory  repntation  for  claiming  to  remember  things  that 
happened  before  his  birth.  But  some  things  which  oc- 
curred under  my  eye  are  worUi  reciting.  To  have  lived 
through  the  last  nine  decades  gives  one  something  to  re- 
call. I  have  personally  seen  fourteen  Presidents  of  the 
United  States,  from  John  Quinoy  Adams  down.  I  have 
seen  more  than  twenty  Governors  of  Massachusetts.  I 
have  lived  in  twenty-four  Presidential  terms.  I  saw  men 
drilling  at  Rockport  for  an  expected  war  with  England, 
when  the  Eastern  Boundary  was  an  open  issue.  I  rode 
from  Milk  street,  in  Boston,  to  Gloucester,  on  a  stage- 
box  with  the  driver,  when  there  was  not  a  rod  of  railroad 
iron  laid  between  those  points,  starting  at  dawn,  when  the 
ill-smelling  street  lamps,  perched  on  wooden  posts,  were 
dickering  out  their  nightly  oil  supply,  and  when  the  sun 
only  greeted  us  at  the  Charleetown  Navy  Yard.  I  saw 
the  Salem  tunnel  in  its  building,  when  Washington  street 
was  one  broad  ditch  from  end  to  end,  and  that  year  I  rode 
in  a  hand-car,  with  the  Directois  of  the  Boston  and  Albany 
Railroad,  from  Worcester  to  Charlton, — the  "Summit 
Level",  they  called  it, — where  the  descent  into  the  Con- 
necticut Valley  begins — before  a  passenger  car  had  ever 
run  west  of  Worcester.  Before  I  reached  my  teens,  my 
likeness  was  painted  by  Thomas  Buchanan  Read,  who 
later  wrote  the  Poem  and  produced  the  Picture  known 
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as  '*Sheri(Ian'8  Ride."  I  wag  half-way  up  the  Meohanio 
Hall  stairway,  pulling  myself  up  by  the  banister,  as  the 
crowd  pusb^  in  at  tJie  memorial  service  on  the  death  of 
Genei'al  Harrison,  and  was  rescued  when  the  down-rush 
came,  on  the  settling  of  the  western  gallery,  hy  a  snare- 
drummer,  who  put  his  drum  against  the  wijl  aad  took  me 
on  his  shoulder,  and  I  was  floated  into  Sewall  street.  I 
have  heard  Harrison  Gray  Otis  and  Webster  and  Kossuth 
and  President  Josiah  Quincy.  I  knew  the  Boston  Mill 
Dam,  with  its  Beacon  street  toll-house,  and  the  Back  Bay 
when  it  was  a  bay,  with  ducks  paddling  in  the  mud  where 
Ball's  equestrian  Washington  now  stands,  and  when  bath- 
houses and  boat-housee  had  not  made  way  for  the  Arling- 
ton Street  Church.  I  have  seen  the  great  city  of  Chicsago 
ravw  up  out  of  nothing.  And  I  saw  New  York  when  no 
Central  Park  was  dreamt  of,  and  when  Twenty-third 
street  was  Land's  End,  and  the  site  of  the  Fifth  Avenue 
Hotel  was  a  gravel-pit,  and  all  beyond  was  goat-shacks  and 
pig-pens  and  milk-farms  and  Harlem  Bridge  and  Wrat- 
Chester  County  I

LadUt  and  Q-entlemen,  ilfemier*  of  the  Bttex  Inttitutt, 
and  Friends  : 

We  are  gathered  here  this  evening,  not  only  to  transact 
the  roQtine  business  of  our  own  Society,  bat  to  celebrate 
the  one  hundredth  anniversary  of  the  Essex  Historical 
Socie^,  to  which  the  Institute  owes  ita  existence. 

Notwithstanding  the  interest  aud  enthusiasm  which  we 
may  be  sure  inspired  the  thirteen  founders  of  the  parent 
society,  it  may  well  be  doubted  if  they  foresaw  more  than 
a  small  part  of  the  results  of  their  enterprise  when  they 
met,  on  April  21st,  1821,  in  a  room  adjoining  the  Athe* 
naeum,  and  were  called  to  order  by  the  Honorable  Mr. 
Pickering,  and,  as  Dr.  Holyoke  bad  declined,  Judge  Story 
was  call^  upon  to  preside.  Mr.  George  A.  Ward  was 
selected  as  clerk,  and  a  committee  to  prepare  a  Constitu- 
tion consisted  of  Judge  Story,  Mr.  Pickering  and  Mr. 
Saltoustall. 

Those  present  at  this  meeting  and  the  officers  who  were 
elected  are  mentioned  in  the  President's  report  and  need  not 
be  repeated  here.  The  Constitution  was  duly  presented 
a  week  later,  and  set  forth  the  purpose  of  the  Society,  to 
procure  and  preserve  whatever  relates  to  the  topography, 
antiquities,  and  natural,  civil  and  eoclesiastdcal  history  of 
the  County  of  Essex. 

A  heavy  storm  having  interfered  with  attendance  at  the 
next  meeting,  it  was  postponed  until  the  2d  of  June,  when 
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itwaa  decided  to  bold  the  AddueI  Meetiog  upoa  the  6th  of 
September,  the  day  of  the  landing  of  Groveraor  Endecott  at 
Salem.  It  was  also  voted  to  petition  the  Legislature  fot  an 
act  of  incorporation,  nod  twenty-six  members  signed.  There 
were,  however,  twenty-nine  fouodera  in  all,  whose  names 
may  be  seen  on  the  framed  list  posted  in  the  picture  gal* 
lery  at  the  Institute  at  the  present  time.  At  this  meetin? 
occurs  the  first  mention  of  a  donation  to  the  projected 
collections,  when  Mr.  Robert  Brookbouse  presented  the 
fine  old  sixteenth  century  chair  occupied  this  evening  by 
our  President.  This  very  valuable  object  was  broaght 
from  England,  early  in  the  seventeenth  century,  by  a 
member  of  the  Dennis  family,  if  early  traditions  be  relia- 
ble, about  1634.  This,  then,  may  be  looked  upon  as  the 
foundation  of  all  oar  present  large  collections. 

The  next  accession  recorded  is  in  the  minutes  of  the 
meeting  on  July  31st  of  the  same  year,  when  a  committee 
was  appointed,  "In  consideration  of  the  distinguished 
talents,  virtues  and  services  of  onr  president.  Doctor  Hol- 
yoke,  and  a  desire  to  transmit  to  posterity  a  memorial  to 
one  who  has  largely  contributed  to  science  and  to  the 
individual  and  social  happiness  of  this  community,"  to 
wait  upon  the  Doctor  and  "request  permission  to  have  a 
Portrait  of  him  taken  for  the  use  of  the  Society,  and  also 
to  employ  Mr.  Frothingham  to  execute  the  same."  How 
fortunate  was  the  choice  of  the  artist  is  evident  to  all  who 
look  upon  the  charming  result  as  it  hangs  in  our  picture 
gallery  among  most  of  the  other  founders  of  the  Society. 
It  is  certainly  in  the  artist's  best  style,  and  we  have  the 
Tatter  patronizing  testimony  of  no  less  a  contemporary 
than  Gilbert  Stuart  that  Frothingham  was  the  only  man 
in  the  country  who  could  paint  a  head  as  well  as  he  could 
himself  I 

The  "orator"  chosen  to  address  the  Society  at  the 
Annual  Meeting  in  1822  was  the  Honorable  John  Picker> 
ing.  It  was  also  agreed  at  this  meeting  to  print  soch 
documents  as  a  committee  chosen  to  consider  the  matter 
might  think  advisable,  and  here  we  have  the  beginning  of 
the  long  list  of  publications  since  issued,  including  our 
own  Historical  Collections,  now  in  its  67th  volume. 
Another  portrait  was  added  to  the  new  collection  at  this 
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time,  namely,  the  fine  one  of  Governor  Leverett,  which 
still  bangs  in  nur  gallery,  and  which  has  been,  somewhat 
doubtfully  it  mast  be  admitted,  attributed  to  Sir  Petar 
Lely.     This  was  given  by  Mr.  John  White  Treadwell. 

The  last  meeting  of  the  year  took  place  on  December 
4th,  at  wbich  anoouucement  was  made  of  a  donaUon  of 
(10  by  an  honorary  member,  Jonathan  Goodhue,  Esq. 
Except  for  routine  business  and  the  acknowledgement  of 
a  few  books,  nothing  of  interest  appears  in  the  minutes 
until  December  6tb,  1825,  when  the  receipt  of  some 
Indian  arrows,  dug  up  in  Danvers,  from  Captain  Caleb 
Peirce,  is  noted,  also  a  large  library  table  from  H.  Picker- 
ing of  New  York.  At  this  time  the  Society  was  paying 
fifteen  dollars  a  year  for  rent,  which  would  not  go  far  at 
the  present  time,  I  am  sure. 

Mot  again  until  1828  is  there  any  mention  made  of 
more  accessions,  but  at  a  meeting  October  2lBt  appears 
an  entry  which  concerns  some  articles  which  have  ooca* 
sioned  much  discussion,  namely,  the  baptismal  shirt,  mits 
and  blanket  of  Governor  Bradford,  presented  by  Mr. 
Nathan  Endioott  The  rather  obscure  entry  of  this  item 
has  escaped  all  search,  until  I  was  examining  in  detail  the 
old  minute  book,  and  as  no  subsequent  entry  of  the  valu- 
able objects  seems  to  have  been  made,  there  has  always 
been  a  question  as  to  how  they  came  into  the  possession 
of  the  Institute.  One  of  onr  Salem  families  has  sup- 
posed that  they  originally  belonged  to  a  member  of  that 
family,  while  a  lady  in  Boston  is  equally  sure  that  they 
were  given  about  1840  to  '45  by  a  great-aunt,  Miss  Deb- 
orah Collins.  Here  we  have  them,  however,  which 
seems  to  settle  the  controversy.  At  the  same  time  were 
received  "an  ancient  platter"  and  "an  ancient  wig."  On 
April  27th,  1832,  note  is  made  of  the  receipt  from  Hon- 
orable B.  W.  Crowninshield  of  a  portrait  of  Rev.  Wil- 
liam Bentley.  This  also  was  punted  by  Frothingham  and 
hangs  in  our  gallery  today.  There  is  nothing  to  indicate 
whether  other  donations  were  received  during  this  term 
of  eleven  years,  for  apart  from  books,  no  entries  appear, 
and  no  book  has  been  found  which  contains  any  list. 

The  rooms  of  the  Society  were  at  first  on  Essex  Place, 
facing  Central  Street,  later  on  Pickman  plsoe  over  the 
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Salem  Bank,  and  afterwards  in  Lawrence  Placse,  at  the 
corner  of  Washington  and  Front  streets.  In  1833,  upon 
December  7tb,  the  following  notice  appeared  in  the  Salem 
Observer  and  Essex  Register :  "Gentlemen  desirous  of 
promoting  the  study  of  Natural  History  in  this  county 
are  respectfully  requested  to  meet  at  the  Lfafayette  Coffee 
House  on  Saturday  eve,  December  14tb,  at  7  o'clock,  for 
tlie  purpose  of  organizing  a  society  to  be  called  the 
''Essex  County  Natural  History  Society."  It  is  hoped 
that  all  interested  in  tbi?  project  will  give  their  attend- 
ance." At  this  meeting  organization  was  effected  and 
Andrew  Nichols  became  the  President  At  first  the 
Society  had  a  room  in  the  Essex  Place  building,  but  in 
1835  it  removed  to  the  Franklin  building,  corner  of 
Washington  square  and  Essex  street,  and  in  1837  to  the 
Masonic  Hall  on  Washington  street.  Exhibitions  of 
fruitfl,  Sowers  and  animals  were  frequently  held,  and 
among  the  donations  to  the  cabinets  were  many  articles 
not  especially  appropriate  to  a  natural  history  society, 
which  doubtless  led  up  to  the  later  merging  of  the  society 
in  the  Essex  Institute.  Incorporation  of  the  Society  took 
place  in  a  bill  passed  by  the  House  of  Kepresenbitives 
and  the  Senate  in  February,  1836,  when  Andrew  Nichols, 
William  Oakes  and  William  Frescott,  with  their  associ- 
ates, became  the  incorporating  members. 

In  September,  1842,  the  following  appears  in  the 
records:  "This  is  the  closing  exhibition,  and  again  we 
take  admonition  from  surrounding  Nature  to  withdraw 
ourselves  into  winter  quarters,  where,  after  a  peiiod  of 
rest,  we  trust  at  the  approach  of  the  ensuing  spring,  to 
break  from  the  chrysalis  state  and  again  emerge  into  life 
with  increased  and  renewed  efforts  to  sustain  the  cause 
of  Horticulture,  and  to  diffuse  more  widely  the  taste  for 
the  cultivation  of  the  treasures  of  Flora  and  Pomona." 
In  October  of  this  year  the  removal  of  the  collections  to 
rooms  prepared  for  their  reception  in  the  Pickman  Build- 
ing, where  the  Historical  Society  was  also  housed,  took 
place.  The  secretary  made  a  report  on  December  8th  to 
the  effect  that  "an  union  of  the  Essex  Historical  Society 
and  this  Society  could  he  effected  on  terms  that  would 
undoubtedly  be  i^reeable  to  both  Societies,"  and  a  com- 
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mittee  was  appointed  to  confer  upon  the  matter.  This 
committee  made  a  favorable  report,  and  an  act  to  incorpo- 
rate the  Essex  Institute  was  passed  by  the  Legislatuie, 
the  Institnte  being  permitted  to  hold  real  estate  amount- 
ing to  thirty  thousand  dollars  and  personal  estate,  exclu> 
sire  of  books,  articles  in  the  cabinets,  etc.,  to  the  amount 
of  twenty  thousand  doUais.  The  officers  elected  at  this 
time,  aside  from  department  curatora,  were :  Daniel 
Appleton  White,  President ;  John  Glen  King,  John  Lewis 
Russell  and  John  Clarke  Lee,  Vice-Presidents;  Henry 
Wheatland,  Secretary  and  Treasurer ;  George  Dean  Phip- 
pen,  Librarian ;  and  Frederic  Howes,  jr.,  Cabinet 
Keeper. 

One  of  the  first  acts  of  the  new  society  was  to  author^ 
ize  the  purchase  of  Ship  Rock,  a  huge  boulder,  in  West 
Peabody.  In  1849  it  was  decided  to  institute  tours  of 
the  country  for  investigation  of  subjects  connected  with 
natural  acienoe,  and  the  &rat  expedition  was  to  the  vicinity 
of  Wenham.  These  exploring  parties  were  a  feature  of 
the  activities  of  the  Society  for  many  years.  The  publi- 
cation of  monographs  upon  scientific  subjects  was  a 
frequent  occurrence  and  served  to  bring  the  name  of  the 
Institute  before  the  scientific  world,  while  the  reputation 
it  was  rapidly  gaining  was  the  means  of  drawing  to  it 
men  of  national  fame.  Unfortunately  there  does  not  . 
seem  to  have  been  any  definite  system  of  recording  gifts 
to  the  cabinets,  except  those  of  specimens  of  natural  his- 
tory, so  that  it  is  in  many  cases  impossible  to  discover 
from  whom  or  at  what  date  many  of  the  portraits  or 
museum  objects  were  acquired,  which  often  detracte  from 
their  interest  and  value.  Here  and  there,  however,  allu- 
sion is  made  in  the  records  to  certain  items,  and  at  a 
meeting  February  3d,  1858,  there  was  displayed  the  orig- 
inal Indian  deed,  dated  in  1686,  which  conveyed  the  title 
to  the  territory  covered  by  the  town  of  Salem.  In  De- 
cember of  this  year,  Joseph  Badger,  the  Boston  artist, 
asked  leave  to  remove  to  his  studio  in  Boston  the  portrait 
of  Governor  Leverett,  for  the  purpose  of  making  a  copy. 
In  May,  1854,  the  secretary  announced  that  the  proprie- 
tors of  the  Salem  Athenaeum  had  su^ested  the  merging 
of  that  Society  with  the  Institute,  and  in  July,  1855, 
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terms  and  conditiooB  were  received  from  the  Athenaeum 
upon  which  the  two  societies  should  jointly  occupy  a 
contemplated  building,  to  be  called  Plummer  Hall,  but  no 
merger  was  authorized. 

In  18S6  ChKi'Ies  M.  Endicott  called  attention  to  the 
expense  and  difiBculty  attaching  to  any  search  of  the  vital 
records  of  the  several  towns  and  cities  in  the  State,  and 
the  need  of  some  method  by  which  they  miglit  be  concen- 
trated in  the  ofiBce  of  the  Secretary  of  State  for  easier 
access.  It  would  seem  that  the  committee  appointed  by 
the  Institute  with  power  to  act  was  not  successful  with 
the  Legislature,  but  after  1903  many  of  the  volumes  were 
prepared  and  published  by  the  Essex  Institute,  as  noted 
later  on.  Thus  many  years  were  to  elapse  before  this 
work  was  provided  for  by  the  Commonwealth,  and  it  was 
only  partially  completed  at  the  opening  of  the  World 
War,  at  which  time  the  work  was  halted  as  a  measure  of 
economy. 

President  Daniel  Appleton  White  died  in  1861,  and 
Asahel  Huntington  was  elected  in  his  place,  butafterfour 
years,  declined  re-election.  The  popularity  of  the  Insti- 
tute meetings  at  this  time  is  indicated  by  the  presence  of 
about  two  thousand  members  and  guests  at  a  meeting 
held  August  20th,  186S,  at  Hospital  Point.  At  the  annual 
meeting  in  May,  1865,  Francis  Peabody  was  elected  to 
the  Presidency,  and  it  was  in  this  year  that  the  much- 
discussed  frame  of  what  vaa  then  supposed  to  be  the 
First  Church  was  set  up  in  the  rear  of  Plummer  Hall, 
only  to  be  later  discredited  and  re-assigned  to  the  meeting 
house  of  the  Society  of  Friends.  Constant  accessions  of 
specimens  had  by  this  time  increased  the  collections  of 
natural  history  to  a  very  considerable  size,  and  in  Febru- 
ary, 1867,  Mr.  George  Peabody  of  London  placed  in  the 
bands  of  trustees  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  forty  thou- 
sand dollars  "For  the  Promotion  of  Science  and  Useful 
Knowledge  in  the  County  of  Essex."  Of  this  amount 
forty  thousand  dollars  was  to  be  devoted  to  the  purchase 
of  land  in  Salem,  the  purchase  of  the  East  India  Marine 
Hall,  and  the  erection  of  such  buildings  as  might  be 
needed.  Thus  was  established  the  Peabody  Academy  of 
Science,  later  known  as  the  Peabody  Museum,  which  was 
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deatioed  to  become  equally  noted  with  the  Bssez  Institute, 
and  to  continue  the  scientific  research  begun  by  the  latter 
institution,  leaving  to  its  predecesBor  the  pursuit  of  liter- 
ary and  tiistorioal  lines.  The  natural  history  collections 
of  the  Institute  were  now  turned  over  to  the  trustees  of 
the  Peabody  Fund  and  removed  to  the  East  India  Marine 
Hall,  under  suitable  restrictions  ensuring  their  accessi- 
bili^  to  members  of  the  Institute,  and  from  that  time  to 
the  present  the  most  cordial  relations  have  existed  between 
the  two  societies,  each  rendering  the  other  all  possible 
cooperation  and  assistance. 

President  Francis  Peabody  died  in  1867,  and  in  May, 
1868,  Doctor  Henry  Wheatland  was  elected  in  bis  place, 
which  he  was  destined  to  611  for  twenty-five  years.  In 
1870  the  Institute  had  a  membership  of  about  eight  hun- 
dred, had  been  publishing  its  Historical  Collections  since 
18.')9,  a  Naturalist's  Directory  for  some  years  past,  and  it 
now  began  to  issue  a  Bulletin,  which  replaced  the  Pro- 
ceedings heretofore  published.  The  scientific  papers  were 
taken  over  by  the  Peabody  Academy  of  Science  and 
printed  in  their  Memoirs. 

A  new  phase  of  the  activities  of  the  Institute  was  now 
begun  through  the  formation  of  the  Essex  Institute 
Musical  Library  Association,  and  for  some  years  concerts 
and  events  of  a  musical  nature  became  frequent.  The 
library  of  the  Institute  now  numbered  some  twenty-five 
to  thirty  thousand  volumes  and  one  hundred  thousand 
pamphlets,  and  a  large  collection  of  portraits  and  objects 
of  historic  or  artistic  value  filled  its  galleries.  The  erec- 
tion of  a  fireproof  building  in  the  rear  of  Plummer  Hall, 
as  a  memoriaj  to  thoee  killed  during  the  Civil  War,  was 
strongly  urged,  but  failed  to  materialize,  unfortunately, 
and  fifty  years  later  ia  still  more  emphatically  needed,  as 
the  recent  fire  in  the  Old  State  House  in  Boston  illua- 
trates. 

In  1876  the  Misses  Williams  of  Salem,  who  bad  spent 
much  time  abroad  and  who  were  artists  of  considerable 
ability,  offered  to  loan  the  Institute  for  exhibition  their 
large  collection  of  copies  of  the  old  masters,  as  well  as 
many  originals ;  this  waa  used  as  the  nucleus  of  a  loan 
exhibition  which  seems  to  have  been  undertaken  with 
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some  trepidation,  but  which  turned  out  a  great  success, 
as  three  or  four  hundred  pictures  of  all  sorts  were  sent  in, 
and  the  exhibition  l»8ted  from  March  llth  to  March  Idth. 
These  art  exhibitions  were  a  recurrent  feature  for  a  num- 
ber of  years.  A  considerable  collection  of  pictures  and 
articles  illustrative  of  the  history  of  Salem  was  prepared 
and  sent  to  the  Centennial  Exposition  in  Philadelphia. 

The  contract  between  the  Salem  Athenaeum  and  the 
Essex  Institute  expired  in  May,  1885,  and,  as  the  Athe- 
naeum required  more  space  for  its  growing  library,  the 
Institute  took  steps  to  acquire  the  adjoining  Daland 
house,  which  was  in  due  course  purchased.  An  attempt 
was  made  to  join  together  the  librarias  of  the  Athenaeum 
and  the  Institute,  as  well  as  any  other  libraries  in  this 
city,  and  with  the  co-operation  of  the  city  government,  to 
establish  a  public  library,  but  the  proprietors  of  the 
Athenaeum  did  not  approve,  and  the  scheme  was  not 
carried  out.  The  Daland  house  was  refitted  to  adapt  it 
to  the  use  of  the  Institute,  and  money  was  raised  to 
cover  the  cost.  As  the  library  in  1887  had  increased  to 
fifty  thousand  volumes,  exclusive  of  pamphlets,  it  was 
evidently  high  time  that  larger  and  more  convenient 
quarters  were  obtained,  and  the  Daland  house  was 
deetined  to  be  the  home  of  the  Institute  for  many  years 
to  come. 

It  was  in  1887  that  the  superb  portrait  of  Dr.  Henty 
Wheatland,  then  in  his  seventy-fifUi  year,  and  for  nmeteen 
years  President  of  the  Society,  which  had  been  painted 
by  Frederick  P.  Vinton,  wa^  presented  to  the  Institute  by 
Stephen  Cr.  and  George  Wheatland,  Jr.  It  is  by  some 
considered  the  finest  portrait  painted  by  this  talented 
artist,  and  the  Institute  is  most  fortunate  in  owning  so 
life-like  a  picture  of  its  President  through  so  long  a  term 
of  years.  The  year  of  the  World's  Fair  in  Chicago, 
1893,  the  Institute  prepared  an  exhibit  which  was  placed 
in  the  Massaohnsetts  Building,  and  which  represented  the 
history  of  the  city  and  the  work  of  the  Institute.  The 
following  year  Dr.  Wheatland's  long  service  was  termi- 
nated by  his  death,  and  at  the  annual  meeting  Rev. 
Edmund  Burke  Willson  succeeded  him. 

The  membership  of  the  Institute  bad  declined  in  1898,

BO  that  there  were  only  three  handred  and  twenty-fire  od 
the  active  list,  but  the  library  and  collections  continued  to 
grow  fast,  and  additional  space  was  sorely  needed  to  house 
the  60,000  bound  volumes  and  175,000  pamphlets,  so  that 
the  Librarian  recommended  the  deposit  with  the  FuUio 
Library  of  the  lai^e  nninber  of  government  documents, 
and  the  building  of  a  fireproof  stack  in  the  rear  of  tiie 
building,  while  even  at  that  late  date  no  card-index  to  the 
books  was  in  existence.  There  was  a  very  pressing  need 
of  more  funds  to  carry  on  the  work,  the  out^  exceeding 
the  income  by  a  thousand  dollars  a  year.  In  1895  the 
membership  had  been  largely  recruited,  so  that  it  then 
numbered  over  eight  hundred. 

President  Willson  died  during  1895,  and  Robert  Samuel 
Rantoul  was  elected  to  follow  bim,  and  George  Dean 
Fhippen,  the  original  Librarian  and  for  many  years 
Treasarer  of  the  Society,  also  passed  away,  to  be  succeed- 
ed by  William  Oliver  Chapman,  who  still,  in  1921,  holds 
the  office.  Henry  Mason  Brooks,  a  member  since  1848, 
and  Secretary  for  many  years,  died  after  a  most  faithful 
service  in  1898. 

Interest  in  the  Field  Meetings  had  been  losing  ground 
for  some  time,  and  the  custom  bad  ceased  to  exist,  but  it 
was  revived  in  1899,  only  to  be  ^ain  given  up.  although 
occasional  meetings  have  been  held  from  time  to  time.  At 
this  time  a  determined  effort  was  made  to  sort  and  ar- 
range the  vast  collection  of  manuscript  material  and  to 
render  it  accessible  to  members,  which  resulted  in  56U 
volumes  of  mounted  papers,  with  enough  left  for  150 
more,  which  will  give  some  idea  of  the  accumulation  of 
documents  in  about  fifty  years.  At  the  same  time  there 
were  on  the  shelves  678  log  books  of  vessels  dating  from 
1753.  The  necessity  for  space,  of  course,  was  growing 
no  less,  and  in  1901  a  plan  of  relocating  nearer  to  the 
Peabody  Academy  of  Science  was  brought  forward,  which 
also  contemplated  a  closer  affiliation  of  the  two  societies, 
but  as  it  was  decided  that  such  a  move  was  impracticable,  it 
was  then  proposed  to  purchase  from  the  Salem  Athenaeum 
tlie  Plummer  Hall  estate,  and  this  plan  was  finally  carried 
out. 

The  year  1899  also  saw  the  arrival  of  that   wonderful 
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oolleotion  of  furniture,  paintings,  china,  glass,  etc.,  be- 
queatlied  by  George  Rea  Curwen.tbe  moat  importaut  acqui- 
sition ever  received  by  the  Institute,  a  priceless  addition 
to  tbe  museum,  which  added  twenty  portraits  to  ita  gal- 
lery, covering  members  of  ten  genfliatious  of  the  family. 
By  1900  much  headway  had  been  mad«  upon  a  card-iodex 
to  the  books,  and  sorting,  listing  and  preparing  for  use  a 
large  mass  of  other  materials,  while  the  policy  of  the 
library  of  allowing  visitors  access  to  the  shelves,  iostead 
of  the  usual  plan  of  application  to  an  attendant,  met  with 
very  favorable  comment.  Essex  County  newspapers  had 
been  especially  sought  for,  so  that  a  practically  complete 
file  of  tiiem  was  open  for  consultation,  and  graduaUy  a 
file  of  each  one  was  being  bound,  so  that  for  use  as  well 
as  for  preservation  they  were  iu  very  good  shape. 

For  some  years  the  Institute  had  been  conducting  two 
courses  of  lectures  during  the  winter  months,  one  course, 
open  to  the  public,  given  through  the  co-operation  of  the 
Peabody  Academy  of  Science  in  Academy  Hall,  which 
had  attracted  capacity  audiences,  and  still  continued,  and 
the  other,  a  Home  Course,  open  only  to  members  and 
their  friends,  and  given  in  the  rooms  of  the  Society.  This 
latter  series  bad  gradually  become  less  popular,  and  various 
changes  had  been  made  in  the  effort  to  discover  what 
would  induce  a  larger  attendance,  but  the  members  still 
gave  such  poor  support  that  it  hardly  seemed  worth  while 
to  continue  them ;  however,  in  1902,  several  were  given 
in  Academy  Hall  as  an  experiment,  aad  the  remainder  in 
the  Institute,  and  more  interest  was  evident.  Gradually, 
however,  the  attendauce  felt  off,  until  1918,  when  it  was 
so  far  reduced  that  it  was  decided  to  abandon  the  course 
entirely.  There  are  probably  a  number  of  causes  which 
account  for  this  apathy  ;  as  the  years  have  passed  there 
has  been  a  steady  increase  in  the  number  and  variety  of 
entertainments,  the  coming  of  the  automobile  has  brought 
Boston,  with  its  varied  attractions,  much  nearer  and  more 
accessible,  m^azines  have  provided  information  on  many 
BubjecU  and  can  be  read  comfortably  at  home,  and  finally 
the  World  War  set  everyone  at  work  to  which  no  union 
hours  applied,  and  there  were  few  who  could  take  even 
one  evening  a  week  to  listen  to  lecturers. 
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In  1902  the  will  of  Miss  Elizabetii  C.  Ward  beoame 
effective,  aod  ten  thousand  dollars  was  bequeathed  for  the 
support  of  the  Chinese  library,  making  it  possible  to  fit 
np  a  room  especially  devoted  to  Mas  iniportaot  section  of 
the  library  and  to  aidd  to  it,  as  occasion  offered,  many 
Taloable  books.  This  fund  has  enabled  the  Institute  to 
become  the  possessor  of  one  of  the  most  complete  libra- 
ries on  this  subject  that  exists  in  the  United  States,  which, 
while  not  in  general  use,  is  of  the  utmost  value  to  special 
students,  and  which  spreads  the  fame  of  the  Institute  to 
all  parts  of  the  world.  The  following  year,  under  the 
will  of  Miss  Lydia  Louisa  Anna  Very,  the  Institute 
received  a  bequest,  in  trust,  for  the  care  of  the  Very 
burial  lot  and  the  Very  house  at  154  Federal  Street  as  a 
memorial  of  her  brothers,  Jones  and  Washington  Very. 
No  fund  being  provided  for  maintaining  the  property,  it 
became  a  question  whether  the  Society  could  accept  it,  bat 
arrangement  was  finally  made  by  which  the  property 
might  be  let  as  a  dwelling,  and  it  was  therefore  accepted. 

It  was  in  1908  that  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachu- 
setts enacted  the  law,  which  had  been  recommended  in 
1856  by  the  Essex  Institute,  and  commenced  to  collect 
and  print  the  vital  records  of  the  towns  and  cities  of  the 
entire  State,  to  which  reference  has  already  been  made  in 
this  article.  At  the  present  writing  Essex  County,  which 
largely  fell  to  the  share  of  the  Institute,  has  been  very 
nearly  completed.  The  law  was  re-enacted  at  the  1920 
session  of  the  Legislature,  but  in  an  unsatisfactory  form, 
and  another  attempt  was  made  in  1921,  but  economy  still 
being  the  word,  nothing  came  of  it.  It  remains  to  be 
seen  whether  it  can  be  put  inlo  such  shape  as  to  permit 
the  continuance  of  this  very  important  work,  until  the 
full  list  of  towns  and  cities  has  been  covered  and  these 
priceless  records  preserved  for  all  time. 

In  1905  the  President,  Mr.  Rantoul,  was  succeeded 
by  Francis  Henry  Appleton,  and  the  Institute  took 
suitable  part  in  the  recognition  of  the  centenary  of  the 
birth  of  Nathaniel  Hawthorne,  in  part  by  the  publication 
of  a  memorial  volume.  Another  notable  publication  was 
also  begun  at  this  time,  namely,  that  of  the  very  remark* 
able  diary  left  by  that  very  remarkable  man,  the  Rev, 
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William  Bentlejr,  D.  D.,  oace  pastor  of  the  Second  or 
E^t  Church.  As  a  picture  of  the  events  and  manners  of 
the  period  just  after  the  ReYolutionary  war  and  down  to 
1819,  it  is  doubtful  if  there  is  any  equal.  The  doctor 
was  keenly  interested  in  all  that  went  on,  not  only  in  his 
own  town,  but  in  the  nation,  and  his  canstio  comments 
and  gossipy  details  are  both  amusing  and  instructive.  A 
very  important  improvement  was  effected  in  1906  and 
1907  by  the  construction  of  a  conuectiDg  building  be- 
tween the  Daland  house  and  Plummer  Hall,  with  a  fine 
staircase  and  foyer  hall,  a  new  heating  plant,  and  the 
transfer  to  the  second  floor  of  Plummer  Hall  of  the  mu- 
seum collections. 

Under  the  will  of  Miss  Mary  Pickman  Ropes,  which  was 
admitted  to  probate  in  1908,  the  Essex  Institute  acquired 
a  residuary  interest  in  the  large  estate  on  Essex  street, 
opposite  Cambridge  street  The  bequest  was  made  to 
provide  for  a  free  School  of  Botany,  as  a  memorial  to  the 
family  of  Nathaniel  Ropes.  After  the  death  of  Miss 
Eliza  Ome  Ropes,  sister  of  the  former  testator,  the  ques- 
tion of  acceptance  of  the  bequest  was  oonsidered,  and  in 
view  of  the  fact  that  the  Institute  had  nothing  to  gain  for 
its  own  work  and  was  in  no  way  organized  to  care  for 
outside  property,  objection  was  raised.  This  objection 
was  subsequently  sustained,  and  the  bequest  was  de- 
clined. 

The  Jamestown  Exposition  took  place  in  1907,  and  the 
Institute  co-operated  with  the  Peabody  Museum  in  pre- 
paring an  exhibit  to  illustrate  the  commercial  marine  his- 
tory of  Salem.  In  this  year  also  were  received  two  lat^ 
additions  to  the  library,  of  which  one  consisted  of  about  five 
thousand  books  from  the  EssexSoiith  District  Medical  Soci- 
ety, which  added  to  a  bequest  made  some  years  before  of  a 
fund  for  the  purpose  of  purchasing  "rare  and  expensive 
works  relating  to  medicine  and  surgery,"  constituted  a 
specialized  library  of  some  size.  As  years  passed  it  was 
found,  however,  that  little  use  was  made  of  these  books, 
while  they  occupied  space  which  was  sorely  needed  for 
other  and  more  sought  after  classes  of  literature,  and  in 
1919  it  was  decided  to  deposit  all  the  medical  books 
owned  by  the  Institute  with  the  Boston  Medical  Library, 
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where  they  would  be  far  more  accessible  to  tbe  profes- 
siutiftl  student.  The  other  lar^  accession  oame  from  the 
.  E^ez  Agricultural  Society,  and  was  added  to  a  consider- 
able aumbei  of  similar  books  already  owned  by  the  In- 
stitute. 

In  190  T  it  became  possible  to  purchase  a  lot  of  land  on 
Brown  street,  in  the  rear  of  the  Institute  property,  thus 
rounding  out  and  carrying  through  to  the  next  street  tbe 
former  frontage  on  Essex  street  and  providing  room  for 
future  expansion,  as  well  as  protecting  the  entire  plant. 
A  use  for  a  part  of  this  new  land  developed  the  very  next 
year,  when  the  county  found  itself  in  need  of  land  upon 
which  stood  a  house  built  in  1684  for  John  Ward,  an 
excellent  example  of  the  type  prevalent  at  that  period. 
This  house  was  offered  to  the  Institute,  and  in  due  course 
was  moved  bodily  to  the  rear  of  the  Institute  lot  and  the 
ground  floor  furnished  with  suitable  objects  drawa  from 
t)ie  collections  in  tbe  museum  and  other  sources,  when  it 
became  one  of  tbe  most  attractive  and  educational  exhib> 
its  in  our  possession.  To  this  was  added,  in  IdlO,  the 
Lye  Shoe  Shop,  a  small  wooden  bnilding,  built  in  Lynn 
before  1800,  which,  when  furnished  with  cobblers'  beach- 
es, tools,  and  shoes  in  the  course  of  construction,  formed 
a  fine  illustration  of  the  way  tbe  trade  was  conducted  be- 
fore the  advent  of  factories,  and  typical  of  dozens  of 
such  little  shops  which  dotted  the  surrounding  country. 

During  1912  the  house  formerly  owned  by  Gideon 
Tucker,  and  directly  opposite  the  Institute,  was  remod- 
elled for  shops  on  the  lower  floor,  and  it  became  necessary 
to  take  away  the  Sne  front  porch,  which  was  accordingly 
bought  and  set  up  ^;aiost  the  rear  of  tbe  museum  build- 
ing, forming  a  splendid  exhibit  of  tbe  period  (1806)  when 
it  was  built.  Some  years  later  a  descendant  of  Mr. 
Tucker's  presented  the  original  bill  for  its  construction, 
receipted  by  Samuel  Mclntire's  sod,  and  thus  establishing 
the  traditional  theory  that  it  was  a  piece  of  work  of  this, 
Salem's  most  eminent  architect. 

During  the  next  year  it  became  possible  to  build  • 
lai^e  fireproof  stack  at  the  rear  of  the  library,  which 
afforded  a  much  needed  protection  to  tbe  invaluable  col- 
lection of  manuscripts  and  rare  books,  and  had  the  great 
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conflagration  of  a  fevr  years  later  chanced  to  reach  this 
epot,  all  these  priceless  treasures  would  have  doubtless 
been  saved.  That  the  eqnally  valuable  museum  objecto 
should  also  be  placed  in  modem  fireproof  buildings  is  too 
important  to  need  emphasizing,  and  it  is  a  positive  crime 
that  they  should  be  any  longer  exposed  as  they  still  are. 
Of  course  it  would  take  a  large  amount  of  money  to 
adequately  house  them,  but  from  some  source  it  should 
be  forthcoming,  and  that  soon.  Id  1915  it  was  estimated 
that  baildings  amply  adapted  to  the  needs  of  the  Institute 
ior  many  years  to  come  could  have  been  erected  for 
$105,000 ;  today  it  is  probable  that  the  same  plans  wonld 
cost  nearer  $250,000.  I  very  strongly  recommend  that  a 
Centennial  Memorial  Fund  be  started  at  the  earliest  pos- 
sible moment,  with  the  intent  to  cover  the  cost  of  the  new 
buildings,  and  such  addition  to  our  general  invested  funds 
as  will  secure  saffioient  income  to  properly  care  for  our 
running  expenses. 

In  1915  the  presidency  passed  from  Francis  Henry 
AppletoD  to  William  Crowninshield  Endicott,  Jr.,  who 
still  remains  in  office  in  1921,  and  it  may  be  hoped  will 
long  continue  to  do  so. 

The  annual  report  for  1915-16  gives  a  table  of  attend- 
ance for  fifteen  years,  which  shoira  a  low  figure  of  10,209 
for  1907  and  a  high  one  for  1913  of  80,635.  Since  that 
date  it  has  never  i^in  reached  the  high  figure,  although 
in  1916  it  reached  27,635,  but  for  1918  and  1919  only 
16,000  to  16,000  were  admitted.  As  almost  all  museums, 
so  far  aa  known,  have  shown  a  decrease  in  the  past  twenty 
years,  with  occasional  increase  due  to  some  special  cause, 
it  is  not  necessary  to  seek  some  local  reason,  and  it  must 
be  set  down  to  automobiles  or  some  other  diversion  of 
public  interest. 

The  number  of  ships'  Ic^-books  noted  as  in  the  Insti- 
tute's collection  was  678  ;  in  1915  this  had  been  increased 
to  1250,  while  the  bound  volumes  of  manuscripts  were  then 
2600  in  nnmber.  About  this  time  there  became  available 
a  huge  mass  of  genealogical  notes  accumulated  in  England 
by  Henry  Fitz-Gilbert  Waters,  America's  most  eminent 
genealogist,  and  by  his  successor,  Lothrop  Withington, 
who  was  lost  on  the  ill-fated  Lutitania,  and  these  were 
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acquired  by  the  Institute  nnd  form  a  coUectian  absolutely 
Quique  in  size  and  scope,  coTering  all  parts  of  England 
and  over  a  long  period  of  years,  but  especially  that  early 
seventeeuth  century  time  when  there  was  a  heavy  emigra- 
tion from  England  to  thie  country.  The  year  1917 
marked  acquisiiious  of  great  importance,  of  which  the 
chief  ooe  wna  the  purchase,  hy  subscriptions,  of  the 
Peirce-Johonnot-Nichols  house  on  Federal  street.  This 
superb  mansion,  for  it  really  deserves  the  name,  affords 
the  finest  complete  example  of  the  work  of  Samuel 
Mclntire,  and  it  is  thus  likely  to  be  preserved  for  all  time 
and  to  be  accessible  to  visitors.  By  arrangement,  the 
Misses  Nichols  remain  as  life-tenants,  bat  the  house  is 
open  to  visitors  two  afternoons  a  week,  upon  presentation 
of  a  card  from  the  Institute.  Notable,  also,  was  the 
collection  of  152  clocks  and  31  watches  given  to  the 
Institute  by  Mrs.  Charles  MifBin  Hammond,  in  memory 
of  her  husband,  who  had  spent  twenty-five  years  collect- 
ing them.  Fine  examples  of  Uie  work  of  Uie  celebrated 
Willards,  as  well  as  clocks  from  all  parts  of  the  world, 
are  included  in  the  group.  To  the  Waters-Withington 
manuscript  notes  was  added  a  simiUr  series  compiled  by 
J.  Henry  Lea,  and  it  is  certain  that  no  such  volume  of 
English  notes  exists  elsewhere  in  this  country. 

In  1917  more  space  and  especially  room  elsewhere  Aan 
the  museum  galleries  was  so  imperatively  called  for  that 
a  large  one-story  concrete  building  was  built  in  the  rear 
of  the  museum.  As  it  was  impossible  to  afford  a  regular 
museum  structure,  this  was  made  in  the  simplest  way, 
yet  fireproof,  and  it  can  hardly  be  considered  as  more  than 
open  storage ;  but  as  a  temporary  method  of  adding  to 
the  facilities  for  display  it  has  proved  very  useful,  and 
many  household  and  farm  utensils,  as  well  as  the 
rougher  furniture,  wagons  and  such  articles,  are  comfort- 
ably on  view.  In  the  following  year,  owing  to  a  chan^ 
in  Secretaries,  a  start  was  made  to  rearrange  and  reclassify 
the  entire  museum.  The  picture  gallery  was  entirely  re- 
hnng,  a  number  of  the  less  important  pictures,  as  well 
as  all  but  portraits,  were  removed  to  other  parte  of  the 
building,  and  this  was  followed  by  the  addition  of  a  num- 
ber of  new  cases,  which  permitted  the  exhibition  of  many 
new  objects,  also  of  many  which  had    been   stored  away

for  years.  In  particular,  all  the  best  of  the  large  number 
of  costumes  were  brought  out  and  suitably  mounted, 
the  Civil  War  relics  were  rearranged,  and  a  number  of 
unimportant  objects  removed,  much  labelling  was  done, 
ftnd  finally  all  the  china  and  glass  was  re-clasaiSed  and 
many  duplicates  removed  to  afford  additional  space. 

Until  this  time  accessions  to  the  museum  had  been 
more  or  less  fully  noted  in  books,  but  at  some  periods 
even  this  system  was  more  honored  in  the  breach  than  the 
observance,  and  to  find  oat  when  or  from  whom  an  objeot 
had  been  reoeived  was  often  difficult  or  impossible.  A 
card-index  system,  fully  cross-referenced,  was  urgently 
called  for,  hot  involved  an  amount  of  work  that  was  fairly 
sti^gering ;  however,  it  seemed  absolutely  necessary,  and 
with  some  trepidation  it  was  begun.  The  first  step  in- 
volved a  search  of  all  the  various  lists  and  books  kept 
during  nearly  one  hundred  years,  the  digging  out  from 
the  mass  of  books,  papers,  ethnological  and  scientific 
items,  which  were  all  entered  bother,  the  items  of  his- 
toric or  artistic  character.  Of  course  these  lists  contained 
all  of  the  material  which  had  later  been  transferred  to  the 
Peabody  Museum,  as  well  as  some  which  in  the  lapse  of 
years  had  crumbled  away  or  disappeared,  but  gradually  a 
new  list  was  made,  accession  numbers  were  assigned  to 
the  hundreds  of  things  which  had  never  before  been  so 
marked,  and  eventuaJly  this  new  list  was  made  as  complete 
as  could  be  done  from  written  records.  Then  began  a 
process  of  identifying  the  articles  in  the  list  with  the 
objects  in  the  museum,  and  in  this  process  appeared  the 
hundreds,  yes,  thousands  of  things  which  had  never  before 
been  listed,  and  to  these  numbers  had  to  be  assigned  and 
entry  made  in  the  new  list.  Naturally,  in  many  oases  it 
was  impossible  to  tell  from  whom  they  had  come,  so  that 
"Unknown  source"  has  had  to  take  the  place  of  the  donor^s 
name.  The  final  step  in  the  process  was  the  writing  of  the 
cards  and  classifying  them  for  reference.  Considerable 
work  remains  before  this  can  be  called  complete,  bnt 
enough  has  been  accomplished  to  show  that  it  is  a  rare 
day  when  some  question  is  not  abked  which  can  only  be 
answered  by  consulting  the  index.  The  cards  already 
number  about  80,000,  and  will  probably  reach  40,000  when 
all  completed  to  date. 
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A  year  ago  I  called  to  your  atteotioa  the  pressiog  needs 
of  tbe  Institute  in  the  way  of  income  through  additiona 
to  OUT  membership  and  to  our  iuTested  funds.  Id  some 
degree  an  improTement  has  been  made  during  the  year, 
as  a  fair  number  of  members  transferred  to  one  of  the 
new  classes  constituted  a  year  ^o,  while  qnite  a  number 
of  new  members  were  added  to  each  of  the  classes.  So 
far  so  good,  and  every  little  helps,  but  the  need  is  still 
very  urgent,  and,  as  the  President  has  told  you,  we  are 
preparing  to  enter  upon  a  carefully  planned  and  energeti* 
oally  pursued  attempt  to  raise  a  lai^  amount,  upon  the 
success  of  which  depends  the  safe-guarding  of  our  splen- 
did collections,  their  proper  display  and  our  ability  to 
receive  and  exhibit  what  ia  offered  to  us  in  the  future.  I 
may  say  in  passing  that  we  are  losing  our  chance  to  get 
articles  of  valoe  and  interest  because  our  buildings  are 
not  fireproof  and  because  oar  cases  are  already  crowded. 

The  membership  of  the  Essex  Institute  on  April  30, 
1921,  was  724  in  number,  consisting  of  85  life  members, 
478  active  members,  85  contributing  members,  57  sus' 
taioing  members,  and  24  on  the  corresponding  list.  This 
is  a  gain  of  78  members  of  all  classes.  During  the  year 
eleven  active  members  have  withdrawn,  eight  have  been 
dropped  for  noB'payment  o£  dues,  twelve  have  died ;  of 
life  members  two  have  died,  and  of  sustaining  members 
tliree  have  been  lost  through  death.  The  attendance  in 
the  museum  at  the  moment  of  writing  shows  an  increase 
in  totel  of  about  1,000,  but  the  Sunday  and  holiday  totals 
both  indicate  a  falling  off.  Perhaps  this  may  be  accounted 
for  by  the  movies,  or  it  may  be  that  the  milder  winter 
kept  people  out  of  doors,  although  one  feels  tempted  to 
pity  the  misguided  ones  who  enter  oar  galleries  in  winter 
with  any  thought  of  warmth. 
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This  questioD  of  heat  ia  a  perennial  one,  but  it  is  a 
pleaaure  to  record  that,  while  the  picture  gallery  and 
mnseUDi  have  only  been  less  fri^d  than  usual  because  it 
was  warmei  out  doois,  on  the  other  hand  the  library  build- 
ing has  been  far  more  comfortable,  not  alone  because  of 
the  weather,  but  because  of  the  use  of  a  patent  grate 
under  one  of  our  boilers,  which  the  directors  decided  to 
install,  which  has  worked  to  such  good  effect  that  we  have 
not  only  been  warmer,  but  have  saved  about  forty  per 
cent,  of  our  coal,  together  with  a  good  deal  of  labor  from 
the  decreased  quantity  of  ashea  to  handle.  One  could 
liardly  ask  for  a  better  investment  than  this  has  been,  and 
our  ooal-pite  at  the  end  of  the  season  is  a  thing  of  beauty.

After  three  years  of  more  or  less  continuous  work, 
your  Secretary  can  announce,  with  an  easily  imf^ned 
relief,  that  the  task  of  writing  the  cards  for  an  index  to 
the  museum  coUectioas  has  been  completed.  The  number 
approximates  40,000,  and  every  article  so  far  discovered 
which  has  been  received  in  the  past  one  hundred  years  is 
thus  recorded.  Considerable  work  remains  to  be  done 
before  it  can  be  considered  finished,  and  it  is  hoped  that  a 
permanent  cabinet  can  be  afforded  this  year,  so  that  the 
cards  may  be  made  accessible  to  visitors. 

Accessions  to  the  museum  have  not  been  very  numer- 
ous, or  for  the  most  part  very  important.  Those  of  chief 
interest  are  several  fine,  but  rather  modem,  costumes  from 
Miss  Fanny  Mason  Peabody,  Mrs.  Jacob  C.  Rogers,  Miss 
Clara  Endioott  Sears,  and  Mrs.  William  C.  Endicott  ;  a 
loan  of  two  fine  Osgood  portraits  of  the  Upton  family, 
from  Mrs.  Norman  F.  Hesseltine ;  four  superb  pieces  of 
silver  and  plate  from  the  Estate  of  Dr.  Charles  William 
Fox,  with  other  articles  ;  a  fine  portrait  of  Lacy,  daugh- 
ter of  Pickering  Dodge  and  wife  of  John  Fiske  Allen,  by 
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CbatelaiDe  of  Rome,  witb  other  articles,  from  the  estate 
of  Miss  Lucy  A.  Lander ;  a  portioa  of  an  interestitig 
silver  tea-set  from  Mr.  Frank  Balch ;  and  a  loan  of  a 
huge  mahogany  sofa,  a  large  quantity  of  cut-glass,  all 
brought  from  Russia  before  1846,  by  Captain  Nathaniel 
Brookhouse  Mansfield,  with  other  it«ma  from  Mra.  Aieo 
Thayer. 

Onr  meagre  appropriation  of  oae  hundred  dollars  for 
the  purpose  of  purchasing  museum  objects  has  been 
stretched  as  far  as  possible,  but  of  course  only  permits  us 
to  consider  very  inexpensive  articles.  We  have  acquired 
some  good  glass  and  several  fine  chairs,  a  silver  mug,  a 
fine  genealogical  sampler  dated  182S,  and  a  very  fine 
ambrotype  group  of  Wendell  Phillips,  William  Lloyd 
Garrison  and  George  Thompson,  with  sundry  unimportant 
items.  Contributions  to  this  fund  will  always  be  put  to 
good  use,  no  matter  how  small  in  amount. 

In  searching  the  arohives  of  the  Essex  Historical  Soci- 
ety for  material  of  interest  in  connection  with  the  cen- 
tennial of  that  organization,  an  entry  was  found,  which 
had  escaped  the  eye  in  a  former  examination,  which  set- 
tled the  mystery  of  onr  ownership  of  the  baptismal  outfit 
of  Governor  Bradford.  It  appears  that  these  tiny  relics 
were  presented  to  the  Historical  Society  in  October,  1828, 
by  Nathan  Endicott,  and  it  is  likely  that  they  had  been 
given  him  by  Miss  Deborah  Collins,  an  intimate  friend, 
since  her  grand-niece  states  that  they  were  at  one  time  in 
her  possessioD.  At  the  present  time  they  have  been 
loaned  to  the  Pilgrim  Society  of  Plymouth,  in  view  of 
their  celebration  of  the  landing  of  the  Pilgrims. 

During  the  past  winter  a  start  has  been  made  on  a 
collection  of  sample  prints  from  the  more  interesting  of 
our  large  number  of  photographic  negatives.  These  have 
been  mounted  in  scrap-books  and  cau  be  seen  by  any 
visitor  to  the  museum,  who  can  order  from  them  duplicate 
prints.  There  is  a  constant  demand  for  copies  of  our 
portraits,  furniture,  architectural  subjects,  etc.,  and  it  is 
believed  that  quite  a  little  revenue  will  be  obtained  now 
that  those  interested  can  easily  see  what  we  have  to  offer.

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This  year  it  is  necessary  for  the  report  of  the  Librarian 
to  be  the  joint  effort  of  the  Secretary  and  the  Librariaa, 
since  for  seven  tnooths  it  was  needful  for  the  Secretary  to 
aasutne  the  role  of  Lord  High  ErerythiDg-£l8e — also,  be- 
cause of  the  loss  of  the  former  Librarian,  as  veil  as  the 
chief  cataloger.  We  were  left  without  aoyooe  in  the 
place  who  hiid  more  than  the  most  superficial  knowledge 
of  the  Library  or  of  library  technic,  and  a  long  tale 
might  be  told  of  the  situations  ludicrous,  as  well  as  the 
reverse,  which  followed.  The  matter  would  hare  been 
far  more  serious  for  your  Secretary  had  it  not  been  for  the 
good>humored,  loyal  service  rendered  by  Miss  Dorothy 
Densmore,  who  had  been  only  a  few  weeks  assistant 
cataloger,  and  in  some  way  or  other  the  place  was  kept 
running. 

As  the  former  Librarian  had  also  been  editor  of  the 
Historical  Collections,  it  was  important  to  find  someone 
who  could  take  up  this  work,  and  after  some  time  we 
were  so  fortunate  as  to  secure  the  services  of  Miss  Harriet 
Silvester  Tapley,  who  was  put  in  charge,  and  who  proved 
of  great  assistance  in  many  ways  also  in  connection  with 
the  library. 


The  preeeot  Librarian  has  held  ofEce  for  only  five 
months,  daring  which  time  the  entire  energy  of  the  staff 
has  been  devoted  to  classifying  and  cat8l<^og  the  large 
number  of  books  and  periodi<»lB  accumulated  daring  the 
previous  months.  This  has  not  been  easy,  with  the  pres- 
ent small  staff,  one  of  whom  spends  much  time  in  attend- 
ance upon  visitors  in  the  Mnseum  ;  however,  the  purchase 
of  a  new  typewriter  is  greatly  accelerating  the  work,  at 
the  same  time  adding  considerably  to   the   catalog  in  the 
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way  of  legibility.  The  routine  of  circulating  books  and 
periodioala,  reading  publishers'  catalogs  and  keeping  sta- 
tistics, in  addition  to  the  reference  work,  takes  as  usual  a 
large  share  of  the  time ;  the  records  have  now  been 
simplified,  ho  that  many  hours  can  be  saved  during  the 
year.  The  Librarian  has  been  obliged  to  spend  much  time 
personally  in  gaining  some  degree  of  familiarity  with  the 
various  collections,  a  difficult  matter  in  any  library  of  this 
size,  but  made  especially  so  in  the  case  of  the  Institute, 
where  much  of  the  material  is  uncataloged  and  where  the 
lack  of  heat  in  the  fireproof  building  and  stack  makes  it 
impossible  to  stay  there  for  more  than  a  few  minutes  at 
a  time  during  the  winter  months. 

So  much  of  the  reference  work  is  upon  genealogy  that 
it  seemed  wise  to  concentrate  in  one  room  all  possible 
informatioD  on  that  subject;  consequently,  with  some  ad- 
ditional help  for  one  week,  considerable  change  was 
effected,  the  large  collection  of  English  genealogy  being 
moved  into  the  room  with  the  American,  and  shown  to 
much  better  advant^;e  than  formerly.  At  the  same  time, 
the  crowded  condition  of  the  main  floor  made  it  advisable 
to  move  up-stairs  the  general  English  history,  the  early 
American,  Mexican  and  Canadian,  none  of  which  is  used 
to  any  great  extent.  We  were  fortunate  enough  to  have 
in  the  basement  several  empty  sections  of  shelving,  which 
were  moved  to  the  third  floor  to  accommodate  these  classes 
of  hooks.  This  change  made  space  in  one  room  for  prac- 
tically all  books  relating  to  art,  with  the  exception  of  a  few 
periodicals,  which  were  relegated  to  the  third  floor  ball. 
We  were  also  forced  to  find  space  for  an  overflow  from 
the  China  room,  and  again  were  fortunate  in  having  book- 
oases  at  hand,  which  were  moved  into  the  corridor  outside 
that  room,  so  that  with  no  expense  except  for  labor,  space 
has  been  provided  for  the  normal  increase  of  these  books 
for  at  least  two  years. 

Little  has  been  done  this  year  in  the  way  of  binding, 
both  the  high  prices  and  lack  of  time  for  preparation  of 
the  volumes  preventing  even  the  usual  amount ;  some 
newspapers  have  been  bound,  and  some  necessary  repair^ 
ing  seen  to,  but  most  of  that  kiad  of  work  has  been  post- 
poned until  the  coming  year. 
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The  attendance  in  the  Library  aeeniB  to  have  been  about 
the  Bame  as  in  former  years,  still  leaving  much  to  be 
desired,  especially  in  the  down-stairs  reading-room,  where 
a  quantity  of  popular  as  well  as  scientific  periodicals,  in 
a  quiet,  sanny  room,  are  available  for  the  use  of  members. 
Visitors  for  reference  work,  especially  those  from  out-of- 
town,  appear  to  derive  much  satisfaction  from  the  privilege 
of  the  open  shelves,  so  often  denied  in  large  libraries. 
One  whose  visits  have  been  rather  to  our  advant^e,  is 
Mr.  Worthington  C.  Ford,  of  the  Massachusetts  Historical 
Society,  who,  in  examining  our  collection  of  broadsides, 
found  several  rare  ones  that  the  Society  desired  to  photo- 
stat, among  them  two  that  he  prononnoes  unique.  These, 
strangely  enough,  are  on  the  same  subject,  the  change  in 
Massachusetts  currency  in  1750;  the  earlier  of  the  two, 
bordered  by  wide  mourning  bands  of  black,  reads:  *'The 
Dying  Speech  of  Old  Tenor,  on  the  Slst  of  March,  1750 ; 
being  the  Day  appointed  for  his  Execution.  With  a  Word 
of  Comfort  to  his  disconsolate  Moumeis."  The  li^ubri- 
ous  tone  of  the  opening  verses  makes  it  appear  a  pui;  of 
a  veritable  execution,  instead  of  a  prosaic  financial  tran- 
saction.

As  a  supplement  to  this  we  find,  dated  April  2,  1750 : 
"A  Song  on  the  Remarkable  Resurrection  of  above  One 
Hundred  and  Fifty  Thousand  Founds  Sterling  in  Dollars 
and  English  Copper-Hal  f-Penoe,  which  have  lain  bury'd 
for  many  Months,  attended  with  a  strong  Guard  of 
Watchmen." 

One  rather  new  departure  has  been  the  recent  acquisititHi 
of  a  number  of  pieces  of  sheet  m  usic,mostly  songs  or  dances, 
dedicated  to  or  named  for  some  town  of  Essex  County ; 
some  of  these  have  quaint  pictures  on  the  covers,  while 
those  displaying  military  costumes  hare  of  course  some 
historical  value.  One  of  these,  the  Beverly  Light  Infantry 
Quickstep,  will  doubtless  be  used  at  the  p^eant  which 
is  being  planned  in  that  city  for  the  coming  summer,  the

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directors  of  which  have  already  consulted  many  of  our 
books  for  aid  in  designing  the  costumes.  Wa  should  be 
grateful  to  any  of  the  members  of  the  Institute  who  caa 
help  us  to  enlaige  this  collection,  which  will  form  an  in- 
teresting part  of  the  illustrative  material  we  have  to  offer 
the  research  worker  on  our  county  history. 

During  the  past  summer  an  unusual  quantity  of  books 
relating  to  China  appeared  in  the  English  market,  as  a 
result  of  the  World  War,  and  with  exchange  at  so  favor- 
able a  rate,  it  seemed  prudent  to  take  advantage  of  the 
cooditaona ;  accordingly  heavy  purchases  were  made,  and 
oar  already  valuable  collection  greatly  enriched.  Special 
attentioD  was  given  to  strengthening  the  library  by  books 
on  the  history  and  description  of  ancient  China,  and  in 
addition  to  a  large  number  published  between  16&0  and 
1700,  we  have  purchased  several  that  appeared  shortly 
after  1600,  one  of  the  earliest  of  these  being  an  Italian 
edition  of  the  "Letters  from  Japan  and  China",  by  Ales- 
sandro  Yolignano,  published  in  Rome  La  1608.  Two  ex- 
tremely  valuable  books  in  this  group  are  "Historia  de  las 
cosaa  mas  notables  de  la  China",  by  Gonzales  de  Mendoza, 
printed  at  Antwerp  in  1696,  and  "Breve  relacion  sobre 
la  persecooion  de  nnestra  santa  fe  en  China",  by  Lais  de 
Seqaeyra,  published  in  Manila  in  1751.  In  a  number  of 
these  old  books  the  former  ownership  is  shown  by  the 
bookplates,  one  of  them  being  that  of  Henry,  Duke  of 
Kent^  1713.  An  interesting  use  to  which  this  library  has 
been  recently  put  has  been  its  employment  by  Mr.  Eric 
Pape  in  preparing  the  scenery  for  a  Belasco  production, 
the  scene  of  which  is  laid  in  China  and  which  deals  with 
the  making  of  silk.  The  preliminary  sketches  indicate  a 
very  charming  and  gorgeous  stage  picture. 

Our  manascript  collection  has  been  steadily  growing; 
among  interesting  items  acquired  this  year  is  a  sheet  of 
music  by  Henry  K.  Oliver,  containing  three  short  songs, 
composed  in  1880,  1882  and  1883,  one  title  being  "Pit- 
man-Archer", named  for  Miss  Fredericka  Pitman,  at  that 
time  a  member  of  his  choir,  and  Miss  Emily  W.  Archer, 
the  organist.  The  records  of  Company  F  have  been  added 
to  by  the  donation  of  the  roster  and  roll  of  honor,  scrap- 
books  and  manuscript  letters.     One  manuscript  of  partio- 
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utar  iatereit  in  this  centeaary  year  is  the  "Daily  account 
of  tolls"  received  by  Nathaniel  Enight,  toll-keeper  of 
Gate  No.  1,  for  the  Salem  Turnpike  and  Chelsea  Bridge 
GorporatioQ,  for  the  year  1821.  We  learn  from  this  the 
number  of  vebicles  passing  along  the  highway  and  cost  of 
transportation  ;  June  2d  must  have  seemed  an  exception- 
ally busy  day  to  him  when  "coaches  or  chariots,  ctuiises, 
ourriolee  and  carts"  to  the  number  ot  122  paid  in  the  sam 
of  C16.56  ;  other  days  gave  him  much  more  leisure,  es- 
pecially Sundays,  when  seldom  more  than  25  carriages 
were  abroad.  A  full  account  of  this  turnpike  and  corpo- 
ration is  given  in  Wood's  "Turnpikes  of  New  England." 

Among  the  log  books  purchased  recently  is  the  jonmal 
of  Michael  Hodge,  covering  four  voyages  from  Newbury- 
port  to  Dominico  in  the  ships  Defiance  and  8aUy,  during 
1768,  '69  and  '70;  we  have  only  a  few  books  earlier  in 
the  collection  for  which  the  Institute  haa  long  been  re- 
nowned. At  present  it  is  perhaps  the  costliest  to  add  to, 
for  as  the  log  books  become  scarcer,  the  prices  become 
rather  more  than  proportionately  higher.  This  department 
of  the  library  certainly  should  not  be  neglected,  however, 
and  it  seems  as  if  this  might  be  a  fitting  occasion  to  start 
a  fund  for  it,  possibly  iu  honor  of  some  eminent  Salem 
mariner  of  one  hundred  years  a;go.  Mrs.  Frederick  L. 
Gay  has  continued  to  show  interest  in  our  library  by  send- 
ing us  two  lots  of  valuable  books,  among  them  several  by 
Cotton  and  Increase  Mather.  Another,  in  an  exquisite 
modem  binding,  is  Thomas  Hooker's  "The  soules  ingraft- 
ing into  Christ",  published  in  London  in  1637.  StiU  one 
more  is  the  "Dictionarium"  of  Hesyohius,  published  in 
1625  in  Florence.  The  depository  set  of  government 
documents  grows  rapidly,  and  as  the  value  of  these  books 
is  now  becoming  more  widely  recognized,  it  may  be  hoped 
that  the  library  will  have  an  increasing  demand  for  them, 
as  they  are  available  not  only  for  the  members  of  the  In- 
stitute, but  also  for  the  public  in  general. 

It  may  be  of  interest  to  tu|n  for  a  few  minutes  to  t^e 
library  as  it  was  nearly  one  hundred  years  ago ;  in  the 
minutes  of  the  Society  we  find  the  earliest  record  con- 
cerning the  library  to  be  a  vote  of  thanks  offered  to  Mr. 
John  Stone  on  Marcti  1,  1825,  for  the  gift  of  ''sermons 
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preached  id  Boston";  the  same  year  the  New  Hampshire 
Hiatorio&l  Society  presented  their  first  publication,  while 
the  names  of  Isaac  Mansfield,  John  Prince  and  Benjamio 
Piokman  are  also  recorded  as  donors ;  even  as  early  as  this 
the  Society  was  recognized  as  the  proper  repository  of 
mannsoripts,  Joseph  B.  Felt  and  Abiel  Abbot  giving  the 
manuscript  of  thei?  recently  published  books.  During 
the  next  few  years  the  library  apparently  grew  slowly, 
but  steadily,  with  much  the  same  kind  of  material  as  we 
get  now, — maps,  local  histories,  biographies  and  society 
publications  forming  the  greater  part 

While  the  majority  of  the  accessions  noted  above  may 
seem  to  be  of  interest  from  a  bibliographioal  point  of  view 
only,  the  practical  needs  of  the  library  have  not  been 
neglected ;  many  works  on  family  genealogy  and  local 
history  have  been  purchased,  with  a  fair  proportion  of 
books  on  the  fine  arts ;  town  reports  have  been  donated, 
and  pamphlet  material  relating  to  every  kind  of  activity 
in  £8sez  County  added  in  large  numbers. 

The  annual  report  oould  not  be  called  complete  if  it 
failed  to  mention  those  whose  faithful  support  has  been 
depended  upon  for  so  long, — Messrs.  Lawrence  W.  Jen- 
kins, Willis  H.  Ropea,  Hugh  F.  E.  Farroll,  and  Harry  E. 
Webber.  Many  o^ers,  too  numerous  to  mention,  have 
been  generous  in  their  gifts  and  cordial  weloome  of  a  new 
official,  and  the  Librarian  must  beg  indulgence  if,  through 
lack  of  complete  records,  the  names  of  some  donors  have 
been  omitted.  It  would  be  hard  indeed  to  find  words  to 
express  adequately  a  proper  appreciation  of  the  coK>pera- 
tioD  of  the  officers  of  the  Institute,  as  well  as  of  the  staff, 
who  have  with  unfailing  loyalty  helped  out  in  many  a 
trying  situation.

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ADDRESS  OF  THE  PRESIDENT. 

As  I  stated  io  my  annual  report  of  1930,  I  feal  as  if 
the  Institate  had  reached  a  critical  st^;e  in  its  hiBtory : 
**Onr  employees  are  underpaid,  and  as  sooa  as  it  is  possi- 
ble to  do  so,  they  should  be  compensated  forfaitlifQl  work 
'  largely  done  throngh  a  keeo  interest  in  the  Institute  and 
an  unselfish  desire  to  develop  its  resonroes."  Any  one  of 
the  people  employed  by  us  could  obtain  a  larger  salaiy 
elsewhere.  Our  resources  are  small  for  such  an  Institu- 
tion, and  unless  our  income  increases,  either  by  larger 
membership  or  gifts  or  bequests,  I  hesitate  to  confess 
that  I  see  little  prospect  of  an  increase  in  salaries. 

Our  membership  must  be  added  to  and  shonld  inolade 
men  and  women  not  only  from  Salem,  but  from  every  city 
and  town  in  the  Commonwealth,  for  the  Institute  is  not 
alone  a  Salem  Institution,  but  is  far-reaching  in  the  work 
done  and  is  well  known  both  in  this  country  and  In 
Europe.  There  moat  be  many  people  who  have  family 
ties  in  the  past  or  at  the  present  with  Salem  who  would 
gladly  become  members  if  they  could  be  reached.  In 
1900  we  had  a  membership  of  874,  the  largest,  I  believe, 
in  our  history,  but  daring  the  last  year  we  had  only  a 
membership  of  715,  a  loss  of  nine  members,  eitiier 
through  death  or  resignation,  and  a  loss  of  185  mem- 
bers during  the  last  twenty-two  years. 

Our  dues  are  payable  on  May  1,  but  members  are  often 
dilatory  in  making  payments,  which  makes  it  bard,  as  it 
deprives  the  Treasurer  of  money  upon  which  our  expenses 
are  estimated.  At  the  close  of  the  last  year,  seven  per 
cenU  of  the  dues  for  the  year  ]  921-1922  remained  unpaid. 
Each  year  we  have  a  budget  which  runs  so  close  to  a  de- 
ficit that  one  always  wonders  what  the  deficit  will  be. 
For  the  coming  year  the  estimated  income  and  estimated 
expenses  are  as  follows : 

Estimated  Income,  118,781.00 

Estimated  Expenses,  18,880.00 

Deficit,  •       99.00 
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The  deficit,  though  small  in  itaelf,  is  appalling, 
when  one  eoosidera  what  unforeeeen  expenses  we 
may  be  obliged  to  inonr.  This  year  oar  deficit  was 
$4179.98.  Owing  to  a  change  in  the  by-laws  in 
1920,  many  members  have  seized  the  opportunity  of  be- 
coming life,  sustaining  or  contributing  membwa — tbas 
increasing  our  income  the  last  year  nearly  seTCn  hundred 
dollars.  I  urge  you  to  propose  names  for  membership, 
and  to  become,  when  it  is  possible  to  do  so,  a  life,  sustain- 
ing, or  contributing  member.  ■'Life  Memberahip  means 
a  Permanent  Endowment"  The  time  is  not  propitious 
for  a  drive,  but  some  day  the  directors  feel  that  money 
most  be  raised  not  only  to  continue  our  work,  bnt  also  to 
extend  It  in  Tarious  fi^ds  of  usefulness. 

All  members  of  the  Essex  Institute  should  take  an 
interest  in  the  proposed  new  street  and  parking  place  be- 
tween New  Derby  street  and  Essex  street,  for  tills  means 
the  possible  destruction  of  the  Market  House  and  Town 
Hall.  All  lovers  of  Salem  and  its  past  would  deeply 
regret  such  a  step.  On  the  20th  of  May,  1816,  Benjamin 
I^ckman,  Esquire,  and  John  Dert^,  merchant  made  an 
offer  in  writing  to  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Salem 
*Of  a  ^t  of  a  certain  piece  of  land  in  said  Sslem,  part 
of  Derby  Square,  so  called,  for  the  purpose  of  a  Market 
house  and  Town  hall  to  be  erected  thereon  by  said  Inhab- 
itants for  the  use  of  the  Town ;  Together  with  another 
piece  of  land  and  fiatts  for  the  use  of  a  Fish  Market." 
This  g^t  was  accepted  by  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of 
Salem  on  the  4th  of  June,  and  on  the  10th  of  July,  in 
1816,  an  indenture  was  made  by  the  said  Piokman  and  the 
said  Derby  with  the  Town  of  Salem.  By  tiiis  Indenture 
the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Salem  agreed,  within  two 
years,  to  build  a  brick  building  to  be  used  as  a  Market 
House  and  Town  Hall,  and  ako  a  Fish  Market,  near  the 
Wharf.  In  the  same  Indenture  there  is  a  condition  "that 
if  it  should  so  happen  after  the  erection  of  said  Market 
House,  Town  Hall  and  fish  Market,  that  the  same  shall 
cease  to  be  used,  occupied  and  improved  as  such  respec- 
tively, by  or  through  the  neglect  or  default  of  the  said 
Inhabitants,  then  the  land,  flatta,  rights  of  way  and  privi- 
leges and  all  things  therein  before  granted  shsdl,  together 
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with  all  bnitdiDgs  and  erections  then  thereon  revert  to  aod 
reveat  in  said  Piokman  and  Derby,  their  heits  and  aaaigns, 
who  shall  thereupon  have  good  right  to  enter  upon  and 
enter  into  the  asme,  and  the  same  thenceforth  forever  to 
have,  bold,  oconpy  and  enjoy  in  the  same  way  and  manner 
as  if  this  deed  had  never  been  made." 

The  Market  House  and  Town  Hall  was,  I  understaDd, 
built  in  1818,  and  is  a  fine  specimen  of  colonial  architec- 
ture, which  should  be  kept  in  proper  repair.  Of  late 
years  the  building  has  been  sadly  neglected,  when  it  might 
have  been  an  ornament  to  the  city.  Some  day,  if  the 
boilding  is  properly  repaired  and  made  a  fireproof  strnc- 
tare,  it  might  be  possible  for  the  Institute  to  leaae  it  from 
the  City  of  Salem  at  a  nominal  rental  for  a  long  term  of 
yeais,  and  use  the  hall  as  a  Museum  for  things  particu- 
larly oonneoted  with  the  history  of  the  city.  I  think  this 
su^estion  is  worth  considering.  Public  meetings  could 
still  be  held  in  the  hall,  amid  attractive  surroundings, 
which  would  be  educational. 

A  city  like  Salem,  whieh  has  a  remarkable  past^  will 
probably  have  an  equally  remarkable  future,  but  her  fnture 
will  be  different  from  iMT  past,  and  it  behooves  the  present 
generation  to  protect^  gaanl  and  restore  such  bnildings  as 
the  old  Town  Hall  and  Hamilton  Hall.  A  previous  gen- 
eration cared  little  or  nothing  for  such  traditions.  To 
preserve  the  atmosphere  of  the  ancient  town,  one  mnst 
hold  fast  to  every  building  which  has  a  history  worth 
guarding. 

A  l»onze  tablet,  6.11  1-2  x  8.2,  with  raised  letters,  de- 
signed by  Charles  Allerton  Cootidge,  Esq.,  of  the  firm  of 
Coolidge  &  Shattuck,  Boston,  ia  shortly  to  be  placed  upon 
theY.  M.C.A.  building,  to  mark  the  spot  where  stood  the 
house  of  Mrs.  George  Thomas  Sanders  (Mary  Ann  Brown 
Sanders),  and  where  Alexander  Grraham  Bell  lived  for 
some  years  while  making  the  "fundamental  inventions 
which  resulted  in  the  telephone." 

A  replica  of  the  old  house  is  cast  at  the  top  of  the 
tablet.  Many  of  you  will  doubtless  remember  Mrs.  San- 
ders, who  was  a  charming,  handsome,  distinguished  look- 
ing woman,  much  beloved  by  family  and  friends,  and  who 
— at  the  time  when  people  bad  no  confidence  in  Mr.  Bell'a 
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iuTention  and  oonsidered  him  a  dreamer — was  a  firm  be- 
liever is  his  nltimate  BQCoesB  and  made  many  sacrifices  in 
Older  to  assist  him.  Mrs.  Sanders  and  her  boq  Thomas 
gave  all  the  mon%j  they  could  to  finance  the  scheme. 

On  Much  8, 191S,  at  a  meeting  of  the  Directors  of  the 
Essex  Institute,  a  letter  was  read  from  Mr.  Hentj  C. 
Gauss,  of  Waahington,  D.  C,  so^cestii^  **tbe  erection 
of  some  soitahle  memorial  to  commemorate  the  first  pub- 
lic use  of  the  telephone,  which  ocoarred  February  12, 
1877,  in  Salem,  at  an  Eaaex  Institate  Lecture."  After 
some  diooussion,  the  chairman  of  that  meeting  appointed 
a  committee  to  consider  the  saggestioo.  Nothing  was 
done  until  1916,  when  a  communication  was  received  from 
Mr.  R.  P.  Battricic,  the  local  manager  of  the  New  Eng- 
land Telephone  and  Telegraph  Cmnpany,  proposing  on 
behalf  of  the  company  that  a  bronze  tablet  be  placed  to 
mark  the  site  of  the  house  in  whioh  Alexander  Graham 
Bell  conducted  some  of  his  earliest  experimwits,  which 
led  to  the  invention  of  the  telephtme.  At  that  time  the 
New  BngUnd  Telephone  and  Tel^ntph  C<Hnpany  agreed 
to  pay  aU  expenses  and  to  have  the  tablet  placed  in  posi- 
tion under  the  auspices  of  the  Essex  Institute.  After 
much  deliberatioD,  it  was  finally  decided  that  the  Essex 
Institute  itself  should  erect  the  tablet  provided  that  a 
sufficient  sum  oould  be  raised.  The  sum  of  t2879.28  has 
been  raised  from  members  of  the  Institute  and  others. 
The  American  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company  gener- 
ously gave  the  sum  of  one  thoosond  dollars.  The  cost  of 
the  taUet  is  t22fi0.00,  leaving  a  balance  for  an  endow- 
ment fund  of  tl29.28.  This  fund  should  be  increased  to 
at  least  one  thousand  dollars,  as  there  will  always  be  more 
ot  less  expense  incurred  in  paying  premiums  on  insurance 
and  in  the  proper  care  of  the  tablet.  In  1916  I  was 
authorized  by  the  Directors  to  ask  Charles  William  Eliot, 
•k-President  of  Harvard  College,  to  write  the  inscription. 
This  Mr.  Eliot  oonsented  to  do,  provided  he  was  not  to 
be  hurried  in  the  work.  The  inscription,  as  finished  in 
1917,  was  submitted  to  Mr.  Bell,  who  suggested  that  cer^ 
tain  changes  be  mode.  The  final  inscription  was  finished 
in  1921.  Mr.  Eliot  gave  much  time  and  thought  to  this 
arduous  task,  for  he  uft  no  stone  untamed  to  familiarize 
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himBeli  witb  the  sitoation,  reading  all  the  books  he  could 
upon  the  eabjeot,  as  well  as  muoh  of  the  testimonj  given 
io  the  trial  of  the  Bell  Telephone  oases.  His  patience, 
OODsideration  and  earnest  desire  to  adopt  any  suggestions 
where  possible,  was  indeed  rare.  A  distinguished  historian 
— Mr.  James  Ford  Rhodes — in  writing,  says,  "It  is  re- 
markable what  a  complete  story  Mr.  Eliot  can  tell  in  a 
small  space." 

The  inscription  now  oast  in  bronze  is  as  follows  :

The  reportB  of  the  Secretary,  Treasurer  and  Librarian 
will  show  you  far  more  clearly  than  1  can  the  progress 
that  the  lostitiite  has  made  during  the  last  year.  As  one 
studies  the  situatioii  from  year  to  year,  it  is  remarkable 
how  keen  the  interest  is  in  the  work  being  done  and  how 
gifts  for  our  Museum  come  from  all  parts  of  the  oountry. 
Families  whose  ancestors  left  Salem  long  years  ago  seem 
to  feel  that  the  Essex  Institute  is  a  fitting  place  to  deposit 
their  family  treasures. 

As  I  arrived  at  the  Institute  just  now,  I  was  shocked 
to  hear  of  the  death  of  the  Hon.  Robert  Samuel  Rantool. 
It  is  sad  to  think  that  his  long,  useful  and  dignified  life  is 
ended.  For  many  years  he  has  been  considered  the  fiist 
citizen  of  this  city,  and  the  Dumeroos  ways  in  which  be 
has  served  her  and  her  interests  will  be  a  lasting  memorial 
of  his  disinterestedness  and  good  oitizenship.  Men  of  his 
type  are  in  these  days  examples  to  the  yonnger  generatioa 
wbioh  one  can  ill  spare.  Many  of  ns  here  to-night  will  go 
home  saddened  by  the  thought  that  he  is  no  longer 
amongst  us,  and  will  in  the  years  to  come  cherish  the 
memory  of  the  many  times  when  he  presided  with  grace 
and  dignity  at  meetings  of  the  E^ex  Institute,  in  which 
he  took  snch  a  keen  and  active  interest

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As  ft  ooDBtdersble  portion  of  the  past  year  bss  been 
epent  by  the  Secretary  in  the  cellar,  hu  horizon  has  been 
A  good  deal  limited,  and  hie  report  will  therefore  be  brief; 
however,  in  view  of  the  length  of  hiB  addrees  at  the  cele- 
bration of  the  Centennial  last  May,  this  will  perhaps  be 
heard  with  feelings  of  relief. 

Although  it  wRfl  stated  io  the  previous  report  that  we 
were  considering  a  plan  to  raise  a  considerable  sum  of 
money  for  enlarging  and  fireproofing  our  baildings,  it  was 
eventually  oonoladed  that  the  momeot  was  not  opportune, 
despite  our  ni^nt  need,  to  embark  upon  this  important 
work,  but  year  by  year  tlie  need  beoomes  greater,  and 
sooner  or  later  it  most  be  done. 

The  membership  of  the  Institute  on  April  SOth,  1922, 
was  715  in  number,  consisting  of  81  life,  448  active,  101 
contributing,  61  sustaining,  and  24  corresponding  mem- 
bers. This  leaves  the  total  substantially  the  same  as  last 
year.  During  the  year  11  active  members  have  with- 
drawn, 8  have  been  dropped  for  non-payment  of  dues,  11 
have  died  ;  of  contributing  members  8  have  withdrawn 
and  8  have  died;  of  sastaining  members  1  has  withdrawn 
and  6  have  died,  and  there  have  been  2  deaths  among  our 
life  members. 

The  attendance  in  the  Museum  shows  a  loss  of  1891 
over  the  previous  year,  and  is  distributed  as  follows  t^^^;^

In  addition  to  the  above,  one  lectnre  was  given  as  a 
partial  revivsl  of  the  Home  Lecture  Course,  when  oar 
fellow-member.  Mis.  Alice  VanLeer  Carrick  of  Hanover, 
N.  H.,  very  kindly  consented  to  come,  on  the  evening  of 
December  12,  1921,  and  deliver  an  informal  talk  upon 
•<k>verlet8  and  Rugs."  Through  the  courtesy  of  the  late 
Samuel  Dale  Stevens,  of  North  Andover,  we  were  able 
to  exhibit  his  superb  collection  of  woven  coveriets,  and 
Miss  Elizabeth  H.  Rowe,  of  Mew  York   City,  loaned  a 
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Tiluabla  lot  of  drawn-io  or  hooked  ruga,  while  a  number 
of  other  specimeDB  were  also  loaned  by  yarious  frieads  io 
and  about  Salem.  To  these  were  added  examples  from 
oar  own  coUeotioD,  so  that  enough  were  brought  tof^ther 
to  tax  the  capacity  of  the  large  pioture-gallerj.  A  fair 
number  attended,  and  found  t£e  talk  both  inatruotive  and 
entertaining,  and  Mrs.  Carrick  was  kept  buay  answering 
qneetions  for  some  time  after  the  lecture  proper. 

It  was  hoped  that  other  similar  ereuts  might  be  ar- 
ranged for,  but  from  one  cause  or  another  those  who  were 
connted  upon  found  it  impossible  to  come. 

Last  autumn  the  condition  of  our  attics  and  cellars,  in 
which  was  an  accumulation  of  material,  some  of  value 
and  much  actual  rubbish,  which  bad  been  gatberiag  for 
many  years,  was  home  in  upon  the  Board  of  Directors, 
and  it  was  realized  that  apart  from  the  fact  that  no  one 
could  tell  what  treasures  might  be  hidden  in  the  mass,  it 
constituted  an  actual  fire  hazard.  Of  course  this  had 
long  been  noted  by  your  Secretary  and  had  occasioned 
him  no  little  disquietude,  but  it  had  seemed  that  the  cata- 
loging of  articles  displayed  in  our  galleries  was  of  first 
importance,  and,  as  always,  the  question  of  moneyi  to  hire 
the  extra  labor  required,  stood  in  the  way.  As  almost  all 
the  cataloging  had  been  finished,  it  was  a  great  pleasure 
to  have  the  Directors  authorize  the  necessary  expense,  and 
within  a  very  few  days  the  work  was  begun. 

From  that  time  to  the  present  practically  the  entire 
working  hours  have  been  spent  in  digging  out  of  the  dust 
of  agee  and  sorting  the  thousand  and  one  articles,  throw- 
ing away  the  useless  lumber  and  papers,  classifying  on 
shelves  and  cataloging  the  items  of  value,  and  it  is  a  lit- 
eral fact  that  there  are  some  tons  less  of  weight  now 
stored  in  the  buildings,  while  there  is  not  a  hole  or  corner 
left  which  has  not  been  investigated,  for  no  place  was  too 
obscure  to  contain  possible  treasures.  Even  the  mammoth 
staffed  pig,  who  baa  reposed  on  bis  back,  with  his  heels 
in  the  ur,  for  a  generation  or  two,  has  stirred  in  his  sleep 
and  gmnted  at  the  distnrbance  of  his  hole  under  the  eaves. 
Of  course  much  museum  material  found,  duplicates  objects 
we  already  have  on  exhibition,but  when  we  have  more  space 
at  our  disposal  there  are  hundreds  of  articles  which  would 
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find  pUoes  in  oar  oases  aad  which  would  add  greatly  to  the 
valos  and  interest  of  the  museum. 

Aooesstons  to  the  mu»eum  have  included  some  half 
dozen  portraits,  among  them  a  pastel  by  Copley,  loaned 
by  Mr.  A.  Clarke  Walling  of  Boston,  and  a  Greenwood 
portrait  of  Lore  Rawlins,  the  wife  of  Benjamin  Pickman, 
bat  the  most  important  acquisition  in  this  line  was  the 
result  of  discovery  among  a  lot  of  old  canvasses,  reposing 
in  the  dust  on  a  top  shelf  in  our  book-stack,  of  a  pastel 
portrait  of  an  unknown  man,  sadly  stained  and  mbbed, 
since  it  lacked  a  frame,  which  upon  examination  proved 
to  bear  the  signature  of  Gilbert  Stuart  and  the  date  of 
1767.  Inquiry  brought  out  the  fact  that,  so  far  an  known, 
this  is  the  only  pastel  as  yet  identified  as  the  work  of  this 
artist,  and  that  it  must  have  been  done  while  he  was  in 
Newport  and  at  the  beginning  of  his  work.  Notwith- 
standing its  poor  condition,  enough  color  remained  to 
give  it  some  charm,  and  it  has  been  framed  and  now  hangs 
near  the  entrance  door  of  the  picture  gallery.  Where  it 
came  from  and  how  long  it  has  been  here  no  one  knows, 
but  it  is  at  least  saved  horn  further  defacement  and  baa 
attracted  a  good  deal  of  attention. 

Through  the  generosity  of  Miss  Helen  C.  Frick,  a  num- 
ber of  our  portraits  have  been  cleaned  and  put  iu  good 
order,  and  we  can  feel  that  none  of  them  are  suffering 
from  lack  of  proper  care. 

In  the  line  of  furniture  we  have  received  from  the 
Estate  of  Mrs.  Lucy  H.  Bowdoin  two  fine  17th  oeotury 
chests,  a  number  of  chairs,  a  fine  example  of  old 
stained  glass,  a  superb  Bennington  hound  pitcher,  and 
other  articles,  and  by  pnrohase  or  gift  our  chair  collection 
has  been  enriched  by  many  interesting  specimens,  so  that 
most  types  are  now  well  represented. 

The  usual  additions  of  costume,  jewelry,  glass,  china 
and  household  utensils  have  come  in  from  various  sounses, 
and  had  we  space  for  more  cases  and  money  to  construct 
them,  it  would  be  possible  to  add  considerably  to  the  ob- 
jects on  exhibition.  The  recent  cataloging  of  our  engrav- 
ings, lithographs  and  prints,  has  shown  that  we  have  some 
very  rare  and  valuable  items,  and  it  is  greatly  to  be  re- 
gretted that  we  have  no  room  in  which  they  could  be 
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diaplftyed,  but  until  this  is  powible  they  must  remaiu  in 
ooi  fireproof,  as  they  take  much  space  and  cannot  be 
abowD  to  good  advantage  among  other  material. 

While  we  must  of  course  depend  chiefly  upon  gifta  for 
additions  to  our  oollectioDB,  and  our  aDDual  appropriation 
is  only  the  pitiful  sum  of  4100,  there  are  from  time  to 
time  chances  of  buying  objects  which  would  make  most 
valuable  accessions.  It  would  be  possible  probably  to  go 
out  and  ask  for  money  at  such  times  and  perhaps  obtain 
it,  but  such  a  process  is  a  most  distasteful  one,  and  your 
present  Secretary  is  &  very  poor  beggar.  During  the  year 
past  we  have  built  up  our  business  in  the  sale  of  photo- 
graphs and  postal  cards  to  many  times  its  former  size, 
titirough  having  albums  of  sample  prints  of  portraits, 
architectural  detail,  etc.,  for  visitors  to  look  over,  and  the 
Directors  were  willinf^  to  allow  the  profits  from  this  to  be 
used  for  the  purchase  of  museum  objects.  To  illustrate 
the  value  of  having  a  little  ready  money  to  invest,  your 
attention  is  called  to  the  fine  cabinet  of  Dutch  marquetry 
work  standing  in  the  picture  gallery,  which,  with  a  few 
other  articles  of  less  importance,  were  offered  for  sale  by 
the  Estate  of  Mrs.  Jacob  Rogers,  and  from  the  profits  of 
our  phob^ipiipb  department,  nelped  out  by  our  ever-gen- 
erous  President,  it  was  possible  to  purchase  all  of  them. 
Apart  from  its  value  as  a  specimen  of  this  s^le  of  furni- 
ture, it  has  afforded  a  splendid  place  to  show  the  beauti- 
ful collection  of  cut-glass  loaned  by  Mrs.  Alec  Thayer, 
which  until  now  has  been  mixed  up  with  a  quantity  of 
other  glass,  to  its  very  great  disadvantage. 

We  have  also  placed  in  the  gallery,  during  the  past 
year,  a  receptacle  for  money,  with  a  notice  that  all  dona- 
tioQB  would  be  used  for  the  enrichment  of  the  museum. 
This  is  an  idea  taken  from  a  very  usual  practice  in  Europe, 
and  to  enable  visitors  who  desire  to  show  their  apprecia- 
tion of  courtesy  shown  them  to  testify  it  in  this  way, 
rather  than  by  embarassing  the  Secretary  by  the  offer  of  a 
tip,  as  has  now  and  then  happened.  The  amounts  Uius 
contributed  are  not  apt  to  be  large,  but  we  have  received 
between  sixty  and  seventy  dollars  in  tiiis  way.  One  in- 
stance of  the  desire  to  do  something  may  be  cited  when 
a  particularly  intelligent,  but  very  plunly  dressed  yonng 
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vonuui,  whose  bank  acooQDt  vaa  evidently  most  limited, 
stopped  M  she  wss  aboat  to  leav«,  saying,  "I  am  only  a 
poor  little  working  girl,  bat  I  have  enjoyed  iny  visit  so 
much  that  I  want  to  help  so  Car  as  I  oan.  Will  yoa 
please  put  this  half  dollar  io  the  box  upstairs?  I  foigot 
to  do  so." 

If  our  members  would  bear  this  need  in  mind,  they 
ooold  often  spare  a  few  dollars  for  the  Special  Moeeum 
Fund,  and  wonld  reap  the  benefit  by  the  increased  interest 
of  the  collections. 

One  hesitates  to  single  oat  individuals  from  the  willing 
and  faithful  staff  for  special  oorommdation,  but  I  feel  it 
only  fur  to  mention  the  valuable  services  of  Miss  Fuller 
as  aasistaot  in  the  maseam,  whose  intelligent  and  inter- 
ested direction  of  visitors  has  added  much  to  their  wjoy- 
ment  and  instruotion.  Also  I  must  acknowledge  the 
hard,  disagreeable  work  done  and  the  patienoe  and  eneigy 
shown  by  Miss  Nathalie  Oilman  and  onr  present  janitor, 
Mr.  Knights,  who  was  called  in  as  an  extra  woi^er  in 
overhauling  the  cellar,  for  without  the  sort  of  aid  they 
have  rendered  it  would  have  been  quite  impossible  for 
your  Secretary  to  have  accomplished  the  huge  taak. 

I  had  intended  to  end  my  report  at  this  point,  bat  upon 
seeing  the  statement  of  the  Treasurer  for  the  year,  I  felt 
that  certain  items  shoold  be  explained. 

We  make  up  our  budget  in  BAay,  estimating  our  income 
and  outgo  largely  apon  the  figures  of  the  preceding  year. 
Needless  to  say,  they  are  bnt  tentative,  and  that  unfore- 
seen elements  always  enter  in. 

In  the  present  report  it  will  be  noted  that  repairs  cost 
tl,756.98,  while  oar  estimate  was  $500.  This  is  acooant- 
ed  for  in  several  ways ;  for  example,  we  were  obliged  by 
the  city  electrician  to  make  changes  in  oar  wiring,  which 
cost  roughly  $12o;  we  installed  a  new  and  more  efficient 
and  eoonomical  grate  under  one  of  our  boilers,  which  cost 
(160 ;  we  pot  patent  weatheretrips  on  oar  museum  win- 
dows to  conserve  heat  and  shut  oat  dust,  at  a  cost  of 
9112;  but  the  chief  item  was  one  of  9914,  incurred 
through  esMDtial  repairs  to  our  roof. 

The  clearing  of  our  oellan  and  attios  referred  to  above 
noreased  onr  extra  labor  and  lighting  bills  by  about  9400. 
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Ab  oar  regnlur  iDOome  bar«ly  aafficeB  for  Dormal  ex- 
penses, these  eztraordinaiy  detn&iids  have  to  be  met  by 
inrosda  od  out  capital. 

Our  pablication  acooant  is  one  Thich  always  makes  a 
false  sboving  on  paper.  If  our  bosiness  could  be  han- 
dled like  that  of  a  commeroial  house,  we  should  take  an 
inTentory  each  year,  which  would  go  to  offset  the  chaises, 
but  as  it  is  we  get  out  the  Historical  Colleotiona  or  oUter 
Tolumee,  charge  up  the  entire  cost  against  a  given  year, 
and  at  the  end  of  that  year  show  no  credit  to  the  account 
to  cover  the  remainder  on  our  sheWes,  which  it  will  take 
years  to  dispose  of.  Our  publioatioD  room  contains  a  Tost 
amount  of  snch  remainders  representing  a  great  deal  of 
money.  We  are  making  strenuous  efforts  to  sell  some  of 
this  stock,  bat  it  is  slow-selling  material  at  the  best 

In  addition  to  the  quarterly  issues  of  our  Historical 
Collections,  we  bare  published,  as  separates,  "The  Kear- 
sai^e-Alabama  Battle,"  and  "The  History  of  the  Boston, 
Revere  Beach  and  Lynn  Narrow  Gauge  R.  R.,"  both  by 
Francis  B.  C.  Bradlee.  We  hare  also  been  obliged  to 
print  a  second  edition  of  Mr.  Bradlee's  "Dreadnought  of 
ITewburyport,"  and  have  in  press  at  the  present  time  a 
second  eidition  of  his  "History  of  the  Eastern  Railroad." 
It  has  been  found  neceesaiy  to  print  a  new  edition  of  the 
"Visitor's  Onide  to  Salem,"  making  the  &Sth  thousand  of 
this  publication. 

One  of  our  most  important  reprints  is  a  seoond  edition 
of  "Old-time  Salem  Ships,"  with  its  colored  illustrations, 
which  will  be  out  about  the  middle  of  June,  for  which  we 
have  already  received  advance  orders  of  more  than  200 
copies.  Another  important  work  during  the  past  year  has 
been  the  compiling  and  publishing  of  a  catalog  of  all  the 
publications  of  the  Institute,  which,  distributed  among  the 
booksellers  and  societies  throughont  the  country,  has  been 
the  means  of  calling  attention  to  oar  very  laige  aeoamu- 
lation  of  years. 

Work  on  compiling  the  Quarterly  Court  Records  and 
Probate  Records  has  been  pn^^reesing,  and  there  is  a 
probabili^  that  the  Vital  Record  worl^  temporarily  sus- 
pended during  the  war,  will  be  resumed  in  the  near  future. 
"The  Essex  Guards,"  by  Lt.  Col.  Lawrence  Waters 
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Jeokiiis,  is  another  separate,  dealing  with  a  Salem  com- 
pany in  the  War  of  1812,  which  has  been  brought  ont 
Perhaps  the  most  popnlar  articles  which  we  have  pab- 
lished  for  some  time  are  the  stories  of  the  sea,  '^alem 
Vessels  and  Their  Voyages,"  by  Geoige  GranvUle  Patnam. 
These  articles  will  be  eoncladed  in  the  July  nomber,  and 
will  be  isBQed  in  book  form  soon  after. 

Altogether  the  year  has  been  one  of  the  most  actire  in 
the  history  of  the  institutioa.  To  show  the  increase  in 
the  sale  of  pablioatioDB  daring  the  past  fire  years,  it  may 
be  stated  that  in  1017-18  the  receipts  from  nile  of  pobli- 
oationa  were  91800,  and  in  1920-21  they  were  neariy 
92900.  For  the  last  year  they  will  fall  sUgbay  below 
the  prerioos  year's  figures,  owing  to  the  &ot  that  we  hare 
not  pablished  Vol.  9  of  tjie  Quarterly  Court  Records. 
HoweTer,  from  advanced  sales  of  "Old-time  Salem  Ships," 
it  is  gratifying  to  anoounoe  that  we  have  already  reo«Ted 
over  25  per  cent  of  the  aven^  reoeipts  for  a  current 
year. 

Hbhrt  W.  Belknap. 
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A  short  time  i^  one  of  oar  members  entered  the 
library  &boat  noootime,  and  od  being  told  that  he  was 
the  first  visitor  that  day,  replied,  "Well,  I  suppose  yon 
can  find  something  to  keep  yon  busy."  This  is  typical  of 
the  way  in  which  the  work  of  a  library  is  usually  regard- 
ed, for  few  people  realize  the  amount  of  labor  involved  in 
preparing  the  books  for  the  readers,  from  the  receipt  of 
tiie  pablisher's  catalog,  hundreds  of  which  are  scanned 
carefully  in  the  course  of  the  year,  to  the  labelling  of  the 
book  and  the  filing  of  the  catalog  cards.  We  setdom  have 
such  a  qoiet  day  as  the  one  mentioned  above,  bat  in  gen- 
eral  the  circnlation  of  books  and  magazines  is  a  very  small 
part  of  our  daily  work.  While  in  a  public  library  a  large 
proportion  of  the  books  can  be  handled  rather  rapidly, 
we  have  little  of  that  kind  of  material,  and  many  of  onr 
older  imprints,  such  as  the  books  on  China  in  foreign  Ian- 
gnages,  require  considerable  research  before  even  the 
proper  form  for  author  and  subject  can  be  determined. 
One  amusing  instance  occurred  recently  when  a  good  deal 
of  time  was  spent  trying  to  identify  a  certain  village  de- 
scribed in  one  of  a  series  of  architectural  monographs 
before  we  decided  that  the  story  was  pnre  fiction  written 
aronnd  a  group  of  phob^raphs  of  beantlful  colonial 
houses,  no  two  of  which,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  belonged  in 
the  same  town.  Experiences  like  this  save  cat^t^ng 
from  being  monotonous  drudgery.  Almost  every  one  of 
the  S7T0  volumes  and  1884  pamphlets  received  this  year 
have  been  examined  by  the  librarian  to  see  whether  each 
was  needed  for  immediate  use  or  could  be  stored  away 
temporarily  ;  with  only  two  people  to  do  practically  all  of 
the  reference  and  clerical  work,  it  is  of  course  impossible 
to  catalog  completely  all  the  accessions,  but  by  devoting 
most  of  our  time  to  those  subjects  in  demand  by  readers 
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and  lelegating  others  to  the  stack,  where  they  an  rooghly 
claaaified,  we  hare  managed  to  keep  abreast  of  the  work. 
At  the  beginning  of  the  year  we  were  still  facing  a  large 
amount  of  cataloging  left  orer  from  the  previous  year, 
the  largest  item  in  which  was  the  950  directories  given  as, 
and  it  was  with  great  satis&otion  that  we  reached  the  end 
of  this  tssk.  We  have  been  very  anzioos  to  reeame  work 
on  the  sorting  and  mounting  of  oar  manosoripts,  and  have 
indeed  made  a  start  in  a  small  way,  bat  can  do  little  more 
on  it  for  several  months,  for  the  iooreased  attendance  id 
the  Hasenm  daring  the  summer  will  reqaize  the  full  time 
of  the  assistant,  who  during  the  winter  months  divides 
her  time  between  library,  publication  and  moseam  work. 

This  year  has  been  an  especially  busy  one,  for  in  addi- 
tion to  oar  routine  work,  the  honse-cleaning  of  which  you 
have  already  heard  in  the  Secretary's  report,  has  extended 
to  the  library,  and  althougfa  we  have  not  been  able  quite 
to  keep  pace  with  Mr,  Belknap,  we  have  sorted  and 
placed  temporarily  at  least  much  of  the  material  removed 
from  the  shelves  now  giv«i  over  to  Museum  objects. 
Many  of  these  pamphlets  were  daplioates,  and  as  our 
store-room  for  these  was  already  overflowing,  we  have 
disposed  of  a  large  number  through  exchange  with  other 
libraries.  Still  more  space  in  the  basement  will  be  needed 
soon  for  Museum  purposes,  and  to  obtain  tiua  it  will  prob- 
ably be  necessary  to  discard  the  various  state  documents 
that  have  been  acoamulating,  unused,  for  years  paat.  This 
will  not  be  a  serious  loss,  for  all  documents  of  a  historical 
or  scientific  nature  have  been  given  the  proper  classifica- 
tion as  they  were  received.  During  the  work  in  the  base- 
ment a  package  of  soiled  papers  was  picked  np  one  day, 
which  proved  to  be  a  deposition  by  Capt.  Will^m  Skerry 
concerning  a  contested  bill  for  repairs  made  to  his  ship ; 
upon  taking  this  up-stairs  for  further  examination,  we 
were  surprised  to  find  that  at  that  very  moment  proof 
was  being  read  of  an  article  by  Mr.  George  G.  Putnam 
for  our  Historical  Collections  relating  to  the  ship  Ntrmu, 
(d  which  Skerry  was  detain,  and  for  which  these  papers 
furnished  a  valuable  supplement 

The  attic,  too,  has  been  thoroughly  overhauled,  and 
aeveral  hundred  text-books  classified   and   shelved ;   like 
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every  other  part  of  the  baildiog,  thia  room  is  ierionsly 
overcrowded,  aod  some  disposition  of  the  duplicates  there 
must  be  decided  upon  before  long  in  cider  to  make  room 
for  new  material.  In  looking  over  oar  early  spelling- 
books,  in  response  to  a  request  for  aid  in  a  bibliography, 
we  made  a  rather  interesting  discovery ;  several  very 
fragmentary  volumes  were  picked  up  from  various  shelves, 
and  on  looking  them  over  one  seemed  to  be  a  duplicate  of 
our  imperfect  copy  of  Webster's  American  spelling-book, 
one  of  the  rare  editions  of  1792;  on  closer  oomparison, 
it  proved  to  be  an  earlier  edition,  but  by  a  singular  coin- 
cidence all  of  the  pages  missing  in  the  first  copy  were  in- 
tact in  the  second,  so  that  we  can,  at  least,  supply  the 
complete  text.  There  are  no  doubt  many  treasures  like 
this  hidden  away  in  various  parte  of  the  building,  and  it 
seems  a  pity  that  these  books,  at  any  rate  those  pablishttd 
before  1825,  should  not  be  represented  in  our  eatai<^,  for 
we  have  inquiries  frequently  about  them.  We  do  try 
now  to  catalog  the  few  that  come  to  our  attention  by 
chanee,  but  it  could  not  be  done  systematically  without 
special  funds. 

Another  piece  of  work  recently  sbirted  is  the  tran- 
scribing  of  the  newspaper  records,  long  kept  in  books,  to 
cards,  which  will  be  easier  to  consult,  and  in  which  we 
can  better  insert  new  entries.  We  are  also  trying  to  re- 
lieve the  congested  state  of  our  card  catalog  by  removing 
a  large  number  of  cards  representing  articles  in  scientific 
and  technical  periodicals  no  longer  osed ;  these  will  be 
taken  to  the  Peabody  Museum  for  the  use  of  the  staff 
there,  as  the  periodicals  themselves  will  probably  be  de- 
posited there  eventually. 

We  are  still  being  as  economical  as  possible  in  regard 
to  binding ;  the  usual  files  of  newspapers,  a  few  of  the 
more  important  magazines  and  necessary  repairs  of  books 
in  constant  use  are  all  that  have  been  done ;  occasionally 
new  books  come  in  paper  covers  that  need  to  be  replaced 
at  once  by  more  durable  material,  and  one  book  was 
offered  as  a  gift  only  on  condition  that  it  be  suitably 
bound. 

It  is  difficult  to  keep  exact  statistics  of  our  visitors, 
and  we  do  not  attempt  to  distingnish  between  those  who 
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come  for  wine  special  patpoee  and  those  who  oonui  aa 
part  of  their  aightaeeiog ;  the  average  namber  probablj 
doea  not  vary  maoh  from  year  to  year.  The  removal  of 
the  reading.ioom  from  the  lower  floor  to  the  second,  al- 
though Dnavoidablfl,  has  oaosed  some  disaataafaotion,  and 
has  lesalted  in  a  somewhat  lessened  use  of  the  current 
periodicals.  We  still  have  extra  copies  of  the  more  pop- 
ular ones,  aod  a  slight  increase  appears  in  the  circulation 
statistios  for  these  as  well  as  the  books.  The  conference 
of  the  American  Library  Association  at  Swampscott,  last 
June,  brought  us  many  visitors,  most  of  whom  expressed 
much  surprise  at  the  variety  and  sise  of  our  collections. 

While  the  figures  appended  to  the  report  will  show  the 
extent  of  our  accessions  for  the  year,  it  may  be  of  interest 
to  point  out  a  few  importuit  acquisitions  in  each  of  our 
special  collections.  The  library  funds  are  used  gennally 
for  books  of  praotioal  value  to  the  genealogist  and  histo- 
rian, or  for  those  connected  in  some  way  wi^  the  Museimi 
work,  leavii^  the  olasses  of  biography,  travel  and  litera- 
ture to  grow  mainly  through  gifts.  In  genealogy  we  have 
added  comparatively  few  books,  for  wi&i  prices  so  high 
we  feel  obliged  to  restrict  onr  purchases  to  New  Gi^tand 
material,  as  that  meet«  the  demands  of  most  of  onr  read- 
ers ;  we  were  fortunste  in  securing  a  copy  of  the  Dwi^t 
genealogy,  which  has  been  extremely  scaroe  for  sevml 
years,  and  a  welcome  gift  was  that  of  three  volumes  of 
the  Ooodwyn  Family  Papers,  including  English  as  well 
as  American  ancestry.  Other  purchases  in  this  class  are 
the  Genealogical  History  of  Vermont  and  the  Vital 
Becords  of  Mendon,  Mass.,  with  a  laige  number  of  pam- 
phlets dealing  with  local  history,  many  of  these  including 
lists  of  BevoTutionary  soldiers,  for  which  there  is  a  ood- 
stant  call. 

The  marine  collection  has  received  a  fair  share  of  at- 
tention, several  books  on  whaling  haring  been  puicbased, 
in  addition  to  those  on  seamanship  and  naval  architecture; 
among  the  latter  is  ^ound  a  small  pamphlet  entitled  "A 
Treatise  on  Rigging,"  recently  published  by  the  Society 
for  Nautical  Research  of  Southampton,  England,  from  a 
manuscript  written  about  1626;  books  on  ocean  travel 
also  belong  in  this  group,  one  important  item  being  Mori- 
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son's  Maritime  History  of  HMsaobosettB,  while  Little'i 
American  Cruiser  gives  a  personal  account  of  some  erentt 
in  the  War  of  1812.  With  the  fund  for  the  Ward  Me- 
morial Library  the  same  policy  has  been  pnraned  as  ia 
[werioas  years,  selecting  mainly  books  descriptive  of  China 
in  tl>e  first  half  of  the  nineteenth  centary,  with  a  oonple 
of  additions  to  the  Jesnits'  relations  of  early  days,  and 
some  modem  books  like  that  of  Teichman,  Tiavels  of  a 
Consular  Officer  in  Northwest  China,  giving  valuable 
geographical  information  about  a  little-known  region.  A 
Dumber  of  photographs  have  been  acquired,  by  purchase 
and  gift,  showing  typical  costumes,  buildings  tuid  ships 
of  varioas  parts  of  China. 

By  far  the  largest  number  of  our  aooessions  come  into 
some  division  of  the  fine  arts ;  not  only  are  these  extreme- 
ly useful  to  our  own  staff  in  connection  with  the  work  of 
the  Museum,  but  as  many  of  them  are  not  found  in  the 
Public  Library,  they  are  in  great  demand  by  onr  patrons. 
The  majority  deal  with  American  arts  and  crafts,  as,  for 
example,  Mrs.  Bolton's  American  Samplers  and  Nutting's 
Furniture  of  the  t^lgrim  Century,  but  we  have  been  aUe 
also  to  make  some  important  porcbases  of  English  books, 
— ^for  instance.  Pewter  Plate  by  Massd,  Irish  Glass  by 
Dudley  Weatropp,  and  the  two  beautiful  volumes  on 
Lowestoft  china  tmd  its  production,  t^  Frederick  A.  Crisp. 
The  little  book  on  Sandwich  glass,  by  Lenore  W.  WU- 
liams,  has  met  with  great  fttvor,  for  it  combines  much 
useful  infoimatioQ  with  excellent  illustrations.  Especially 
noteworthy  among  our  gifts  are  the  two  volumes  of  Wild 
Flowers  of  New  York,  issued  recently  by  the  State  Mu- 
seum. 

Our  manuscript  oollection  has  increased  by  many  gifts 
of  single  pieces,  but  no  large  contribution  has  oome  in  ; 
some  of  the  papers  of  the  late  Judge  Battis  were  given 
to  the  Institute,  including  many  household  accounts  of 
early  Salem  residents,  and  Mrs.  W.  S.  Nevins  sent  us  an 
interesting  lot  of  auti^rraph  letters.  Several  log-books 
have  been  purchased,  as  well  as  ships'  account  books,  the 
latter  including  one  of  the  fishing  schooner  Saniti  in 
1818;  journals  of  Richard  G.  Wheatland  and  James  F. 
Johnson  have  been  added,  and  one  of  an  early  date,  the 
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priTftteei  Ponu,  sailing  from  Salem  ia  1781,  includee  the 
namea  of  the  crew ;  thb  log-boob  of  the  brig  See^ter, 
commancled  by  Samuel  Benson  in  1820,  came  as  a  gift, 
and  had  been  ased  as  a  acrap-book  for  newspaper  clippiiigs. 
This  appears  to  have  been  a  common  use  of  log-boo^, 
and  we  aie  always  glad  to  reoeive  old  scrap-books  on  the 
chanoe  that  there  may  be  valoable  manoscript  concealed 
under  the  otippings. 

The  doooments  from  the  United  States  departments 
continue  to  airire  with  unfailing  regularity,  and  it  seems 
to  take  an  anwarranted  large  proportion  of  our  time  to 
oare  for  them ;  many  of  them,  however,  ar«  valoaUe  to 
us,  and  as  we  hope  the  time  is  approaching  when  a  depoa- 
itory  library  will  be  allowed  to  select  only  thoee  documents 
pertinent  to  its  special  subjects,  it  seems  wise  to  oontiuue 
to  receive  all  for  the  preeeut  The  Library  Committee 
has  recently  taken  under  consideration  the  problem  of 
what  we  should  do  with  the  large  collection  of  books  on 
religion,  the  majority  of  which  bear  no  relation  whatevei 
to  Essex  Coun^.  Our  shelves  are  so  crowded  that  it  is 
absolutely  necessary  to  make  room  somewhere  for  our 
new  books,  and  there  is  no  proapectof  our  ever  being  able 
to  catalog  a  olsss  of  books  so  litUe  used.  Probably  any 
student  of  religious  history  would  turn  for  research  work 
to  a  large  library  like  that  of  the  Andover  Theol<^cal 
School,  and  as  part  of  this  school  was  once  located  in  oox 
own  county,  it  would  seem  appropriate  to  give  to  that 
library  the  books  that  would  be  of  value  in  rounding  oat 
its  collections,  retaining  here  only  those  books  of  local 
interest 

We  are  always  watching  for  Essex  County  imprints, 
and  have  added  a  Urge  number  as  usual ;  an  Amesbuty 
tax  list  of  1804,  a  Rowley  town  report  for  18S1,  and  an 
Ipswioh  report  for  1844,  are  examples  of  our  puicbaaes, 
while  we  have  received  gifts  of  bic^raphies  and  books  on 
various  subjects  by  Essex  County  residents  of  modem 
times ;  one  new  Hawthorne  item  was  bought^ — a  second 
edition  of  his  Liberty  Tree.  An  interesting  little  pam- 
phlet is  the  program  of  a  juvenile  concert  in  aid  of  des- 
titute children,  that  took  place  in  Salem  December  SO, 
188S,  under  the  direction  of  Lowell  Mason  and  J.  A. 
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Keller,  who  opened  a  Binging-eohool  for  adults  and  jave- 
Dilee  hm  the  following  year.  In  spite  of  oar  many  toI- 
omee  of  sermons,  some  few  hy  Salem  minlaters  are  still 
lacking,  as  well  as  some  other  early  imprints  of  which  we 
havehMid  in  raiious  ways,  and  we  are  always  grateful  for 
a  chance  to  look  over  books  that  members  are  about  to 
disoard,  hoping  to  find  sometime  some  of  these  missing 
tteaeaiefl. 

For  much  ephemeral  material  we  are  indebted,  as  in 
years  past,  to  Mr.  Harry  E.  Wet^r,  Mr.  Hugh  F.  E. 
Farrell,  and  Mr.  Willis  H.  Bopes,  and  we  most  again  ac- 
knowledge a  large  debt  of  gratitude  to  Mr.  Lawrence  W. 
Jenkins,  who,  as  chairman  of  the  Library  Committee, 
keeps  in  close  touch  with  onr  plans.  Whatever  measure 
of  snccess  our  work  has  met  with  for  the  past  twelve 
months  is  due  in  great  part  to  the  bard  work  and  loyal 
oo-opetation  of  our  staff,  which  assuredly  makes  up  in 
quaUty  for  what  it  lacks  in  quantity.

Ladiet  and  Gentlemen : 

At  the  ajinual  meeting  of  the  Essex  Institute  held'  oa 
May  2d,  1922,  it  was  my  painful  dnty  to  announce  the 
death  oi  the  Honorable  Kobert  Samuel  Rantoul,  who  for 
many  years  had  been  looked  upon  as  the  first  citizen  of 
this  ci^,  and  who  took  a  keen  aud  active  interest  in  the 
welfare  of  the  Essex  Institute.  To-night  upon  the  walls 
of  the  Institute  hangs  a  portrait  of  Mr.  Rantoul,  painted 
by  Mrs.  Marie  Danforth  Page,  the  gift  of  his  son,  Neal 
lUntoul.  I  trust  before  this  meeting  closes  that  the  mem- 
bers present  will  pass  a  formal  vote  expressing  to  Mr. 
Rantoul  the  keen  appreciation  we  all  feel  in  having  suoh 
an  admirable  and  dignified  portrait  of  his  father  to  recall 
to  the  older  generation  the  man  as  we  kuew  him  and  to 
the  younger  generation  a  type  fast  disappearing  which  the 
portrait  so  amply  portrays. 

After  continuous  service  as  Treasurer  since  1890,  Mr. 
William  Oliver  Chapman  resigned,  to  the  regret  of  the 
Directors,  in  August  last  year,  remaining  firm  in  that  re- 
solve despite  pressure  to  reconsider,  and  his  place  was 
filled  by  the  election  of  Mr.  Carl  French  Abner  Morse. 
Thirty-two  years  in  office  constitutes  a  lai^e  contribution 
to  such  an  organization  as  ours,  and  I  feel  sure  that  all 
the  members  of  the  Institute  will  agree  with  the  Directors 
that  in  Mr.  Chapman's  resignation  we  have  sustained  a 
real  loss. 

Nothing  of  very  vital  interest  has  happened  in  the  last 
year.  An  institution  like  the  Essex  Institute  drifts  along, 
and  the  only  excitement  that  comes  into  its  life  appears  to 
be  when  gifts  are  received. 

Some  months  ^o  Mr.  David  Fingree  asked  me  to  call 
at  his  office,  and  he  then  handed  me  five  thousand  dollars 
Chesapeake  &  Ohio  Railroad  Company  First  Consolidated 
Mortgage  five  per  cent  Registered  0old  Bonds,  due  in 
1939,  vrith  the  request  that  this  sum  be  made  a  part  of 

d) 
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the  permaDent  funds  of  the  Institate,  aod  the  income  only 
to  be  osed  for  its  general  purposes.  This  has  been  called 
the  "David  Pingree  Endowment  Fund,"  which  will  per- 
petuate for  the  fntuie  the  epoataneous  generosity  of  its 
douor. 

The  will  of  Miss  Mary  Eliza  Grould,  who  died  August 
22,  1892,  provided  as  follows : 

"I  give,  devise  and  bequeath  my  house,  with  the  land 
under  and  adjoining  the  same,  on  Boardman  street  in  said 
Salem,  to  Charles  M.  Barker  and  Annie  C.  Barker,  his 
wife,  both  of  said  Salem,  jointly,  to  hold  to  them  for  their 
joint  lives  and  for  the  life  of  the  enrriToc,  and  upon  the 
death  of  the  survivor  to  go  to  the  Essex  Institate  in  fee 
simple  forever,  said  Essex  Institute  being  a  corporation 
established  by  law  in  said  Salem. 

The  remainder  of  my  personal  estate  I  give  to  Abner 
G.  Gioodell,  Jr.,  of  Salem  aforesaid,  in  trust,  and  direct 
him  to  set  aside  aod  invest  three  thousand  dollars  for  the 
benefit  of  Mrs.  Annie  C.  Barker  aforesaid,  the  income 
thereof,  after  deducting  necessary  expenses,  to  be  paid, 
semi-annually,  to  Mrs.  Barker  during  her  life,  to  her  sole 
and  separate  use,  free  from  the  control  or  interference  of 
her  husband.  At  her  decease  the  principal  shall  be  paid 
to  the  Essex  Institute  aforesaid." 

The  three  thousand  dollars  set  aside  for  the  benefit  of 
Mrs.  Annie  C.  Barker  was  paid  to  the  Institute  in  March, 
1928,  and  the  house  numbered  two  Boardman  street  like- 
wise became  the  property  of  the  Essex  Institute.  Vour 
trustees  contemplate  selling  this  house  as  soon  as  an  ade- 
quate offer  is  received. 

There  is  a  small  house  on  Federal  street,  at  number 
seventy-eight,  adjoining  the  Peirce-Nichols  house,  which 
the  Institute  has  recently  purchased  from  the  Misses 
Nichols.  The  house  is  at  present  being  put  in  repair  in 
order  that  we  may  derive  some  income  herefrom,  but  I 
trust  the  day  is  not  far  distant  when  it  will  be  possible  for 
the  Institute  to  raze  this  house,  thus  extending  the  grounds 
of  the  Peirce-Nichols  house  and  opening  a  more  extended 
view  of  the  great  mansion. 

Whenever  the  opportunity  comes  I  bore  you  by  stating 
that  the  Institute  has  reached  a  critical  stf^  in  its  his- 
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tory,  which  statement  is  as  true  to-day  as  it  has  beoD  here- 
tofore. An  encouraging  feature,  however,  is  that,  not- 
withstanding the  fact  that  thirty-seven  members  have 
withdrawn,  have  been  dropped,  or  have  died  during  the 
past  year,  we  have  added  to  our  membership  one  hundred 
and  ^ree  new  names.  The  total  list  of  members  for  the 
last  two  years  has  been  as  follows :

The  Trustees  have  considered  many  plans  for  raising 
money,  which  are  still  in  abeyance.  Through  Mr.  Pin- 
gree's  generons  gift  and  the  above  bequests,  the  income 
from  our  invested  funds  is  somewhat  increased,  but  this 
increase  in  income  ie  slight  compared  with  our  require- 
ments. 

I  have  frequently  urged  that  every  member  present  at 
this  meeting  propose  new  members,  either  Life  Members, 
Active  Members,  Sustaining  Members,  or  Corresponding 
Members.  Life  membership  is  most  important  when  it 
-can  be  obtained,  because  life  membership  means  a  perma- 
nent endowment  fund.  I  beg  again  that  you  one  and  all 
will  send  in  possible  names  for  membership,  whether  they 
■come  from  Salem,  other  towns  and  cities  in  Essex  Comity, 
or  elsewhere.  Public  thanks  are  due  to  Mr.  John  D.  H. 
OausB,  who  added  forty-six  membeis ;  Mrs.  E.  Preble 
Motley,  who  added  fifteen  members  ;  Mr.  Henry  W.  Bel- 
knap, who  added  twenty-two  members  ;  and  Mr.  Henry  M. 
Batcbelder,  who  added  twenty  members — a  total  of  one 
hundred  and  three  members.  How  inadequate  the  number 
of  eight  hundred  and  eighteen  members  appears  when  one 
realizes  the  great  number  of  people  who  could  benefit  by 
the  many  advantages  the  Institute  offers  to  this  commu- 
nity' alone. 
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Recently  we  had  a  rather  intereating  experieace  io  re* 
gard  to  two  portraits  punted  by  John  Smibert,  one  of 
William  Browne  who  built  the  house  or  hall  knowo  as 
Browne's  Hill  or  Browne's  Folly,  on  Folly  Hill,  and  the 
other  a  beautiful  portrait  of  his  wife,  Mary  Burnet.  "The 
portrait  of  the  Honorable  William  Browne  of  Browne 
HaII  is  taken  in  a  charming  attitude  and  represents  the 
courtly  gentleman  of  the  middle  of  the  eighteenth  cen- 
tury. His  Lady  Mary  Buraet  is  very  stately  in  a  flowing 
robe  of  dark  blue  Telvet,  and  her  tapering  finger  seems 
to  point  to  &  Manor  House  in  the  background."  As  far  as 
is  known,  this  portrait  shows  for  the  first  time  the  manor 
house  from  which  the  old  hall  has  been  reproduced  in 
pictures. 

These  portraits  found  their  way  originally  to  Rosewell, 
Gloucester  County,  Vit^nia,  and  recently  came  into  the 
possession  of  Johns  Hopkins  University.  The  UniveiBity 
desired  to  sell  the  portraits,  and  an  effort  was  made  to 
have  them  sent  here  for  exhibition,  in  the  hopes  that  they 
might  he  purchased  by  the  Institute.  While  the  Institute 
was  in  commnnioatjou  with  the  Johns  Hopkins  Univenity, 
the  assistant  treasurer  wrote  that  arrangements  had  unex- 
pectedly been  made  to  keep  the  Browne  portraits  in  Bal- 
timore. I  had  hoped  you  would  hare  seen  them  to-night 
hanging  on  our  walls,  and  that  before  we  parted  they, 
through  your  generosity,  would  have  belonged  to  the  In- 
stitute, thug  making  us  the  poorer  financially  and  Johns 
Hopkins  University  the  richer. 

Hawthorne,  in  "The  DolUver  Romance  and  Other 
Pieces,"  writes  a  story  about  Browne's  Folly  to  his  cousin 
"for  the  benefit  of  the  Essex  Institute  or  for  any  other 
purpose  that  might  be  deemed  desirable  by  my  native 
townspeople,"  in  which  he  says  : 

"There  was  one  closet  in  the  house  ...  As  it  (the 
door)  flew  open  there  was  a  vision  of  people  in  garments 
of  antique  magnificence — gentlemen  in  curled  wigs  and 
tamiehed  gold  lace,  and  ladies  in  bl^ocade8  and  quaint 
headdresses,  rushing  tumultuously  forth  and  tumbling 
upon  the  floor." 

These  Smibert  portraits  probably  had  a  rude  shock  and 
were  glad  to  escape  to  Virginia,  but  they  will  always  be 
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Strangers  id  a  strange  land,  and  would,  I  am  sure,  be 
much  happier  in  this  oommnnity  than  elsewhere. 

The  reports  of  the  Secretary,  the  Treasurer,  and  the 
Librarian,  will  explain  in  detail  the  present  condition  of 
the  Institute.  I  believe  that  we  are  doing  a  remarkably 
good  work,  not  only  in  this  commanity,  bat  in  the  coun- 
try at  large.  For  an  inatitntion  of  importance,  our  re- 
soarcea  are  small.  Were  it  not  for  the  nnaelfish,  disin- 
terested attitude  of  the  men  and  women  in  our  employ, 
it  would  be  impossible  to  run  the  Institute.  Salaries  are 
small  and  entirely  inadequate,  bat  until  onr  resources  are 
greater,  we  must  run  along  as  we  do  from  year  to  year  in 
the  hopes  that  some  day  money  may  come  to  us  which 
will  enable  as  to  extend  our  work,  to  build  buildings  ade- 
quate for  our  needs,  and  to  be  a  greater  power  in  the  life 
of  OUT  city  and  country  than  we  are  at  present.  We  one 
and  all  need  to  wake  up  and  do  all  in  onr  power  to  extend 
our  influence.

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The  past  year  has  been  a  Tety  uneTeDtfol  one  so  far  as 
ihe  office  of  the  Secretary  is  conoemed,  and  there  is  little 
to  report. 

The  membersbip  of  the  Institute  on  April  SOth,  1923, 
was  816  in  Dumber,  consisting  of  92  life,  509  active,  119 
-contributing,  78  sustaining ;  and  23  corresponding  mem- 
bers. This  ia  a  gain  of  101  over  last  year.  During  the 
year  eleven  active  members  have  withdrawn  and  seven- 
teen have  died ;  of  contributing  members  three  have 
withdrawn  and  one  has  died  ;  of  sustaining  members  one 
has  withdrawn  and  two  have  died,  and  there  have  been 
three  deaths  among  our  life  members  and  one  oorreapood*

March  26,  192S.  Nathaniel  Horton  Batchelder  of 
Wmdsor,  Conneotiont — "A  Talk  on  the  Processes  of 
Sculpture."  Mrs.  Batchelder  (Evelyn  B.  Longman,  N. 
A.),  gave  simultaneonsly  a  demonstratiOD  in  modelliog.

April  16,  1923.  U  0.  Armstrong,  of  the  Bareau  of 
Commercial  Economies,  Department  of  Public  Instruction,, 
of  Washington,  D.  C— "The  Lure  of  the  North,"  the 
land  of  tall  timber,  tall  crops,  and  tall  stories."  Att«nd- 
ance,  300. 

Accessions  to  the  museum  have  been  less  important 
than  usual,  and  the  majority  of  the  articles  received  have 
not  been  of  special  interest  tiie  more  noteworthy  being  a 
very  fine  and  early  pewter  porringer  with  a  cover,  from 
Mrs.  Wilbur  E.  Barnard,  which  is  aaid  to  have  belonged 
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to  Elizabeth  Herrick,  a  graaddaaghter  of  Sir  William 
Herrick,  first  cooain  of  Robert  Herrick,  the  poet,  and  to 
have  been  brought  to  this  oounttj  by  her  father,  Hemy 
Hwrick,  in  1629.  A  fine  silver  mng,  "The  Gift  of  Capt. 
Thomas  Fiake  to  the  Charcb  in  Wenham,  172S,"  was 
louied  by  the  church.  Last  aummer  the  brooze  tablet 
oommemoratiDg  the  invention  of  the  telephone  vas  placed 
upon  the  front  of  the  T.  M.  C.  A.  boildlng,  and  there  was 
also  set  np  in  the  passageway  leading  from  oar  foyer  to 
the  garden  another  tablet,  to  the  memory  of  Colonel 
Charles  L.  Peiiaon,  provision  for  this  having  been  made 
in  his  will,  in  which  he  beqaeathed  91000  to  the  £ssex 
Institute,  and  also  to  the  Loyal  X<egion  a  like  amount, 
BOggesting  that  their  cnstomary  tablet  to  deceased  mem- 
bers should  be  offered  to  as.  From  Mrs.  Sunk  C  Bach- 
eller  we  received  a  pastel  portrait  of  Benjamin  West^  the 
fint  man  killed  at  Booker  Hill,  of  which  we  had  a  copy 
made  some  years  ago,  and  which  has  hung  In  the  Picture 
Gallery  ever  Bince.  We  have  therefore  both  the  original, 
which  is  in  a  rather  delapidated  condition,  and  the  copy. 
Mrs.  Emery  W.  Johnson  presented  ns  with  a  wonderful 
set  of  water  colors,  twelve  in  number,  illnstrating  the 
process  of  tea  culture  and  executed  in  Chins,  whence  they 
were  brought,  about  1882,  by  her  husband's  grandfather. 
Tbey  are  very  inadequately  displayed  in  the  China  Library 
and  deserve  a  much  better  showing,  but  while  wall  space 
is  at  its  present  premium  we  cannot  do  justice  to  many 
pictnies.  The  same  donor  gave  a  remarkable  set  of  twelve 
silver  spoons,  upon  the  handles  of  which  is  engraved  the 
genealo^oal  record  of  Mr.  Johnson's  branch  of  the  family. 
Dr.  Rushford  has  given  us  ao  addition  to  our  collection  of 
Cadet  uniforms  in  that  of  the  medical  officer's,  the  last 
style  used  before  the  World  War,  complete  in  all  details. 
From  the  estate  of  Mrs.  Sarah  Honeycomb  Baloomb  we 
have  just  received  the  bass  viol  used  at  the  UniversiUist 
Church  by  William  H.  Honeycomb,  and  other  articles, 
and  we  shall  soon  have  a  superb  gown  of  brocade  from 
Miss  Louisa  F.  Loring.  This  adds  another  to  the  number 
of  beautiful  costumes  which  we  already  have,  and  which 
should  be  shown  in  connection  with  those  that  attract  so 
much  comment  in  oar  cases,  but  the  oases  ate  quite  full, 
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and  there  do  not  seem  to  be  any  gowns  which  could  well 
be  withdrawn  to  make  room.  It  is  possible  to  add  two 
more  cases,  which  would  take  about  a  dozen  costumes  in 
all,  and  I  am  b^ging  for  the  small  amount  of  money  which 
is  needed  for  their  construction.  I  am  assured  of  some 
part  of  this,  but  need  a  good  deal  more,  and  I  urge  upoD 
the  membeiB  to  hand  or  send  me  even  very  small  amounts, 
so  that  we  can  add  this  interest  to  what  is  probably  the 
finest  collection  of  costumes  in  any  museum  in  the  coun- 
try. 

Last  summer  we  had  offered  us  a  splendid  specimen  of 
the  old-time  Concord  coach,  provided  we  would  agree  to 
house  it  properly,  and  in  view  of  the  foundation  already 
laid  for  a  good  group  of  carriages,  wagons,  sleighs,  and 
so  forth,  it  was  necessary  to  accept  it  and  see  what  could 
be  done  by  way  of  a  place  for  its  exhibition.  A  long  time 
ago  General  Francis  Henry  Appleton  offered  ns  a  God- 
dard  buggy  in  perfect  order,  but  we  have  never  been  able 
to  take  it,  and  as  you  know,  we  have  several  vehicles  in 
our  Annex  Building  and  the  stable  of  the  Peirce-Nichols 
house,  notably  a  small  booby-hutch  formerly  owned  by 
General  Winfield  Scott,  received  from  Mrs.  Winthrop 
Sargent.  After  looking  the  ground  over,  it  occurred  to 
me  that  we  might  construct  an  inespensive  building  on 
the  long  strip  of  ground  between  the  Museum  and  the 
Armory,  and  I  ventured  to  ask  Mr.  Philip  Smith  for  his 
opinion  as  an  architect,  which  he  very  kindly  gave.  In 
his  opinion  the  plan  is  quite  practicable,  and  he  has  gen- 
erously contributed  the  sketch  of  such  a  building  which 
we  have  here  tonight.  General  Appleton  has  promised  to 
make  a  handsome  gift  toward  the  construction  of  such  a 
transportation  building,  which  will  not  only  take  the  vehi- 
cles we  are  storing  outside,  including  the  coach,  which  we 
must  remove  from  its  present  storage  now,  but  will  also 
take  those  now  In  the  annex  and  make  room  there  for 
other  eshibita.  I  shall  have  to  beg  for  money  to  carry 
out  this  plan,  and  any  sums,  however  small,  will  be  very 
welcome. 

Thanks  to  a  sum  contributed  early  in  this  year  by  Miss 
Frick  and  the  profits  on  our  growing  sale  of  photographs, 
which,  by  permission  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  may  be 
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need  for  the  purpose,  we  have  beea  able  to  make  a  few 
purohases  of  museum  objects,  notably  the  portrait  of 
Nathaniel  Hawthorne  by  Henry  Inman,  painted  in  183-5, 
which  is  reproduced  as  the  frontispiece  of  this  Report,  as 
well  aa  aeverat  good  ezamplea  of  the  glass  formerly  made 
in  Waterford,  N.  J.,  of  which  we  bad,  so  far  as  known,  no 
specimens  before,  together  with  a  number  of  other  pieces 
of  glass  and  china. 

Ever  since  the  present  incumbent  assumed  office  he  has, 
from  time  to  time,  looked  at  the  accumulation  of  remain- 
ders of  oar  various  publications  for  the  past  fifty  or  sixty 
years  and  wished  that  there  might  be  some  way  of  turning 
them  into  money.  In  the  past  the  greater  part  of  our 
publications  were  such  aa  to  appeal  to  a  very  limited  class 
of  purchasers,  and  no  systematic  attempt  was  made  to 
call  them  to  the  notice  of  even  that  class,  while  little  was 
done  to  induce  dealers  to  list  them,  but  there  is  abundant 
evidence  that  with  proper  publicity  there  are  buyers  for 
praotically  all  items. 

The  matter  of  publicity  was  and  stiU  is  to  a  great  de- . 
gree  a  very  difEcuIt  one,  but  the  publication  of  a  priced 
catalogue  to  be  sent  to  all  dealera  of  standing,  to  aU  suit- 
able libraries  and  learned  societiea,  and  so  far  as  they  could 
be  found  to  private  collectors  along  the  various  lines,  was 
clearly  indicated.  This  haa  been  done  to  a  considerable 
extent,  and  immediately  resulted  in  calls  for  a  goodly 
number  of  the  issues,  and  it  is  hoped  to  continue  this 
from  time  to  time.  In  the  case  of  dealers  a  liberal  dis- 
count was  offered,  so  as  to  make  it  worth  their  while  to 
include  the  publications  in  their  catalogues  and  to  commu- 
nicate information  to  specializing  collectors  on  their  mail- 
ing lists.  Results  from  this  are  of  necessity  slow,  because 
they  must  await  the  issuing  of  catalognea,  but  orders  have 
been  coming  in,  and  more  will  follow. 

There  is  no  reason  why  the  Institute  should  not  build 
up  a  very  good  business  showing  handsome  profit  if  caie 
is  taken  to  print,  both  in  our  Historical  Collections  and  as 
separates,  matter  wbich  is  of  more  or  less  general  interest, 
so  ae  to  ensure  a  wider-spread  sale.  This  is  shown  notably 
in  the  case  of  our  various  books  and  pamphlets  relating 
to  shipping,  which  are  in  excellent  demand  from  all  parts 
of  this  country  and  also  from  England  and  Europe. 
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The  Becond  edition  of  "Old- Time  Ships  of  Salem,"  re- 
printed by  the  kind  conseat  of  the  Nuumkeag  Trust 
Company  that  we  should  have  the  use  of  the  costly  color- 
plates  prepared  by  them  for  their  series  of  calendars,  was, 
after  vezatious  delays,  finally  ready  during  the  past  sum* 
mer,  aad  the  attractive  circulars  which  had  been  sent  to  the 
trade  as  well  as  to  all  the  yacht-owners  in  the  country, 
had  brought  in,  before  the  book  was  out,  a  large  number 
of  orders.  Over  half  the  edition  of  one  thousand  copies 
has  been  sold,  and  the  book  is  still  io  active  demand.  The 
first  volume  of  Mr.  Putnam's  "Salem  Vessels  and  Their 
Voyages"  is  selling  readily,  and  over  two-thirds  of  the 
edition  of  five  hundred  ia  gone.  The  "Visitor's  Guide  to 
Salem,  in  its  fifty-ninth  thousand,  was  issued  and  shows  a 
marked  improvement  over  preceding  editions,  particularly 
in  a  more  complete  index.  The  sale  of  this  is  naturally 
slow  in  winter,  but  with  the  influx  of  tourists  will  in- 
crease. The  total  sales  of  all  publications  for  the  year 
are  considerably  more  than  double  those  of  the  preceding 
year,  which  were  in  turn  half  as  large  again  as  the  year 
before  that     The  record  speaks  for  itself. 

The  Vital  Records  appropriation  by  the  Commonwealth, 
suspended  during  the  war,  has  been  resuscitated,  and  the 
remaining  volumes  of  Gloucester  and  Salem  will  be  forth- 
coming in  due  course. 

We  have  been  entreated  a  number  of  times  by  architects 
and  others  to  publish  a  series  of  postal-oards  of  the  more 
notable  houses  and  buildings  of  Salem,  and  having  found 
a  process  which,  while  not  too  costly,  will  yet  give  attrac- 
tive and  useful  results,  we  are  about  to  begin  the  work 
with  a  series  of  about  two  dozen  subjects,  to  which  we 
shall  hope  to  add  from  time  to  time.  The  cards  will  have 
all  the  effect  of  soft  gray  pbob^frapbic  prints,  and  are 
sure  to  appeal  to  the  general  pnblic  no  less  than  to  pro- 
fessionals.   We  anticipate  a  large  sale  for  them.

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For  th«  third  time  I  have  the  pleasant  task  of  reporting 
upon  the  condition  of  the  Library  ;  it  is  helpful  to  as  and 
rather  encouraging  to  review  as  a  whole  the  work  of  the 
year,  for  we  usaally  find  that  we  have  accomplished  more 
than  we  realized  as  we  worked,  tboagh  never  as  much  as 
we  plan,  for  one  task  fulfilled  immediately  suggests  half 
a  dozen  others  for  the  future.  We  cannot  point  to  any 
one  grand  aohievement  this  year,  but  the  cataloging  has 
progressed  steadily,  and  we  iiave  made  cooaiderable  bead- 
way  in  our  nerer-ending  house-cleaoing.  It  would  be  too 
tedious  to  go  into  details  of  this,  but  one  instance  vm 
the  clearing  oat  of  twenty-two  sbeWes  full  of  pamphlets 
and  oiroulars,  hardly  any  of  which  had  any  local  in- 
terest or  particular  value,  but  which  had  been  accumu- 
lating, nevertheless,  for  eome  forty  years.  A  good  many 
hours  were  spent  last  summer  in  sorting  and  shelvii^  a 
large  number  of  magazines  and  pamphlets  given  us  by 
one  of  onr  members;  many  of  these  were  needed  to  fill 
in  gaps  in  our  sets,  and  we  were  able  to  sell  those  which 
we  conld  not  use  for  just  eaough  to  cover  the  cost  of  all 
the  work.  That  bugbear  familiar  to  most  librarians,  too 
many  books  for  too  few  shelves,  aecessltates  a  constant 
shifting  about  to  accommodate  our  new  books,  and  the 
problem  of  keeping  near  at  hand  all  those  moat  frequently 
used  is  a  difficult  one.  For  recreation  we  hunt  for  treas- 
ure in  that  enormous  mass  of  unoatalogued  maternd  in 
the  book  stack,  and  among  the  most  recent  finds  are  a 
volume  of  Baxter's  Sermons,  with  the  inscription,  "John 
Higginson  his  book  1661,"  and  a  Catalog  of  the  Massa- 
chusetts Historical  Library  printed  in  1796  ;  we  have  been 
able  to  add  two  items  to  oar  short  list  of  incunabula, — 
Justinian's  Institntionee  of  1475  and  the  Hysteria  tripertdta 
de  reg^ine  ecclesie  primitive  by  Casaiodorus,  printed  in 
Paris  about  1499.  We  have  completed  the  task  of  remov- 
ing from  the  catalc^  over  80,000  cards  for  articles  in 
(18) 
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Bcieatifio  periodicals,  which  we  trust  will  prove  oiuoh 
more  useful  in  their  new  home  in  the  Feabody  Museum. 
The  greater  part  of  our  time  is  taken  up  with  routine 
duties,  which  must  be  performed  daily,  yet  count  for  little 
in  a  report,  although  without  them  our  refeience  work 
could  not  be  done  efficiently. 

As  we  see  many  of  our  members  only  on  this  annnal 
occasion,  I  want  to  take  the  opportunity  to  emphasize 
once  more  the  needs  of  the  library;  new  members  may 
not  yet  realize  the  eignifioanoe  of  our  Essex  County  col- 
lection, and  the  older  members  I  atn  sure  will  pardon  the 
reminder  that  there  must  still  be  material,  valuable  per- 
haps only  to  ns,  in  their  attics.  We  have  tried  always  to 
obtain  everything  printed  in  the  thirty-five  cities  and 
towns  of  the  county,  bat  it  is  amazing  to  see  how  much 
is  lacking  even  after  all  these  years  of  patient  collecting, 
and  whenever  any  member  has  books  or  pamphlets  that 
he  considers  fit  only  for  the  jnnkman,  we  should  appreci- 
ate very  mnch  a  chance  to  look  them  over,  and  the  older 
and  dustier  they  are  the  better  pleased  we  are  as  a  rule. 
One  of  our  important  acquisitions,  from  a  sentimental 
point  of  view,  is  a  list  of  pupils,  with  their  boarding- 
places,  of  Byfield  Seminary  in  1820  ;  this  was  one  of  the 
early  female  seminaries,  founded  in  1807,  and  it  is  strange 
indeed  that  it  is  not  until  1923  that  it  is  entered  in  our 
catalog.  Another  trifie  recentiy  purchased  is  the  Ballad 
of  the  Cannon,  descriptive  of  the  long  stm^le  between 
Rowley  and  Georgetown  for  the  possession  of  that  old 
cannon  called  Nanoy,  which,  we  are  assured,  now  lies 
safely  hidden  in  the  Rowley  town  vault.  This  pamphlet 
had  been  in  our  possession  only  two  days  when  a  visitor 
asked  for  something  on  the  aSsai;  and  was  greatly  pleased 
when  we  brought  out  the  little  poem.  These  are  examples 
of  what  we  wish  might  be  given  to  us,  thereby  saving  our 
funds  for  the  new  and  usually  expensive  books  of  today. 
We  want,  too,  memorabilia  of  all  Essex  County  residents 
or  events, — however  trivial  a  school  program  or  order  of 
exercises  seems,  you  may  be  sure  that  we  can  find  a  place 
for  it ;  we  are  making  another  appeal  this  year  for  old 
newspapers,  so  that  we  can  complete  and  bind  as  many 
sets  as  possible ;  they  form  one  of  our  most  important 
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departments  and  are  in  conetant  use,  growing  mote  vala- 
able  and  more  fragile  as  time  goes  on,  bo  that  it  ia  quite 
necessary  to  preeerre  them  carefully.  Possibly  it  ia 
thought  that  onr  files  are  complete,  but  this  is  not  so  in 
many  cases,  and  we  are  willing  to  spend  any  amoant.ot 
time  looking  over  papers  in  the  hope  of  finding  tbe  few 
that  we  may  lack.  It  delights  us  especially  to  receive  as 
a  gift,  as  we  did  not  long  ago,  early  numbers  of  our  own 
publicatioDS,  for  some  of  these  are  becoming  exceedingly 
scarce,  yet  are  in  constant  demand  for  completing  sets.  It 
is  hardly  necessary  to  add  that  we  will  take  gladly  mann- 
Bcripto  of  any  description  or  period ;  we  cannot  at  present 
do  much  towards  mounting  them  in  scrap-books  uniform 
with  our  older  papers,  but  at  least  they  can  be  carefully 
preserved  in  our  fireproof  building  until  funds  are  avail- 
able for  oontinuing  this  work.  May  I  hope  that  for  the 
next  few  weeks,  while  spring  house-cleaning  is  in  pn^ress, 
yon  will  keep  these  needs  iu  mind  and  send  us  anything 
that  might  enrioh  onr  Essex  County  collection. 

We  appreoiato  our  library  moat,  perhaps,  when  we  have 
a  visitor  who  is  an  expert  in  some  one  line,  who  can  point 
out  to  us  the  real  value  of  certain  books;  such  a  visitor 
found  on  our  shelves  a  few  days  ago  seven  early  American 
cook-books  that  had  been  lacking  in  a  list  covering  several 
large  libraries.  Our  marine  collection  is  tbe  admiratJOD 
of  many  visitors,  ranging  from  the  authority  on  marine 
afFairs  in  the  Pacific  to  the  ex-eailor,  interested  in  making 
ship  models,  who  found  valuable  suggestioQS  for  his  hobby 
in  our  many  illustrated  books.  Every  summer  we  have 
many  visitors  from  the  West  whose  ancestors  lived  in  this 
county,  and  often  they  will  spend  several  weeks  here  in- 
vestigating the  family  history.  One  visitor  came  in  re- 
cently saying  he  could  spare  only  a  few  minutee  for  a 
hasty  glance,  but  it  was  nearly  three  hours  later  when  be 
reluctantly  departed,  filled  with  admiration  for  our  fasci- 
nating store  of  books. 

It  is  encouraging  to  find  that  we  have  made  some  nota- 
ble  additions  to  our  manuscript  collection ;  family  papers 
dating  from  1717  came  from  descendants  in  Washington 
of  old  Salem  residents,  and  among  other  gifts  were  man- 
uscripts of  poems,  published  and  unpublished,  by  Mr. 
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Haiginn  of  Beverly,  letters  of  Rnfas  Choate,  and  single 
pieces,  too  many  to  enumerate,  from  various  other  friends. 
We  purchased  a  large  quantity  of  papers  of  the  Parsons 
family  of  Gloucester,  relating  chiefly  to  shipping  in  the 
eighteenth  ceatury,  and  of  this  same  period  we  obtained 
several  account  books  and  letter  books,  as  well  as  the 
covenant  of  the  Salisbury  Church,  written  in  1788. 

The  largest  number  of  books  purchased  this  year  belongs 
in  the  marine  room ;  many  of  these  volumes  are  not  of 
gi-eat  value  individually,  but  each  adds  a  little  to  a  oolleo- 
tion  of  which  we  may  justly  be  prond.  Some  are  of  a 
purely  technical  character,  like  Tumbnll's  Chronometer's 
Companion  and  Malham's  Naval  Gazetteer ;  several  early 
dictionanes  of  nautical  terms  and  books  on  signalling  wiU 
be  found  usefnl,  and  following  the  recent  trend  toward 
books  of  adveotnre  we  have  purchased,  among  others, 
Admirals  of  the  Caribbean  and  The  Real  Story  of  the 
Pirate.  We  have  one  shelf  for  curious  stones  of  the  sea, 
and  to  this  we  have  added  several  entertaining  little 
books,  while  we  count  as  our  chief  treasure  a  copy  of 
Ountsr's  Description  of  the  Sector,  published  in  1628,  in 
which  is  found  an  appendix  on  the  croes-bow,  a  description 
hitherto  unknown  to  our  American  authorities  on  nandcal 
instruments.  While  many  of  these  books  are  bought  only 
for  the  purpose  of  rounding  out  a  collection  for  the  seri- 
ous worker  who  demands  everything  possible  ou  his  sub- 
ject, it  is  interesting  to  see  that  some  are  put  to  immediate 
use, — for  instance,  the  first  reader  of  a  new  book,  China 
Clippers,  turned  almost  at  once  to  a  description  of  a  ship 
on  which  a  Salem  ancestor  had  sailed.  Supplementing  the 
books  strictly  on  shipping,  we  have  several  volumes  of 
travel,  among  them  a  1745  edition  of  the  Harleian  Col- 
lection of  Voyages,  ShiUibeer's  Karrative  of  the  Briton's 
Voyage  to  Pitcairn  Islands,  and  Scherzer's  Narrative  of 
the  Circumnavigation  of  the  Globe. 

We  have  added  largely  to  our  It^-books,  thirteen  com- 
ing in  one  lot  as  a  gift,  and  we  have  purchased  several 
others,  including  that  of  the  schooner  John  of  1762,  the 
snow  Industry  of  1763,  and  the  brig  Oi^on  of  a  much 
later  date. 

Of  equal  importance  with  our  marina  collection  is  our 
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CbiDa  library ;  this,  too,  has  been  shown  to  nuwy  visitors 
who  have  givea  it  high  praise,  and  although  it  is  not  the 
largest  collection  on  the  subject,  having  about  4,000  vol- 
umes, it  ranks  as  one  of  the  finest  in  ^is  country.  The 
number  of  new  books  is  unusually  large,  and  it  is  hard  to 
select  the  few  that  I  can  take  time  to  mentioD ;  those  most 
in  accord  with  the  ordinal  purpose  of  the  library  would  be, 
perhaps.  The  Cycle,  a  periodical  of  1870,  or  Biogbam's 
Narrative  of  the  Expedition  to  China,  published  in  1842, 
or  the  new  book  by  Werner,  Myths  and  L^jeodsof  China; 
for  still  earlier  history  we  have  Padre  Viani's  Istoria,  of 
1789,  Matelief  de  Jonge's  Joumael,  printed  iu  1648,  and 
an  edition  of  the  Chineae  nova  desoriptio  by  Ortelius, 
dated  1584,  which  differs  from  another  issue  of  the  same 
year  already  in  our  possession  in  Hat  it  has  differant  col- 
oring and  tibe  test  in  Latin  instead  of  French.  These 
books  will  probably  not  appeal  to  most  of  our  readers  as 
much  as  the  Works  of  Li  Po,  The  Charm  of  the  Middle 
Kingdom,  or  the  widely  advertised  Beasts,  Men  and  Gods; 
to  the  lover  of  the  weird  we  would  recommend  Strang 
Stories  from  the  Lodge  of  Leisures,  and  the  pictures  by 
Jaoovleff  of  the  Chinese  theatre  cannot  fail  to  fascinate 
everyone.  A  publioation  for  which  there  has  long  been 
need  is  the  Supplement  and  Index  to  the  Bibliotheca  Sin- 
ica  by  Cordier,  the  first  part  of  which  has  recently  been 
issued. 

To  anyone  visiting  the  rooms  given  over  to  Essex 
County  authors,  it  would  probably  seem  that  the  collection 
was  complete,  but  as  a  matter  of  fact  we  hare  to  devote  a 
large  share  of  our  funds  each  year  to  the  purchase  of 
these  books ;  our  attention  is  directed  mainly  to  older 
imprints,  although  we  have  added,  too,  such  books  as  Dr. 
Howe's  Argonauts  of  '49  and  bis  Beverly  Privateers, 
Whittier's  Letters  to  Elizabeth  Lloyd,  and  Bacon's  Dial 
in  Shakespeare  by  Natalie  R.  Clark.  We  have  bought 
town  documents  of  all  kinds,  a  typical  one  being  a  Rowley 
report  for  1829,  and  among  the  purchases  of  a  purely 
local  interest  are  the  plans  of  the  ^rton  Square  Church^ 
showing  the  prices  for  which  the  pews  sold  and  the  names 
of  the  owners.  An  early  Haverhill  imprint  is  the  amusing 
little  book   Female  Policy  Detected,  printed  only  two 
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years  after  a  press  was  establtfihed  there  in  1798,  sad 
otheia  of  this  ioterestlng  class  are  a  Salem  editioQ  of  Tom 
Joaee,  dated  1T99,  a  sermoa  on  the  Origin  of  Eyil  by 
John  Murray  of  Newburyport,  of  1785,  and  a  rare  edition 
of  Bayley's  Psalm-Singer's  AssiBtant,  printed  in  Boston 
in  1767.  We  are  still  gathering  in  sheet  music,  new  and 
old,  relating  to  the  county,  having  recently  acquired  the 
political  song  King  Andrew,  used  at  the  Salem  Wh^  fes- 
tival in  1884,  and  still  one  more  song  of  the  Hutchinson 
family,  Hannah's  at  the  Window  Binding  Shoes. 

We  find  few  attractive  titles  in  the  part  of  the  library 
that  is  really  used  the  most, — publications  of  historical 
and  patriotic  societies  from  nearly  every  State,  vital 
records  of  towns,  family  genealogies, — all  these  are  stead- 
ily  filling  up  our  shelves ;  we  bought  the  history  of  the 
one  Massachusetts  county  that  we  lacked,  Bristol  County, 
and  town  histories  range  from  that  of  Southington,  Con- 
necticut, published  in  1875,  to  the  Chronicles  of  Danvers, 
just  off  the  press,  which  is  doubly  interesting  as  we  have 
closely  watched  its  preparation  by  a  member  of  oar  own 
staff.  Miss  Harriet  S.  Tapley.  One  book  that  we  have 
already  used  many  times  is  Dress  Design  by  Hughes,  which 
ia  especially  helpful  in  giving  patterns  for  the  costumes  of 
olden  times,  while  another  on  the  same  subject  is  McOlel- 
lan's  Historic  Dress  from  1800  to  1870,  supplementing  her 
book  of  an  earlier  period.  There  seems  to  be  hardly  any 
phase  of  arts  and  crafts  on  which  we  cannot  produce  some 
new  book — a  few  subjects  taken  at  random  are  fans,  sil- 
houettes, glass,  furniture,  and  sundials. 

We  feel  that  we  have  made  many  additions  of  a  perma- 
nent value, — the  book  od  wall-paper  by  Phyllis  Ackerman 
presents  the  Srst  comprehensive  history  of  its  use,  and 
the  same  thorough  research  is  shown  in  Lustre  Pottery 
by  Lady  Evans  and  Printing  Types  by  Updike.  This  last 
year  has  been  remarkable,  too,  for  the  extraordinar}'  num- 
ber of  beaatifully  illustrated  books,  which  will  give  de- 
light for  years  to  come ;  the  sixty  plates  depicting  the 
Chinese  porcelain  in  the  Louvre  can  hardly  be  surpassed 
for  the  technique  of  the  work  and  beauty  of  color ;  with 
our  China  fund  we  could  invest,  too,  in  The  Thousand 
Buddhas  by  Sir  Aurel  Stein,  and  the  three  volumes  of 
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Butterflies  of  China,  Japan  and  Korea,  by  J.  H.  Leech. 
A  new  book  on  a  sabject  about  which  little  has  been  writ- 
ten is  by  Major  Dent  on  piquS,  or  inlaid  work,  of  which 
we  have  several  fine  speoimens  in  the  Museum,  and  the 
volume  on  European  firearms,  by  Jackson,  will  doubtless 
prove  a  surprise  to  many  readen,  with  its  examples  of 
exquisite  design  and  worfcmaosbip.  A  purchase  that  will 
interest  Salem  people  especially  is  Domestic  Architecture 
of  the  American  Colonies,  by  Fiske  Kimball,  in  which  are 
pictured  with  accurate  detail  several  of  the  beautiful  old 
houses  of  our  city.  In  addition  to  these  important  pur- 
chases and  gifts,  a  great  deal  of  material  has  come  in 
which,  although  not  receiving  much  attention  at  present, 
is  preserved  carefully  as  the  source  from  which  the  future 
writer  may  draw  for  his  history  of  to-day ;  for  most  of 
these  oircuUrs,  programs  and  apparently  trivial  imprints, 
we  must  thank,  as  usual,  Mr.  Willis  H.  Ropes,  Mr.  Harry 
E.  Webber,  Mr.  Hugh  F.  E.  Farrell,  and  Mr.  Uwrence 
W.  Jenkins.
